MAY  SHORTEN  THE  WAR 

Death  of  Mrs.  Kruger  May  Cause  Com  Paul  to  Lose 

Heart  In  Continuing  What  Seems 

a  Hopeless  Struggle. 


Wew  York,  July  22.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  London  says:  The  death 
of  Mrs.  Kruger  may  have  some  Infiu- 
ence  in  shortening  the  war.  Mr.  Kruger 
riimself  has  been  reported  to  be  exceed- 
ingly despondent  over  the  military  oper- 
ations, and  the  correspondence  between 
Reltz  and  Steyn  has  justified  his  dis- 
couragement. His  domestic  bereave- 
ment may  cause  him  to  lose  heart  for 
continuing  a  hopeless  struggle.  His 
Dutch  physicians  have  been  warning 
him  for  month.*  against  the  con.«e. 
quences  of  excitement,  since  his  heart 
action  Is  abnormally  weak.  The  story 
Is  brought  by  inducnlial  .South  Africans. 


that  Oen.  Botha  was  strongly  disposed 
to  surrender,  but  did  not  consider  him- 
self at  liberty  to  do  so  against  the  Judg- 
ment of  Mr.  Kruger.  Gen.  IJntha  ha.^  a 
family  to  provide  for  and  without  re- 
sources. South  Africans  assert  that  he 
is  dependent  upon  allowances  which  Mr. 
Kruger  has  agreed  to  make  for  him  If 
SB  auo[  su  «>i83njjs  am  eenunuco  eq 
possible.  There  is  no  practical  method 
of  verifying  these  explanation?,  but  this 
account  comes  from  south  Africans 
who  ought  to  know  what  they  are  talk- 
ing about.  The  newspapers  refer  In 
tones  of  sympathy  to  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Kruger.  It  Is  expected  that  the  British 
army  in  South  Africa  will  pay  to  her 
death  honors  which  her  former  position 
would  have  demanded. 


DEATH  IN  THE  BLIZZARD 


The  Bodies  of  Six  Men  Evidently  Prospectors  Found 

Scattered  Along  the  Dreary  Trail 

to  St.  Michaels. 


Pittsburg.  July  22.— The  strike  situ- 
ation today  is  practically  the  same  as 
on  Saturday,  Wellsville  and  McKees- 
port  being  the  point*  around  which  the 
interest  centers  and  any  new  develop- 
ment will,  no  doubt,  emanate  from  these 
places. 

The   rumored   accession   to   the   force 
of  the  men  of  the  Wellsville  plant  did 
not  take  place  and   the       twenty-three 
loyal  men  who  have  stuck  to  the  com- 
pany  went   to  work   this  morning      a« 
usual.       It    Is  expected,    however,    that 
the  company  will  etideavor  to  Increase 
this  number  within  the  no'Xt  few  hours. 
Color  is  given  to  this  by  a  report  that 
the  managers  of  the  Pittsburg       mills 
held  a  secret  meeting  in  this  city  last 
.Saturday,    where,    after    a    deliberation 
on    the    situation    they    decided       that, 
owing  to  the  weakness  of  Wellsville  as 
an  Amalgamated  stronghold  they  would 
start   up  that  mill.       In   this  they  feel 
sanguine  of  success.       The  strikers  at 
Wellsville  have  been      watching      very 
closely  all  the  movements  at  the  plant 
and  a  close  scrutiny  Is  kept  upon   the 
railroad  stations  for  any  strangers  that 
might  come  Into  the  town.  None,  how- 
ever,   have    as    yet    appeared,    and    the 
vigilance  is  kept  up  In  the  most  orderly 
manner,   and       without       any       hostile 
demonstration. 

At    McKeesport    everything    Is    black 
this       morning.       The       DeWees-Wood 
plant  did  not  make  any  attempt  to  open 
up   as    was  expected.    Rumors   of  great 
momtnt  were  rife  throughout  yesterday 
and   imusuai   excitement   was  manifest. 
It  was  stated  that  the  company  would 
brini;    in    new    men    this   morning,    and 
the    strikers    were    watching    every    in- 
gress   to    the   city.       Hundreds    of   men 
were  parading  the  street*  watching  the 
railroads  and   ever    watching   the   river 
bank,  because  it  was  said  that  the  men 
would    be    brought   in    by    boat    up    the 
Monongahela  river.       A  significant  fea- 
ture   here   Is    that    the    men.    Instead   of- 
leaving  the  place  and  going  into  camp 
or  taking  a  holiday  in  some  other  man- 
ner are  all   remaining  and  keeping  an 
eye   on   every   movement   that    Is   being 
made  at  the  mill.       This  demonstration 
on  the  part  of  the  men.  while  all  is  done 
in  an  orderly  manner  and  the  orders  of 
the  Amalgamated  officials     are       being 
obeyed.  \?  looked  upon  as  ominous,   be- 
cause if  the  company  should   make  an 
attempt    to    bring    new    men    into    the 
mill,  it  Is  not  unlikely  that  the  strikers 
will    make    resistance.        The    Amalga- 
mated   people    are    greatly    elated    over 
the  fad  that  they  succeeded  In  organiz- 
ing a  lodge  among  the  employes  of  the 
Naticmal  Tube  works.       The  formation 
of  this  new  lodge  of  Amalgamated  men 
a  the  National  Tube  works  may  extend 
the  conflict  to  that  plant,   inasmuch  as 
the    Amalgamated    assocLition    officials 
say  they  will  undoubtedly  protect  these 
men  by  calling  out  all   the  workers  at 
the  mill  in  case  the  company  shall  dis- 
charge   them    for    having   Joined       the 
union. 

The  situation  this  morning  through- 
out Pittsburg  and  Allegheny  in  the 
strike  district  was  about  the  same  as 
Saturday.  C<ontrary  to  general  expect- 
ations no  effort  was  made  to  run  any  of 
the  plants. 

At  the  Painter  mill.  West  End.  every- 
thing was  quiet.  Not  one  of  the  strik- 
ers was  abf)ut  the  place  and  the  plant 
Is  closed  except  for  a  few  laborers  at 
work  cleaning  up  the  floors.  A  report 
was  clrculatetl  yesterday  that  the  mills 
would  be  opened  today  nonunion,  but 
thirt  had  no  apparent  foundation.  The 
management  i.«  evidently  preparing  for 
a  long  shut  down,  as  there  is  no  raw 
material  coming  in  and  all  the  finished 
material  Is  being  shipped  out.  With  the 
exception  of  one  or  two  guards  there 
was  not  the  least  sign  of  the  700  strik- 
ers. It  l.<5  said  the  Amalgamated  associ- 
ation h«s  so  arranged  that  in  the  event 
of  any  elTort  being  made  to  start  the 
plant  non-union,  an  alarm  will  be 
sounded  and  over  two-thirds  of  the 
strikers  will  be  on  hand  In  a  few  min- 
utes pi'cpared  to  stoutly  resist  any 
movement  by  the  management  to  oper- 
ate the  plant. 

At  the  Clark  mill.  Thirty-fifth  street, 
the  situation   is   unchanged.     No   more 


ICome.  July  10,  via  Seattle,  July  22.— A 
tragic  story  comes  from  St.  Michael.  A 
party  of  men.  en  route  to  Nome,  re- 
cently found  the  bodies  of  six  men  at  a 
point  ntar  Cape  Romanoff.  It  is  pre- 
sumed that  they  all  froze  to  death  dur- 
ing some  one  of  the  terrible  blizzards 
that  prevailed  last  winter. 

The  bodied  were  scattered  at  inter- 
vals, five  of  them  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  apart.  They  were  outstretched 
upon  the  tundm  and  each  was  found 
•wrapped  in  blankets.  Each  had  some 
camp  equipment  near  him  but  no  food. 


men  are  at  work,  and  the  strikers  are 
keeping  away  from  the  mill.  It  was 
reported  thia  morning  that  over  twenty- 
five  non-union  men  applied  for  positions 
at  the  plant.  Superintendent  Brown  is 
reported  to  have  said  that  no  men  will 
be  hired  until  the  strike  is  settled. 

At  the  Lindsay  &  McCutcheon  plant, 
Rebecca  street.  Allegheny,  there  is 
nothing  new,  the  plant  is  shut  down 
and  there  is  not  a  striker  in  sight.  Su- 
perintendent Ball  was  aeen,  but  he  had 
nothing  to  eay. 

President  RhafTer  has  recovered  from 
his  slight  Indisposition  of  Saturday  and 
was  at  his  desk  at  an  early  hour  today. 
He  would  not  discufs  his  plans  for  this 
week.  Much  depended  on  circumstan- 
ces, he  said.  The  general  plans  of  the 
Amalgamated  association  were,  of 
course,  laid  out,  and  v>ill  be  followed  to 
the  letter.  There  are  eome  startling 
Hurprl.ses  for  the  manufacturers,  he 
averred,  however.  "Our  people,"  he 
said,  "have  been  saving  and  have  fortl- 
fid  themselves  against  such  an  emer- 
gency for  three  years.  At  pretsent  we 
are  simply  taking  our  much-needed  va- 
cations. When  the  cooler  weather  ar- 
rives we  will  be  In  shape  to  settle  down 
for  the  winter,  undisturbed  by  the  con- 
ditions confrontng  us.  for  we  have 
everything  In  readlnesi?  for  Just  such  a 
winter  as  will  result  if  this  strike  is  not 
settled." 

With  reference  to  the  statements  of 
John  M.  Farquhar,  a  member  of  the  in- 
dustrial commission  which  were  sent 
out  from  Washington,  in  which  it  was 
inferred  that  there  might  be  a  move- 
ment In  progress  by  the  officials  of  that 
commlsskm  to  bring  about  mediation  in 
the  present  strike.  President  Shaffer 
said: 

"If  Farquhar  le  quoted  correctly,  and 
is  endeavoring  to  bring  about  an  adjust- 
ment of  this  strike.  I  believe  that  if  he 
puts  the  .same  assidu  us  efforts  into  his 
ta.sk  as  he  did  when  he  questioned  me 
during  the  sessions  of  the  commission, 
he  will  accomplish  some  good  results.  I 
do  not  know  If  he  is  attempting  any 
such  movement,  as  he  has  not  com- 
municated with  me  or  any  officials  of  the 
association." 

In  commenting  upon  the  possibility  of 
the  National  Tube  \\  orks  discharging 
the  men  who  Joined  the  Amalgamated 
association  yesterday.  Mr.  Shaffer  said: 

"If  the  company  should  discharge 
these  men,  we  shall  have  to  protect 
them,  and  as  we  conf;'der  discharge 
under  these  HVcumHtMif^s  grounds  for 
enforcing  article  19.  section  35,  we  should 
have  to  request  reinbtatement  of  these 
men  and  their  recognition  as  members. 
If  that  were  not  done,  we  should  b«  com- 
pelled to  call  out  all  Amalgamated  men 
working  in  the  plants  of  the  National 
Tube  works." 

In  reply  to  the  question,  "In  organiz- 
ing these  men.  had  you  planned  to  draw 
them  into  the  strike?"  the  president  re- 

rlied:  ,^,        .„ 

"As  the  last  conference  proposition  to 
the  manufacturers  practically  limited 
the  strike  to  the  sheet,  tinplate  and  hoop 
companies  for  tho  time  being,  it  was  not 
our  purpose  to  organize  these  men  to 
Involve  tho  National  Tube  company. 

While  still  hoping  for  an  early  settle- 
ment of  the  strike.  Mr.  Shaffer  will  not 
say  that  any  steps  had  been  taken  In 
"this  direction,  and  so  far  as  the  officers 
were  concerned,  they  all  declared  that 
they  had  not  been  approached  by  any 
nerson  or  persons  on  this  subject. 
Among  the  manufacturers  there  was 
the  same  general  silence  preserved  re- 
garding the  situation  and  concerning 
prospective  plans  for  operating  the  now 
idle  mills  of  the  three  companies. 

A  Wellsville  Ohio,  dispatch  received 
at  noon  says: '  "The  strike  .  f  tuation 
here  has  not  changed  materially  from 
the  condition  of  last  week.  Not^'ith- 
standing  the  rumors  ^1}^^\'^\^^^J:]'J' 
effect  that  the  six  mills  of  the  Wells- 
ville plant  would  be  running  in  full  to- 
dav,  such  is  not  the  case.  No  outside 
men  have  been  brought  in  and  only 
mills  1  2  and  4  are  In  operation.  At  this 
hour,  though.  It  is  rumored  that  enough 
of  the  strikers  will  resume  work  this 
afternoon  to  operate  mills  5  and  6.  A 
number  of  the  mill  men  who  recently 
Joined  the  Amalgamated  association  are 
in  sore  straits  to  know  what  to  do  in 
the  present  difficulty.  They  want  to 
work  but  their  pride  will  not  perm4t 
them"  to  violate  the  contract  which  they 
recently  entered  into  with  the  Amal- 
gamated association.  Great  influence  is 
being  brought  to  beai-  upon  them  by 
the  friends  of  the  Amalgamated  associ- 
ation and  by  the  mill  men.

Pittsfield,  Mass..  July  22.— "With  three 
steps  in  its  case  against  Robert  S.  Fos- 
burg,  the  alleged  slayer  of  his  sister 
May,  apparently  well  fortified,  the  pros- 
ecution came  today  to  the  opening  of 
the  third  day's  session  of  the  trial  of 
young  Fosburg  for  manslaughter  with 
the  announcement  that  it  hoped  to  com- 
Dlete  its  case  before  night.  The  first 
Witness  today  was  Arthur  A.  Forbes,  a 
local  civil  engineer,  whose  testimony 
was  mainly  concerning  measurements 
about  the  Fosburg  house  and  the  ar- 
rangement of  furniture. 

Mr.  Forbes*  testimony  was  technical 
and  of  little  importance. 

The  next  witness,  Nelson  J.  Hall,  of 
this  city,  told  of  a  visit  to  the  Fosburg 
house  at  4  o'clock  on  the  morning  fol- 
lowing the  shooting.  He  found  a  pair  of 
black  half  hose  with  white  dots,  he  said, 
on  the  grass  near  the  edge  of  the  road. 
The  half  hoee  were  well  worn  on  the 
bottom.  Further  on  he  picked  up  a  single 
sock.  The  half  hose  were  identified  in 
court  by  witness  as  the  ones  he  found. 

The  tracks  of  bare  feet:  were  also 
noticed  on  the  road.  They  were  about 
ten  Inches  long  and  quite  broad.  They 
disappeared  at  a  bend  In  the  road 
further  on. 

The  finding  of  a  pair  of  trousers  and 
of  the  pillow  case  which  is  said  to  have 
been  used  as  a  mask  by  one  of  the  burg- 
lars, was  then  given  by  those  who 
picked  them  up.  and  the  articles  were 
shown  and  identified. 

Lawyer  Crosby  asked  that  Harold  W. 
Hopkins,  who  occupied  ^he  witness- 
stand  at  the  time,  should  try  on  the 
pillowcase  to  see  If  it  possibly  could 
have  been  used  as  a  mask.  Judge 
Stevens  declared  that  such  a  step  would 
be  unnecessary  at  that  point.  The 
Judge  apparently  satisfied  himself  on 
this  point  by  running  his  hand  into  the 
torn  place  to  see  Just  how  large  It  was. 

Photographs  of  the  piazza  posts  of  the 
Fosburg  house,  smiiched  with  the  im- 
print of  grimy  hands  were  introduced 
as  evidence,  to  which  the  defense  ob- 
jected, but  was  overruled. 

Dr  W.  W.  Schofleld.  who  has  been 
looked  upon  as  an  important  witness  for 
the  state,  was  then  called. 

Dr  Schofleld  told  of  being  called  to 
the  Fosburg  house  at  1:30  o'clock  a.  m. 
and  of  finding  two  officers  on  guard. 
When  he  reached  there  at  2  o  clock 
some  one  said.  "You  are  too  late,  doctor; 
the  eirl  is  dead."  ,     ^ 

Witness  entered  the  house  and  at  once 
went  upstairs.  On  the  floor  of  the  bed- 
room he  saw  the  body  of  the  g  rl  covered 
with  a  sheet  and  with  a  pillow  undei 
the  head.  Blood  was  oozing  from  the 
mouth  and  from  the  wound,  "e  ex- 
amined the  body  and  was  convinced  it 
tx^s  dead.

A  Story  of  Days  Vastly 

Different   From   the 

Present  Time. 


The  oldest  Protestant  church  In     the 
United  States  Is  St.   Luke'«,  at  Smith- 
Btild.   Va.       A     llttte     Roman     Catholic 
chapel  at  Santa  Fe.  N.  M.,  claimii  to  be 
a  few  years  older,  but  I  doubt  it.  write* 
the  Washington  correspondent     of     the 
Chicago  Ilecord-Hfrald.  St.  Luke's  was 
erected  in  16;i2,  and  was  restored  in  1894, 
as  nearly  as  po.*»«lble  to  its  original  con- 
dition and  appearance.    It  is  a  beautiful 
old  structure,    ot   early   English   gothJc, 
with  niullioned   windows  and  a  stately 
tower,    and    lias    been    used    for    public 
worship     almost     continu<iusly  for    two 
centuries     and     a     half.     The     original 
church,  erected  on  Jamestown  island  by 
the   first  English     colonists     in     North 
America,   under  Capt.   John  Smith — the 
curch  in     which     Pocahontas     was  bap- 
tized and  married — has  all  disappeared, 
except  a  picturesque,  ivy-clad  tower  of 
brick,  surrounded  by  a  grove  of  treew.    It 
was  allowed  to  lie  in  ruins  until   Mi-s. 
Barney,    of    Dayton,    Ohio,    bought    the 
islands,   cleared  away   the  rubbish   and 
underbrush  and  presented  the  site  and 
the  ruins  of  the  first  white  settlement 
io  North  America  to  the  Society  for  the 
Preservation    of    Virginia    Antiquities. 
The  place  is  now  carefully  protected.  It 
was  there  that  the  seat  of  the  colonial 
Eovernnient  was  established  and  main- 
;ained  until  the  Bacon  reljelllon.   which 
!8  so  graphically  descrlbetl  in  a  recent 
lovol.    When  Jamestown  was  destroyed 
Che  governor    moved     up     to  Williams- 
burg,    or    "William"s-Cittie."  with    his 
lourt. 

St.  Luke's,  at  Smithfield.  was  erected 
I  few  years  after  the  original  church  at 
Tamestown.  and.  being  in  an  isolated 
iituatton,  has  not  suffered  from  the 
ravages  of  war.  the  tooth  o'  time,  or 
other  means  of  destruction.  Besides 
this  church.  Smithfleld  Is  famous  for 
nams.  although  the  greater  part  of 
'.hose  sold  under  its  name  are  raised  and 
cured  elsewhere.  The  Island  on  which 
the  town  stands  is  referred  to  in  the 
Did  records  as  "Ye  Isle  of  Hogges,"  so 
that  its  reputation  for  pork  was  estab-

I 
have  never  been  able  to  discover  why

The  old  church  stands  among  most 
picturesque  surroundings,  and  is  a  fav- 
orite study  for  artists.  In  the  chancel 
are  two  tombs  upon  which  the  Inscrip- 
tions are  almost  obliterated.

State

Another  picturesque  old  church  Is  St. 
Peters,  at  New  Kent,  about  fifteen 
miles  north  of  Williamsburg.  It  was 
built  in  ITO.J.  and  has  been  conlinuously 
used  for  public  worship.  In  this  church 
Washington  was  married,  and  "White 
Hou!»e,"  the  residence  of  John  Dand- 
ridge.  the  father  of  Martha  Washing- 
ton, is  the  chief  plantation  in  the  parish 
and  the  county.  The  executive  mansion 
in  Washington  was  named  In  honor  of 
Mrs.  Washington's  birthplace. 

Hruton  church,  at  Williamsburg,  which 
was  designed  by  Sir  Christopher  Wren, 
is  much  larger  and  more  Imposing  than 
either  of  the  two  I  have  mentioned, 
and  its  simple  dignity,  with  a  dense 
robe  of  ivy.  gives  it  a  picturesque 
beauty  equaled  by  few  ecclesiastical 
etructures  in  this  country.  The  old 
bricks  hcve  a  yellowish  red  tone  and  the 
mellow  harmony  of  the  whole  structure 
excites  the  admiration  of  architects  and 
artists  and  furnishes  a  picture  tha  like 
of  which  1.S  often  seen  in  hne^land,  but  no- 
where elso  in  the  Unlti-d  States,  inside 
is  the  font  at  which  Pocahontas  wa.-i  bap- 
tized. It  was  removed  from  Jam.-stown 
with  the  seat  of  gotvorument.  There  are 
two    communion    serv^c^i«    of    sllv'ar,    one 

C resented  bv  Queen  Anne  and  the  other 
y  George  III.  both  bearing  the  royal 
arms. 

They  tell  pretty  tough  stories  about  the 
moral.!  of  the  nuinlsters  who  w^re  sent 
over  by  the  bishop  of  London  to  look 
after  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Virginia 
colonl:4t8.  but  tholr  sermons  were  sound 
In  <l<>:;irlne  and  they  did  not  hesitate  to 
call  other  sinners  to  repentanco.  Bishr-p 
Meade,  of  the  Dpisciipal  church.  In  his 
charminp  reminiscence*  of  "Old  Fami- 
lies and  Old  Churches  of  Virginia,"  te-lls 
us  th.it  th«  clergy  were  devt>ted  to  cartts, 

hor.ss-racing,  oook-fightlng.  dlssiixition 
ami  ilrunkf mess;  that  they  were  '  ?iloth- 
ful  and  rti^lMiuched  and  bent  on  all  man- 
ner of  vices."  but  had  ver>-  stiff  Meas  of 
the  duty  of  their  parishioners  toward  the 
church  and  the  creed  which  they  pro- 
fessed. Noi  did  they  allow  heretics  to 
interfere  with  their  teJichlngs.  Pe«jple 
who  neg'ected  to  attend  church  .m  th3 
Sabba:h  were  severely  punished;  tho-?e 
who  denied  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity 
were  deprived  of  the  care  of  their  chil- 
drens  put  In  the  stocks  and  publicly 
whlppv^d.  Catholics.  Quakers,  Mp-tho  lis's. 
Hapti.^ts  and  Presbyterians  were  not  n.1- 
loweil  to  Jilt  on  Juries,  and  the  Importa- 
tion of  any  book  whose  contents  were 
contrary  to  the  true  faith   was  a  felony.

That  charming  story  teiller  ralli'd 
tradition  relate*  that  Rev.  Mr.  Mon^an. 

Now  Kent,  had  a 
very  hot  ten^per.  which  frequently  i^xplod- 
ed  In  the  ;>ulp«t.  On  one  oi?cai»l')T»  the 
dominie  was  provoked  Into  a  pas3l'>i  by 
the  clt>rk.  and  at  the  cK->«e  of  the  s-»rnfion 
gave  him  a  dressing  down  in  very  em- 
r»h«tlc  language.  The  f-l«rk  must  hav« 
had  a  good  deal  of  humor,  aa  w«U  aa  seif- 


iK>sse«-iion.  for  as  soon  as  I>r.  Mossah 
had  closed  his  tirade  he  gave  out  the 
hymn    beginning  . 

With  reckless  and  un<rovem«d  rag» 
Why  dD  the  heathen  storm? 

I  heard  a  preacher  say  not  long  ag->  that 
one  of  the  chief  obstaicIe«  to  a  reunion 
betW'.Jon  the  Northern  and  Soutnern 
M«th>llst  churches  was  that  the  North- 
ern Mwthoditta  were  opposed  to  the  uae 
of  tobacco  and  fort>adti  their  ministers 
to  smoke,  whereas  a  larsce  part  "'f  the 
Methodist  church  South  Is  supn.>rte<l  by 
that  staple.  An  in(julr>-  Into  this  inter- 
esting propc-eitlon  develops  »ome  -irter- 
e«tlng  fiicts.  and  althouKh  tho  statoment 
Is  not  so  true  as  it  wat*  »om«  yeaj-»  ago, 
therw  is  nevertheless  a  foundation  for  it 
still.  At  one  time,  I  am  told  by  good 
auth  jrltv,  no<t  only  the  Methodists,  but 
the  (.■hurches  of  other  denominations  were 
d«pendont  upon  the  tobacco  cro-x  The 
cultivation  of  that  popular  we*d  nas  been 
decr.'.xsInK  in  the  South  and  Is  no  lon«er 
the  foundation  of  things  aa  It  used  to  t>e 
In  w'n.U  wae  formerly  called  the  tobac- 
co l>elt.  In  colonial  tlm««,  when  curroncy 
was  acurce  the  clergy  of  the  eatibllshed 
church  v/ere  paid  lr>  tobacco  for  their 
ministerial  services.  By  a  law  of  Vir- 
ginia, enact'pd  In  l«i«,  the  salary  .>f  every 
clergvman  In  tlwit  colony,  without  regard 
to  the  sixe  of  his  parish,  was  fixed  at  !«.- 
(XiO  pounds  of  tobacco  a  year,  and  pairtsh- 
e«  where  tobacco  eoidd  not  be  oultivited 
waire  left  wlthi>ut  ntlnisfers  wntil  the  Ba4>- 
tlsts,    Presbyterians  or   Qujvkers   ea.mo   in 

There  30«ms  to  have  been  a  siwolTon  on 
the  part  of  the  vestry  of  St.  George's  that 
pome  of  the  planters  in  that  parinh  wi-ro 
iJmlglnK  th*lr  religious  due«.  for  on  Jan- 
uary lb,  178c,  a  resolution  was  passed  up- 
l.otntln«  a  committee  to  ascertain  rod 
make  a  record  of  the  names  of  every  per- 
son growing  tobacco  and  the  number  of 
plants  grown  on  each  plantation.  This 
was  called  "procesMloning."  and  tittMS 
were  assessed  In  tobacco  aoc3rdln*ty.  The 
next  vear  Robert  Green  and  Isaac  Nor- 
man wore  appointed  to  again  "procea^don" 
the  parish. 

In  1733  tho  vestry  mailo  a  contract  with 
Col  Henrv  Wills,  whose  wife  was  an  aunt 
of  Georije  Wa«hington.  to  build  tiiem  a. 
church  for  75.0<li>  pounds  of  tobacco  ajid 
the  £*Bnters  were  "jirocesslontd"  and  ns- 
sesso<l  to  raise  that  amount  In  addition 
to  their  regular  tithes.  ,  ^^ 

As  the  salary  of  the  clergyman  and  tho 
revenues  of  the  church  were  dependent 
upon  the  crop,  the  p«Tsona  as  well  as  the 
vestry  kept  a  close  supervision  ovar  the 
planters  to  prevent  a  deterioration  of  the 
quality  of  tho  tobacco  which  they  received 
from  their  parishioners,  for  that  wo»nd 
reduce  Its  value  and  result  In  the  injury 
of  Christ's  kongdotm.  And.  as  the  price 
usually  fluctuated  acoonJInif  to  the  supply 
an«l  demand,  like  thai'  of  all  other  staples, 
the  cotmponsation  of  the  clergy  wae  Ir- 
regular. ,       .  „ 

In  1755  there  was  a  drought  and  a  fail- 
ure of  crops.  Tobacco  was  so  high  that 
the  pLxnters  were  allowed  to  pay  their 
tithes  In  money  at  a  rate  of  16s  M  per 
10  i>ound9  of  tobacco  which  had  been  the 
aver.iRo  price  for  a  few  years  previous. 
The  clerery  expostulated  l>ecau8e  no  addi- 
tional allowance  ha-l  bo<»n  made  them 
when  totwcco  was  abundant  and  the  price 
was  low.  but  their  remonj»tm.nces  availed 
nothimr.  and  they  were  comp<^lled  to  ac- 
cept the  ternis.  In  1758.  however,  when 
there  was  another  short  crop,  they  ap- 
pealed to  the  bishop  of  I»ndon,  to  whose 
dioce«e  the  churches  of  Vlrfdnla  were  at- 
tached, and  sent  Rev.  John  Cam  to  I-Tng- 
land  to  secure  a  chariKe  in  the  laws  so 
that  the  fluetiratlons  in  the  price  of  the 
staples  would  not  affect  their  compensa- 
tion- .  ^ 

Brother  Cam  niturned  without  any 
satisfaction  except  instructions  to  the 
house  of  burge«se«  to  make  erof>d  any  de- 
ficiencies that  mljrht  have  occurred  in  tho 
Incomes  of  the  clergymen  of  the  colony 
b*y*a«se  of  reduced  prices  In  former  years. 
The  hurgeesee  refused  to  obey  and  there 
was  a  ion«  flght  between  them  and  the 
clergy,  which  reeulted  In  takir»g  whaP 
were  known  a»  "the  toba.cco  casee"  Into 
court  A  parson  nf  the  name  of  M.aury 
brmisrht  a  te«t  suit  apainst  the  vestrj-  of 
his  parish  for  the  deflcit  in  his  comp*tiaa- 
tlon  for  several  years  urevlous  because 
of  the  low  price  of  tc*iacco.  The  case 
wax  tried  before  Patrick  Henry's  father 
who  wa«  a  magistrate.  Patrick  HeniTT 
was  on*'  of  th«*  eo»Hiae1  for  the  vestry- 
men. His  arraienment  of  the  clenfy  for 
<>e«>lclng  to  jrrind  the  faces  ot  the  poor 
planters  made  him  the  hero  of  the  lav- 
men,  and  particidarly  the  dlseen^ers.  who 
were  cempelted  to  pay  tithes  for  the  sup- 
port of  th*  church,  a*  w^ll  a*  th^  reandar 
cofnmunleanta.     Henry   also      denounced 


the  clergy.  The  opi>oslng  counsel  u-l6d 
"treiwoii."  Kerry's  father,  who  -a^s  sit- 
ting as  Judge,  ca.atione<I  his  fiery  young 
sou  tio  be  more  prudent  in  his  l.i.ngaage. 
and  admonished  him  not  to  refer  to  the 
name  of  hid  sovereig^n  because  the  tatter 
had  nothmg  to  do  with  tho  oasa  Not- 
withstanding this  rebuke  the  Jury,  who 
f>erhaps  were  all  planters  and  pecanlarlly 
nterosted  In  the  result,  or  perhaps  they 
might  have  btjen  hypnotized  by  H-wiry  s 
1  eloquence,  rendered  a  venllct  of  I  penny 
daniHges  in  favor  of  the  clergyman,  which 
brou^fht  the  entire  litigation  into  rtdl- 
cula^ 


DID  NOT  PRACTICE. 

"No.  I  never  intend  to  set  foot  in  Tomb- 
stone, Ariz.,  again,  "  remarked  James  Uos- 
co  at  the  Albany  to  the  Denver  News: 
•  ;hat  is,  provided  of  course,  that  God 
1»  IS  me  live  and  gi\*es  me.  strength  and 
knowledge  to  guSd«  my  c^teps.  You  want 
to  know  why?  It  was  like  this:  Twelve 
years  ago  1  graduated  from  Princeton 
university  In  both  the  law  and  literary  de- 
partments. I  lmmedi«itely  came  West,  for 
i  It  was  my  ambition  to  hang  out  ray  shl.  Rle 
In  a  place  thai  afforded  plenty  of  criminal 
law.  I  was  In  El  Paso,  Tex.,  when  I  wa.s 
told  that  there  was  a  small  town  In  Ari- 
zona called  Tombstone,  and  that  there 
Olught  to  plenty  of  criminal  practice 
there,  as  murders  and  such  things  were 
common.  While  on  my  Journ-ey  I  fell 
in  with  a  'greaser'  who  had  a  limited 
English  vocabulary,  but  who  succeeded 
in  making  my  h<Ur  stand  on  end  by  In- 
forming me  that  one  young  lawyer  who 
had  in  past  years  attempted  to  proae<^'ute 
a  man  for  killing  ajiother  In  TomtMtone 
was  himself  shot  by  the  sheriff,  who  hap- 
pened to  be  a  friend  to  the  murderer.  I 
noticed  a  crowd  of  cowboj-s  and  gamblers 
who  eyed  me  closely,  and  a  few  low  re- 
marks were  dropped.  1  took  no  notice  of 
this,  however,  but  stabled  my  horse  and 
p!U  up  for  the  night  at  tho  only  lodging 
house  I  could  find.  HaN-lng  nothing  bet- 
ter to  do,  1  retired  aJtK)Ut  8  o'clock,  and, 
being   tired,    soon    fell    asleep. 

"I  don't  know  at  what  time  I  was 
awakened,  but  it  wafl  probably  about 
midnight  that  I  heard  a  groat  knocking 
on  my  door.

Well,  not  much,  when  the  first 
beams  of  the  rlalng  sun  shed  their  light 
over  the  prairies  I  rode  out  of  Tombstone.

Suit  to  Recover  His 

Property. 


Claims  It  Is  Unlawfully 

Occupied  and  Asks 

Damages. 


This  is  the  nineteenth  chapter  in  that 
thrilling  though  improbable  romance, 
entitled  "The  Restless  Livery  Barn;  or. 
It  Mever  Rains  But  It  Pours." 

The  chapter  heading  is  "W.  O.  Win- 
ston et  al  against  R.  S.  Lerch  et  al," 
which  is  also  the  title  of  a  suit  begun 
this  morning  in  the  district  court. 

W.  O.  Winston,  the  owner  of  the  two 
lots  at  the  northwest  comer  of  First 
street  and  Fourth  avenue  west,  on 
which  the  Lerch  barn  is  resting  at 
present,  somewhat  insecurely  it  must 
be  confessed,  is  seeking  to  relieve  him- 
self from  an  embarrassing  position  by 
an  unlawful  detaner  suit  suit  for  the 
recovery  of  his  lots.

Pending  the  settlement  of  whether 
Mr.  Lerch  is  to  move  his  barn  upon  the 
proposed  new  location  on  Seoond  street, 
the  barn  was  moved  upon  the  lots  on 
First  street  owned  by  Mr.  Winston. 
That  is,  all  but  a  corner  was  moved  on 
the  lots,  and  that  comer  hangs  over  the 
sidewalk  and  somewhat  over  the  street. 
Soon  after  the  workers  that  helped  move 
the  barn  signed  suits  for  wages*  and 
filed  Hens  on  the  barn  and  on  Mr.  Win- 
ston's lots. 

The  result  is  that  Mr.  Winston  has 
washed  his  hands  of  Mr.  Lerch  and  has 
begun  a  suit  to  recover  his  lota.

The  West  End  and  West  Superior 
patrons  are  the  ones  to  sulTer  this  time. 

The  striking  linesmen  deny  the  charge 
that  they  cut  the  lines,  and  say  that  it 
must  have  been  done  by  some  enthusi- 
asts that  are  not  with  them  at  all.  They 
claim  that  if  they  were  minded  to  dis- 
able the  lines,  knowing  the  system  as 
well  as  they  do,  they  could  In  one  night 
put  the  line  in  such  stiape  that  service 
could  not  be  secured  for  thirty  days. 
They  scout  the  idea  that  they  are 
going  around  driving  nails  in  cables 
and  chopping  them  with  hatchets,  and 
claim  that  this  bungling  style  of  work 
is  proof  that  they  are  not  concerned 
in  it. 

Clifford  Higgins.  of  the  Electrical 
Workers'  union,  today  said  that  it  was 
absurd  to  think  of  the  strikers  chopping 
cables  at  the  corner  of  Fifth  avenue 
west  and  First  alley,  within  a  few  feet  of 
the  telephone  exchange.  He  said  that 
the  cutting  of  those  cables  would  result 
in  275  drops  going  up  on  the  exchange 
bjard,  and  that  any  person  in  the  office 
of  the  Zenith  Telephone  company  could 
have  gone  out  and  captured  the  men 
chopping  the  wires  if  so  disposed.

Maclay's    Naval    History 

Not  Adopted  at  the 

Naval  Academy. 

Washington,    July      22. — Commander 

Wainwright,  commandant  of  the  United 

States  naval  academy,  under  date      of 

July  20,   has  made  the  following  reply 

to  the  navy  department's  Inquiry  con- 
cerning the  use  of  Maclay's  history: 

"Having  seen  so  much  in  the  papers 
in  regard  to  the  third  volume  of  Mac- 
lay's  naval  history  and  having  received 
also  an  official  letter  from  you  on  the 
subject,  I  think  it  right  to  put  you  in 
possession  of  a  full  know^ledge  of  the 
caise  as  existing  at  the  naval  academy. 

"There  has  been  no  proposition  to 
adopt  this  third  volume  as  a  text  l>ook 
or  reference  book,  either  from  the  head 
of  the  department  of  English,  the 
academy  board  or  any  person  within 
my  knowledgre.  There  is  no  intention 
here  of  requiring  the  cadets  to  study 
this  history  of  recent  events  &a  in  the 
Spanish-American  war.  and  their  time 
is  too  limited  to  require  them  to  study 
a  full  volume  on  any  one  war. 

"Maclay's  naval  history  was  adopted 
with  consent  of  the  department  in  1895. 
when  the  English  course  here  wa*  ex- 
tended beyond  its  former  limits. 

"This  intention  not  to  adopt  the  third 
volume  of  Maclay's  history  is  entirely 
apart  fro  many  consideration  of  its 
value  as  a  history  of  the  war,  or  of 
the  knowledge  of  the  facts  and  criti- 
cisms contained  therein.  I  do  not  know 
of  a  copy  of  the  third  volume  at  the 
naval  academy."

TRAINING  A  DOG. 

Jumping  is  the  easiest  thing  to  teach 
your  dog.  First,  put  him  in  a  comer 
and  hold  a  cane  before  lilm.  so  that  he 
cannot  get  out  without  leaping  over  it. 
You  must  not  hold  it  very  htgh  or  he  will 
crawl  under  It:  make  him  hold  his  head 
up,  however,  and  you  will  prevent  that. 
Keep  at  it  until  he  understands  what 
you  want,  and  he  will  Jump  without 
hesitation.  After  the  trick  has  been 
learned  in  the  corner  it  may  be  tried  out 
in  the  room. 

Later  on  you  may  get  hhn  to  Jomp 
through  a  hoop,  and  still  later  through 
a  hoop  covered  with  tissue  paper,  mak- 
ing him  break  through  the  paper  as  he 
Jumps.  This  will  require  a  good  deal 
of  patience,  but  it  may  be  done,  and  Is 
so  odd  that  you  ought  to  try  It. 

Another  easy  trick  is  sitting  up.  Be- 
gin this  In  a  corner,  too.  Place  the  dog 
in  a  sitting  posture,  with  his  back 
against  the  walls,  and  keep  him  in  that 
position  by  tapping  him  lightly  under 
the  chin;  he  will  soon  understand  what 
you  want.  Then  try  him  out  in  the 
room.  Take  hold  of  his  fore  paws,  and, 
having  raised  him  to  an  upright  position, 
force  him  gently  down  to  a  sitting  posi- 
tion. Gradually  release  his  paws  and 
give  him  confidence  by  crjrlng  "Steady!" 
'•Steady!"  Reward  him  by  a  little  bit  of 
candy  or  some  other  sweet,  and  you  will 
soon  have  him  so  that  he  will  assume 
that  position  instantly  on  your  saying 
"Up!" 

After  yon  hare  taught  him  to  "sit  up," 
you  may  easily  make  him  stand  erect 
on  his  hind  legs.  Reward  him  for  every 
trial  and  you  will  have  no  trouble  about 
it.  Then  you  can  make  him  walk  on 
his  hhid  legs.  Begin  this  part  of  the 
training  by  making  him  stand  up,  and 
then  gradually  coax  him  along  by  offer- 
ing sweets,  holding  it  close  to  his  mouth, 
but  making  him  keep  his  uprigrht  posi- 
tion by  your  commands. 

One  Important  thing  in  teaching  a  dog 
is  never  to  allow  him  to  come  to  the  end 
of  a  trick  without  orders  from  you;  you 
must  not  let  him  stop  when  he  pleases. 
At  the  same  time,  you  must  be  careful 
not  to  make  him  perform  for  too  long  a 
time;  you  must  not  weary  him,  and  thus 
make  htm  dread  the  performance.  And 
another  thing,  you  should  never  think  of 
using  the  whip  or  of  punishing  the  dog 
in  any  way;  kindness  luid  patience  will 
accomplish  wonders.

Fifty  Thousand  Garment 

Makers  Out  But  No 

Disorder. 


Non-Union  Men  Not  Work- 
ing  For  the  Read- 
ing Road. 


They  Are  Well  Satisfied 

as  They  Are  Under 

Pay. 


New  York,  July  22.— The  leaders  of 
the  garment  makers'  strike  claimed  to- 
day that  50,000  workers.  Including  adults 
and  children,  were  out.  Thousands  of 
the  strikers  crowded  around  the  strike 
headquarters,  but  there  was  practically 
no  disorder. 


Reading,  Pa.,  July  22.— The  fifty  non- 
union men  brought  here  from  New  York 
by  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  road  to 
take  the  place  of  strikers  in  their  shop 

here  are  not  w^orking  tatflay.     They  say 

they  are  well  satisfied,  however,  as  tho 
company  is  under  contract  to  pay  them 
for  fifteen  days.  There  were  no  addi- 
tions to  the  ranks  of  the  strikers  today. 
There  was  no  effort  to  negotiate  a 
settlement,  although  it  is  believed  the 
end  is  not  far  off  and  may  come  before 
the  end  of  the  week. 


Troy.  N.  Y..  July  22.— About  209  collar 
cutters  went  on  strike  today.  The  fac- 
tories affeoted  are  those  whose  pro- 
prietors are  members  of  the  Shirt  and 
Collar  aseociation.  Nearly  all  of  the 
most  important  collar  concerns  are  In- 
volved. 

Scranton.  Pa..  July  22. — All  but  two 
mines  in  the  Lackawanna  valley  are 
working  today,  mostly  with  their  old, 
firemen. 


Wilkesbarre,  Pa..  July  22— After  a 
two  months*  strike  the  machinists  era- 
ployed  by  the  Lehigh  Valley  road  have 
given  up  the  flght  and  are  returning  to 
work  as  individuals.  The  800  machin- 
ists and  car  repairers  at  the  Ashley 
shops  of  the  New  Jersey  Central  are  stilf 
out. 


San  Francisco.  July  22. — Wholesala 
and  retail  business  houses  today  exper- 
ienced great  difficulty  In  having  their 
goods  hauled,  owing  to  a  strike  of  the 
teamsters.  It  is  estimated  2500  team- 
sters quit  their  work,  and  it  is  thought 
that  this  number  will  be  greatly  in- 
creased during  the  next  few  days.  The? 
employers  are  determined,  it  is  said,  not* 
to  yield  a  point  to  the  strikers.  If  the 
strike  shall  continue,  other  branches  of 
labor  will  be  aflfectod.  Porters  un-i 
doubtedly  will  go  out,  and  'longshore- 
men may  refuse  to  handle  gDods  for 
non-union  drivers  or  for  firms  employ 
ing  non-union   men.

The  business  done  in  mouse  whisker* 
is  considerable  this  year,  for  they  ara 
used  in  the  making  of  the  wonderful 
new  fly  for  flehermen — the  "new  gray_ 
gnat."  And  they  are  expensive — nearlyi 
2  cents  per  whisker.  Trout  rise  very 
much  better  at  mouse-whisker  flies  th.inj 
at  the  same  "gnat"'  dressed  in  jungle- 
cock  hackles,  which  look  very  much  like 
them. 

The  trade  of  artificial-fly  makine  is 
the  lightest-flngered  business  in  the 
world,  and  it  is  not  one  man  or  woman 
out  of  ilOOO  who  can  leaj-n  to  tie  files. 
These  tyers  are  remarkable  for  the 
l^auty  and  delicacy  of  their  hands,  and 
only  the  cleverest  of  fingers  can  deal 
with  the  "niggling"  work  of  knotting 
hairs  that  can  hardly  be  seen. 

In  making  a  fly,  the  earth  has  to  b» 
ransacked  for  precisely  the  correct 
feathers  and  hairs,  and  one  hair  wrong 
will  make  all  the  difference. 

It  takes  an  expert  flyer  only  fifteen 
minutes  to  turn  out  a  fly,  which  consist* 
of  a  tiny  hook,  with  wings  of  Eg>'ptlan 
dove  feather,  legs  of  fox  hair,  aiid  a 
body  of  mouse  fur.  wound  round  with  a 
thread  of  yellow  silk.  A  carelessly  mada 
fly  will  have  neither  legs  nor  "feelers." 
but  the  true  expert  adds  the  lege,  and 
puts  on  a  pair  of  long  "feelers"  of  cat 
hair,  white  at  the  tips.  All  these  tiny 
details  will  be  exactly  in  their  places, 
and  so  finely  tied  to  the  hook  that  the 
fly  will  take  half  a  dozen  strong  fish, 
and  be  none  the  worse. 

Bears*  eyebrows,  being  stiff,  and  ex- 
actly the  right  shade,  are  used  In  & 
newly  Invented  fly  that  la  killing  quan- 
tities of  salmon  this  year;  and  lhes» 
eyebrows  come  from  the  Himalayan, 
brown  bear,  and  cost  alK>ut  $1.50  per  set. 
There  are  always  agents  all  over  th* 
world  searching  tropical  forests  for  the 
right  birds  to  supply  fly  hackles,  and 
one  of  the  most  sought-after  skins  1« 
that  of  the  rare  "green  screamer,'*  an 
African  bird,  about  the  size  of  a  fowl, 
which  has  a  tiny  bunch  of  feathers  on 
each  shoulder  that  are  worth  $16  per 
hunch  to  the  flymaker.  One  of  thes* 
birds  only  supplies  feathers  enough  to 
make  rings  for  half  a  dozen  files.  Num- 
bers of  men  spend  their  lives — and  los* 
them,  too—  In  collecting  the  right  kind* 
of  birds  for  fly  feathers. 

There  is  no  limit  to  the  enthusiattni: 
of  an  artistic  fly  tyer,  who  will  luie  batr- 
from  his  own  eyelashes  to  finish  off  an 
extra  special  fly.  Balby's  hair  Is  a  much- 
sought-after  material,  if  of  the  rlghtr 
gjiade— golden-yellow— for  all  the  lighter 
salmon  files,  and  one  curl  will  make  a. 
dozen  first-class  flies.  There  are  many 
salmon  and  trout  fishers  who.  pay  $3.0M 
a  year  for  their  flies  alone.

THE  WEATHER 

Chance  For  Higher  Tem- 
perature Tomorrow, 
Says  Forecaster. 

The  lowest  mark  touched  by  the  mer- 
cury in  the  government  thermometer 
during  the  past  twenty-four  hours  wa« 
at  7  o'clock  this  morning  when  it  regis- 
tei-ed  70,  Just  a  tritle  cooler  than  it 
was  last  night.  It  has  been  warmer  to- 
day, but  not  uncomfortably  so.  Ordinary 
termometers  in  the  sun  mark  but  96 
degrees  and  in  the  shade  about  84  to 
87.  The  wind  began  glowing  from  the 
northeast  this  morning,  but  toward  noon 
veere<l  to  the  east  and  has  continued 
blowing  steadily  and  fresh  from  that 
quarter  this  aftenioon.  At  2:30  the  In- 
dications were  good  for  thunder- 
storms and  these  are  partially  predicted 
for   tomorrow. 

Forecaster  Richardson  says  that  the 
\\eather  will  be  warmer  tomorrow  than 
today,  and  that  there  is  no  immediate 
prospect  of  relief  from  the  preseiit 
warm  spell.  The  area  of  low  pressure 
Is  now  over  Montana,  and  if  it  travels 
to  the  north  it  is  pretty  certain  that 
southerly  winds  will  prevail  at  the  head 
of  the  lake,  meaning  continued  warm 
weather.  Passengers  taking  the  trains 
at  the  Twin  Cities  for  the  head  of  the 
lakes  this  morning,  say  that  the  climate 
here  Is  a  great  relief,  as  one  young  wo- 
man expressed  it  this  noon:  "The  air  is 
heavenly,"  to  which  remark  her  escort, 
a  voung  man  of  this  city,  said  nothing 
but  wiped  his  heated  brow.  Visitors 
from  the  Twin  Cities  say  that  the  tem- 
j>erature  was  nearly  101  about  8  o'clock 
this  morning,  but  this  is  thought  to  be 
exaggerated.

ON  THE  IlfCREASE. 


In  the  paper  on  "Rabies."  which  Dr, 
D.  E.  Salmon,  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  contributes  to  the  Agricultural 
Department  eYar  Book,  recently  pub- 
lished, it  is  demonstrated  by  official  re- 
ports that  this  disease.  Instead  of  be- 
ing rare,  as  it  is  popularly  supposed  to 
be,  exists  continuously  in  the  United 
States,  and,  furthermore,  is  on  the  in- 
crease, says  the  New  York  Sim. 

The  death  in  Washington  of  a  man 
suffering  from  hydrophobia  led  to  the 
investigation  made  by  Dr.  Salmon.    He 
found  that  between  1893  and  1900  ninety- 
one  animals   and   seven  human   beings 
died    of    hydrophobia    in    Washington. 
Other  reports  showed  that  the  disease 
was  generally  prevalent  throughout  the 
country.       For     Instance.     Dr.     J.     W. 
Coates.  chief  surgeon  of  the  American 
Veterinary  college.  New  York,  reported 
an  average  of  seven  cases  a  year  on  the 
cord  books  of  the  college.    Dr.  H.  D.  Gill, 
of  New  York,   reported  an  average  of 
eight  cases  a  year  f«r  the  past   three 
years.     Dr.  Robert  J.  Wilson,  assistant 
bacteriologist  of    £he    New    York    city 
health  department,  reported  that  in  the 
past  three  years  he  bad  confirmed  the 
diagnosis  of  rabies  in  forty  cases     of 
domestic  animals  and  three  of  human 
beings.  , 

Last  year  there  was  a  very  serious 
outbreak  of  hydrophobia  in  Rochester. 
Dr  George  W.  Coler,  the  health  officer 
of  that  city,  reported  that  between  Jun«^ 
and  December,  IWO.  be  bad  •«•«»  from 


twenty-eight   to   fifty   cases   of   hydso- 
phobia  in  dogs.  „„..„ 

Dr.  Salmon  says  that  in  many  cases 
of  rabies  the  nature  of  the  disease  la 
not  recogniztd.  This  is  especially  true 
of  cases  of  the  dumb  or  mute  form. 

There  are  two  forms  of  nables,  the 
furious  and  the  dumb.  In  the  formet 
the  animal  is  irritable  and  aggressive, 
and  bites  nearly  every  object  thai 
comes  in  its  way;  in  the  latter  the 
muscles  of  the  jaw  are  paralyzed  almost 
from  the  first  appearance  of  symp- 
toms,and.  Ijeing  unable  to  bite,  the  ani- 
mal remains  more  quiet  and  tranquil. 
In  both  forms  the  disease  is  the  same 
and  the  saliva  is  equally  deadly.  The 
dogs  with  dumb  rabies  are  less  danger- 
ous solely  because,  their  Jaw  muscles 
being  paralyzed,  they  are  unable  to  bite. 

The  difference  in  the  two  f orms  ot 
the  disease  is  due  to  the  greater  rapidity 
of  the  development  of  symptoms  in 
dumb  rabies.  Every  case  of  furious 
rabies  eventually  truns  to  dumb  rabies, 
for  paralvsis  of  the  jaws  is  one  of  the 
final  symptoms.  What  is  called  the 
•drop- Jaw"  form  Is  where  this  symptom 
occurs  on  the  first  day  of  the  disease, 
instead  of  after  an  Interval  of  two.  three 
or  more  days,  as  in  the  case  of  furioua 

r£lV)i6B 

The  symptoms  of  furious  rabies  ap- 
pear verv  gradually.  The  aninnal  ap- 
pears restless  and  is  very  apt  to  become 
more  affectionate  than  usual  fawniiig 
and  licking  the  hands  or  the  face  of  its 
master,  as  though  seeking  sympathy 
end  aid.  This  is  a  particularly  dan- 
gerous demonstration,  for  If  there  s  the 
least  abrasion  of  the  skin  there  is  almost 
a  certainty  of  inoculation.  There  are 
many  Instances  in  which  hydrophobia 
has  been  imparted  to  hunman  beings  in 

this  way.  ^  ,^ 

Another  very  dangerous  symptom  ia 
when  the  dog  apparently  has  a  bone  in 
its  throat  and  Is  unable  to  swallow. 
This  simply  means  that  paralysis  ha« 
set  in.  The  saliva  at  this  period  is  very 
virulent  and  many  persons  have  caught 
the  disease  by  putting  their  hands  In  a 
dog's  mouth  to  relieve  It  of  the  supposed 
bone.  The  fierce  biting  and  snapping  at 
everything  which  eventually  develops 
in  furious  rabies,  is  merely  the  result  ot 

delirium.  ,         „. 

Dr.  Salmon  refutes  the  popular  error 
that  a  mad  dog  has  a  dread  of  water. 
Another  popular  fallacy  is  that  rablet 
is  a  disease  peculiar  to  the  summe* 
months.  Statistics  covering  a  long 
period  of  years  show  that  It  Is  practw 
cally  as  prevalent  in  December.  January 
and  February  as  in  July.  Atigust  and 
September.  ^     ^  - 

One  of  the  remarkable  features  of 
hydrophobia  is  the  varying  length  of 
time  It  take*  to  develop  after  inocula- 
tion. This  period  varies  all  the  way 
from  seven  days  to.  In  one  recorded  in- 
stance, fourteen  months.  The  majority 
of  cases  develop  in  from  three  to  feven 
weeks.  The  long  delay  is  explained  by 
Dr.  Salmon  on  the  theory  that  the  virus 
must  reach  the  brain  and  spinal  cord 
and  the  germs  multiply  there  before  the 
disease  develops,  and  that  the  rao»«» 
virus  does  not  penetrate  through  tha 
body  with  the  facility  of  many  other 
forms  of  contagion.  ...     *       i„« 

Dr  Salmon  is  in  favor  of  destroytnr 
all  vagrant,  worthless  and  ownerleaa 
dogs  and  of  rigidly  enforcing  a  la« 
requiring  all  other  dogs  to  be  muMied  or 
led  by  cord  or  chain  when  they  arj 
taken  out.  In  this  way  he  is  convinced 
that  wlthtp  a  year  or  so  hydrophobia 
would  be  virtually  stamped  out.  for  It  I* 
in  dogs  that  the  disease  almost  eaelu- 
slvely  flourishes.

The  lockjaw  case  of  John  Morgan,  at 
the  Red  Cross  hospital,  In  West  Du- 
luth. is  being  watched  with  consider- 
able interest  by  the  medical  profession 
and  others  In  this  city,  for  If  Morgan 
recovers  It  will  be  the  first  Instance  In 
the  Northwest  of  recovery  from  this  dis- 
ease. Dr.  Huntoon  is  uslner  &  treat- 
n.ent,.  which  though  not  new  to  the 
medical  world.  Is  .sold  to  never  t>efore 
been  used  at  Duluth.  It  is  an  antl-tox- 
Ine  treatment,  the  toxine  being  Injected 
dtrec-tly  into  the  blood  the  same  as  in 
the  antl-toxlne  treatment  for  diph- 
theria. It  is  claimed  that  the  treat- 
ment has  met  with  some  success  in 
other  parts  of  the  country.  Dr.  Hun- 
toon said  this  morning  that  Morgan  is 
resting  much  easier  and  his  condition 
Is  improved.  The  convulsions  to  which 
he  has  been  subjected  are  leaving  and 
the  muscles  of  the  back  and  neck  are 
loosening  so  that  his  head  Is  resuming 
its  normal  position.  He  can  open  his 
jaws  about  three-fourths  of  an  Inch, 
takes  a  littl«  nourishment  and  sleeps 
well.  While  he  Is  not  out  of  danger 
still  his  physician  believes  there  Is 
much  hope.  - 

Morgan  wfts  Injured  on  the  morning 
of  July  4.  He  waa  standing  on  Superior 
street  waiting  for  the  parade  when  some 
young  man  discharged  a  cannon  cracker 
behind  him.  Part  of  the  explosive 
struck  Morgah  la  the  calf  of  the  leg. 
making  a  slTg^ht  'abrasion  of  the  skin. 
No  bad  effects  wwre  felt  for  some  time, 
but  the  dreaded  lockjaw  was  not  long 
in  setting  In.  His  home  is  In  West  Du- 
luth. 

St.  Paul  hid  a  case  of  lockjaw  re- 
cently and  it  excited  much  Interest 
among  the  physicians.  Cures  are  very 
rare,  in  fact,dt  is  »nly  a  short  time  since 
the  disease  was  regarded  as  certainly 
fatal.  The  St.  Paul  man  held  on  to  life 
very  stubbornly  for  a  time  and  even 
teemed  to  be  getting  well  at  one  time, 
but  he  finally  succumbed. 

If  Morgan  reover?  it  will  form  a  case 
of  considerable  Interest  to  the  medical 
profession   throughout  the  country.

A  Curious  Cause  of  a  Serious 
Mining  Accident. 

"The  Burled  Valley  of  Wyoming"  has 
been  a  subject  of  careful  consideration  by 
the  state  geological  survey,  and  engineers 
have  been  appointed  to  prepare  maps  of 
the  location  and  depth  of  the  burled  val- 
ley with  the  view  of  reducing  the  possi- 
bility of  mining  accidents  to  a  minimum, 
says  the  Scranton,  Pa.,  correspondent  of 
the  New  York  Post. 

During  the  Ice  Age,  the  ice  sheet  is  sup- 
posed to  have  l)een  MX)  feet  thick  over  the 
Wyoming  coal  basin.  In  this  glacial  area 
the  rock  Is  now  usually  covered  by  a  var- 
iable thickness  of  "drift."  consisting  of 
layers  of  sand,  gravel  and  bowlders,  large 
and  small,  all  more  or  less  worn  ov  the 
action  of  the  water.  In  some  places, 
where  large  streams  were  probably  flow- 
ing under  the  Ice,  deep  channels  were  cut 
in  the  rock,  and  subsequently  lilled  with 
glacial  drift.  Where  these  channels  were 
deeper  than  their  outlets,  lakes  were 
formed,  and  these  often  nlled  to  consid- 
erable depth  with  fine  silt  or  quicksand, 
clay  and  gravel. 

One  of  these  submerged  channels,  wnlcn 
extends  through  the  length  of  the  Wyom- 
ing Valley,  Is  often  referred  to  as  "Ine 
Buried  Valley  of  Wyoming."  The  water 
and  lee  have  worn  away  rock  to  a  depth 
of  from  100  to  200  feet,  eroding  some  of  the 
upper  coal  seams,  and  leaving  the  rock 
roof  over  the  underlying  coal  of  an  ua- 
eveii    thickness. 

Another  phenomenon  resulting  from  gla- 
cial action  is  the  formation  of  potholes. 
A  glacial  pothole  Is  a  deep  shaft  or  hole, 
chiseled  in  the  solid  rock  by  water  falling 
from  a  height,  and  keeping  In  motion 
fragments  of  stone.  The  size  and  depth 
of  the  potholes  depend  on  the  volume  of 
water  and  the  height  of  the  fall.  Small 
potholes  varying  in  size  from  a  pint  meas- 
ure to  a  hogshead  are  often  found  worn 
in  the  bed  rock  of  our  mountain  streams, 
formed  In  the  same  way.  The  existence 
of  huge  potholes  in  the  anthracite  region 
was  first  discovered  in  18S4.  when  one  of 
the  chambers  of  the  Eiiton  colliery  at 
Archbald  was  driven  against  a  mass  of 
round  stones  of  all  sises.  from  pebble*  to 
bowlders  a  foot  In  diameter.  Subsequent 
investigation  revealed  the  existence  of 
an  oval-shaped  shaft  from  20  to  -le  feet  in 
diameter  worn  through  the  rock  from  the 
surface.  This  pothole  had  cut  completely 
through  the  coal  bed,  and  among  the 
bowlders  In  the  bottom  of  the  hole  were 
Quantities  of  round  lumps  of  coal  which 
had  evidently  been  cut  from  the  seam. 
This  pothole  is  now  used  as  an  air  shalt 
for  the  mine.  .      ^^    ,j. 

Since  the  di.scovery  of  the  Archbald  pot- 
hole, two  serious  mine  accidents  have  oc- 
curred under  the  burled  valleys,  which 
were  unquestionably  formed  by  the  ex- 
istence of  some  form  of  POthpl*  !«/"« 
strata  overlying  the  beds.  The  first  of 
thc«e  accidents— which  was  one  of  the 
most  disastrous  of  the  region-  occurred 
Dec.  18.  1885.  at  the  Susquelianna  Coal 
company's  mine.  Nantlcoke.  At  the  edge 
of  the  solid  coal  near  the  face  of  a  cham- 
ber, a  flood  of  water,  sand  and  rounded 
stones  without  warning,  broke  Into  the 
mine  filling  up  100,u00  cubic  yards  ot 
workings  The*^  lives  of  twenty-six  men 
were  lost,  and  their  bodies  were  not  re- 
covered. The  other  accident,  in  189.,  at 
the  Mount  Lookout  colliery  at  Wyoming, 
Penn..  operated  by  Simpson  A  Watklns. 
70  000  cubic  yards  of  quicksand  washed  In- 
to the  mine. -causing  a  surface  depression 
about  300  feet  In  diameter  and  35  feet  deep 
iTengulfed  the  postofflce  complete  y.  and 
did  sfme  damags  to  three  other  buildings^ 
Fortunately  the  mines  were  Idle,  and  no 
life  was  lost.  ,  ,  »i._._ 
The  various  mining  companies.  In  their 
efforts  to  extend  their  operations  under 
?he  center  of  the  valley,  have  been  obliged 
to  bore  a  great  number  of  d»«'"«"^,^'-ill 
hnlps  in  order  to  ascertain  the  depth  of 
the  wash  From  the  data  regarding  these 
holes  furnished  by  the  different  compan- 
1«^  a  map  of  the  valley  locating  approxi- 
mately the  outlines  of  this  sunken  area 
haV  been  prepared.  The  idea  is  to  provide 
aeainst  the  accidents  that  are  liable  to  oc- 
cur by  blindly  prosecuting  the  operations 
without  proper  soundings  in  adventure  of 
the  workings.

This  Is  a  sample  day's  experience  of  a 
collector  employed  by  a  real  estate  firm, 
says  the  New  York  Sun: 

"On  the  14th  of  the  month  I  began  my 
day's  work  In  a  double  apartment  house 
on  the  upper  West  Side.  The  rents  range 
from  $20  to  $25  a  month.  It  is  occupied 
by  twenty  families,  whose  place  In  the 
social  scale  is  Indicated  by  the  fact  that 
the  men  are  mostly  bookkeepers,  sales- 
men, teachers,  the  better  grade  of  me- 
chanics and  small  store  keepers.  I  had 
previously  called  on  the  6th  of  the 
month  and  been  jollied  by  every  tenant 
excepting  one. 

"My  first  visit  was  to  the  dressmaker 
on  the  ground  floor  In  front.  'I  told  you 
I  couldn't  pay  before  the  15th,'  She  ex- 
claimed, angrily.  'I  wish  you  wouldn't 
dun  me  so.'  And  she  added  that  she 
could  get  hundreds  of  flats  whose  own- 
ers considered  themselves  In  luck  if  they 
got  their  rents  In  by  the  30th.  So  I  began 
with  a  failure. 

"My  next  visit  was  to  the  tenant  living 
on  the  other  side  of  the  house,  a  grocer. 
'I  dunno  as  I  ought  to  pay  you.  Y'our 
janltress  owes  me  a  bill,'  he  began,  but 
after  some  grumbling  he  grudgingly 
handed  over  the  amount.  One  tenant  In 
the  rear,  who  was  expecting  me,  had 
nailed  a  notice  on  the  door  saying  that 
she  had  gone  to  Yonkers  and  would  uot 
bo  back  for  a  week.  An  Inadvertent 
sneeze  disclosed  her  presence,  and  after 
repeated  rapplngs,  she  opened  the  door. 
'I  thought  it  was  my  mother-in-law,' 
she  began.  'The  rent!  O.  yes!  Did  I 
promise  to  have  it  today?  I  meant  next 
Thursday;  yes,  yes.  without  fail.  Good 
morning.    Horrible  weather,  isn't  it?' 

"Her  neighbor  across  the  passageway, 
a  school  teacher,  met  me  with  a  scowl. 
There  Is  a  mouse  In  this  apartment,'  she 
began,  severely.  'I  won't  pay  a  cent  of 
rent  until  you  send  a  man  up  to  catch 
It.  It  frightens  my  sister  nearly  to 
death,  and  I  can't  sleep  for  thinking 
about  It.'  'Have  you  notified  the  jan- 
ltress?' I  inquired.  No.'  'Well.  I  will 
Instruct  her  to  set  a  trap  for  It.'  'Are 
you  sure  she  can  catch  it?'  she  asked, 
dubiously  flngertng  her  pocketbook. 
'Positive,'  I  answered,  as  I  smihnglv 
counted  the  bills  She  reluctantly  handed 

"The  tenant  on  the  second  floor  front, 
a  large,  buxom  Englishwoman,  a  new 
comer,  refused  point  blank  to  pay,  on  the 
ground  that  in  England  rents  were  not 
collected  In  advance.  Her  opposite 
neighbor  being  the  man  who  had  paid 
on  the  6th,  I  Joyfully  skipped  past  his 

door. 

"The  occupant  on  the  second  west  rear 
informed  me  that  the  flat  was  too  dear 
and  she  did  not  feel  she  ought  to  pay  so 
much  rent.  Would  I  not  reduce  the 
price  of  the  apartment?  It  took  me  fif- 
teen minutes  to  explain  that  I  had  no 
authority  to  make  such  reductions.  The 
second  east  rear  was  occupied  by  a 
young  married  couple. 

"  My  rubber  plant  does  not  thrive, 
began  the  bride.  'Charlie  told  me  not  to 
pay  any  more  rent  unless  you  would 
have  the  traps  examined.  The  air  must 
be  bad.'  I  made  a  note  of  this,  and  upon 
promising  to  send  a  plumber,  received 
the  amiDunt  due. 

"Mounting  another  flight  of  steps.  I 
knocked  at  the  door  of  the  third  east 
front.  This  tenant  declared  that  her 
canary  was  sick.  'It  won't  sing  a  note 
she  walled.  'I  have  been  so  worried 
about  It  that  I  forgot  to  ask  George  for 
the  rent.  Do  you  know  anything  about 
the  moulting  of  birds?  Just  as  soon  as 
dickey  birdie  is  better  and  I  can  go  out  I 
will  bring  the  rent  to  the  ofllce. 

"  *Them  cockroaches,  they  fairly  eat 
ns  up  '  was  the  plaint  that  greeted  me 
on  the  other  side.  'You'll  have  to  send 
one  of  them  there  Insect  exterminyator 
men  before  you  get  another  cent  of  rent 
from  us.'  The  east  rear  openly  ac- 
knowledged that  *ie  had  forgot  all  abaut 
promising  to  have  the  money  that  day, 
but  that  if  I  would  call  the  following 
evening  between  9  and  11  p.  m.  I  could 
get  It  Her  neighbor  shouted  out  that 
Bhe  was  taking  a  bath.  'Come  tomor- 
row.' she  chirped,  gleefully. 

"Ttoe  fourth  front  west  was  occupied 


by  what  Is  commonly  known  as  a  has- 
been.  She  slammed  the  doci-  in  my  face, 
telling  me  she  would  pay  when  she  got 
good  and  ready.  Her  opposite  neighbor 
said  her  husband  had  carried  the  rent 
away  by  mistake,  and  the  tenant  in  the 
east  rear  declared  that  her  Docket  had 
been  picked,  and  I  would  have  to  wait 
until  the  25th.  and  if  that  didn't  suit  me 
I  could  have  my  old  flat.  Her  opposite 
neighbor  held  back  the  rent  on  the 
ground  that  I  had  not  put  a  .stop  to  the 
smell  of  cooking  as  I  had  promised  to  do 
on  a  former  visit.  Incidentally  I  may  re- 
mark that  the  house  was  unusually  free 
from  bad  odors. 

"The  fifth  west  front  vowed  she  would 
not  pay  unless  the  janltress  was  dis- 
charged. The  east  front  complained  that 
the  elevator  creaked,  but  paid  up  under 
protest.  A  gruff  old  German  in  the  east 
rear  declared  his  rest  was  disturbed  by 
feline  caterwaulings,  and  inquired 
whether  the  landlord  or  the  board  of 
health  was  responsible,  declining  to  pay 
until  he  knew  to  whom  he  was  to  turn  in 
his  complaint.  His  neighbor  preferred 
not  to  mention  names,  but  told  me  In 
confidence  there  were  some  very  com- 
mon people  In  the  house,  and  that  sh€ 
would  move  If  they  did  not.  Besides, 
her  husband  could  not  sleen  through  the 
day  because  the  tenants  persisted  Ir 
walking  on  the  roof  to  hang  up  theii 
wash.  No,  she  was  not  ready  to  pay. 
but  would  send  It  down  as  soon  as  she 
got  It.  She  wasn't  much  stuck  on  th« 
house  anyway,  and  might  decide  to 
move. 

"This  finished  my  rounds  In  this  house. 
I  had  collected  five  out  of  nineteen  rents. 
I  next  tackled  private  houses.  My  first, 
second,  third  and  fourth  visits  resulted 
in  failures,  the  occupants  of  the  houses 
being  or  pretending  to  be  out.  the  fifth 
would  not  be  ready  for  me  before  the 
27th  of  the  month,  the  sixth  was  packing 
up  preparatory  to  moving,  the  seventh 
refused  to  pay  until  about  $300  worth  of 
repairs  and  decorations  had  been  made, 
and  the  eighth  gave  me  a  check  dated 
two  weeks  ahead.  From  two  others  1 
received  half  a  month's  rent  each,  th« 
balance  to  be  paid  on  the  30th. 

"Discouraged,  I  went  over  to  Broad* 
way  to  interview  a  man  whose  yearly 
rental  for  his  store  was  $15,000.  He  was 
two  months  In  arrears,  and  threatened  to 
throw  me  under  the  next  cable  car  un- 
less I  got  out. 

"My  next  call  was  upon  a  corset  manu- 
facturer, who  declared  that  the  loft  In 
which  his  machinery  was  placed  rocked 
and  swayed  to  an  alarming  degree.  He 
was  sure  It  was  Insecure  and  intended 
to  bring  a  suit  for  $40,000  damages 
against  the  owner.    Pay  rent?    Not  he. 

"A  man  on  Greenwich  street  who 
rented  a  stable  refused  to  pay  unless  he 
was  allowed  the  receipts  from  an  adver- 
tising fence  on  the  roof;  and  another  In 
West  Broadway  paid  with  an  out-of- 
town  draft  which  later  was  dishonored. 
Finally  I  collected  $300  In  cash  from  an 
Italian  barber  on  Fulton  street,  who 
threw  in  a  shave  and  a  hair  cut. 

"Returning  to  the  office,  I  handed  the 
cashier  the  fruits  of  my  day's  wjrfc. 

"  'Where  are  your  other  collections?" 
he  asked  blandly.  'Oh!  This  Is  all.  Is  It? 
I  do  wish  you  would  not  accept  part  pay- 
ments, they  make  me  so  much  unneces- 
sary work.' 

"At  this  Juncture  the  head  of  the  firm 
came  in.  Examining  my  receipts  he 
openly  expressed  his  doubts  regarding 
my  ability  to  earn  my  salt. 

"  'How  many  times  have  1  told  you 
Mr.  Blank,  to  make  the  tenants  under- 
stand that  they  must  pay  by  the  5th  oi 
that  we  will  dispossess  them?"  he  de- 
manded. 'You  don't  shake  them  un 
enough.  Excuses?  You  have  no  bu*i« 
ness  to  listen  t3  excuses!  You  have  nc 
backbone.  They  ought  to  have  me  aftei 
them.' 

"The  next  day  Mr.  X.  the  Junior  mem- 
ber of  the  firm,  sent  for  me. 

"  'See  here.  Blank.'  he  said,  'you  must 
use  more  tact  handling  the  tenants. 
Mrs  L,'  (the  has-been  of  the  apartment 
house),  'complains  that  you  are  too 
abrupt  In  your  manner.  Conciliate  them, 
Blank;  conciliate  them  every  time. 
Hear  all  they  haire  to  say.  but  don't 
leave  without  tm  money;  Just  coax  11 
out  of  them." 

"Truly  the  way  of  the  collector  it 
thorny  and  the  stOBM  upon  his  path 
many  and  hard!"

Delightful     Sunday    For 

the  Excursionists  From 

the  West. 

Tho  several  hiuidred  excursionists  who 
came  to  the  city  Saturday  afternoon 
over  the  Gr«>at  Northern  road,  spent  a 
very  enjoyable  day  yesterday  at  the 
many  points  of  Interest  In  and  about 
Duluth.

The  special  train  on  the  return  trip  left 
the  city  at  7  o'clock  last  evening,  but 
more  than  a  few  of  the  visitors  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  ticket  limit  to  stay  until 
today.

St.  Cloud  and  other  points,  and  the 
Omaha  will  bruig  a  large  excursion  to 
the  head  .if  the  lakes  on  Sunday  In  the 
ev(»nt  of  the  picnic  to  be  held  by  the 
lat-'eptrdent  Scandinavian  Workmen  s 
association.  It  is  expected  flat  there 
will  be  one  of  the  largest  excursion 
crowds  of  the  season  here  next  Sunday.

Disapprove. 


Ferry  Estelle  Runs  on  E.  P. 
Ferry's  Remains. 

The  Park  Point  ferry  Estelle  hit  the 
sunken  wreck  of  the  E.  P.  Ferry  about 
11:35  Saturday  night.  There  were  about 
thirty  passengers  on  board  at  the  time 
and  some  of  them  were  considerably 
frightened. 

The  accident  occurred  during  a  heavy 
wind  storm.  In  order  to  make  the 
Park  Point  landing  the  Estelle  is  com- 
pelled to  run  rather  close  to  the  wreck. 
During  the  darkness  and  high  wind, 
Capt.  Jacobs  was  unable  to  see  the 
wreck  till  he  was  right  on  it. 

In  fact,  he  was  talking  to  Alderman 
Johnson,  who  was  inquiring  if  the  wreck 
had  been  removed.  Capt.  Jacobs  told 
him  that  it  had  not.  but  soon  would  be. 

"Where  does  the  wreck  lie?"  inquired 
the  alderman. 

"Right  here,"  answered  the  captain, 
as  the  Estelle  bumped  into  it. 

The  E  P.  Ferry  burned  nearly  two 
years  ago  and  the  hull  has  never  been 
removed.  The  contract  for  its  removal, 
however,  was  recently  awarded  Capt. 
Osborne  and  it  will  be  taken  out  at  once.

The  adoption  of  the  resolution  favor- 
ing free  trade  relations  with  Canada 
by  the  board  of  trade  last  week  has 
brought  to  public  notice  again  a  ques- 
tion that  has  been  brought  up  a  num- 
ber of  times  during  the  past  few  years. 
There  has  been  a  growing  number  of 
Duluth  people  who  believe  that  free 
trade  with  Canada  would  be  about  the 
finest  thing  that  could  happen  to  Du- 
luth. These  people 'assert  that  if 
trade  between  the  Dominion  and  this 
country  was  free  frOm  all  restrictions 
Duluth  would  become  the  business  cen- 
ter of  an  eormous  twrttory.  It  would 
become  the  point  ot  ^outlet  and  inlet  of 
all  that  vast  territory  reaching  to  Hud- 
son's bav  and  all  of  the  country  west 
of  that  line.  It  is  asserted  that  it 
would  mean  the  very  sudden  extension 
of  at  least  two  railroad  lines  to  Winni- 
veg  and  the  building  of  Canadian  lines 
to  Duluth.  The  Mackenzie  &  Mann 
line  already  projoots  tin  entrance  to  Du- 
luth. but  its  building  is  *  matter  of  in- 
definite time.  < 

Among  Duluth  people  about  the  only 
ones  who  are  opposea  to  free  trade  with 
Canada  are  the  lumbermen,  who  claim 
that  it  would  be  sutcidaiito  the  lumber 
interests  here  to  be  brought  into  com- 
petition with  Canadian  lumber.  They 
claim  they  had  one  experience  with 
that  condition  of  affairs  and  do  not 
want  to  try  it  again.  The  Duluth  men 
sell  most  of  their  lumber  in  the  East 
and  there  it  would  come  into  direct 
c(>mi>etition  with  that  of  the  Canadians 
if  there  were  free  trade. 

The  iron  ore  men  do  not  care  much 
whether  there  is  free  trade  with  Canada 
or  not.  They  say  they  would  have  no 
competition  to  fear. 

Among  men  who  favor  free  trade  re- 
lations with  Canada  are  many  Repub- 
licans. This  goes  to  prove  again  the 
truth  of  the  statement  which  brought 
such  a  heap  of  ridicule  on  the  head  of 
Gen.  Hancock  in  1880.  when  he  was  the 
candidate  of  the  Democratic  party  for 
president  against  James  A.  Garfield— 
tJiat  the  tariff  was  largely  a  local  issue.

ANIMAL  PSYCHOLOGY. 


School    of     Experiment    on 
Animals'  Mental  Powers. 

Pari.«i.  July  22.— An  institute  of  animal 
psychology  has  been  created  In  Paris  un- 
der the  patronage  of  scientists  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  the  psychitmi  facul- 
ties of  the  bruto  creation.  It  is  a  kind 
of  schxil  of  experiment  on  the  meutal 
I>ower8   of   different   animals. 

A  Qjrcus  has  been  built  at  Vincennas 
with  an  area  thirteen  yards  in  dtimcter. 
In  the  areni  an  animal  is  placed,  together 
with  a  iwoblem  puzzle.  Four  liuudred 
spectators  are  seated  around  to  juii^e  the 
extent  to  which  he  acts  '■rea^5  >nabiy"  in 
an  attempt  to  solve  the  problem. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  nature  of 
the  experiments  which  have  already  t>een 
conducted,  the  spectator  draws  a.n  iinag- 
inary  picture  of  400  members  watf chins 
with  Flinch  enthusiasm  but  scientlflo 
self-re«tralnt  a  puszled  fox  contriving 
shifts  to  drink  out  of  a  deep  vessel  and 
the  thoughtful  efforts  of  a  crane  to  eat 
soup  from  a  shallow  dish.  The  fnT«  ex.- 
perlment  was  with  a  lion.  The  kiu^  ot 
beasts  was  placed  in  the  arena.  Meat 
was  brought  in  and  placed  In  a  oox.  the 
lid  of  which  was  closed.  Would  he  open 
the  lid  or  smash  the  box?    The  pBy':h->»o- 

flsts  watched  anxiously  as  tl»e  lion  care^ 
ully  examined  the  box.  When  he  lifted 
the  lid  with  hla  tee^th  and  extracted  the 
meat  they  aplauded  enthusiastically  and 
unanimously  voted  that  he  was  "acting 
reasonably." 

The  next  experiment  was  with  a  mon- 
key. Some  nuts  were  placed  in  a  closed 
box  with  a  mirror  in  the  inside.  "Jack  " 
not  only  ate  the  nuts,  which  '*us  un- 
doubtedly reasonable,  but,  accorJing  te 
report,  "he  used  the  mirror  to  make  his 
toilet  and  has  now  become  so  coquettish 
of  his  new  a.cquisitlon  that  he  sp«Mids 
much  of  his  time  looking  at  his  own  re- 
flection." This,  too,  was  voted  unani- 
mously that  he  was  acting  with  !«ai»oiv 
The  report  does  not  state  the  sex  cf  the 
monkey.

year.  The  wanderings  of  several  hundred 
bottles  are  traced  on  this  map.  One  bot- 
tle traveled  over  8000  miles,  being  adrift 
over  two  years.  It  was  dropped  overboard 
off  Cape  Horn,  rounded  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  and  made  its  way  to  the  south  coast 
of  Australia.  Another  bottle  was  cast 
adrift  on  the  grand  banks  of  Newfound- 
land, and  after  being  carried  to  and  fro 
by  the  currents  of  that  neighborhood, 
was  picked  up  three  years  later  within 
thirty  miles  from  the  point  where  it  was 
thrown  overboard.  Bottle  No.  139  was 
drojiped  into  the  sea  on  the  coast  of  Flori- 
da and  was  recovered  ten  months  later  at 
the  mouih  of  St.  Qeofge'rf  channel,  having 
drifted  rj^lO  miles,  at  the  average  rate  of 
thirteen  miles  per  day.  One  feature  of  the 
chart  is  that  it  gives  a  much  higher  veloc- 
iiy  to  the  drift  of  waters  in  the  middle 
North  Atlantic  than  has  been  heretofore 
known.  A  large  number  of  bottles  go 
ashore  on  the  coast  of  Ireland.  Strange  as 
it  may  seem  the  reports  sent  in  by  the 
people  of  Iceland  are  the  best  wriitcn  of 
any,  while  those  returned  by  the  people 
of  our  coast  are  the  hardest  to  decipher.

Soldier  a  Poor 

Dresser. 


The         American 
soldier    Is    .a     jfood 
fighter,    the  best   In 
the     world,     but     a 
poor   dressser.      Not 
because  he  has  not 
the    best    of    clothing,    uniforms    and    .ill 
necessavy   accessories,   but  he  is  Inclined 
to  be  slouchy  In  appearance.     It  Is  due  to 
lareleasness  and  a  feeling  of  Independence 
not  felt  by  the  soldiers  of  other  countries 
Ben.    Chaffee,    In    addressing    the   men   at 
Manila    the    other    day,    referred    to    this 
farel»ss    dress    habit    and    suggesfted    that 
Ihe    olBcers    give    nvore    attention    ti>    the 
matter,   first   by  dressing  well   md   care- 
fully   yiemselves,    and    then    koeping    the 
nSen  closer   to  military  regulations  in   re- 
yard  to  dress.    Col.  Patten  of  the  quarter- 
masters department,  who  buys  the  cloth- 
ing supplies  for  the  men  says:     "There  is 
no  dc/^ubt  that  our  troops  are  very  indif- 
ferent   al-out    the  way   their  clothes   look 
when  on  duty,  but  the  fact  remains   that 
Dur      men     are    provided    with    uniforms, 
hats,    shoe**,   etc..   of  a   finer  quality   than 
Is  furnished  to  any  other  soldiers  in  the 
world.     Each   part   of   our  army   uniform 
was  selected  after  the  most  careful  study 
».nd    review    of   what    other   governments 
had  done,  and  we  have  been  keen  lo  see 
that  only  the  best  of  material  was  put  In- 
to it.     But  our  men  appear  to  take  little 
pride  In  their -appearance  in  camp,  and  in 
B.  short  time  their  uniforms,  from  hat  to 
Bhoes,  have  a  very  bedraggled  aspect.     I 
have  never  been  able   to  account  tyr  the 
flesire  of  our   troops   to   effect   a   s<rt   of 
cowboy   swap.^er  and  air.   so  far  as  their 
flress  Is  concerned.     Nine-tenths  of  tnem 
took  to  creasing  the  crowns  of  their  »:ats 
Into  peaks,  and  we  had  to  Issue  a  formal 
Drder  putting  a  stop  to  It.    They  are  now 
requlreil   to    wear   their   hats    'as   Issued.' 
Even  at  that  we  see  little  uniformity,  as 
Ihey  manage  to  turn   the  brim  up  at  all 
luigles    and    wear    the   hat    all    ways   but 
straight.      I    think    the    company    cflTicers 
lire    largely    responsible    for    the    oaroless 
flress  habits  of  our  men.     A  captain  of  a 
tompany  can  make  his  men  toe  the  mark 
In   all    uniform    regulations    If    he   desires 
lo  do  so.     Our  troops  are  not  subjoct  to 
the    S4ime   discipline    that    foreign    troops 
ire.   In   matters  of  uniforms,   and   on   the 
Whole  1  arc   not  sure  l)ut  what  vhcy  are 
better  off  without  It.    I  do  not  believe  that 
American    soldiers   would    take   kindly   to 
rules  requiring  them  to  keep  their  blouses 
pr  coats  buttoned  up  tight  about  the  chin 
Bt   all   times."     The   same   carelessness   Is 
noticeable  at    times    In   the   mllltta,    espe- 
cially  when   In   camp,    and   Is   a      matter 
Which  should  be  corrected. 


ADDING  TO  LAKE  FLEET. 

Fully   $5,000,000   Is   to   be   expended   In 
shlp.s  for  the  great  lakes  for  next  year. 
It   is  announced     that     eighteen     steal 
steamers  already  under  order  with  the 
American  Ship  Bulldiiis  company  (con- 
solidated lake  yards)  for  delivery  in  1902 
are  to  cost  $r.,03r.,000.     Fifteen  of  them 
are   freighters   of  4800   to  6200  tone   ca- 
pacity each,  and  their  combined  cost  is 
$3,480,000.      Their  combined    capacity    is 
7S,900  gross  tons  on  18  feet  draught.  So 
that   in  a  season  of  say  twenty-three 
trips    they    would    move    about    1.850.000 
gross    tons.    The    pas.senger    pteamers, 
two  for  the  new  Detroit  and  Buffalo  line 
and  one  for  the  White  Star  line  of  De- 
troit (a  duplicate  of  the  Tashnioo),  are 
all  to  be  built  In  Detroit  and  will  cost 
about  $1.,">55,000.    This  higrh  figure  is  due 
to   the  great  size  and   immense   power 
of  the  two  sidewheelers  that  are  to  be 
built  for    the    Detroit- Buffalo    service. 
The  several  works  of  the  big  ship  build- 
ing company  are,  of  course,  not  yet  en- 
tirely filled,  even  for  the  winter,  but  it 
would  seem   from  orders  in  sight   that 
before  the  pre.sent  month  is  at  an  end 
they    may    have   enough    new    work   on 
their  Ijooks  to  run  them  into  the  latter 
part   of  next   summer.     There  is  some 
doubt  about  a  single  or<ler  for  ten  steel 
freighters  that  ha.t*  been  under  consid- 
eration for  two  weeks  past,  but  it  may 
yet  be  placed,  as  a  very   large  part  of 
the  funds  necessary  to  closing  the  dea- 
has  been  subscribed. 

These  statements  are  further  indica- 
tions of  the  rapidly  growth  of  the  traf- 
fic of  the  lakes  and  of  the  steady  ten- 
dency of  the  steel  vessels  to  supplan- 
the  old  wooden  freighters  in  the  carry- 
ing trade.  In  time  even  the  more  mod- 
ern, large  wooden  vesselc:  would  give 
way  to  their  steel  competitors.  Another 
tendency  is  the  increasing  size  of  the 
vessels  ami  their  deeper  draught,  which 
must  necessitate  deeper  channels  and 
more  room  for  navigating  them.  As  the 
Milwaukee  Evening  Wisconsin  eays, 
"lake  vessels  will  not  be  built  for  the 
channels,  but  the  channels  must  bo 
made  to  suit  the  carriers.  Of  course  this 
proposition  cannot  be  sustained  beyond 
a  certain  limit,  but  the  people  of  lake 
ports  must  prepare  for  vessels  having  a 
length  of  at  least  500  feet  and  a  draught 
of  water  approximating  twenty  feet." 
Duluth  is  now  well  prepared  for  the 
change,  the  improvement  of  the  harbor 
being  far  advanced,  but  it  will  be  neces- 
sary when  the  present  plans  are  com- 
pleted to  keep  up  a  certain  amount  of 
dredging  annually  In  order  that  the 
channels  may  not  become  filled  again.

THE  ANNUAL  SCARE. 

The  usual  annual  scare  about  corn  is 
on.  and  there  Is  a  very  general  belief 
that  it  has  been  overdone.  The  New 
York  Journal  of  Commerce  has  turned 
current  reports  from  the  corn  belt  into 
ridicule  by  republishing  the  dispatclies 
which  came  from  the  same  region  in  the 
first  three  weeks  of  July,  1900.  On  the 
5th  the  weather  bureau  renart  afflrnied 
that  in  portions  of  Kansas,  Oklahoma 
and  Texa.s  corn  was  "suffering  from 
drought."  On  the  6th  the  country  was 
advised  that  "corn  needs  rain  in  Kans.is 
and  Oklahoma."  On  each  succeeding 
day  there  was  a  doleful  dispatch,  that  of 
the  13th,  dated  Kansas  City,  being  as 
follows: 

"Corn  getting  worse  and  wirse;  suf- 
fering badly  and  dry  area  getting  larger. 
Reports  from  Kansas  dry  corn  belt  are 
discouraging.  The  local  s.howers  were 
of  temporary  benefit  only  and  in  many 
fields  the  corn  leaves  roll  up  under  the 
scorching  rays  of  the  sun.  ♦  •  •  Re- 
ports received  here  t^day  state  that  the 
earth  is  dry  for  six  Inches.  •  •  •  All 
corn  adjacent  to  wheat  fields  is  suffer- 
ing from  cinch  bugs." 

But,  as  the  Journal  of  Commerce  re- 
calls, "In  spite  of  the  drouth  of  the 
early  part  of  July,  Kansas  produced  82.7 
per  cent  as  much  corn  as  in  the  avera.ge 
of  the  five  preceding  years,  and  Ne- 
braska produced  210,000,000  bushels, 
against  224,000,000  in  1899  and  158,000,000 
in  1898." 

Nebraska  and  Kansa.«  and  the  other 
corn  .states  have  hot  waves  every  sum- 
mer, otherwise  there  would  not  be  much 
corn.  This  part  of  July  Is  always  very 
hot,  and  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  rain 
will  come  in  time  to  save  one  of  the 
greatest  crops  on  record.

The  papers  of  the  Saintly  City  are

AN  INTERESTING  POINT. 

Whether  an  American  consulate  is, 
for  the  purpose  of  defining  citizenship, 
constructively  American  territory,  is  a 
question  which  is  likely  to  come  up  for 
a  decision  in  connection  with  the  recent 
death  of  Horatio  J.  Sprague,  late  Ameri- 
can consul  at  Gibraltar,  and  the  appUcn- 
tion  of  his  son,  Richard  L..  for  the  place 
left  vacant.  Mr.  Sprague  was  appointed 
in  1848  and  had  been  for  several  years 
the  oldest  consul,  in  point  of  service,  rep- 
resenting this  country  anywhere.  His 
father.  Horatio  Sprague,  a  native  of 
Boston,  was  appointed  consul  at  Gib- 
raltar in  1832  and  died  in  1845.  He  had 
originally  gone  to  Gibraltar  to  engage  in 
business  as  a  comission  merchant,  and 
Horatio  J.  was  born  there  in  1823.  He 
succeeded  to  his  father's  business  inter- 
ests as  well  as  to  his  consulship,  and 
though  his  oflicial  salary  amounted  to 
only  $1500  a  year,  his  total  income  was 
abundant  to  support  a  most  generous 
hospitality  toward  all  American  visitors. 
He  early  became  familiar  with  the 
French,  Spanish,  Italian  and  Portuguese 
languages,  an  accomplishment  which, 
taken  together  with  his  natural  grace  of 
manner  and  kindly  disposition,  made 
him  the  ideal  cansul,  worth  more  to  the 
government  than  many  times  his  modest 
compensation. 

During  Horatio  J.  Sprague's  consul- 
ship his  son.  Richard  L.,  has  been  vice 
consul.  He  is  now  an  applicant  for  the 
place  left  vacant  and  will  have  strong 
support  from  civil  service  reformers  and 
from  those  of  the  traveling  public  who 
have  ever  found  their  way  to  Gibraltar. 
One  obstacle  alone  is  expected  to  stand 
in  his  way— the  general  policy  of  the 
government  in  the  absence  of  any  statu- 
tory provisionon  the  subject,  to  confine 
consulates  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  Horatio  J.  Sprague  never  hav- 
ing resided  in  the  United  States,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  Richard  could  claim 
citizenship,  having  been  himself  born 
out  of  this  country  and  never  having 
become  naturalized. 

The  decision  will  be  an  Interesting  one 
from  many  standpoints.  It  Is  certain 
that  Mr.  Sprague,  Jr..  Is  an  American, 
even  If  It  is  decided  that  he  is  not  an 
American  citizen. 

Later— A  dispatch  today  announces 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Sprague. 

The  manufacturers  of  different  kinds  of 
mail  boxes  for  rural  delivery  routes,  have 
at  last  brought  suftlcient  pressure  to  bear 
on  the  postal  department  to  cause  a 
change  In  the  ruling  concerning  the  boxes 
to  he  used  on  the  routes.  The  postmast- 
er general  has  Issued  an  order  rescinding 
the  reiiuirement  tliat  all  free  delivery 
boxes  on  a  route  should  be  uniform. 
Hereafter  any  farmer  may  choose  any 
style  of  box.  so  long  as  it  has  iK-en  ap- 
prove<l  by  the  department.  While  thte 
does  away  with  uniformity  and  compels 
the  carriers  to  carry  fourteen  keys.  In- 
stead of  one,  tt  permits  the  farmer  to  buy 
a  cheap  or  an  exi>ensivc  dox.  It  also  cur- 
tails the  profits  of  the  rural  agents  who 
might  be  acting  In  bohalf  of  some  box 
manufacturer.  In  equipping  the  star 
routes  with  boxes,  the  postmaster  general 
expects  to  accomplish  a  wholesale  exten- 
sion of  the  rural  delivery  service.  The  re- 
sults will  be  much  the  same  as  those  se- 
cured In  the  regular  way.  In  advertising 
for  bids  the  star  route  contractors  will  be 
asked  to  bid  on  the  delivery  of  mail  in 
the  boxes,  and  if  the  cost  la  not  too  great 
the  route  will  be  let  In  this  manner.  The 
department  will  make  certain  require- 
ments In  the  matter  of  locks  and  charac- 
ter of  construction  of  the  boxes,  but  will 
not  prescribe  any   particular  make.

Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  are  having 
one  of  their  periodical  squabbles,  the

And  the  Minneapolis  papers 
produce  the  figures  that  prove  their 
case.  Duluth  can  afford  to  watch  with 
amusement  the  quarreling  twins,  know- 
ing that  It  will  not  be  many  years  before 
they  will  be  disputing  as  to  which  shall 
be  second  and  which  third  in  the  race.

He 
could  have  told  me  the  tides  ran  as  hlg'n 
as  that  spruce  tree  on  the  bank  there, 
yes.  forty  feet:  but  he  did  not  tell.  1  was 
a  river  man.

Washlgnton,  July  22.— <Speclal  to  The 
Herald.)— Complaint*  are  made  fre- 
quently by  depositors  and  stockholder* 
in  national  banks  which  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  receivers  that 
the  expense  of  liquidation  is  excessive. 
One  comptroller  after  another  has  dis- 
puted these  clalnas  and  given  figures  to 
show  that  the  cost  of  wlndingr  up  the 
aftelrs  of  an  Insolvent  national  bank  is 
relatively  low.  It  Is  explained  that  In 
the  process  of  liquidation  it  Is  difficult 
to  determine  the  relative  cost  of  the 
proceedings,  as  It  was  often  necessary 
for  the  receiver  to  expend  considerable 
gums  to  protect  the  banks  equities  In 
enterprises  or  sev-urities. 

The   complaints   are   most   frequently 
directed  against   the  expenses  of   legal 
proceedings,   which     somttiines     appear 
to  be  high.     Attorney's  fees  in  connec- 
tion with  the  liquidation  of  a  national 
bank  are  subjected   to  the  scrutiny   of 
the  cumptroller,   and  are  payable  only 
after  his  eoidorsement.     An  agreement 
Is  usually  made  to  a  stated  fee.  or  that 
the  attorney  will  not  charge  more  than 
a  reasonable  amount.     Legal  expenses 
in  this  connection  are  often  due  to  the 
difliculty      experienced      In      collecting 
money  due  a  defunct  bank.    Many  per- 
sons who.  while  the  bank  w-as  in  exist- 
ence, would  never  have  thought  of  try- 
ing to  escape  the  payment  of  their  obli- 
gations, as  soon  sui  the  bank  goes  into 
the  hands  of  a  receiver,  do  all  in  their 
power  to  evade  payment  of  their  claims. 
Every  possible  obstacle  is  thrown  in  the 
way  of     the  receiver,   and     cases     are 
taken  from  one  court  to  another  in  the 
hope   of    wearying    the    receiver    into   a 
compromise.     In  this  way  the  legal  ex- 
penses are  frequently  run  up  to  a  dis- 
proportionate sum. 

Up  to  Oct.  31,  1S>00,  the  comptroller  of 
the  currency  had  liquidated  280  national 
banks  since  the  adoption  of  the  national 
banking  act.  and  the  depositors  had 
received  an  average  of  75.03  cents  on 
the  dollar.  The  avei-age  cost  of  liquida- 
tion has  been  but  8.81  per  cent  for  re- 
ceiver's salaries,  legal  and  other  ex- 
panses. 

The  most  expensive  liquidation  in  the 
history  of  national  hanks  was  that  of 
the  Marine  National  bank,  of  New  York 
city.  The  legal  expenses  were  >111,758, 
and  the  receiver's  salary  and  other  ex- 
penses $18,944.  a  total  of  $295,702.  This 
was.  however,  but  about  6.5  per'  cent  of 
the  amount  collected,  and  the  deposit- 
ors received  8.4  per  cent  of  their  claims. 
The  liquidation  required  fifteen  years. 

The  cheapest  receivership  of  this  kind 
on  record  is  that  of  the  First  National 
bank,  of  Ida  Grove.  Iowa.  The  total 
assets  were  $6007.  with  no  daims.  The 
re-eiver's  salary  and  other  expenses 
amounted  to  $971  and  the  legal  exi>enses 
to  $210.  This  was.  howcve«r,  almost  20 
per  cent  of  the  amount  handled.  The 
receivership  lasted  less  than  a  year.  It 
has  been  the  experience  of  the  comp- 
troller that  the  less  the  amount  handled 
the  greater  percentage  of  expense.

Fargo — As  soon  as- the  abstract  for  the 
site  selected  for  the  public  library  is 
approved  by  ex-Congiessman  Spalding. 
Mr.  Carnegie's  attorney  will  forward  a 
check  In  payment.

The  Fargo  city  council  turned  down  a 
proposition  to  erect  a  new  city  hall.  The 
present  building  is:  decidedly  crowded 
and  many  records  are  Iti  danger  of  de- 
struction. One  of  the  worst  features  la 
the  city  Jail,  which  is  In  the  basement, 
under  the  fire  horses.  Every  heavy  rain 
floods  the  hole  and  It  is  impossible  to 
keep  it  clean.

The  Baltimore  Sun's  Washington  cor- 
respondent -says  that  Sapin's  floating 
dry  doi-k.  whi^h  has  lain  In  the  harbor 
of  Havana  since  the  war  with  the 
I'nited  States,  has  been  purchased  by 
this  government. 

The  price  paid  was  $185,000.  almost 
$100.fM)0  le^s  than  the  original  price  fixed 
by  the  Madrid  government.  The  dnck 
will  be  repaired  and  towed  to  Subig 
bay.  Luzon,  where  it  will  be  used  for 
ducking  and  repairing  battleships  and 
cruisers  attached  to  the  Asiatic  sqad- 
i-on. 

The   renewal   of   negotiations    for    the 
acquisition  of  the  dock  was  the  result 
of  an  earnest  reci>mmendatlon  made  by 
Rear  Admiral  Bowles,  chief  constructor. 
A  ix)ard  of  experts  sent  by  the  depart- 
ment to  Havana  some  months  ago  re- 
ported against  its  purchase.     Rear  Ad- 
miral Bowjes  had  the  dock  re-examined, 
and  he  satisfied   himself   that   It   could 
be    repaired    and    put  in  condition    for 
service  without  excessive  cost.    So  upon 
his  recommendation  Secretary  Long  be- 
gan anew     the    negotiations    with     the 
Spanish  government,  whith  resulted  in 
the  I'nited  States  obtaining  the  dock  at 
the  low  figure  named.     As  congress,  in 
its  last     .session,     appropriated     $250,000 
for  the  purchase  of  the  dock,  the  $65,- 
000  representing  the  difference  between 
the  purchase  price  and  the  appropriation 
will    be   available   for  effecting   repairs. 
Naval  Constructor  Gillmore  will  proceed 
to  Havana  shortly  for  the  purpose     of 
making  a  thorough  inspection    of     the 
dock. 

The  dock  Is  of  steel  and  built  in  sep- 
arate parts,  so  that  in  docking  a  war- 
ship it  can  be  lengthened  or  shortened 
as  desired.  Its  extreme  length  is  450 
feet,  width  at  the  entrance  is  82  feet. 
It  cannot  accommodate  a  vessel  of 
greater  displacement  than  10.000  tons. 
It  wlli  be  necessary  to  build  a  Ixisin  at 
Olongapo.  Subig  bay.  in  which  the  d(X^k 
can  l»e  sunk  In  order  to  receive  the  ship. 
The  towing  of  the  dock  to  the  Philip- 
pines will  not  be  an  expensive  Job.  as 
the  work  will  be  done  by  government 
ocean-going  tugs.  The  Suez  route  will 
urobably  be  adopted  for  the  voyage.

Washington,  D.  C,  July  22— It  now  fle- 
velope  that  Edward  Stanton  Maclay,  au- 
thor al  the  Maclay  text  books  In  use  at 
the  naval  academy,  the  third  voluaie  of 
which  atiacks  quite  brutally  Rear  Ad- 
miral Schley,  Is  employed  at  the  Brooklyn 
naw  yard,  carried  on  the  rolls  as  a  la- 
borer, but  doing  clerical  duty.  This  one- 
sided historian  has  been  interviewed  by 
a  reporter  of  the  Baltimore  American.  He 
said  he  would  revise  his  story,  cuitlng 
therefrom  the  language  which  he  admits 
is  Intemperate  ,and  will  prepare  a  new 
edition.  This  will  be  done  some  time  in 
the  faU  Meanwhile  the  historian  will  re- 
main In'  the  navy  department  writing  his- 
tory, slanderous  or  otherwise,  of  his  su- 
periors, while  drawing  pay  from  the 
United  States  government. 

Historian  Maclay  was  seen  jusl  as  he 
came  from  his  work,  and  was  shown  a 
coDT  of  the  Baltimore  American  contain- 
ing an  announcement  that  the  language 
used  in  his  assault  upon  Admiral  bfhiey 
was  such  as  to  exclude  his  alleged  history 
of  the  navy  from  use  by  the  faculty  at 
the  naval  academy.

If  ?s  a.t 
once  clear  and  vivid,  and. I  especially  like 
his  taking  up  what,  in  view  of  Ihe  great 
Sctions  at  Manila  and  Santiago,  may  be 
called  the  minor  Incidents,  and  re<:ognlz- 
ing  and  giving  distinction  to  the  large 
number  of  naval  officer*  who.  in  less  con- 
spicuous operations,  did  their  duty  with  a 
zeal,  thoroughness  and  fidelity  which  tes- 
tify to  the  excellent  spirit  of  the  na\-y  and 
to  their  own  qualifications  for  any  service 
to  which  they  may  be  called.  .

Closing  Quiet  and  About 

Steady— Bonds  Were 

Easier. 


New  York,  July  22.— There  was  heavy 
pressure  In  the  corn-carrying  railroads 
at  the  opening  of  the  stock  market  today. 
Ten  thousand  shares  of  Union  PacUlc 
sold  at  99%  and  98,  compared  with  99%  on 
Saturday  and  the  stock  afterward  sold  to 
97.  The  break  In  Missouri  Pacinc  was  6%, 
Rack  Island  SVi.  St.  Paul  2%  and  Atch- 
ison 2.  Declines  elsewhere  In  the  rail- 
road list  reached  as  much  as  a  point,  but 
the  selling  was  not  in  such  heavyblocks.

Troubles  Correspondents  Had 
With  Their  Work. 

There  is  no  gainsaying  the  fact  that  a 
military  censarship.  enforced  to  prevent 
the  transmission  of  news  valuable  to  the 
other  side,  or  likely  to  "aid  and  comfort 
the  enemy,"  Is  justifiable,  though  now- 
adays it  is  generally  futile,  wrote  Har- 
old Martin,  an  Associated  Press  corres- 
pondent, in  the  June  Forum.  But  dur- 
ing the  year  and  a  half  of  which  I  write 
(June,  1899,  to  December,  1900)  there  was 
never  a  time  when  the  news  which  the 
censor  stopped  from  going  to  the  United 
States  was  not  known  to  all  the  insur- 
gent Filipinos  In  Manila  who  were  in 
comniuiTlcatlon  with  those  in  the  field. 
Apparently,  the  Manila  censorship  was 
never  maintained  In  accordance  with 
the  only  Justification  of  a  censorshlo— 
namely,  to  keep  the  enemy  In  ignorance; 
but  to  prevent  the  people  of  the  United 
States  from  being  informed  of  what  was 
happening  in  the  islands,  its  keynotes 
being  partisan  politics  and  military 
pride. 

Upon  different  occasions  the  ofllcials 
of  the  cable  company,  who  possessed  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  much  that  hai)- 
pened  in  Manila,  would  inf3rm  the  mili- 
tary authorities  that  their  censorship 
amounted  to  nothing,  and  was  con- 
stantly evaded  by  representatives  of  the 
rebels.  But  notwithstanding  these  facts, 
a  military  censorship  over  the  American 
people  was  maintained  until  after  the 
second  election  of  Mr.  McKinley.  It 
wa.s  removed  on  Nov.  15  for  a  few 
months,  only  to  be  re-established  later, 
and  it  is  in  force  again  at  the  time  of 
writing  (April  16). 

Censors  came  and  censors  went.  In 
beginning  their  work  they  were  uncer- 
tain what  to  let  pass,  and  at  first  almost 
every  news  dispatch  was  carried  to  the 
governor  general  for  hiS  approval.  Ex- 
perience and  instruction  taught  them 
their  duties;  and  the  correspondents 
themselves  soon  learned  what  part  of 
their  messages  the  censors  would  be 
likely  to  exclude  or  alter.  We  saw  that 
it  was  the  aim  of  the  censors  to  prevent 
the  transmission  of  any  news  which, 
directly  or  indirectly,  could  be  used  by 
the  opposition  to  win  votes  from  the 
present  administration,  as  well  as  to 
stop  news  which  they  thought  "might 
alarm  the  people  at  home."  We  also 
saw  that  it  was  their  purpose  to  stop 
the  news  of  any  rever.se  to  American 
arms  or  of  the  failure  of  any  Ameri- 
can military  expedition.  It  is  was  neces- 
sary for  any  reason,  to  allow  military 
news  of  this  kind  to  pass.  It  was  gener- 
ally altered  to  give  an  impression  con- 
trary to  the  facts.  Times  without  num- 
ber the  censor  has  dictated  a  corres- 
pondent's dispatch  in  the  terms  in  whlcti 
atone  he  would  allow  it  to  go,  and  this 
when  the  facts  as  set  forth  by  the  cor- 
respondent were  undisputed  by  the  cen- 
sor himself.  w*io  had  uninterrupted 
acceBs  to  the  oflScial  reports  of  the 
campaign.  For  example,  the  use  of  the 
word  "ambush"  was  prohibited.  This 
meant  that  If  American  troops  were 
ambushed  by  the  enemy,  or  vice  versa, 
we  would  not  relate  the  occurrence.  My 
continued  experience  further  showed  me 
that  any  fact  or  statement  of  conditions 
which  might  reflect  upon  the  doings  of 
the  army  as  a  whole,  or  of  any  part  or 
member  thereof,  was  distasteful,  and 
could  not  be  sent  home  if  In  the  "inter- 
ests of  the  service,"  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  censor,  called  for  its  sup- 
pression. The  censors  considered  the 
army  above  reproach  or  criticism. 

It  has  been  interesting  to  note  how 
both  Washington  and  Manila  have  dis- 
avowed responsibility  for  the  censor- 
ship. Washington  announced  that,," 
was  maintained  solely  because  the  nriill- 
tary  commander  of  the  Philippines 
found  it  to  be  a  military  exigency: 
while  the  military  commander  at  Manila 
declared  that  he  was  ready  an^  anxious 
to  abolish  it.  but  was  prevented  by  the 
fact  that  Washington  Insisted  upon  Its 
maintenance.  .     . 

The  Manila  censorship  was  brought  to 
a  temporary  close  in-the  following  w-ay: 
On  Oct.  1  1900,  I  received  this  cable- 
gram trom  my  office:  "Is  censorship 
reasonable  now?  Answer"  I  Prepared 
a  careful  reply.  In  which  I  said  that  the 
censorship  was  unreasonable;  that  my 
news  was  often  delayed  from  twenty- 
four  to  forty-eight  hours;  that  I  was 
prohibited  from  sending  in  established 
facts  as  such,  and  that  the  censor  al- 
tered statements  of  facts  and  occur- 
rences. I  submitted  this  message  to  the 
censor,  who  at  once  took  it  to  Oen.  Mac- 
Arthur.  The  latter  sent  me  word  that 
my  dispatch  was  untrue  and  misleading, 
but  that,  if  I  persisted,  he  would  permit 
me  to  transmit  it.  I  sent  the  message, 
adding      that    whUe    a«n.

On  Sunday.  Oct.  21.  the  new  censor 
told  me  that  a  cable  message  bad  been 
received  from  my  office,  but  that,  owinff 
to  Its  cDntents,  Gen.  MacArthur  was  un- 
decided whether  or  not  to  permit  me  to 
see  it.

I  waited 
three  days  and  then  cabled:  "Censor- 
ship unchanged."  In  the  meantime  an- 
other censor  had  been  appointed.  On 
Nov.  14  the  latter  informed  me  that  the 
Manila  censorship  would  be  removed  the 
next  day;  that  some  months  pre^■1ou6ly 
(ien.  MacArthur  had  recommended  th« 
abolition  of  the  Manila  censorship,  and 
that  this  step  was  now  taken  in  com- 
pliance with  his  suggestion.  The  next 
day  the  censorship  on  pre«s  dispatches 
between  Manila  and  the  United  States 
was  for  the  time  being  abolished. 

The  system  of  censorship  descril>ed  In 
this  article  again  became  operative  at 
Manila,  under  Gen.  MacArthur,  in  the 
spring  of  the  present  year.  .

Not 
only  wa.s  this*  irow  whipped  by  the  Oana- 
dlan«.  but  the  oigiit  men  of  the  Winnipeg 
RirwinK  1  !ul)  aLso  il.niicd  passed  th  •  cham- 
plon«  ;in.l  boat  them  out  at  the  linidh.  It 
wa,-*  the  lirst  dofcitt  for  the  VesjHjr  eight 
BiiK'B  lb-  iT-.  w  WHii  ;4<jtten  together.  Their 
Waterl'o  did  not  come  as  a  surprise  to 
th«'  oxiKTts  thit  have  followinl  their  work 
during  I'.iln  season,  and  many  were  the 
pr.Hiiotluns  thai  in  the  <7anucks  from  To- 
ronto -u^d  Winnipeg  they  would  meet 
their  mutch.  With  the  exception  of  two 
mt-M,  lliL-  Vesper  crew  was  the  same  as 
that  which  wrt'olcd  the  victory  from  the 
worlil'a  oaismen  at  Pans  last  year.  The 
Argonaut.s'  time  for  the  mile  and  a  half 
was  1A'\  jiict  ten  seconds  slower  than  t'le 
llnu-  mad',-  by  the  Vespers  over  the  same 
C'lin.se  in  a  race  last  year.

Between  .•W.'aK)  and  .lO.OOJ  p»*oplf>  saw  the 
races.  The  weather  was  Iieautiful  and 
the  course  was  a.s  .smooth  aa  the  provi  r- 
bla!  mill  jiond.  The  high  banks  of  tho 
Schuylkill  river  were  lined  with  onthus- 
i  Uic  crowd.s,  and  thousr-iuds  braved  the 
danger  of  the  railroad  bridge  at  the  lln- 
Ish  line  and  .iwarmed  all  over  the  .struc- 
ture. The  regatta  was  a  success  In  every 
way. 

The  dual  contet  for  the  championship  of 
the  United  States  in  the  singles  was  not 
as  insiiiring  as  was  hoped  for,  and  the 
honor  will  remain  with  the  wonderful  Ten 
Kyck  for  aJiolher  year  at  least.  Ten 
E.\ek"s  sculling  was  Just  aa  tinished  as 
o\er  it  was,  and  his  grand  handling  of  the 
sc-ull.'*  was  cheered  to  the  echo.  Greer,  his 
opponent,  rowed  a  plucky  race,  and  no 
matter  how  he  tried  to  push  to  the  front, 
i.ie  winner  of  tht>  diamond  sculls  held 
him  safely  throughout  tho  race. 

Most  of  the  other  races  were  of  flrst- 
class  ordi.T.  In  the  international  four- 
oared  event,  the  Vespers,  composed  of 
four  membt-rs  of  their  eight  got  revenge, 
on  the  St.  Louis  four,  which  (lefeate<l  them 
yesterday.  The  local  men  alnu>at  ran 
away  from  them. 

The  a.^sociallon  singles  w.as  captured  by 
Titus,  formerly  of  New  Orleans,  but  now 
of  New  York.  Titus  was  dls<iualllled  yes- 
tetd'ay  for  turning  his  stake  too  short,  but 
was  all  iwtxl  to  row  in  the  final  through 
the  eourtasy  of  the  other  contestants,  and 
defeatetl  them.  The  work  of  the  Detroit 
intermediate  doubles  was  again  of  a  high 
order,  this  crew  winning  Its  event  rather 
easily. 

Toronto  won  two  of  tho  races.  New 
York.  two.  and  Newark,  Detroit,  Phlladel- 
iihia  an<l  Worcester  one  each.  The  heata 
in  the  inlerme'<liate  singles  were  won 
rathtr  easily.  The  man  that  failed  to 
qualify  was  10.  J.  Hess,  of  St.  Louis.  In 
the  linal.'t,  Scholes.  of  Toronto,  took  the 
lead,  with  Miller,  of  Allegheny,  second; 
McClosky,  of  Philadelphia,  third,  and 
Moran,  of  .^ilegheny,  la.st.  The  men  never 
chnngt-d  positions,  and  linlslu'd  as  named, 
With  .Sehe.ies  rowing  easily. 

The  intermedii.t.i  four-oared  shell  race 
wa«  a  beauty  to  the  turn,  which  was 
reached  by  Passaic,  of  Newark;  WlnnipoK 
and  Harlem,  of  New  York,  together  ana 
CUflor.,  of  Stsiten  Island,  only  two  strokes 
behir..!  (,'ii  the  home  run,  however,  Pas- 
saic got  the  lend  through  a  pretty  turn. 
Hariem  irted  to  catch  them  and  in  doing 
HO  got  Into  Clifton's  water  and  fouled  the 
latter.  Passaic  increased  her  lead  and 
won  baii'lilv.  wiih  Harlem  second  and 
Clifton  third.  Clifton  claimed  the  foul  and 
WHS  given  second  place.  Soon  after  the 
turn.  Winnipeg,  which  had  a  fine  show 
for  winning,  ran  into  shore,  through  bad 
Bieerlng  and  was  out  of  the  race. 

In  the  assf)rl;i  tlon  singles  there  were 
five  starters.  Marsh,  of  Toronto,  Uond  jyid 
Juvenal,  of  Philadelphia,  Johnstone,  of 
Winnipeg,  and  ritus,  of  New  York.

The  championship  race  between  Oreer 
and  Ten  Eyck  was  somewhat  easy  for, 
the  Worcester  man.

What  was  looked  upon  as  the  event  of 
the  day  was  the  last  on  the  program— the 
eights.  The  New  Yi>rk  Athletic  club  crew 
did  not  start,  having  been  badly  l)caten 
In  the  intermediate  eight  race  yesterday. 
Winnipeg,  which  was  not  entered  for  this 
event  was  allowed  to  row  by  courtesy  of 
the  Vespers  and  Argonauts.  The  Veaptrs 
used  the  boat  which  carrleil  them  to  vic- 
tory at  Paris.  Starter  Pilklngton.  of  New 
York,  was  extremely  careful  io  get  a  good 
start  and  sent  the  three  crews  away  at 
6:26  p.  m.  Vesper,  which  had  the  east 
shore,  caught  the  water  first.  Winnipeg, 
on  the  outside  course,  was  the  last  to 
catch.  They  were  almoirt  Immediately 
•.eft  behind  by  the  Vespers  and  Argonauts, 
who  were  going  at  a  terrific  clip,  pulling 
forty  strokes  to  the  minute.  The  cham- 
pions al  the  quarter  mile  mark  had  a 
slight  advantage,  but  as  the  three-quar- 
ter post  was  nearcd,  the  husky  crew  from 
Toronto,  with  the  veteran  Joe  Wright,  the 
stroke,  hitting  her  up,  slowly  crawled  up 
and  evened  the  Vespers.  Then  the  strug- 
gle began,  but  the  irregular  training  of 
the  Vespers  began  to  tell  and  theyjiJowiy 
fell  to  the  rear.  At  the  mile  the  Canucks 
were  nearly  a  length  to  the  good.  Wlnnl- 
l)eg,  which  was  seemingly  out  of  It.  was 
doing  good  work  In  the  meantime.,  and  by 
fine  work  crept  slowly  up  on  the  fast  wall- 
ing Vesi)ers  and  caught  them.  To  b<!  sec- 
ond was  bad  enough,  but  to  be  third  was 
galling,  so  the  Vespei-yhit  up  their  stroke, 
but  Winnipeg  met  It  and  drove  ahead.  As 
the  crews  neared  the  finish  the  crowds  of 
people  on  the  shore  cheered  wlMly  for  the 
Vespers.  Argonauts,  strong  and  confident, 
held  their  own,  while  Vespers  tried  despe- 
ratelv  to  get  out  of  a  tight  position,  but  It 
was  not  in  them.  Argonauts'  victory  was 
well  deserved  and  the  performance  of  the 
Winnipegs  was  also  of  the  highest  order.

Chicago.  July  22.— Nine  pas.songers  were 
seriously  injured  and  .several  others 
bruised  in  the  wreck  of  a  Madison  street 
car  Tuesday.

UNANSWERED. 


Prayers  For  Rain  By  Mis- 
sionaries   Thus   Far 
Without  Avail. 

St.  Louis.  July  22.— Yesterday,  the  day 
that  Governor  Dockery  designated  <or 
fasting  and  prayer  to  God  that  the 
present  drouth  might  be  benished  in 
Missouri,  all  records  for  hot  weather  in 
St.  L,uuis  were  smashed,  tho  weather 
bureau  thermometer  on  the  custom 
house  registering  108  degrees  in  the 
«hade.  On  the  streets  and  in  exposed 
places,  the  meicury  went  many  degrees 
night.  Th  record  broken  was  that  of 
106.  made  in  the  early  '80s. 

As  early  as  7  a.  m.  the  day  gave 
promi.se  ol  oeliig  ur.as'Jally  warm.  At 
that  time  the  thermometer  regist^.ed 
IM)  degrees,  and  from  then  on  until  3:30 
p.  ui.  the  mercury  steadily  climbed  up- 
ward under  the  impulbe  of  a  fierce  sun 
shining-  from  a  cloudless  sky.  Hardly  a 
breath  of  air  stirred  all  day,  and  the 
little  that  did  circulate  came  as  the 
draught  from  a  furnace,  so  intensely 
hot  was  it.  Those  who  dared  to  leave 
their  homes  went  for  comfort  to  the 
parks,  which  were  thonged  all  day  and 
late  into  the  night  with  thousands  of 
suffering  humanity. 

The  governor's  proclamation  waa  very 
generally  heeded,  nearly  every  church 
in  the  city  holding  well  attended  ser- 
vices, given  up  to  prayer  that  the 
di ought,  which  ihos  prevailed  several 
month."?  and  threatens  the  destruction 
of  all  vegetation,  with  consequent  loss 
and  suffering,  might  be  broken. 

This  is  the  second  proclamation  of  the 
character  that  has  l)een  made  In  the 
history  of  Missouri.  In  1875,  a  time  of 
drought  and  gnasshopper.s.  Charles  Har- 
din called  on  the  people  to  call  for  re- 
lief. The  call  was  also  generally  ob- 
served. Governor  A.  M.  Dockery's  pro- 
clamation, ls.sued  on  July  15.  is  in  sub- 
stance as  follows: 

"Whereas,  the  prevailing  drouth  is 
widespread  and  disaster  threatens  our 
commonwealth,  and, 

"Whereas,  many  earnest  Christian 
people  have  petitioned  that  a  day  of 
fasting  and  prayer  be  appointed:  there- 
fore be  it  known  that  Sunday.  July  21, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  .set  apart  as  a 
day  of  fa-stlng  and  prayer  that  the 
threatened  disaster  ma>  be  averted,  and 
to  this  end  the  people  are  requested  to 
assemble  at  their  usual  places  of  wor- 
ship to  invoke  the  blessings  of  Almighty 
God."

Novel  Feature  of  Esquimau 
Village  at  Buffalo. 

Bnffalo.  N.  Y.,  July  22.— It  has  been  said, 
and  Justly,  that  the  installation  of  the 
Estiulniau  village  is  more  perfect  In  Ita 
details  than  that  of  any  other  conces- 
sion  on  the  Midway:   but  the   true  artist

After  a 
short  address  on  Arctic  exploration  In 
general,  they  wltnes-sed  a  rapidly  changing 
series  of  views  detdctlng  Mr.  Taber's 
vovages.  with  snanshora  of  the  Esquimaux 
taken  by  him  In  their  home.-s  1»  their  land 
oi  eternal  Ice  and  snow.  Those  were  fol- 
lowed by  a  portrayal  of  Dr.  Nan-.#»ns 
journey  of  exploration  ncros.*  the  ice-cao 
of  Greenland,  from  photographs  taken 
bv  the  renowned  explorer.  Next  came 
Gu.stave  Dore's  famous  conception  of  the 
•'spirit  of  the  pole."  to  quote  from  Mr. 
Taber.  "Not  a  syren,  luring  men  nn  to 
destruction,  but  a  grim  angel  of  icy  death, 
guarding  with  relentless  watchfulness  the 
white  mystery  which  so  many  men.  good 
and  true,  have  died  In  ve.in  attempts  to 
penetrate."  Then  were  sown  photographs 
of  tho  start  from  Splt«l)ergen  of  the  ill- 
fated  Andree;  after  which  th<»  terrible  ex- 
periences of  brave  Gen.  Greely  were  real- 
lstl<ally  portrayed,  closing  with  the  final 
rescue  of  his  handful  of  emaciated  sur- 
vivors.

She 
was  67  years  old. 

Mrs.  Krugers  long  separation  from  her 
husband,  combined  wiih  the  death  of  her 
daughter,  Mrs.  Smith,  last  week,  had  com- 
pletely  broken   her  spirits. 

Mrs.  ElofC  and  many  other  members  of 
the  Kruger  family  were  at  her  bedside 
when  she  passed  away. 

Mrs.  Kruger  was  the  second  wife  of  the 
Transvaal  president.  She  was  a  .Miss  Du 
Plessls.  a  nanu!  of  prominence  m  South 
Africa.'  Mr.  Kruger's  Hrat  wife  waa  her 
eMxxt.  .      ■      .    „ 

Mrs.  Kruger  was  a  typical  Boer  wo- 
man. She  cared  nothing  for  finery,  snd  in 
the  days  of  prosperity  at  her  hime  in 
Pretoria  she  had  all  the  simplicity  of 
mjinner  and  mod©  of  living  of  the  plain- 
er; woman  of  the  land. 

Mrs.  Kru«er  was  the  mother  of  sixteen 
children.  Her  daughter*  all  married 
wealthy  burghers  and  most  of  her  sons 
took  an  interest  in  the  army.  She  and 
the  president  lived  in  a  modest  little  %■ 
story  CGfttage  paJiited  white  amd  covered 
with  morning  glflry  vines. 

July  22.— "Owing  to  the  Sunday 
Telegraph's  hours  In  Holland."  savs  a  dis- 
patch to  the  Dally  Mail  from  Hllversum, 
"Mr  Kruger  was  not  Informed  of  his 
wife's  death  until  the  evening.

Mr.  Krugor,  who 
had  just  returned  from  Hllversum  church, 
burst  into  tears  ami  asked  to  be  alone.

A  little  calculation  waa  made  yester- 
day showing  how  soon  the  Saratoga  well 
shculd  come  in.  The  calculation  was  baaed 
on  twMity-two  feet  a  day,  but  a  telegram 
received  today  »».Y»  that  a  depth  of  thirty- 
two  feet  waa  gained  the  previous  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  Saratoga  well  was  down 
on  Salurdey  morning  with  a  li-ixtcn  pipe  a 
depth  of  302  feet.  At  the  rate  of  thirty 
feet  a  day  the  Saratoga  well  should  come 
in  in  about  eighteen  or  twenty  days.  Of 
course,  thie  is  mere  guesswork,  but  it  is 
hardly  a  matter  of  guesswork  to  say  ihut 
we  are  comparatively  sure  of  a  gusher, 
surrounded  on  all  sides  as  we  are  by  other 
gushers.  Nothing  short  of  a  freak  of  na- 
ture will  count  us  out  now. 

The  Increased  use  of  crude  oil  for  fuel  is

FOR  STATE  PARK. 

The  State  Acquires  Title  to 
More  Land. 

St.  Paul,  July  22.— Attorney  OenoraJ 
Douglas  has  arranged  for  the  purchase  of 
2o«  acres  of  timl>er  land  on  the  eaat  end 
of  Lake  Itasca  ior  the  state  park.  The 
purcha.se  has  been  under  consideration 
for  a  year.  The  purchaise  price  is  $2  per 
acre  for  the  land  and  $5.55  per  thousand 
for  the  tlml>er.  This  makes  the  price  of 
the  land  about  $17  000.  The  land  belongs  to 
J.  S.  Pillsbury.  of  Minnea noils. 

Attorney  General  Douglas  also  began 
condemnation  proceedings  on  about  IfiO 
acres  of  other  land  within  the  park  boun- 
daries, near  the  outlet  of  the  lake.  About 
two-thirds  of  the  proposed  park  Is  now 
In  the  possession  of  the  state  and  ti» 
other  third  Is  held  by  Individuals. 

Attorney  General  Douglas  is  trying  to 
secure  the  construction  of  a  lodge  near 
the  southern  boimdary  of  the  park.  The 
house  of  the  superintendent  is  near  the 
northern  l>oundary 'and  m  an  out-of-the- 
way  place.  Mr.  Douglas  wants  a  good- 
sized  lodge  erected  which  will  accommo- 
date visitors.  A  force  of  men  is  at  work 
In  the  park  clearing  out  the  brush  ajid 
straightening  out  the  roads  for  the  in- 
creased travel.

Wherein  Mr.  Whitehead  believes  l^e  has 
advanced  further  toward  solving  the  prob- 
lem of  the  airt'hip  than  have  l.angley  nnC 
Maxim  is  In  the  matter  of  motor  and  Iho 
malnt<»nance  of  eM\illibrl>im.  The  irouljlo 
of  all  the  flvlng  machines  that  have  flown 
is  that  thev  have  a  habit  of  uirning  turtle- 
back  In  midnight.  There  has  been  no 
contrivance  heretofore  devised  which  will 
maintain  their  horizontal  stability.  After 
going  a  greater  or  less  distance  their  noses 
pflnt  np  Into  the  air  and  they  turn  over 
backward  and  down  toward  the  ground, 
or  they  turn  over  forward. 

This  difnculty  Mr.  Whitehead  believes 
he  has  conquered.  He  believes  that  he  has 
Invented  a  mcjhod  of  cnntrnlllng  his  forces 
BO  that  the  machine  will  keep  on  an  even 
fore-and-aft  keel  except  when  he  wishes 
ll  to  ascend  or  descend  to  a  certain  level, 
and  that  this  level  once  attained  the  air- 
ship will  sail  along  this  plane  with  eniire 
horizontal  stribllitv.  What  the  method 
Is  which  brings  about  this  result  Mr. 
W'hitehead  Is  unwilling  to  tell.  He  ha:5 
not  vet  got  his  pntenx  on  the  device  nor 
has  he  got  a  patent  on  the  motor  system 
which  he  uses,  which  is  the  other  feature 
of  hlF  machine  which  he  believes  puts  it 
In  a  higher  cla.os  than  any  olhers  which 
have  been  produce.-!.  The  gr.^at  drawback 
to  the  other  motors  is  tneir  weight  as 
compared  with  the  horsepower  they  de- 
veloj).  Maxims  Hying  machine,  for  In- 
stance, weighed  eight  pounds  to  the  horse 
power,  while  Mr.  Whitehead  says  that  his 
machine  on'y  weighs  two  pounds  to  the 
horsepower. 

A  curious  feature  of  Mr.  Whitehead  s 
•ontrlvancc  Is  that,  as  It  stands  now.  It  Is 
t  combination  of  an  automobile  and  a  fly- 
ng  machine.  When  the  experiments  were 
tnade  on  Mav  3  which  resulted  in  the 
iccident  .  Mr.  Whitehead  says,  the  fly- 
ing machme  traveled  along  the  road  with 
;ts  own  power  from  in  front  of  his  house 
;n  Pine  street  to  a  place  out  near  Fair- 
field several  miles  away.  In  addition  to 
Mr  Whitehead  it  carried  Mr.  Celllc  the 
•ntlre  dl<'tance.  It  was  not  driven  rai»ldly 
because  the  Inventor  did  not  wish  to  take 
»nv  chances  of  straining  the  machinery, 
l>ut  it  showed  itself  capable,  even  with 
ihe  little  wooden  wheels  one  foot  high  on

steering  wheel  with  cord  attachment 
which  Is  placed  well  up  forward.  These 
swivel  wheels  are  to  guide  the  machine 
when  it  \r.  tiaveling  along  the  road  as  an 
automobile.  There  are  two  motors,  one 
resting  on  the  floor,  or  deck,  of  the  craft, 
and  the  other  on  a  light  board  running 
crosswise  and  on  a  level  with  the  lop  or 
tile  muslin  sides  of  the  machine  walch  are 
three  feel  high.  The  deck  motor,  which 
is  of  10-horse  power,  operates  the  wheels 
on  which  the  machine  rests  and  so  drives 
It  over  the  road  as  an  automobile.

"It  was  a  little  after  midnight,  '  said 
Mr.  Whitehead  today,  "when  we  s'arted 
out  to  make  the  experiments  which  re- 
sulted in  the  accident.  I  went  at  that 
hour  because  1  did  not  want  to  attract 
attention  and  get  a  crowd.  Mr.  v'aroni 
went  ahead  on  a  bicycle;  Mr.  Cellle  rode 
with  me  in  the  machine.  We  started  from 
in  front  uf  my  hou.se  and  before  we  got 
out  of  the  city  a  number  of  people  .-aw  us 
and  toi)i)ed  to  look  with  wonder  at  the 
queer  automobile  that  was  going  by.  With 
the  wings  folded  the  machine  is  only 
about  ten  feet  wide  across  the  frame  that 
supports  the  propellers,  so  we  did  not  look 
so  very  cumbersome  in  the  street.

"In  the  city  I  drove  her  pretty  fast, 
but  when  I  got  out  into  the  country  I 
slowed  up  and  took  11  easy  so  as  not  to 
stiain  anything,  and  then  I  did  not  want 
to  get  to  the  place  until  daylight.  I  will 
not  tell  you  where  the  place  Is  lor  I  wanX 
to  go  there  again,  maybe,  for  our  next  ex- 
periment, and  do  not  want  it  known.  It  Is 
a  good  fifteen  miles  distant,  however,  and 
Is  out  Fairfield  way.  The  road  Is  hillj.

We  passed  one  horse  and  wagon 
about  dawn  and  the  horse  took  fright  at 
us  and  ran  awa.v.  I  did  not  hear  of  any 
smash-up.  however,  so  I  guess  nothing 
serious  happened. 

"It  was  jus:  good  and  daylight  when  W!# 
were  reaiy  to  begin  the  experiment.  We 
started  the  machine  on  the  cretit  of  a  hill 
and  from  rlghi  in  the  middle  of  the  road. 
With  the  under  motor  it  got  a  good  mo- 
mentum and  began  :o  rise  from  the  effect 
of  the  aeroplane  wings.  Oh,  no,  I  difl  not 
ride  lii  the  machine;  not  much.  It  has  not 
reached  a  sufficient  stage  of  perfection 
for  ihat.  I  never  for  a  moment  had  any 
intention  of  taking  a  fiight  in  It.  But  I 
did  put  in  220  pounds  of  sand  ballast  and

TO  SMOKE  A  PIPE. 


Of  the  several  ways  in  which  tobacco  Is 
used,  the  original  one  of  smoking  it  in  a 
pipe  is  undoubtedly  the  leant  harmful,  if 
it  Is  not  carried  to  an  excess,  it  is,  says 
a  physician  who  is  also  an  inveterate 
smoker,  difficult  to  prove  that  pipe  smok- 
ing is  injurious  In  any  degree  whatever. 
The  best  pipe  is  made  of  briar-root,  with 
a  short  and  straight,  or  very  slightly 
curved,  stem.  The  mouthpiece  should  be 
aml>er,  or  ebonizetl  guttai>ercha.  Such 
a  pipe  Is  easy  to  hold  in  the  mouth,  and 
doets   not   interfere  with  reading. 

When  breaking  in  a  new  pipe,  it  should 
be  filled  with  cold  water  for  a  moment  or 
two  before  filling  ami  lighting.  This 
should  be  repeated  for  half  a  dozen  or 
mure  tlnios  in  order  that  the  char  shall 
begin  to  form  without  really  burning  tne 
wood,  it  Is  not  necessary  or  desirable  to 
dry  out  the  bowl  before  every  filling,  but 
merely  to  turn  out  the  water. 

Another  point  aI>out  the  treatment  of 
a  new  pipe  U  not  to  smoke  up  all  the 
tobacco  until  it  Is  somewhat  seasoned. 
The  weakest  part  of  a  pipe  is  the  bot- 
tom of  the  bowl,  and  many  old  smokers 
make  a  practice  of  always  leaving  a  pinch 
or  so  of  tol)acco  unburnt  in  it. 

When  char  begins  to  malie  the  bowl  of 
the  pipe  appreciably  smaller  it  should  be 
cut   out.     If  this   is   not    done   the  dlffer-

Pittsfleld,    Mass.,    July      23.— At      the 

opening  of  today's  session  of  the  Fos- 
burg manFlaughter  trial  Judge  Stevens 
excluded  from  the  court  room  four  men 
and  two  women,  representing  three 
New  York  newspapers,  because  of  ar- 
ticles published  in  their  papers  bearing 
on  the  case  which  were  objectlDnable  to 
the  court.  The  sheriff  requested  the 
correspondents  to  leave  the  room,  and 
those  representing  the  papers  named 
by  the  judge  went  out  in  a  body. 

Judge  Stevens,  in  referring  to  the 
action  of  the  three  newspapers,  said 
that  his  attention  had  been  called  to  the 
publlcatiin  of  an  article  in  these  papers 
purporting  to  be  a  description  if  a  visit 
of  the  Fosburg  family  to  the  burial  place 
of  May  Fosburg  on  Sunday  last.  'There 
could  be  no  more  outrageous  breach  of 
propriety,"  said  the  judge,  "ana  nothing 
so  calculated  to  prejudice  the  minds  of 
the  jury  and  the  public  and  defeat  the 
ends  of  justice.  The  publishers  of  those 
newspapers  are  outside  the  common- 
wealth and  therefore  outside  my  juris- 
diction, but  if  proof  were  given  me  of 
the  identity  of  the  writers.  I  would  dtal 
with  them  as  the  action  deserves." 

Capt.  William  White,  of  the  Pittsfleld 
police,  who  had  not  finished  his  testi- 
mony when  court  adjourned  yesterday, 
was  the  first  witness  this  morning.  Mr. 
Crosby  asked  him  a  question  about  the 
identity  of  a  single  shoe  found  in  the 
Fcsburg  house,  and  thc-n  turned  the  wit- 
ness over  to  the  defense  for  cro.ss-ex- 
amination.  The  questions  of  the  de- 
fense seemed  to  disclose  such  a  lack  of 
memory  and  an  absence  of  thoughtful- 
ness  on  the  part  of  the  oflicer  when  he 
was  called  to  the  Fosburg  house,  that 
Mr.  Joyner,  In  the  course  of  the  proceed- 
ings, asked: 

"You  were  then  In  a  very  thoughtless 
mood,  were  you  not?" 

Capt.  While  replied  that  he  did  not 
think  he  was. 

Witness  could  not  remember  who  ac- 


companied him  into  the  cellar  of  the 
Fosburg  house  when  he  was  making  his 
Investigations.  He  said  that,  at  the  time 
it  was  told,  he  believed  the  story  of  the 
family  about  the  burglars.  Capt.  White 
said  he  could  not  tell  whether  or  not 
any  one  besides  Dr.  Schofleld  and  Rob- 
ert Fosburg,  the  defendant,  were  pres- 
ent with  him  when  Hubert  told  the 
story  of  the  tragedy,  nor  did  he  remem- 
ber in  what  room  they  were  at  the  time, 
but  admitted  that  It  might  have  been 
in  the  room  where  the  body  of  May 
Fosburg  lay. 

In  response  to  sharp  questioning  Capt. 
White  admitted  that  his  attention  was 
called  to  various  articles  of  overturned 
furniture  by  members  of  the  family  and 
that  he  did  not  remember  that  he  ex- 
amined anything  to  which  his  atten- 
tion was  not  first  called  by  some  one. 

"I  do  not  ret-all.  1  cannot  say,"  was 
the  answer  to  the  question:  "Did  you 
see  any  of  the  matches  that  were  found 
in  Mr.  Chapman's  house?" 

Policeman  Daniel  Fl.vnn,  of  Pittsfleld, 
who  aided  Capt.  White  in  the  search  of 
the  Fosl>urg  premise.'^,  gave  testimony 
much  the  same  as  that  given  by  his 
superior,  adding  that  the  defendant  de- 
nied the  shoe  found  belonged  to  him. 

Questioned  as  to  whether  marks 
found  on  the  roof  of  the  piazza  had  been 
there  a  month  and  an  attempt  to  intro- 
duce some  photographs  of  the  interior 
of  the  house  met  with  objection  from 
the  defense,  which  was  sustained  by  the 
court  In  each  instance. 

Mrs.  E.  T.  Castle,  who  owned  the 
house  in  which  the  Fosliurgp  lived  last 
August,  stated  that  on  Oct.  1  she 
washed  all  the  marks  off  the  piazza. 

William  R.  Gardiner,  whose  home  was 
nearly  opposite  the  Fosburg  house,  .said 
he  heard  cries  of  "Police"  about  1:20 
o'clock  in  the  morning  on  which  May 
Fosburg  was  killed,  but  that  they  came 
from-  a  direction  opposite  the  Fosburg 
house.  He  looked  out  of  a  window,  but 
everything  seemed  quiet.

knew  the  Elks  were  welcome  and  he 
*\as  glad  to  be  here.  Wherever  a  lodge 
Of  Elks  existed,  he  said,  old  glory 
waves.

Pickets     have     been 
thrown  out  along  the  streets  and  at  the 
stations,    so    that    nothing    will    escape 
the  vigilance  of  the  strikers,  if  the  com- 
pany should  bring  any  new  men  in.    At 
the  De  Wees  Wood  mill,  in  McKeesport, 
everything  is  as   before.     From  unoffi- 
cial sources,  believed  to  be  conversant 
with  the  companies'  plan,  it  is  said  the 
management  has  no  intention  of  resum- 
ing the  operation  of  the  plant  at  pres- 
ent.      Nevertheless,     the     strikers     are 
wary  and  evidently  do  not  believe  this 
because   they     continue     to     patrol    the 
streets  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  their 
e>  es  on  any  one  going  towards  the  mill. 
Picets    are   lined    along   the   streets   as 
well  as   the  river  front,    and   strangers 
are   kindly    but    firmly    asked    to    show 
who  they  are  and  how  it  happens  they 
are  in  McKeesport.    A  satisfactory  fea- 
ture In  connection  with  this  is  the  con- 
tinued order  and  good  behavior  of  the 
men.    Of  course  what  might  happen  in 
case  some  strange  workers  were  to  ap- 
pear on  the  scene  cannot  now   be  con- 
jectured.     Little    doubt    remains    that 
these  mill  workers  Intend  to  fight  If  the 
issue  is  forced,  and  while  the  workmen 
here  mean  business  and  will  fight,  there 
is  not  much    doubt    that     the    present 
management  of  the  De  Wees  plant  have 
long  t=lnce  prepared  for  any  emergency. 
At  Vandergrift  and  Duncansvllle   the 
men  appear  to  oe  entirely  satisfied,  and 
work  is  going  on  there  as  usua.1.     All 
the  efforts  of  the  Amalgamated  .associ- 
ation to  get  men  out  have  so  far  been 
futile.     Vice     President     Pierce  of     the 
Amalgamated    association    has    organ- 
ized   a    lo<lge    among    the    men    at    the 
(^ilassport   plant   of  the   Pittsburg   Steel 
Hoop  company.    This  mill  does  not  be- 
long to  the  combine,  and  this  matter  is 
only  of  interest  In  the  present  struggle, 
as  it  is  possible  that  the  combine  might 
make   pjn   arrangement    with   the   Pitts- 
burg Hoop  company   to  do  some   work 
for  them,  in  which,  of  course,  the  newly- 
organized  men  might  refuse  to  under- 
t.ike  it. 

Reports  are  rife  that  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation  will  shortly  make  an 
effort  to  start  up  Painters  mill  of  the 
American  Steel  Hoop  company  In  this 
city.  Emissaries  are  said  to  have  been 
among  the  idle  operatives  of  that  plant 
for  the  purpose  of  Inducing  them  to 
come  back  and  help  In  the  resumption  of 
the  mill.  The  result  of  this  report  ha^ 
caused  the  Amalgamated  men  to  re- 
double their  vigilance  at  this  point,  and 
they  will  do  everything  in  their  power 
to  frustrate  the  object  of  the  company. 
The  association  has  a  very  strong  or- 
ganization In  the  Painter  plant.  The 
men.

The  mill  was 
orlginallv  a  rail  mill,  but  during  the 
early  part  of  the  pre.sent  year  after  the 
consolidation  had  been  perfected  be- 
fveen  various  underlying  companies  as 
the  United  States  Steel  corporation,  the 
Youngstown  rail  plant  was  abandoned 
and  its  product  turned  Into  sheet  bars 

*^he  fact  that  the  National  Steel  com- 
pany Is  thus  preparing  to  change  Its 
rail  production  and  shut  off  Us  steel  bar 
<ind  billet  production  Is  taken  as  an  In- 
dication that  the  officials  of  the  United 
ctates  Steel  corporation  are  anticipating 
no  early  settlement  of  the  strike,  but 
'.re  rather  looking  for  some  considerable 
delay  In  operating  the  mills.  The 
Youngstown  rail  mill  has  been  a  non- 
union plant  and  the  men  employed  there 
have  always  been  outside  of  the  organi- 
zation For  this  reason  it  Is  expected 
that  no  difficulty  will  be  experienced  In 
operating  the  rail  mill  again. 

At  the  Amalgamated  headquarters  the 
officials  had  nothing  new  to  report  this 
morning.  President  Shaffer  said  the  sit- 
uation was  unchanged  and  that  he  was 
well  satisfied  with  the  outlook.

A  FAIR  AVERAGE  YIELD 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wilson  Does  Not  Take  as 

Gloomy  View  of  Agricultural  Prospects 

as  Do  So-Called  Experts. 


New  York,  July  23.— A  dispatch  to  the 
Tribune  from  Washington  says:  Mr. 
Wilson,  secretary  of  agriculture,  has 
favored  the  Tribune  with  a  talk  on 
the  effects  of  the  long-continued  drouth 
on  the  growing  crops  of  the  West.  He 
does  not  take  so  gloomy  a  view  of  the 
agricultural  prospects  between  the  Alle- 
gheny and  the  Rocky  mountains  as  do 
some  of  the  so-called  experts  who  are 
not  connected  with  the  government  ser- 
vice. Nor  yet  does  Mr.  Wilson  attempt 
to  minimize  the  injury  already  done 
and  that  will  Increase  until  there  Is  a 
great  precipitation  of  moisture  during 
the  next  few  weeks  in  the  vast  stretch 
of  country  between  the  mountains. 
While  he  acknowledges  that  the  hard 
wheat  belt  of  the  Northwest  has  been 
damaged,  he  does  not  yet  desjKiir  of  an 
average  yield  of  corn  in  the  corn  belt, 
which  he  defines  as  extending  east  from 


sin,  the  northern  part  of  Missouri  and 
all  of  Illinois,  Indiana  and  Ohio.  Th« 
most  regrettable  loss  from  the  viewpoint 
of  the  department,  declares  the  secre- 
tary. Is  that  of  the  macaroni  wheat 
crop.  For  the  first  time  an  experiment 
has  l>een  made  this  year  In  the  produc- 
tion of  this  variety  of  wheat  on  a  larga 
scale  in  the  United  States.  Secretary 
Wilson  has  been  encouraging  this  ex- 
loeriment  ever  since  he  has  been  at  the 
head  of  the  department,  and  imported 
the  seed  from  Northern  Africa,  wher« 
most  of  the  wheat  is  produced  which 
supplies  Europe  and  the  world  with 
macaroni. 

The  secretary  is  especially  hopeful  of 
an  average  com  crop.  He  says  it  will 
not  be  a  record-breaker  or  a  "bumper" 
in  the  parlance  of  the  agricultural  de- 
partment, but  that  at  this  moment  the 
prospects  favor  a  fair  average  yield.  Mr. 
Wilson  said:

IMPORTANT  DISCOVERY 

Professor  Koch,  the  Famous   Bacteriologist,  An- 
nounces That  Bvoine  Tuberculosis  Is  Not 
Transferable  to  the  Human  System. 


New  York,  July  23.— Profes-sor  Koch, 
of  Berlin,  will  announce,  says  a  Herald 
dispatch  from  London,  his  discovery  that 
bovine  tuberculosis  is  not  trasmissible 
to  the  human  system.  The  famous 
bacteriologist,  in  an  Interview  author- 
izes the  statement  that  he  has  demon- 
strated that  m^at  and  milk  tubercu- 
losis infected  cattle  may  be  consumed 
■with  absolute  impunity. 

Dr.  Allen  F.  Haight,  of  Chicago,  the 
official  representative  of  the  American 
Medicine    association,    said: 

"If  I  had  not  heard  Professor  Koch 
quietly  announce  his  discovery  in  pri- 
vate conversation  it  would  have  seemed 
to  me  absolutely  incredible.  I  can  <  nly 
say  that  Dr.  Koch  is  too  profound  a 
student  and  has  too  much  reputation  at 
stake  to  promulgate  such  a  proposition 
unless  convinced  of  its  soundness  be- 
yond the  shadow  of  a  doubt.  If  he  is 
able  theoretically  to  demonstrate      his 


claims  the  sanitary  systems  of  the 
world  will  be  shaken  to  the  very  i"Oots. 
The  word  revolution  but  faintly  ex- 
presses what  the  discovery  will  preci- 
pitate." 

English  experts  talked  of  fhe  theory 
with  mingled  astonishment  and  con- 
tempt, and  asserted  that  the  German 
professor  would  encounter  stubborn  de- 
bate and  learn  disproof  of  his  "mad 
idea." 

Dr.  Reynolds,  health  commissioner  of 
Chicago,  when  informed  of  Professor 
Koch's  theory,  said:  "The  discovery  is 
certainly  of  the  highest  importance,  es- 
pecially in  regard  to  milk.  As  far  as 
meat  is  concerned,  I  never  believed  it 
contained  elements  of  danger  whea 
cooked,  and  therefore  the  announce- 
ment has  comparative  less  significance 
for  the  civilized  people  of  the  world.  As 
to  milk  taken  In  its  natural  state.  It  Is 
a  difficult  proposition,  while  probal))y 
nobody  Is  desirous  of  drinking  the  milk 
of  tuberculosis  cows,  yet  a  great  b(Oorx 
would  be  assured  if  it  can  be  eonsumed 
with  Impunity."

(Continued  From  Page  1.) 


John  Nicholson,  chief  of  polite  of 
Pittstield.  and  practically  the  last  wit- 
ness for  the  prosecution,  was  then 
called.  The  chief  testified  in  a  careful, 
deliberate  and  moderately  slow  manner 
which  hold  the  attention  of  every  per- 
son in  the  room.  The  part  which  Chief 
Nicholson  took  in  the  tragedy  began 
when  he  reached  the  Fosburg  house  be- 
tween 5  and  6  o'clock  in  the  morning 
Aug.  21. 

The  Hist  persons  he  mot  were  the  de- 
fendant and  his  brother  James,  who  at 
once  told  him  about  the  burglars  and 
began  to  cull  his  attention  to  tlie  marks 
Bnd  footprints  al>out  the  place.  "They 
pointed  out  particularly,"  said  the  wit- 
ness, "two  footprints.  I  noticed  that 
the  hcol  of  the  shoes  had  been  pressed 
about  one  inch  into  the  ground,  but  the 
toes  pointed  towards  the  house.  My 
notice  was  called  to  another  mark  about 
four  feet  further  north,  which  had  the 
appearance  of  a  foot  step.  I  examined 
the  piazza  post.  It  had  several  finger 
marks  and  one  hand  mark  on  it.  The 
latter  was  very  disti*ict.  The  defendant 
accompanied  me  to  the  balcony  and 
pointed  to  its  railing  from  which  I  no- 
ticed the  dew  had  been  removed  at  the 
north  and  south  end.  We  ejcamined  the 
roof  to?;ether.  It  had  a  mark  upoin  it  as 
if  some  one  had  stepped  there.  It  was 
about  this  time  that  the  doH^ndant  re- 
lated  to  me  what  bad   happened." 

Capt.  Nicholson  then  told  the  story  as 
It  has  been  repeated  time  after  time  in 
froursp  >f  the  trial. 

"After  the  defendant  told  me  this." 
continued  the  witness,  "we  visited  the 
dark  hallway  and  there  we  found  a  hole 
In  the  wall.  The  defendant  had  suggest- 
ed thai,  two  bullets  were  flred  and  that 
one  might  be  imbedded  in  the  wall.  I 
could  find  no  bullet.  We  went  to  a  closet 
In  the  vacant  room,  and  there  on  a  trunk 
tray  I  saw  a  diamond  sunburst,  stick 
pin   and   watch  ch.tin. 

"My  next  visit  to  the  Fosburg  house 
was  at  11  o'clock  the  same  morning.  On 
the  way  in  James  Fosburg  handed  me  a 
bullet  which  he  said  he  had  found  in  a 
bureau." 

The  witness  related  the  elder  Fos- 
burg's  description  of  the  attack  upon 
Mm,  and  then  told  of  finding  a  large 
number  of  matches  on  different  occa- 
Birns  in  the  vacant  room  in  the  attic,  on 
the  stairs,  balcony,  and  some  on  the  first 
floor. 

"At  one  time,"  he  .«iald.  "James 
bnught  me  some  of  the  matches." 

The  defendant  told  witness  at  tho 
time  that  he  never  had  any  matches  of 
4hl3  kind  in  the  hou.se.

CLOSED 

Deal     For   Steel    Trust 

Building  Surrounded 

By  Silence. 

Said    By     Some    to    Be 

Closed  and  Others 

Deny. 


Little     Work   Is.  Being 
Done  By  the  Con- 
tractor. 


Though  none  of  the  parties  connected 
with  the  deal  are  willing  to  say  any- 
thing, it  is  said  on  good  authority  that 
the  deal  for  the  construction  of  a  build- 
ing for  the  United  States  Steel  com- 
pany's use  at  the  corner  of  Third  avenue 
west  and  First  street  was  completed 
yesterday   afternoon. 

This  means  that  work  on  the  build- 
ing that  Hutchinson  Bevier  was  putting 
up  for  Bayha  &  Co..  will  cease,  and 
that  when  work  is  resumed  it  will  be  on 
a  handsome  7-story  building  with  a 
frontage  of  100  feet,  to  cost  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $2.">0,000. 

The  whole  proceeding  is  surrounded 
with  an  atmosphere  of  mystery.  Not  one 
of  the  parties  to  the  deal  will  admit 
that  the  report  is  true,  though  they 
make  no  attempt  to  deny  that  negoti- 
ations have  been  pending.  The  prin- 
cipal stumbling  block  so  far  has  been 
liayha  &  Co..  who  have  a  lease  on  the 
building  Mr.  Bevier  was  building  that 
they  valued  very  highly,  and  that  was 
very  valuable.  Attempts  to  make  ar- 
rangements with  this  firm  have  been 
made  repeatedly,  but  so  far  the  matter 
has  been  held  up  by  a  difference  in 
price.  It  is  said  now  that  the  matter 
has  been  arranged  with  the  Bayhas, 
though  they  do  not  admit  that  this  is 
true. 

One  significant  thing  is  that  almost 
no  work  on  tho  stone  foundation  that 
was  intended  for  the  Bevier  building 
has  been  done  since  Saturday.  This 
foundation  would  hardly  sufllce  for  a 
building  such  as  that  needed  by  the  steel 
trust,  and  the  fact  that  work  upon  it 
has  1>een  practically  stopped  is  con- 
sidered as  good  grounds  for  a  belief 
that  negotiations  are  nearly  completed, 
if  they  are  not  quite  complete. 

In  cast^  the  deal  has  gone  through  Mr. 
Bevier  has  received  $50,000  for  the  lots, 
on  which  he  was  putting  up  a  $35,000 
building.  Bayha  &  Co.  were  offered 
$2500  for  their  lease  and  asked  $10,000, 
and  a  compromise  between  these  two 
amounts  has  probably  been  made.

being:  To  the  West  Indies,  in  ISiW,  $3.5  <iOO,- 
000,  and  in  1900,  f47,00(>,000;  and  to  Mexico, 
in  1S90,  $13,000,000,  and  in  1900,  $34,0*J,0<a). 
The  ilscal  years  1900  and  1901  show  a  much 
greater  increase  in  our  sales  to  our  neigh- 
bors at  the  South  than  in  any  preceding 
years.  The  total  exports  to  Mexico,  Cen- 
tral and  South  America  and  the  West 
Indies  in  lS9:t  were  $103,000,000.  in  1900.  flZl,- 
000, OtX),  and  in  1901,  $13S,000.000  ki  lound 
numbers.  Thus  the  figures  of  1<K)1  are 
$35,0tiO.<J00  greater  than  those  of  1899.  while 
the  1S99  figures  are  only  tl.OU'i.im  greater 
than   ihos«»  if  1S98. 

The  imporiance  of  satisfactory  transpor- 
tation facilities  is  illustrated  by  a  btudy 
of  the  growth  of  our  export  trade  with  the 
countries  at  the  South.  Prior  to  he  con- 
struction of  railway  lifies  connecting  Mex- 
ico with  the  United  States,  our  exports 
to  Mexico  seldom  reached  $1«,00'>,'JO'>;  by 
1896  they  were  $30,000,000;  by  1899,  $2"j.000,- 
000;  in  1900,  $34,000,000,  and  in  1901,  $?7.0*«,- 
000,  In  round  numbers.  To  the  W^st  In- 
dies, the  transportation  system  is  much 
more  satisfactory  than  to  the  South  Am- 
erican countries,  and  to  those  islanls  our 
exports  have  grown  from  $34.000,ijOO  in 
1S91  to  $49,000,000  in  1901.  To  Central  and 
South  America,  with  wtii(*  steamship 
comnvunicatton  has  not  been  satisfactory, 
the  growth  has  been  lews,  the  figures,  as 
already  indicated,  being  i-n  1900  prax;iical- 
ly  the  samie  aa^  in  1890,  while  the  ligures 
for  1900  and  1901  show  in  each  case  a  con- 
siderable increase.  This  Increase  is  espe- 
cially not;?ble  in  the  export*  to  the  coun- 
tries on  the  Western  coast  of  South  Am- 
erica reached  by  the  recently  establL<ihed 
lines  connecting  the  Western  coast  of  the 
I'nited  State.''  with  that  of  South  ar,d 
Central  America,  and  which  were  put 
into  opetatlon  about  the  beginning  cf  the 
present  calendar  year.  The  figures  of  our 
exports  to  South  America  show  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  100  per  cent  to  Peru  in 
eleven  months  ending  with.  May  ^901,  as 
compared  with  the  same  period  of  the  fis- 
cal year  1900,  and  nearly  100  i)er  cent  to 
Chile  in  the  same  time.  Of  the  increase  of

Ordinance     to      Require 

Them     From    All 

House  Movers. 

The  proposed  ordinance  licensing 
bouse-niovinp  contractors,  and  compel- 
iing  thtiii  to  pive  a  surety  bjnd  for  the 
protection  of  the-  city  in  case  of  accident 
on  cb.«truited  streets  seems  to  meet 
vita  (onsideiablc  favor. 

The  ordinanic  is  practically  a  copy  of 
the  ordinance  now  in  force  in  St.  Paul, 
vliile  there  art-  far  nnre  .stringent  or- 
ilinances  in  other  cities. 

At  present  almost  any  person  can  RPt 
a  contract  for  iiiovinK  frame  building.*. 
Frequently  the  smaller  contractors  do  a 
jfib  without  notifying  the  city  hall  au- 
thorities, and  il  lias  be.  ii  known  that 
Bome  jobs  were  undertaken  by  inc  im- 
jctent  men.  leavini?  the  i  ity  liable  to  ex- 
cessive damanes. 

I'nder  the  new  scheme,  which  origin- 
ates with  Huilding  Inspector  Hobinson. 
on  annual  li -ense  of  $-•:.  must  l«e  paid  by 
BUI  h  contractors,  and  in  addition  to  iMs. 
a  bond  of  $JfMiO  must  be  given  for  the 
protection  of  the  i  ity. 

This  ..r<iinance.  if  pas.-ed  by  the  coun- 
cil, will  have  u  tendency  to  weed  out 
smaller  contractors.  It  is  claimed  by 
the  buildina;  authorities  that  it  will  dls- 
l>o.ve  of  the  clas.-  tiuit  ha.-  been  causing 
sueb  amioyance. 

It  frequently  happens  that  buildings 
aro  moved  an<l  no  record  ker»t  of  the 
moving  at  the  city  hall.  The  assessor 
then  goes  ahead,  us  cust<»mary.  and  as- 
fiftcee.^:  the  pi'operty  fr<im  whii'h  the 
tiuilding  liQts  been  moved,  as  if  the 
Taillding  were  on  it.  A  numtK-r  of  the 
most  vigorous  ki  ks  before  the  hoard  of 
equalization  was  on  this  account.

Several  Contracting  Firms 

Announce  Advance, 

Effective  Aug.  1. 


After    That    Date     WiU 

Pay  Laborers  $2.25 

a  Day. 


Have  to  Meet  the  Com* 

petition  of  Harvest 

Fields. 


The  local  labor  market  Is  in  first-class 
condition  so  far  as  the  opportunities 
for  the  laboringman  are  concerned. 
Nearly  every  employer  of  labor  in  the 
Northwest  is  complaining  of  a  dearth  of 
men  for  work,  and  wages  have  taken 
another  upward  turn  in  consequence. 
Announcements  have  been  made  by  a 
number  of  the  large  contracting  firms  of 
their  intention  to  pay  $2.25  a  day,  com- 
mencing with  August  1. 

The  season  opened  with  wages  for 
common  labor  at  from  $1.50  to  $1.75  ner 
day.  About  six  weeks  ago  the  demand 
for  men  was  so  great  and  the  supply  so 
short  that  wages  advanced  to  $2  on  a 
number  of  the  contract  jobs,  and  now, 
with  the  harvest  season  soon  to  open 
In  the  West,  the  contractors  have  had  to 
add  another  25  cents  in  order  to  get 
men.  As  it  is.  there  are  very  few  men 
being  sent  out  of  the  city  in  other  di- 
rections than  the  West. 

It  is  expected  that  the  harvest  season 
will  open  in  the  Dakotas  inside  the  next 
three  weeks,  and  the  men  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  low  railroad  rates  to 
work  Westward  to  be  near  the  work 
when  harvesting  begins.  The  railroads 
have  not  yet  made  harvest  rates. 

The  Halvorson,  Richards  &  Co.'s  big 
railroad  contract  on  the  Brainerd  & 
Northern  extension  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific road  is  attracting  a  number  of  men. 
because  the  work  Is  nearer  the  Dakota 
wheat  fields  than  railroad  work  to  the 
south  and  east.  Other  contractors  are 
j)aylng  the  same  wages,  but  it  is  found 
difficult  to  get  men.  The  demand  for 
men  for  summer  logging  has  strength- 
ened, and  swampers,  sawyers  and  team- 
sters are  receiving  $35  per  month. 

The  reports  from  the  West  indicate 
that  emplovment  will  be  given  to  an  im- 
mense number  of  men  during  the  har- 
vesting season,  and  predictions  are 
made  that  harvest  wages  will  be  higher 
than  before  in  many  years.

generally  known  that  no  more  twichers 
will  be  sent  to  the  Phillj>pinK's.  It  was 
e::pected  that  another  quota  would  be 
cent  .-^oon,  but  the  war  department  an- 
nounces that  the  places  have  all  l>een 
filled  The  names  of  .'.01  who  were  to  go 
to  the  Islands  were  announced  last  week 
and  all  have  sailed.  This  would  apparent- 
ly leave  440  places  to  be  niU-<1  to  make  up 
the  list  of  lOOo  that  was  called  for  by  Pro- 
fe.">or  .\tkinson,  who  has  charge  of  the 
n.ilippine  education.il  affairs.  A  cable 
which  has  beca  received,  however,  states 
that  no  more  apindntments  are  to  ho  made 
In  this  country.  The  full  number  has  been 
Bcciirel.  The  catflegram  also  states  that 
mall  advices  bring  the  further  authoriza- 
tion* of  appointment.  In  consequence  of 
this,  no  encouragement  is  given  at  the  de- 
IKirlment  to  applicants  for  places.  It  is 
deemed  probable  that  a  number  of  tearh- 
mvA  will  he  taken  from  the  volunteer  army. 
At  every  town  occuplo*!  by  the  American 
troops  one  of  the  ilrst  thlr.ss  done  by  the 
commanding  officer  was  to  establish  a 
Sfihocd  for  the  natives,  at  which  Knglish 
was  taught.  A  year  ago  there  was  no  less 
than  2*)  of  thci^e  .schools,  and  It  Is  known 
that  the  sys*tem  has  been  extemled  so  that 
It  Is  believed  to  be  a  conservative  estimate 
to  say  that  300  of  these  schools  were  be- 
ing taught  by  menabers  of  the  United 
Btates  army.  Rejxirtii  from  army  officers 
■how  that  the  volunttH*r  army  contained 
some  excellent  material  for  toochers.  At 
all  events  there  will  bo  no  more  opportun- 
ities for  teachers  to  go  to  the  Philippines 
IX.  present. 

Progress  In  th© 
AmerUan  islands  of 
Samoa  Is  most  en- 
•ouraging.  The  na- 
tives, naturallj'  do- 
Klle    and    easily    rult-d, 

Mem  to  bo  happy  and  contented  and  thor- 
oughly satisfied  with  their  new  govern- 
ment. The  United  Stales,  as  is  generally 
known,  does  not  own  or  control  the  entire 
Baznoan  group,  but  only  that  part  of  it 
that  lies  to  the  eastward  of  Ihe  one  hun- 
0rf»d  and  seventy-flrst  meridian  of  longi- 
tude, comprising  the  fertile  little  island 
of  Tutuila  and  a  group  charted  as  the 
Manuas,  consisting  of  Ihe  islands  of  Tau, 
Olesinga  and  Ofu.  Tutuila  has  about  4i)00 
Inhabitants  and  the  Manuas  2600,  nearly  all 
native.  Germany  owns  and  governs  the 
rest  of  the  group.  The  treaty  annexing  our 
parts  of  the  collection  was  ratified  Feb.  16, 
and  the  American  flag  raised  on  April  17 
of  the  same  year.  Commodore  B.  F.  Tilly, 
who  was  governor  of  Tutuila  gives  an  Idea 
of  the  conditions  on  the  lelands  in  the 
X^ew  York  Independent  In  part  as  follows: 
•'No  effort  was  made  to  make  any  rutfical 
chanire*  ia  the  long-established  customs 
of  the  natives,  but  In  some  inslances  it 
mtm  n««««sftry  to  Institute  reforms,  espe- 
cially In  the  matter  of  matrimony  and  dl- 
^nr'f.  as  th*»  natives  had  only  a  vague 
M'Hi  of  moTdllfy  an  we  understand  It, 
ifid  while  not  vicious  In  their  hablt.s.  It 
iroiil<»   txit   have   boen   good  law   to  have 
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The  Amer- 
ican   Islands 
of  Samoa. 


allowed  them  to  cootinue  certain  well- 
grounded  methods  of  living  and  ruling. 
Commerce  is  bound  to  increase  in  the  next 
year.  Already  the  stimulus  of  American 
rule  Is  having  its  good  effect.  Copra  is 
the  slable  product,  and  cocoa  and  tobacco 
have  a  foothold.  Now  plantations  are  being 
tilled,  and  as  there  is  regular  communica- 
tion with  C^allfornia  and  the  antintxles, 
by  mall  steamers,  a  fair  trade  may  t>e 
looked  for  in  the  very  near  future.  Con- 
tinuous warfare  was  making  trouble  (or 
Ihe  natives  before  the  management  of  af- 
fairs by  the  Americans,  and  consequently 
the  natural  products  of  the  islands  were 
depended  on  most  to  sustain  the  lives  of 
the  population.  The  soil  is  very  produc- 
tive, and  It  was  an  easy  matter  for  ihe 
native  to  keep  from  being  hungry  without 
working.  This  has  naturally  imbued  the 
men  and  women  with  laainess  that  may, 
however,  be  overcome  in  time  by  proper 
training.  When  our  government  flrt<X  took 
the  Islands  In  hand  the  warriors  were  sus- 
picious and  restless,  but  after  a  few 
months  thcv  commenced  to  see  that  the 
whites  meant  to  bo  honesi  with  them. 
They  then  proceeded  to  levy  a  copra  tax 
to  assist  in  the  payment  of  th©  expense  of 
sustaining    the    native    government." 

WAS  DEWEY  X  COWARD  TOO? 

The  attack  on  Admiral  Schley  by  the 
hireling:  of  the  naval  cabal  of  which 
Secretary  Long  Is  the  head  and  front 
has  served  to  call  attention  to  naval 
strategy. 

The  sensational  claim  by  the  Sampson 
pres.s,  which  Maclay  reiterated  in  his 
history,  that  Schley  was  the  first  Ameri- 
can admiral  to  show  the  stern  of  an 
American  man-of-war  to  the  enemy, 
and  therefore  is  a  coward  and  deserves 
the  contempt  of  all  brave  men,  is  not 
an  historical  fact.  The  stern  of  the 
Brooklyn  is  not  the  first  stern  of  an 
American  ship  that  was  turned  to  the 
enemy  in  the  thickest  of  the  fight. 

When  Admiral  Schley  found  that  the 
enemy  was  bound  for  the  west  after 
leaving  the  harbor  of  Santiago,  and  that 
the  Brooklyn  was  going  bead  on  to  him 
and  would  thus  be  placed  between  the 
fire  of  the  two  fleets,  he  executed  a 
maneuver  by  turning  to  the  right  and 
making  a  loop  to  bring  himself  again 
along.side  the  fleeing  Cervera.  It  was  a 
masterly  maneuver  and  was  crowned 
with  complete  success.  The  Brooklyn 
administered  48  per  cent  of  the  punish- 
ment upon  the  enemy  and  received  54 
per  cent  of  the  punishment  of  the 
American  fleet.  This  tells  the  whole 
tale.  If  turning  the  stern  of  his  battle- 
ship to  the  enemy  produced  such  results, 
It  would  have  been  well  had  Samixson 
done  likewise.  But  to  the  story.  When 
Admiral  Dewey  destroyed  the  Spani.sh 
fleet  in  Manila  bay  that  May  morning 
he  showed  the  stern  of  every  vessel  in 
his  fleet  to  the  enemy  more  than  once. 
His  tactics  consisted  in  steaming  past 
the  fleet  at  Cavite,  delivering  the  shot 
as  they  passed;  then  turning  and  re- 
passing nearer  and  nearer  to  the  doomed 
Spaniards.  This  maneuver  made  it 
necessary  to  show  the  stern  of  every 
vessel  to  the  eye  of  the  enemy  at  every 
turn,  yet  we  have  heard  of  no  serious 
criticism  from  Mr.  Long  nor  his  man 
Friday.  Another  thing  Dewey  did  which 
would  meet  with  the  severest  condemna- 
tion by  tho  Samp.son  clique  had  It  been 
done  by  Admiral  Schley.  He  deliberate- 
ly ran  away  from  the  enemy  when  the 
fight  was  half  over  to  get  something  to 
eat.  He  was  the  first  American  admir.il 
who  ordered  his  fleet  out  of  a  fight  not 
yet  complete.  Xo  get  something  to  eat. 
Think  of  that!  Suppose  Schley  had  done 
a  thing  like  that!  It  would  have  been  a 
case  for  a  court-martial  ;is  soon  as  I..ong 
and  Sampson  could  have  got  in  their 
work. 

Whatever  influence  Mr.  Long  has  had 
in  this  controversy  In  favor  of  his  friend 
Sampson,  he  has  forfeited  it  by  his  last 
statement  that  Schley  ought  to  have 
been  court-martialed.  The  cloven  foot 
is  clearly  visible.  Whatever  were  the 
facts,  the  world  will  believe  that  tlie 
fellow  Maclay  was  hired  for  the  pur- 
po.se  of  traducing  Schley  and  perpetuat- 
ing the  feud  In  the  navy  department. 
Maclay  has  said  that  he  submitted  the 
proofs  tj  .Sampson  a.s  well  as  to  Long. 
Long  has  denied  a  part  of  the  statement, 
but  Sampson  remains  silent.  The  fact 
that  Long  refuses  to  dismiss  the  fellow 
from  the  navy  department  is  certain 
proof  that  Maclay  has  been  telling  the 
truth.  Had  he  lied,  his  head  would  not 
have  rested  on  his  shoulders  fifteen  min- 
utes. 

A  few  more  such  attacks  as  this  one 
will  make  Schley  the  most  popular  hero 
of  the  war.  Many  will  love  him  for  the 
enemies  he  has  made.

X  QUESTION  OF  STATE. 

China  is  not  overawed  by  the  powers. 
The  weakness  of  the  so-calleid  alliance 
of  civilization  Is  api)arent  to  the 
Chine«e  as  ia  their  weakness  to  us.  The 
events  of  the  past  year  have  but  salved 
tho  sore;  the  ulcer  has  not  healed  in  the 
least.  The  occupation  of  Pekin— the 
i)arbarities,  the  mutual  bickerings  and 
the  general  lack  of  the  spirit  of  fairness 
and  Justice  have  robbed  the  allies  of  all 
moral  inlluent^e.  China  has  a  worse 
opinion  of  Christianity  and  the  ethics 
of  Western  clvillzfition  than  she  had 
before  the  Boxer  outbreak. 

It  is  now  apparent  that  the  root  cf 
the  trouble  must  be  removed,  for  a  time 
at  least.  That  root  is  the  foreign  mla- 
slonarie.s.  Their  mistakes  have  been 
mistakes  of  the  head,  not  of  the  heart. 
Well-intentioned  and  full  of  zeal,  they 
have  attempted  to  perform  a  miracle-- 
to  convert  to  their  religious  views  a 
race  which  Is  fortifled  by  centuries  of 
prejudice,  by  completely  Ignoring  that 
prejudice.  They  have  blindly  attempt- 
ed to  adapt  the  methods  employed  to 
convert  the  uneducated  heathen,  to  the 
convci-slon  of  one  of  the  mo«t  tho- 
roughly educated  and  philosophic  peo- 
ple on  the  face  of  the  earth.  Without 
intending  to  do  so,  the  missionaries 
have  wounded  the  pride  and  offended 
the  prejudices  of  the  people  to  such  a 
degree  that  they  have  determined  to 
oust  them  from  the  empire.  The  at- 
tempt made  a  year  ago  was  ill-timed 
and,  of  course,  abortive.  But  the  rext 
time  it  will  be  better  organized,  and  will 
come  nearer  success.  Sir  Robert  Hart, 
the  English  commissioner  of  marine 
ciMtoms,  the  one  man  who.  from  his 
long  experience  In  China,  can  speak 
with  authority,  has  repeatedly  soiioded 


the  warning  and  continues  to  urge  the 
missionaries  not  to  attempt  to  go  back. 
There  is  only  one  way  In  which  Chris- 
tianity can  be  forced  upon  the  Chinese, 
and  that  Is  by  the  sword.  Tho  policy 
of  Mahomet  must  be  adopted  or  a  re- 
treat sounded.  Already  the  world  has 
been  the  witness  of  a  missionary  band, 
backed  by  mauser  and  cannon,  their 
path  marked  by  blood  and  rapine. 

The  missionary  question  In  China  has 
now  become  a  question  of  state.  The 
powers  are  called  upon  to  chose  l>etween 
a  peaceful  commerce  with  China,  free 
of  foreign  missionaries,  or  a  sullen 
China,  over  which  an  allied  army  oif 
half  a  million  of  soldiers  muet  keep 
watch.  Is  the  game  worth  the  candie? 
Are  the  nations  suJflciently  Interested  In 
the  conversion  of  a  few  Chinamen  from 
one  religious  faith  to  another  to  main- 
tain an  army  to  protect  the  zealots  who 
insist  upon  Imperiling  their  lives  to 
change  the  opinions  of  men  on  subjects 
of  which  they  are  all  profoundly  ignor- 
ant? This,  however.  Is  a  delicate  mat- 
ter to  diticuss,  and  a  still  more  delicate 
matter  for  a  government  to  act  upon. 
People  are  not  always  patriotic,  and  tho 
moro  zealous  a  man  is  in  a  cause,  (he 
more  unreasoning  he  will  be  when  he 
sees  himself  baffled  in  its  pursuit.  In 
view  of  this,  an  effort  is  being  made  to 
induce  all  the  nus8ionarl<»s  from  all 
countries  to  withdraw  frOiH  China,  and 
thus  render  a  permanent  oeace  poesible. 
It  would  be  less  humiliating  to  the  mis- 
sionaries to  offer  themselves  and  their 
cause  as  a  sacrifice  for  the  peace  of  the 
world  than  to  be  compelled  to  aban<!on 
the  field  by  the  afflrmatlve  act  of  the 
powers.  It  Is  quite  evident  that  China 
is  not  yet  reedy  for  Christianity,  or  has 
paaeed  beyond  that  point  in  its  rhilo- 
sophical  development.  At  all  events 
the  missionaries  are  a  misfit.  It  would 
not  be  so  bad  if  they  had  possessed  the 
discretion  to  keep  within  the  walls  of 
their  religious  province.  Mr.  Hart  lays 
much  of  the  trouble  at  the  door  of  the 
wanton  abuse  of  the  religious  prejudices 
of  the  people  and  the  interference  of  the 
missionaries  with  the  local  govern- 
ments. 

The  Chinese  claim,  and  It  appears 
with  much  truth,  that  the  worst  ele- 
ment of  society  embrace  the  Christian 
faith  to  avoid  punishment  for  their 
crimes,  being  protected  by  the  mission- 
aries. It  can  be  readily  understood  how 
this  would  act  upon  a  people  like  the 
Chlneee.  Every  one  knows  how  the 
vicious  will  don  the  cloak  of  the  church, 
even  in  this  highly  civilized  country,  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  hiding  their  moral 
rabs  and  the  further  purpose  of  secur- 
ing the  influence  of  the  church. 

It  becomes,  therefore,  the  patriotic 
duty  of  the  missionary  societies  to  with- 
draw from  China,  for  a  time  at  least.  It 
may  be  possible  that  this  affair  will 
teach  both  parties  a  leeson  well  worth 
learning.  It  may  serve  to  keep  the 
missionaries  within  the  bounds  of  legit- 
imate religious  work,  and  will  prove  to 
the  Chinese  that  a  foreign  devil  can  be 
Just,  even  to  a  heathen. 


RUSSIA  AND  MANCHURIA. 

There  is  a  strong  reason  why  Ituasla 
seeks  to  retain  control  and  ultimately 
annex  Manchuria.  It  has  developed  that 
the  Russians  have  made  extensive  ex- 
plorations and  prospecting  tours  through 
Manchuria,  and  has  found  the  country 
to  be  exceedingly  rich  in  gold  deposits. 
It  has  long  been  known  that  certain  of 
the  river  harks  of  Korea  have  yielded 
much  gold  when  worked  in  a  crude  way 
by  the  Inhabitants.  The  Chinese  govern- 
ment has,  however,  by  governmental 
orders  and  by  working  on  the  supersti- 
tious fears  of  the  populace,  previmted 
the  development  of  the  gold-producing 
sands,  in  Mftnchuria  the  effect  has  been 
the  same  because  of  the  attitude  crt  the 
Chinese  government.  The  English 
have  frequently  made  attempts  to  get 
at  the  deposits  in  the  Interior.  They 
had  little  support  from  the  home  gov- 
ernment, and  the  obstacles  thrown  in 
their  way  by  the  Chinese  have  been 
practically  insurmountable.  Since  the 
occupation  of  Manhurla  by  Russian 
troops  prospecting  by  Russians  has  been 
made  possible.  It  is  found  that  the 
richest  deposits  are  in  the  mountains 
between  Korea  and  Manchuria.  These 
deposits  are  now  understood  to  follow 
the  great  wall  of  China  in  a  westerly 
course. 

Now  that  the  advantages  of  occupa- 
tion of  Manchuria  permanently  are  ap- 
parent, through  the  advice*  which  have 
come  to  the  United  States  and  have 
probably  reached  the  foreign  offices  of 
other  governments,  Ru.<»sia  will  find  a 
united  front  opposing  her  in  any  move- 
ment of  agrgression  in  Manchuria. 

Nobody  disputes  that  the  Boxers  In 
China  were  fanatics,  and  what  Capl.  Mc- 
Calla,  of  Ihe  Newark,  recently  returned 
from  tho  far  east,  says  of  them  amply 
demonstrates  that  they  had  the  full  cour- 
age of  their  fanaticism.  "It  was  almost 
pathetic,"  says  Capt.  McCalla.  "to  see 
how  thev  fought.  They  believed  that  by 
waving  their  banners  and  spears  In  a  cer- 
tain way  and  making  peculiar  motions 
with  their  hands  the  bulkHs  from  oc#gtms 
could  not  harm  thera.  Nolhing  could  shake 
their  faith  in  this  kind  of  defense.  They 
would  not  .run  away.  I  saw  a  patrol  of 
twenty-five  of  them  stand  up  and  be  shot 
down  to  the  last  man." 

The  tulal  fighting  strength  on  March  31, 
1SC5,  nine  days  before  the  surrender  of 
Lee  to  Grant,  was  Co7.747.  At  tho  final 
round-up  on  May  1.  ISGS,  the  nominal 
strength,  on  papttr.  of  all  the  Union  ar- 
mies. Including  soldiers  present  and  sol- 
diers absent,  was  exactly  1.000.316.  On 
July  1,  1S»7,  the  aggregate  of  pensions, 
terminate  and  existing  on  accounx  of  the 
civil  war  had  already  reached  1.431,732. 

And  now  the  story  is  published  from 
New  York  that  James  J.  Hill  is  much  dis- 
pleased with  Mr.  Morgan  l)ecause  he 
placed  Mr.  Harrlman  on  tKe  Northern  Pa- 
cific board  and  proposes  lo  throw  over- 
board "the  community  of  Interest"  plan 
and  devote  all  his  time  to  building  up  the 
Great  Northern.  There  may  be  some  truth 
in  the  story,  but  it  is  probably  idle  gossip.

THE  MODERN  LIBRARIAN. 


The  Chicago  News:  Not  quite  fifty 
years  have  elapsed  since  the  first  free 
public  library  was  establlshefl  in  an 
American  city.  It  is  In  the  light  of  this 
fact  and  in  view  of  the  enormous  growth 
of  lll>raries  everywhere  In  the  past  quar- 
ter of  a  century  that  it  is  possible  to 
got  an  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  task  to 
which  the  custodians  of  public  libraries 
are  now  addreeslng:  themselves.  In  the 
sessions  of  the  convention  which  the  lib- 
rarians of  the  country  have  been  holding 
at  Waukeisha  there  hius  been  abundant 
discussion  of  practical  details  of  library 
work  and  of  Improved  methods  of  col- 
lecting, arranging  and  Indexing  the  im- 
mense maas  of  literature  now  available 
buit  far  iwore  noteworthy  was  the  evi- 
dent recognition  of  the  increased  scope 
and  importar*ce  of  the  modern  librarian's 
duties.  As  one  of  the  srKiakers  saJd,  the 
■librarian  who  was  content  to  l>e  a  mere 
custodian  of  books  has  i>assed  from  the 
stage  forever.  In  his  stead  there  is  an 
official  who  holds  an  important  trustee- 
ship tor  his  community,  who  must  not 
only  collect  books,  but  mu.st  select  with  a 
view  to  special  needs,  who  must  try  to 
I>romote  Intelligent  interest  in  the  educa- 
tional agencies  at  his  dispo.'wvl  ami  who 
has  a  moraJ  duty  to  perform  in  stimulat- 
ing a  taste  for  the  l)eat  and  repressing  as 
far  as  possible  the  demand  for  the  cheip 
and   the  trashy.         .   ^     ,       ,       ... 

The  production  of  books  In  the  nine- 
teenth cenlurv  was  so  vast  and  the  ad- 
vances In  science  so  rapid  tha*  It  may  be 
questtoned  whether  a  big  part  of  the  in- 
tellectual work  of  the  present  century 
will  not  consist  In  systematic  collection 
and  arrangement  of  work  already  done, 
with  a  view  to  sifting  out  all  but  the  im- 
portant and  bringing  It  under  a  sc  entlflc 
classification.

Effect.

The  big  strike  thunder  clouds  that 
fcre  rolling  in  the  East  and  threatening 
to  tie  uij  llu-  rtteel  industry  in  all  its 
various  hnme«  has  not  been  considered 
as  especially  alarming  from  a  Duluth 
Btandpoiiit.  but  it  is  not  at  all  improb- 
able that  the  strike,  if  it  assumes  the 
proportions  that  are  promised  now,  will 
have  considerable  effect  here,  esi>ecialiy 
on  the  lake  marine. 

Up  to  the  time  when  the  great  steel 
Ptrike  began  it  was  regarded  as  fairly 
t-ariy  to  trace  in  a  general  way  the  prog- 
ress of  lake  business  up  to  the  close  o€ 
navigation.  Now,  however,  the  strike 
haa  thrown  into  the  field  an  element  of 
uncertainty  that  furnishes  considerable 
ground  for  .-peculation.  Many  calcula- 
ti-ms  hinge  on  a  possible  prolongation 
t.f  the  trouble.  An  industrial  shut-down 
for  two  montht*  or  more  will  rieiessiirily 
affect  the  amount  of  material  shipi>ed 
down  the  lakes  by  lessening  the  demand 
for  ore,  while  if  the  strike  is  brief  the 
ditTerence  will  hardly  be  noticed. 

The  .strike,  at  any  rate,  has  caused  a 
general  recast  of  the  outlook  for  the 
year,  an.l  is  upsetting  plans  to  some 
extent.  Another  fa^'tor  is  that  it  is  ex- 
pected that  in  a  few  days,  if  the  iihut- 
down  in  Pittsburg  and  in  the  valleys 
continues,  there  will  Ije  more  cars  for 
coal  than  the  mines  can  take  care  of. 
Shippers  are  inclined,  therefore,  to  be 
jubilant,  as  relief  from  the  prevailing 
stringency  in  the  coei  market  seems  at 
hand. 

Aside  frf>m  the  effer  t  of  the  strike  on 
the  marine  busine.ss.  It  may.  If  pro- 
longed to  any  extent,  have  its  effect 
■upon  the  mining  lnisin.ss.  A  long  shut- 
down of  the  ore-consuuming  plants,  in- 
volvintr  a  decrease  in  the  demand  for 
ore.  might  be  carried  out  so  far  as  to 
cut  down  the  amount  of  mining  neces- 
sary this  year,  and  thus  thtow  men  on 
the  mnces  out  of  employment. 

It  is  hop..!,  of  course,  that  the  strike 
•will  not  prove  so  serious  as  send  its 
effejt  up  this  far.  F?ut  a  far-rea<hing 
effect  of  trouble  of  this  kind  will  be  one 
of  the  effe(  Is  of  the  combinalion  of  all 
the  branches  of  the  ste^l  industry  into 
one  coiuern.  Serious  trouble,  involving 
one  branch,  will  have  its  effect  on  all 
other  branches,  and  thus  make  the 
effects  of  it  felt  in  many  iwrts  of  the 
country.

They  have  a  pitcher 
who,  recently  in  a  game  with  Ashland, 
knocked  out  three  home  runs.  Four 
men  from  the  Wisconsin  State  league, 
out  of  the  Appletiwi  team,  are  along 
N^'ith  them  and  \vHl  do  execution  with 
the  willi>w,  pro\'1ding  Staub  lets  them. 
'"Blondy"  is  getting  into  better  form 
every  day  now,  the  team  with  three 
practices  that  they  will  get  during  the 
week,  will  put  them  in  excellent  condi- 
tion to  play  fast  \m\U.  The  game  Sun- 
day was  only  a  foretaste  of  what  they 
are  able  to  do.  It  is  not  thought  that 
they  will  have  much  trouble  in  defeat- 
ing Ashland  when  they  bring  them  here, 
as  they  defeated  Superior  by  a  greater 
score  than  Ashland  did.  even  though 
Ashland  had  the  fickle  Revolt  in  the 
box.

Absorbs  Another  Paper. 

The  Superior  Citizen,  a  weekly  publi- 
cation of  West  Suijerior.  has  been  sold 
by  its  proprietor,  J.^hn  A.  Monger,  to 
Joe  Konkel.  popularly  known  at  the 
head  of  the  lake  as  "Silver  Joe."  Mr. 
Konkel  is  the  owner  of  the  Clarion,  and 
will  consolidate  the  tw©  papers  and 
print  under  the  name  0f  the  Citizen 
I^bllshlu^  company. 


Lumber  sales  of  the  week  past  have 
been  heavies.t  in  Norway  pine,  one  firm, 
the  Paepcke-Lelcht  Lumber  company, 
of  Chicago,  taking  nearly  6.000,000  feet. 
As  was  announced  in  The  Herald  of  last 
week,  about  3,000.000  of  this  amount  waa 
bought  of  the  Lesure  company  and  some 
of  the  rest  from  the  Eddy-Glenn  com- 
pany. White  pine  sales  have  not  loomed 
up  In  very  large  figures  for  the  past  ten 
days,  and  all  sales  made  have  been 
small  and  principally  to  fill  out  some 
special  ato<:k.  C.  H.  Bradley  &  Co.  have 
made  a  recent  purchase  of  1,000,000  and 
Kent  &  Campbell  have  disposed  of 
about  1,500,000  feet.  There  are  many 
buyers  coming  to  the  city,  but  the 
market  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  in  a 
condition  to  respond  very  heavily  to  de- 
mands that  may  be  made  on  it.  Nor- 
way log  run  is  said  to  be  worth  about 
$12.  while  some  fancy  prices  have  been 
claimed  considerably  above  that  figure. 

White  pine  prices  are  holding  firm 
and  are  well  up  to  the  top  notch.  The 
manufacturers  with  lumber  to  sell  and 
those  that  have  sold  their  entire  season's 
cut  aie  feeHng  pretty  well  over  the  situ- 
ation. The  lack  of  dock  room  still  <-on- 
tinues  to  harrass  those  manufacturers 
that  have  little  available  space  in  yard 
rt)om.  Some  of  the  mills  are  long  in 
yard  room,  and  at  such  places  the  No.  2 
lumber  g>es  to  the  yai-d  while  the  No.  3 
and  4  b(iards  are  piled  on  the  dock. 
There  have  been  numerous  Instances  of 
late  where  the  mills  have  had  to  depend 
on  the  arrival  of  a  boat  In  order  to 
continue  making  night  runs.  Some  of 
the  mills  have  and  are  at  present  com- 
pleting contracts  for  a  few  million  feet, 
and  these  lots  cannot  be  piled  together 
on  the  docks  but  must  be  kept  separate, 
or  the  vesselman  will  make  objection. 

Indications  are  said  to  point  toward 
a  stiffening  of  lumber  shipping  rates  in 
the  fall,  and  the  shlrpers  seem  to  be 
moving  their  stuff  abjut  as  fast  as  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  get  boats.  The 
$2.."jO  rate  is  still  in  effect  and  is  firm  in 
spite  of  efforts  made  to  break  it. 

High  water  continues  in  the  logging 
streams  and  the  logs  are  coming  down 
in  large  quantities.  The  Cloquet  river 
rtiive  is  said  to  be  well  Into  the  booms. 
The  Hunt  &  Dwyer  drive,  of  the  Leech 
river  drive,  is  already  In  the  Mississippi. 
Matters  are  said  to  be  in  a  prosperous 
condition  with  the  Nebagamon  Lumber 
company,  the  report  being  that  the  com- 
pany has  called  In  its  traveling  men. 
having  orders  for  ''>ver  500  carloads 
ahead.  The  compatiy  is  sending  out 
about  twenty  cars  of  lumber  per  day. 

The  Northern  Lumber  company,  of 
Cloquet.  has  a  dally  output  of  twenty- 
five  cars  and  the  other  companies  are 
doing  nearly  as  well. 

C(  ntractor  M.  P.  Doyle  has  finished 
his  timber  contract  for  the  Kdgar  mill 
at  Iron  river  and  has  shipped  his  outfit 
t)  Rice  Lake.  Wis.,  to  do  railroad 
work. 

Many  settlers  are  said  to  be  rushing 
into  the  district  opened  by  the  Brainerd 
&  Northern  extension  of  the  Northern 
Pai-ific  road.  The  advent  of  the  settlers 
is  being  followed  by  the  establishment 
«)f  numerous  little  sawmill  plants.  While 
a  great  deal  of  the  land  Is  cut-over  pine, 
there  are  some  hardwood  upland  sec- 
tions.

July     2^..— Last    night 
the    doad    body    of    William    Brxiks.    a 
regro,  swuTiK  from  the  limb  of  a  tree  in 
the  aiy  park  here,  and  Chief  of  Police 
Robert   Lilly   was  dying   in   a  Cumber- 
land, >ld.,  hospital  from  the  effects  of  a 
hullet    wound     intlit-ted     I'y   the     negro. 
Word  waa  brought  to  the  i><jlice  station 
yesterday       afternoon       that       William 
Brookd.  colored,  was  creating  trouble  in 
the  lower  end  of  town,  and  asking  for 
aid.     Chief  Lilly  .said  he  would  go  him- 
self and     bring     the     man     in.       When 
Br-wks  .saw    the  offcer   coming,    he   ran 
to   his   house,   and    when    Lilly    reached 
it    and    ordered    the    man    to   come   out. 
Brook.s   appeared    at    the   front    window 
armed   with  a  gun.     Lilly  ordered  him 
to  suriender.     Hrouks  refused,  Lilly  rafi 
int. I    the     h>)use.     The     crowd     out.side 
made   no   offer   to   help,   and   the   officer 
faced  the  desperate  negro  alone.  Sounds 
of  a    struggle  c<iuld    be   heard,   and    the 
crowd    rushed    into    the    hou.se   to    help. 
The    men    were    found    on    the    floor    in 
mortal  comiwit.     The  negro  was  shout- 
ing that  ho  would  never  be  taken  alive, 
and    the   officer,    silent    and    grim,    held 
him    with   a  death   grip.     Suddenly    the 
negro   v,orked   his  right  arm  free  from 
the  gra.sp  <if  the  otlicer  and.  catching  up 
a  revolver   that   had   fallen   to  the   floor 
in  the  struesrle,  flred  point  blank  at  the 
ofticer.     Lilly     fell     to     the     floor,  shot 
throuljh  the  abdomen. 

When  the  officer  released  the  negro 
the  latter  ran  from  the  room,  followed 
by  the  crowd.  After  a  chase  of  half  a 
mile  he  was  captured.  He  fimght  des- 
perately, but  was  overpowered.  Other 
officers  came  to  the  rescue,  and  with 
small  ceremony  JU'O  iks  was  turned 
over  to  the  sheriff,  to  be  taken  to  the 
county  Jail. 

At  the  prison  doors  a  mob  of  men.  at 
least  4(K)  strong,  surrounded  the  officer 
md  demanded  the  prisoner.  The  sheriff 
»nd  truards  refused  and  made  desperate 
-esistance,  but  to  no  avail.  Brooks  was 
leized  and  ru.-^hed  through  the  streets, 
naif  walking  and  half  falling,  along  to- 
wards the  city  park.  Then  he  was  or- 
Sered  to  prepare  to  die.  The  negro 
•ouid  not  speak  and  seemed  almnst  in- 
lensible  to  what  was  going  on.  and  in 
t  few  minutes  his  l)ody  was  swung,  life- 
less, from  a  tree.  Then  the  mob  dis- 
persed and  many  women  who  had  fol- 
lowed'to  witne.-rt  the  terrible  tragedy 
walked  to  their  homes  with  white  faces 
and  terrified  hearts.  Officer  Lillys- 
wounds  are  fatal.

Ohio,  July  23.— Mrs.  Annie 
Blehr.  of  Cincinnati,  was  committed  to 
Jail  here  yesterday  by  Judge  Parrott 
because  she  had  called  him  a  liar  in 
opt^n  court.  She  had  asked  for  a  di- 
vorce from  her  husband.  August  F. 
Blehr,  of  New  Richmond,  but  was  re- 
fused. Their  child  had  previously  been 
giveti  to  each  parent  for  each  alternate 
month.  She  had  promistHl  the  judge  to 
turn  the  child  over  to  the  father  on  a 
certain  date  and  when  asked  to  do  so 
refused.  To  tjic  Judge's  uestion  whelhe>r 
she  had  not  agreed  to  give  up  the  child, 
she  rei>lied: 

"You  are  a  liar."  She  was  sent  to  Jail 
until  she  shall  retract  the  state«ment, 
which  she  says  she  never  will  do.  , 


The  situation  in  the  grain  markets 
is  now  attracting  not  alone  the  attention 
of  the  men  in  the  grain  trade,  but  of 
almost  everyone.  This  Is  always  the 
caso  in  a  time  of  drouth  or  unuauaJ  wea- 
ther conditions  that  promise  to  work 
damage  to  the  crop.  As  long  as  wea- 
ther conditions  are  good  and  the  pros- 
pects for  the  crop  are  excellent  the 
public  seems  to  take  little  interest,  but 
a«  soon  as  there  U  unfavorable  news 
and  the  price  begins  to  soar  everybody 
is  aroused.  With  many  the  interest 
takes  the  form  of  a  desire  to  speculate. 
The  man  who  follows  the  market  but 
little  and  only  deals  once  in  a  while  and 
In  times  like  the  present,  is  the  one  who 
m-akes  a  big  bull  movement  in  the  prlca, 
The  old  speculator  always  scans  damage 
reports  with  suspicion.  He  believes 
them  over-estimated  and  the  result  is 
that  when  there  is  a  big  bull  movement 
he  is  not  always  the  one  who  makes  the 
killing.  The  Chicago  Record- Herald  in 
its  market  review  of  yesterday  calls 
attention  to  this.  It  said  of  the  com 
situation: 

"Corn  prices  closed  the  week  5  cent» 
over  the  week  previous  and  13  cents  to 
15  cents  over  the  figures  of  five  wt>ek8 
ago  before  the  drouth  was  seriously 
thought  of.  From  under  40  cents  the 
December  is  at  around  o&  cents,  and 
the  September  So  cents  from  under  43 
cents  the  middle  of  June.  There  were 
showers  early  in  the  week  and  a  break 
that  took  the  market  about  5  cents 
under  the  high  figures  of  the  week  pre- 
vious. The  close  Saturday  was  at  al- 
most the  best  prices  so  "ar.  In  a  si)ecu- 
latlve  sense,  the  market  was  strongegr 
than  before  the  dip  on  the  showers. 
There  had  been  a  good  deal  of  profit 
taking,  and  those  who  had  gotten  out 
went  back  into  the  market  at  a  lower 
level  and  wi<.h  their  profits  in  hand 
rather  than  in  their  trades.  Since  *he 
showers  and  the  break  there  has  been 
nothing  except  iteration  possible.  It 
has  been  a  tedious  story  of  high  tem- 
peratures and  rainless  skies.  That  was 
the  way  the  week  closed,  and  this  is 
the  prosjiect  at  the  beginning  of  this 
new  week.  There  has  beeii  no  occasion 
for  professional  advice,  no  cause  for 
anxiety  over  manipulation.  The  out- 
sider has  known  as  much  alxjut  the 
crop  situation  as  the  man  in  the  pit. 
and.  perhaps,  more,  and  he  has  bet  his 
opinion  with  more  fearlessne.ss  than  the 
luofessional.  The  West  has  been  in 
control  for  a  week,  held  to  its  lines 
through  the  Tuesday  reaction  and 
started  the  advance  ane^v  when  It  be- 
came apparent  the  crop  had  received 
insufficient  relief. 

"From  50  cents  up. the  local  operator 
has  been  timid  on  the  long  side.    He  con- 
tinues   80.      Crop    scares    are    frequent, 
actual  losses  infrequent.    It  is  the  West- 
ern   habit    to    exaggerate.        The      crop 
grower,   when   he   writes   or  telegraphs, 
dro|)s    into    hyperbole.       The    longer    a 
.speculator  remains  in  a  market  the  more 
persistently  does  he  discount  the  stories 
of  crop  results.    And  sj  it  is  usually  the 
case   that,    when     great     crop     loss     Is 
.•suffered,  the  veterans  do  not  make  the 
best     profits.       Some     new     enthusiast 
makes  the  killing,  or  the  Western  oper- 
ators  who   have   before   their   eyes    the 
losses  those  who  do  not  see  will  not  be- 
lieve.     There    is,    of    course,    always    a 
speculative    element    not    laring    much 
about  the  facts  and  seeking  only  to  keep 
In  the  current.    A  market  like  the  pres- 
ent means  big  profits  to  this  class.     It 
is  time  wasted  to  theorize  on  the  future 
of  a  weather  market.     No  one  is  in  a 
position    to    say    whether    the    price    at 
present  discounts  or  not  the  present  crop 
loss.      There    is    nothing    to    be    gained 
either    in    going     back    for    precedents. 
There   is  no   consistency    in    the  record. 
In    1894.    on    a   crop   of   only    1,200.000.000 
bushels   and    at   the   heels   of   the   small 
crop  of  181*8,  the  corn  price  went  to  59*4 
cents  in  August,   and   then   did   nothing 
but  decline  until  It  was  at  40  cents  the 
January  following.     But  in  1890,   with  a 
crop  of  almost  1,500.000,000  bushels  and 
following    the    great    crop    of    1893,    the 
corn  price  went  to  50  cents  in  August, 
never  declined  very  much,  and  sold  at 
75  cents  at  the  end  of  the  crop  year  in 
April.    1891.      Who    would    know    which 
precedent  to  follow   In   case   the  failure 
this  year  is  as  severe  as  the  corn  bulls 
believe?" 

With  reference  to  wheat,  the  Record- 
Herald  says: 

"Wheat  had  a  range  during  the  week 
of  almost  5  cents.  September  selling  at 
56%  cents  and  at  69»4  cents  and  closing 
at  esVj  cents.  The  tone  was  affected 
m'isi  by  the  coarse  grain  excitement. 
There  was  a  flurry  or  two  on  fears  for 
the  Northwestern  crop,  excited  by  the 
heat  In  Southern  Dakota  and  Southern 
Minnesota.  There  have  been  losses  in 
the  southern  end  of  the  spring  wheat 
belt;  but  those  who  are  so  sure  there 
has  been  a  sensational  loss  of  corn  and 
oats  are  declaring  the  deterioration  In 
spring  wheat  unimportant.  Speculators 
are  assuming  a  totaJ  wheat  result  in  ex- 
cess of  the  i*ecord.  The  Southwestern 
mo<od  has  been  Influenced  by  the  loss  of 
corn  and  oats,  but  the  receipts  at  prim- 
ary j>oints  last  week  were  2.000.000  bush-

St.  Louis,  July  24— Reports  received 
at  the  mortuary  office  up  to  noon 
showed  forty  deaths  from  heat  during 
the  past  twenty-four  hours. 

The  wards  of  the  city  hospital  are  filled 
with  heat  patients.  Ten  new  cases  were 
received  this  forenoon. 

At  noon  the  temperature  was  102,  2 
degrees  higher  than  yesterday. 

Twenty-one  deaths  due  directly  t3  the 
heat  were  reported  In  St.  Louis  yester- 
day. In  several  of  these  cases  death  oc- 
curred late  Monday  and  was  not  made 
public  through  the  ordinary  channels 
until  yesterday.  Thermic  fever,  sun- 
stroke, heat  prostration  and  insolation 
are  named  as  the  various  forms  of  the 
fatal  strokes.  The  number  of  prostra- 
tions reported  up  to  2  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing was  fifty-five.  These  records  for 
prostrations  and  deaths  were  never 
equalled  lu  one  day  in  the  history  of  SU

The  Big  Ninety  Foot  Yachts  Racing  Again  With  the 

New  York  Yacht  Club— Columbia 

Had  the  Lead. 


THE  DEFENSE 

Plausible    Story    of    the 
Fosburg  Shooting. 

The  Father  of  the  Mur= 
dered  Girl  Testifies. 


New  Haven.  July  24.— The  flat  calm 
which  prevailed  on  the  ground  in  thla 
vicinity  last  night  continued  unbroken 
until  about  two  hour.^  after  daybreak, 
when  the  faintest  suggestion  of  a  breeze 
was  wafted  in  from  the  northeast.  It 
was  nothing  more  than  a  puff  at  first, 
and  it  was  an  hour  or  two  before  It 
gained  force  enough  to  ruffle  the  glassy 
surface  of  the  sound.  These  were  the 
weather  conditions  which  confronted 
the  New  York  Yacht  club  fleet  when  it 
bestirred  itself  this  morning. 

It  looked  still  more  dubious  for  any 
kind  of  a  breeze  at  9  o'clock,  for  the 
little  air  fell  off  entirely.  But  half  an 
hour  later  there  came  a  nice  breeze  from 
the  southwest,  which  increased  to  five 
knots,  and  the  fleet  prepared  to  get 
under  way.  The  starting  .«ignal  for  the 
single  ma-sted  y-achts  was  fired  at  10:45, 
with  all  three  of  the  big  yawl?  very  near 
the  line.  They  rushed  over  it  in  a 
bunch,  the  Navahoe  leading,  having  a 
nice  berth  to  the  windward  of  the  other 


two.  Rainbow  was  the  last  of  the  sloops 
over.  ^    ^ 

Commodore  Ledyasd's  Corona  led  the 
schooner  fleet,  and  as  these  big  yachts 
came  flying  past  the  judges'  boat,  all 
light  sails  were  brokeh  out  anfl  the  craft 
headed     straightway  for  New     London. 
With  the   greater  part. of   the   fleet   on 
their  way  the  coursit  'w'-a  clear  for  the 
racing  90-footers  Constitution  and  Col- 
umibia.     Both  prepared  for  the  run  by 
setting  the  No.  1  club  topsails  with  their 
No.  1  Jib  topsal's  set  up  In  stops.     The 
Ftart  was  on;  of  the  moat  excitinar  that 
the  two  boats  have  had.    From  many  of 
the  vachts  It  looked  as  if  Columbia  was 
getting  the  better  of  it.    One  minute  be-

Fred  W.  Lund,  paymaster  for  the 
Fosburgs,  who  boards  at  the  Shepard- 
son  house,  which  Is  3ii0  feet  from  the 
Fosburg  home,  testified  that  on  the 
night  of  the  shooting  he  was  awakened 
by  Shepardson.  who  told  him  there  was 
trouble  at  the  Fosburg  home.  Witness 
ran  there  and  saw  Robert  L.  Fosburg, 
from  whom  he  learned  that  May  Fos- 
burg was  injured. 

Witness  went  to  his  offloe  to  call  a 
doctor.  There  he  found  James  Fosburg 
trying  to  get  a  physician.  He  told  of 
seeing  the  body  of  May  Fosburg  upon 
his  return  to  the  house.  TY'^lt  upstairs 
he  noticed  that  the  end  of  the  dresser 
in  the  kitchen  l>edroom  was  pulled  out 
from  the  wall  about  one  foot.  This  was 
the  first  time  In  the  trial  that  evidence 
was  introduced  to  show  that  the  bureau 
was  pulled  away  from  the  wall. 

Going  to  the  cellar  he  found  the  elec- 
tric light  turned  on  at  the  switch,  near 
the  dining  room  window.  He  found  im- 
prints four  feet  from  the  balcony,  and 
footprints  in  the  dirt  on  the  left  side  of 
the  road.  Witness  de\?crlbed  the  search 
he  made  with  theitate  oflicers,  tailing 
how  the  dust  on  the  cellaf  vindow  had 
been  disturbed,  of  the  broken  mortar 
and  of  the  screen  under  the  window. 
Mr.  Lund  said  he  saw  the  defendant's 
pistol  at  the  office  pay  day.  He  never 
saw  the  elder  Fosburg  wfth  a  pistol.  He 
was  sKo^n  the  sh6e  which  had  been 
found  around  the  Foeburg  house,  and  he 
said  he  never  saw  the  defendant  or  the 
defendant's  father  wearing  it  or  one 
like  it. 

Robert  T.  Fosburg.  father  of  the  de- 
fendant, was  called. 

He  began  by  describing  the  move- 
ments of  his  family  from  the  time  they 
c.ime  to  Pittsburg  until  the  day  of  the 
shooting.  The  defendant  and  his  wife 
c^me  to  live  with  the  witness  about 
July  1.  He  said  he  employed  about  270 
men  In  his  busineae  as  a  contractor.

Pittsburg,  July  24.— The  status  of  the 
strike  this  morning  remains  unchanged, 
except  for  the  rumors  of  intended  in- 
junction proceedings  and  of  efforts  be- 
ing made  by  disinterested  parties  to 
bring  the  leaders  of  the  two  contending 
forces  together  with  a  view  of  bringing 
the  conflict  to  a  termination  by  a  com- 
promise of  some  6ort. 

Veryl  Preston,  former  president  of 
the  American  Steel  Hoop  company,  and 
John  Warner  of  the  Carnegie  Steel  com- 
pany, are  in  the  city  and  their  visit 
seems  to  have  given  rise  to  the  supposi- 
tion that  they  have  come  here  to  discuss 
this  question  with  officials  of  the  asso- 
ciation. Reports  were  In  circulation 
that  a  conference  was  held  last  night, 
as  President  Shaffer  and  Secretary 
Williams  of  the  Amalgamated  associa- 
tion were  seen  on  the  streets  down 
town  at  an  early  hour  this  morning. 

When  seen  today,  both  vlgorou«<ly  de- 
nied that  there  had  been  a  conference 
of  any  kind.  Preston  and  Warner  could 
I  not  be  located.  So  far  nothing  has  been 
done  In  the  matter  of  the  proposed  in- 
junction proceedings  against  the  strik- 
ers but  it  is  understood  that  the  papers 
are  being  prepared  and  the  attt»rneys 
win  offer  them  In  the  federal  courts 
within  a  day  or  two. 

At  the  local  headquarters  of  the 
Amalgamated  association  officials  ap- 
pear to  be  still  pursuing  the  poncy  of 
watching  and  waiting.  When  asked 
when  they  were  going  to  call  out  all  the 
Amalgamated  men  In  the  different  miU3 
of  the  corporation.  It  was  said  that  the 
time  had  not  yet  come  for  that. 

Matters  remain  quiet  aoout  the  Jue- 
Wees-W^ood  plant  at  McKeesport.  The 
mill  propertv  was  encircled  by  strikers 
all  night,  guarding  against  the  Intro- 
duction of  non-union  men,  but  the 
pickets  were  withdrawn  today,  the  strik- 
ers bellevieg  that  no  immediate  at-

They  are  still  on  the  alert,  bowever. 
and  say  they  will  not  be  caught  lap- 
ping Two  non-union  men  succeeded  in 
eluding  the  watchers  at  Wellsville  last 
night  and  the  working  force  was  in- 
creased that  very  way.  Everything 
was  quiet  about  the  town. 

Locallv,  rumors  are  being  persistent- 
ly circulated  of  atempts  to  be  made  at 
Painter's,  Lindsay  &  McCutcheons  and 
Clarks'  to  resume  operations  shortly. 
The  reports  are  to  the  effect  that  the 
Painter  and  Clarks  mills  are  to  be 
started  with  men  from  the  upper  of 
Carnegie  and  that  an  agent  of  the 
Lindsay  &  McCutcheon  plant  is  down 
South  trying  to  secure  men.  At  Clarks 
flfilll  the  strikers  were  surprised  today  to 
find  a  detail  of  ten  policemen  guarding 
the  property;  An  iron  fence  separating 
the  Clark  plant  from  Carnegie's  upper 
mill  has  been  torn  down  and  it  is  said 
workmen  from  the  Carnegie  plant  will 
be  quietly  transferred  to  Clarks.  The 
strikers  are  expecting  serious  develop- 
ments and  are  preparing  for  emergen- 
cies. 


Washington,  July  24.— Secretary  Long 
has  received  a  letter  from  Admiral 
Schley  asking  for  a  court  of  inquiry. 
The  secretary  held  a  conference  with 
Judge  Advocate  Gen.  Lemly,  Admiral 
Crowninshleld  and  Capt.  Cowles.  assist- 
ant chief  of  the  bureau  of  navigation, 
presumably  concerning  this  matter. 

Admlial  Dewey  arrived  at  th-.^  navy 
department  shortly  after  10:30  o'clock 
this  morning,  having  been  symmoned 
from  his  country  home  near  this  city  by 
Secretary  Long.  The  conference  which 
was  In  progress  between  the  secretary 
and  Admiral  Crowninshleld,  Capt. 
Cowles  and  Judge  Advocate  General 
Lemly  was  immediately  dissolved,  and 
Secretary  Long  was  then  closeted  wtih 
Admiral   Dewey. 

In  his  letter  to  the  secretary.  Admiral 
Schley  does  not  specify  any  of  the  criti- 
cisms to  which  he  takes  exception,  but 
asks.  In  view  of  the  statements  and  in- 
nuendos     and     abusive   language   con- 
tained   in    Maclay's    history,    which    he 
says  he  does  not  consider  worthy  of  use 
In  any  college   In   the  country,   that   a 
court  of  inquiry  of  the  "entire  matter" 
be  held.    He  asks  that  the  court  shall 
sit  In  Washington,  where  his  papers  are 
stored.     Secretary  Long  has  replied  to 
the  letter,  saying  that  "under  the  cir- 
cumstances"   he    heartily    approves    of 
Admiral  Schley's  course,   and  that  the 
department  will  act  favorably  upon  Ad- 
miral Schley's  request.    It  is  stated  that 
Admiral  Dewey  undoubtedly  will  be  the 
head  of  the  court  of  Inquiry.    The  other 
members  of  the  court  have  not  yet  been 
decided  upon.    It  Is  not  the  intention  of 
Secretary  Long  to  have  the  <»urt  con- 
vened at  once,  but   to   wait  until   the 
weather  becomes  cooler. 


Admiral  Schley's  letter  is  as  fo»ows: 
•'Great  Neck,  Long  Island,  N.  x., 
July  22  1901.— Sir:  Within  the  past  few 
days  a'  serlee  of  press  comments  have 
been  sent  to  me  from  various  parts  of 
the  country  of  a  book  entitled  'The  His- 
tory of  the  Navy,'  written  by  one.  Eld- 
gar  Stanton  Maclay.  From  these  re- 
views n  appears  that  this  edition  is 
a  third  volume  of  the  said  history  ex- 
tended   to 


include   the    late   war    with 


Spain,  which  the  two  ffst  volumes  did 
not  contain  and  were  in  use  as  text 
books  at  the  naval  academy. 

"From  excerpts  quoted  in  some  re-< 
views.  In  which  the  page  and  para- 
graph are  given,  there  is  such  a  per- 
version of  facts,  misconstruction  of  in- 
temtion,  such  intemperate  abuse  and  de- 
famation of  myself  which  subjects  Mr. 
Maclay  to  action  in  civil  law.  While  I 
admit  the  right  to  fair  criticism  of  everj^ 
public  officer  I  must  protest  against  tha 
low  flings  and  abusive  language  of  thl* 
violent,  partisan  opponent,  who  has  in- 
fused into  the  pages  of  his  l>ook  sO 
much  of  the  malice  of  unfairness  as  to. 
make  it  unworthy  the  name  of  history 
or  of  use  In  any  reputable  Institution  of 
the  country. 

"I  have  refrained  heretofore  from  all 
comment  on  the  innuendos  of  enemies 
muttered  or  murmured  in  secret  and 
therefore  with  safety  to  themselves.  I

MISSISSIPPI. 

Report    of    Commission 
Having  Improvements 
.  In  Charge. 

Washlnglo^,  July  24.— The  annual  report 
of  the  Mississippi  river  commission  has 
been  received  by  the  chief  of  engineers. 
This  commission  has  charge  of  the  work 
of  improvement  from  Cairo  to  the  passes. 
The  sundry  civil  act  of  1900  appropriated 
$2,250,000  for  the  work,  which,  with  the  ex- 
cytlon  of  $25,000  has  been  allotted  for  the 
levees,  dredging  reyetmenls,  repairs,  sur- 
veys and  materials  all  or  these  being  in- 
cluded m  the  plan  of  improvement  fhe 
report  says  that  the  failure  of  the  last 
congress  to  pass  the  river  and  harbor  bUl 
makes  It  Incumbent  to  repeal  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  last  report  for  contlnu- 
inrapproprlations.

Word  received  in  the  city  from  Wash- 
burn last  evening  was  to  the  effect 
that  an  order  has  ))een  Issued  out  of  the 
United  States  court  for  the  sale  of  the 
Washburn,  Bayfield  &  Iron  River  rail- 
road, on  Aug.  20,  to  take  place  in  Mil- 
n-aukee,  and  that  no  bids  under  J225,000 
would  be  considered.  The  order  was 
l&sued  some  days  ago  and  has  since' 
been  officially  printed  in  the  newspapers 
of  the  Northwest.  There  has  been  a 
little  confusion  regarding  the  road  to 
be  sold  among  many  people,  who  are 
under  the  Impression  that  it  is  the  Bay- 
Qeld  &  Western  logging  road,  under  the 
management  of  ex- Senator  D.  M.  Sabin, 
of  this  city,  which  is  to  be  sold.  Mr. 
Babin  was  formerly  connected  with  the 
Washburn,  Bayfield  &  Iron  River  road, 
but  it  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
court   for  some  time. 

Understanding  that  it  was  the  Bay- 
field &  Western  road  that  was  to  bo 
Bold  some  have  coupled  with  the  sale* 
the  rumor  that  the  Northern  Pacific 
road  was  after  the  property.  This 
rumor  undoubtedly  grew  out  of  the  fact 
that  arrangements  are  being  made  be- 
tween the  Bayfield  &  Western  manage- 
ment and  the  Northern  Pacific  company 
for  a  traffic  agreement,  whereby  the 
latter  puts  up  equipment  against  that 
of  the  logging  road  and  to  facilitate  the 
logging  bu.siness  that  it  is  expected  will 
be  transacted  next  winter.  It  Is  ru- 
mored that  the  final  outcome  of  the  sale 
of  the  Washburn,  Bayfield  &  Iron  River 
road  will  be  Its  consolidation  with  the 
Bayfield  St  Western  road,  making  one 
of  the  largest  logging  railway  systems 
In  the  Northwest. 

The  Bayfield  Western  road  has  about 
thirty-six  miles  of  mftin  line  that  was 
built  in  1896  and  with  its  branch  roads 
bas  a  total  trackage  of  nearly  sixty 
miles.  The  Bayfield  Western  company 
is  hauling  a  large  quantity  of  logs  to 
the  head  of  the  lake  from  Northern 
Wisconsin  and  an  equally  large  amount 
to  Washburn.  W.  H.  Gilbert's  logs  are 
coming  to  the  Scofleld  mill  in  West 
Superior,  and  the  Street-Chetfleld  logs 
are  being  cut  at  the  Scott-Graff  mill  in 
this  city.  One  of  the  largest  trainload  of 
loirs  brought  to  the  hea^  of  the  lake 
by  the  Bayfield  Western  engines  came 
to  Duluth  this  morning.

Northern  Pacific  Has  One 

Whose  Removal  Is 

Desired. 

A  movement  is  on  foot  to  Induce  the 
Northern  Pacific  company  to  ciean  up 
and  improve  Its  property  below  Michi- 
gan street  and  at  the  rear  of  the  new 
freight  house.  The  company  owns  a 
strip  of  land  about  400  feet  long  and  90 
feet  wide,  bounded  on  the  west  by  Fifth 
avenue  west  and  on  the  east  by  Fourth 
avenue  west.  The  locality  haa  become 
an  eyesore  to  a  large  number  of  citi- 
zens, particularly  those  having  property 
in  the  vicinity.  and  it  Is 
hoped  that  the  railway  company  can 
be  Induced  to  make  a  little  improve- 
ment there.  The  Inclosure  Is  covered 
with  ties,  poles  and  rubish,  partly  sur- 
rounded by  a  broken  down  fence  and 
dilapidated  sidewalk  along  its  front.  It 
is  in  plain  view  of  tho  people  that  get 
off  the  trains  coming  into  Duluth  and 
to  those  tourists  that  have  rooms  in  the 
rear  of  the  Spalding,  while  the  view 
from  all  the  offlce  buildings  in  the  busi- 
ness blocks,  whose  rear  is  on  Michigan 
street,  is  not  very  edifying. 

Secretary  Hill  of  the  Duluth  Improve- 
ment company  has  taken  the  matter  up 
and  written  a  letter  to  the  Northern 
Pacific  company,  inclosing  photographs 
of  the  locality,  and  calling  attention  to 
the  fact  that  it  would  be  a  much  better 
advertisement  for  the  city  If  the  com- 
pany, in  line  of  the  Improvement  now 
going  on  In  depot  grounds  all  over  the 
country,  would  make  a  little  park  of 
about  125  feet  of  the  we«t  end.  grading 
It  and  setting  out  trees  and  shrubs.  The 
ground  is.  of  course,  valuable  to  the 
company.  In  view  of  other  buildings  or 
tracks  that  it  might  construct  In  the 
future,  but  the  suggestion  is  to  have  the 
park  until  the  company  is  ready  to  use 
the  ground.  The  Northern  Pacific  com- 
pany has  begun  to  make  extensive  im- 
provements on  its  system  in  Duluth.  and 
will  expend  a  (arge  amount  of  money. 
In  case  the  company  does  not  desire  to 
go  to  further  expense,  the  Improvement 
association  will  make  the  improvement 
under  the  direction  of  the  local  offlcials.

Aug.  1  Now  Looked 

For. 


Raise  Likely  to  Be  Made 

First  of  Following 

Month. 


Hard  Coal  Stocks  Light 

But  No    Shortage 

Is  Feared. 


The  Duluth  householder  will  breath 
easier  for  at  least  a  month  longer  when 
he  understands  that  the  price  of  coal  is 
not  likely  to  undergo  an  advance  on 
Aug.  1,  at  least  none  of  the  local  offices 
have  had  any  intimation  of  it  to  date. 
Hard  coal  advanced  from  (6.50  to  $7  a 
ton  on  July  1,  and  at  that  time  it  was 
rumored  that  a  still  further  advance 
would  take  place  in  a  month  or  sir 
weeks.  The  advance  Is  now  looked  for 
about  Sept.  1.  Egg,  nut  and  stove  coal 
is  selling  for  )7  and  pea  coal  for  (6  a 
ton. 

The  firemen's  strike  at  the  Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite  mfhes  might  have 
caused  a  flurry  had  It  been  protracted, 
but  the  men  were  out  only  four  days, 
and,  while  there  has  been  few,  if  any, 
fihipments  to  the  head  of  the  lake  dur- 
ing that  period,  the  demand  is  not 
heavy  at  present,  and  the  market  con- 
ditions would  not  be  changed  as  they 
would  in  the  event  of  a  strike  about  two 
months  later.  Hard  coal  stocks  are  very 
light  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  much 
lighter  than  ever  before  at  this  time  of 
the  year,  but  in  view  of  the  additional 
vessels  that  are  expected  to  go  into  the 
coal  trade  later  in  the  season,  no  short- 
age for  the  winter  is  expected.. 

But  little  coal  is  being  shipped  out  of 
the  city  at  the  present  time  outside  of 
the  usual  run  of  spft  coal  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  at  various  points  in  the 
Northwest,  and  the  soft  coal  stock, 
though  just  about  normal  for  this

Several  days  ago  Abalan  concluded 
that  his  brother  and  wife  interfered  too 
much  with  his  affairs,  and  decided  to 
move  west  with  $1700  worth  of  Oriental 
rug«. 

The  brother  and  wife  objected.  Abalan 
sought  the  help  of  the  police,  and  while 
he  was  gone  the  wife  swore  out  a  com- 
plaint against  him,  charging  non-sup- 
port. 

When  Abalan  returned  to  the  Assyr- 
ian colony  his  countrymen  were  out  on 
thi  street  waiting  for  him  and  all  talk- 
ing at  once.  They  even  threatened  him 
with  violence  If  he  tried  to  enter  his 
home  and  get  the  Oriental  rugs. 

Then  Abalan  was  arrested  and  there 
was  great  rejoicing  In  the  colony. 

He  says  that  he  has  not  only  supported 
his  wife  In  great  style,  but  that  he  has 
also  supported  his  brother  and  other 
members  of  the  colony,  and  that  Is  why 
they  don't  want  to  lose  him. 

His  trial  will  take  place  in  police  court 
tomorrow  morning,  and  It  is  expected 
that  there  will  be  developments  of  start- 
ling Interest.  Abalan  proved  that  his 
commercial  rating  was  good  by  securing 
$100  bail  from  a  conservative  Superior 
street  business  man,  and  without  the 
least  urging.

Charles  A.  Nelson,  who  was  injured  at 
the  Murray  &  Jones  mill  early  Tuesday 
morning,  died  last  night  as  a  result  of 
the  injuries  sustained.

Chris  Nelson,  of  No.  327  Sixtieth  ave- 
nue west,  suffered  a  stroke  of  paralysis 
about  two  weeks  ago,  and  this  morning 
It  was  found  necessary  to  move  him  to 
the  Red  Cross  hospital.  The  attack  was 
very  sudden  and  Mr.  Nelson  was  ap- 
parently In  the  best  of  health  up  to  the 
moment  of  the  stroke.

The  first  of  the  addresses  of  the  after- 
noon  was  delivered   by  F    1    Whitney 
general  passenger  agent  of  the      ureal 
Northern   railway  and   his  subject  was 
"Our  Trade  Relations  With  the  Orient. 
He  .=ald  In  substance: 

"It  Is  particularly  appropriate  that 
the  Bankers'  association  of  Minnesota 
should  hold  Its  first  meeting  in  the  new- 
century  in  Duluth,  the  commercial  port 
of  Minnesota,  for  here  is  to  be  solved  one 
of  the  problems  which  the  old  centur> 
has  left  for  the  new.  and  which  the 
new  century  is  bound  to  satiefactorilj 
solve,  and  which  will  make  Duluth  the 
great  commercial  port  of  the  great  lakes 
—that  Is  all-the-year-round  navigation. 
It'v^ll  come,  and  with  It  what  a  future 
for  Duluth,  backed  as  it  wlllbe  byjhe

first  things  which  we  should  do  is  to 
reconstiuct  our  tariff  Ion  a  basis  that 
w^?permit  it.  The  htstorla*  of  the  fut- 
ure In  reviewing  our  .  «reat  industrial 
Rrowth  will  wonder  at  Us  rapidity  and 
be  amazed  that  the  people  Of  the  coun- 
try at  large  submitted'  to  the  indirect 
taxation  which  the  tariff  caused.

Referring  to  merchant  marine,  he  said 
that  every  American  Is  humiliated  by 
the  showing  which  his  country  makes 
on  the  high  seas.  In  this  respect  there 
is  a  great  future  for  development  m 
the  Pacific  and  it  is  a  commerce  that 
belongs  to  this  country.  China  offers 
the  best  field  for  exploitation  of  all  the 
Eastern  countries.  In  the  opening  up  of 
the  vast  Eastern  countries  to  commerce 
the  farmer  will  be  the  chief  gainer.

And  what  are  the  results?    The  enrich- 
ment of  our   manufacturing  Industries 
beyond  calculation,  and  it  Is  a  sort  of 
•poetic  Justice  that  at  least  one  of  the 
men  who  had  amassed  wealth  by  reason 
of  our  legislation  should  now  devote  his 
life  to  disbursing  It.    I  make  the  asser- 
tion  that   by    Instinct   every   man    Is   a 
free  trader.     President     McKlnley  and 
Private  Dalzell  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing.    He    wants   the   privilege   of

"First— From  necessity.

"From  expediency,  because  In  the 
past  It  seemed  advisable  to  foster  our 
home  industries  by  laying  a  tax  on  the 
people.  But  that  day  has  gone  by.  No 
more  potential  reason  can  be  given  that 
the  end  has  arrived  than  the  formation 
of  Immensely  capitalized  Industries  and 
the  fact  that  in  a  few  years,  by  reason 
of  this  protection,  one  man  Is  enabled  to 
pile  up  the  immense  sum  referred  to. 
Protection  mav  be  useful  to  stimulate 
Infant  Industries,  but  it  is  of  question- 
able value  when  It  stimulates  produc- 
tion which  has  already  become  exces- 
sive, and  which  can  find  an  outlet  only 
in  a  field  where  protection  cannot  enter.

Plttsfield.  Mass.,  July  24.-In  the  Fos- 
burg  trial  after  recess,  Mr.  Joyner  contin- 
ued ills  direct  examination  of  Mr.  Fos- 
burg.  He  asked  the  witness  If  he  could 
de8crit>e  the  men  who  came  Into  nls  room 
a<nd  Mr!  Fosburg  said  that  they  wore  i.H- 
low  cas'js  ove«  their  heads  for  masks  ard 
that  one  of  the  men  was  taller  than  the 
other.  At  this  point  District  .\ttorney 
Hamr»nd  began  his  cross-examlnttlon  of 
the  wltm  ss.  In  response  to  a  qaestio-n 
Mr.  Fosburg.  said  that  the  pillow  caFcs 
were  pulled  down  over  the  heads  of  the 
burglars  with  the  corners  sticking  up  and 
ihat  ;hey  extended  over  the  breasts  of 
the  men.  The  matn  who  held  the  revolver 
had  no  difficulty  in  putting  his  hand  up. 
How  long  the  men  were  in  his  room  be  did 
not  know.  He  was  struck  and  was  dazed. 
He  did  not  remember  telling  Dr.  Scho- 
field  that  one  man  had  a  lantern  u  his 
right  hand  and  a  revolver  in  his  left 
hand.

The  end  ^'•'.'i* 
rested  on  the  roof  had  an  insecure  bola.

He  fell 
to  the  ladder,  and  with  an  almost  super- 
human  eBort  regrasped  Ws  burden  by 
the  arms.  She  swuhg  like  a  pendulum 
below  the  ladder  held  from  above  by  a 
strong,  but  slowly  relaxing  gra.sp.  .5ti  auK« 
left  the  end  of  the  ladder  to  care  lor  it- 
self a«d  crawled  out  to  the  rescue.

It  is  oxiK'ttoU  that  the  next  few  weeko 
will  see  a  heavy  rush  of  ium.oer  down  me 
lakes.  Tlie  docks  are  well  HUed  with 
lumb-  r.  the  largest  portion  of  which  has 
been  sold  and  must  be  moved  very  soon 
or  the  mills  will  have  to  shut  down  for 
wa.nt  oi  dock  room.  The  prospect  of  an 
advunv-e  oi  50  cents  a  thousand  In  Septem- 
ber is  A  ftjature  that  is  not  at  all  pleadinjr 
"to  the  shippers,  considering  the  present 
high  prires  that  they  are  paying  lor  the 
lumber.  It  is  still  a  little  early  to  learn 
whether  the  shippers  intend  to  make  a 
fight  against  a  further  advance,  and  It 
would  ajipear  that  the  vesselmen  have 
pretty  poa<l  control  of  the  situation.  It 
is  clainK'd  that  one  or  two  vesseLs  have 
taken  cujgoes  at  a  rate  a  little  below  $'_'.W, 
especially  from  Ashland,  but  it  Is  claimed 
that  tl;e  reason  for  this  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  lumber  was  in  a  i>ositljn.  to^ 
be  more  easily  loaded   than  usual.

REPORT  BY  LYDECKER 

On  the  Waterway    Between 
Duluth  and  Buffalo. 

Washington.  July  24.— in  his  annual  re- 
port to  the  secretary  of  war,  Col.  Lydcck- 
er.  In  charge  of  deep  water  Improvements 
between  Dulth  and  Buffalo,  says  that  his 
recommendation  for  Increasing  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  St.  Clair  Flats  canal  was  sub- 
mitted to  congress  last  year,  but  that  no 
action  wa.s  taken,  although  the  river  and 
harbor  bill,  which  failed,  contained  au- 
thority for  iho  improvenioiits.  He  makes 
no  furtller  Yecomm|enAati^n.  Cot.  Ly- 
decker  details  tho  work  done  In  the  De- 
troit river  under  the  project  to  secure  a 
2')-foot  channel  under  various  contracts. 
He  says  that  Ihe  work  Is  well  under  way. 

Tho  contract  for  the  Improvement  of  ttie 
channel  at  I..lme  Kiln  crossing  should 
bo  completed  by  Dec.  1.  Tlie  present 
average  depth  of  the  channel  at  this 
point  rs  about  thirteen  f«!et.  but  It  will  be 
twenty-one  feet  when  blasting  is  complet- 
ed. Col.  Lydecker  calls  attention  to  his 
report  of  May  29,  19<J0,  containing  plans  and 
estimates  for  a  21-foot  channel  In  Deirolt 
river,  which  was  approved  and  adopted 
in  tho  river  atid  harbor  bill  of  la«t  ses- 
sion, which  failed  to  pass,  "it  Is  now  of 
profound  importance  to  tho  vast  commerce 
of  the  great  lakes  that  the  nexi  congress 
take  favorable  action  in  the  matter,  "  says 
Col.  Lydecker.  An  estimate  of  $136.aX).5<W 
to  complete  the  present  project  for  Ihe 
improvement  of  the  Detroit  river  is  sub- 
mitted for  Insertion  In  the  next  sundry 
civil  bill.  At  St.  Mary's  Falls  canal  the 
principal  work  done  was  In  ihe  extension 
of  the  Poe  lock. 

The  report  shows  the  commerce  pass- 
ing through  the  locks  of  the  Canadian 
and  American  canals  during  the  season  of 
I'JOO  was  25,643.073  tons.  The  number  of 
passengers  reported  In  transit  through 
the  locks  was  r.8,j)5o.  The  total  expenditures 
to  June  no.  1901.  was  $3,%'9.43<>,  and  Ihe  bal- 
ance available  on  that  date  was  |7W'i,So7. 
Col  Lvdecker  reports  that  work  on  tho 
ship  channel  from  Duluth  to  Buffalo  was 
confined  mainly  to  the  St.  Clair  and  St. 
Mary's  river  sections  during  the  year. 
The  minimum  depth  was  17. .1  f<ei  at  Souaw 
l..?land  shoal.  The  tolal  expenditure  of  the 
ship  channel  project  to  June  30,  1901,  was 
$2,%2,0"2. 

WHISKEY  TO  INDIANS. 

Americans  Caught  in  Nefari- 
ous Business  in  Canada. 

Winnipeg,  July  24.— Canadian  Indians  on 
the  Manitou  reservation.  Rainy  river, 
have  been  receiving  their  annual  treaty 
money  during  the  past  few  days  and  a 
party  of  Americans,  from  LeClalr,  Minn., 
laoded  the  Lone  Star,  a  naphtha  launch, 
with  whisky  and  proceeded  toward  the 
reserve.  It  Is  not  known  how  much  they 
sold,  but  they  were  discovered  within  the 
limits  of  the  reserve  and  promptly  ar- 
rested by  Indian  Agents  Leveque,  of  Rat 
Porlage,  and  Wright,  of  Fort  Francis,  on 
Rainy  river,  on  Sunday.  Tlie  Lone  Star, 
owned  by  P.  Currie.  of  LeClatr,  Minn., 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Canadian  au- 
thorities.

BURNED 

Former  Variety  Theater 
In  Minneapolis   De- 
stroyed By  Fire. 


Has  Been  Used  Lately  as 
Salvation  Army  Head- 
quarters. 


Theater  In  Which  Tom 

McGowan  of  Duluth 

Was  Killed. 


Minneapolis,  July  24.— A  terrific  fire 
broke  out  shortly  after  2  o'clock  yester-' 
day  afternoon  in  the  rear  at  219  First 
avenue  south,  occupied  by  the  ^our 
City  Enameling  company,  and  in  a 
short  time  had  spread  to  the  Salvation 
Army  barracks  next  door. 

This  building,  which  was  formerly 
known  aa  the  Theater  Comlque,  is  many 
years  old,  and,  being  dry  as  tinder, 
burned  with  remarkable  rapidity.  It  is 
a  total  loss  and  while  it  was  burning 
gave  the  Mlnneapoliri  firemen  one  of  the 
hottest  experiences  they  have  ever  had. 

Aside  from  the  Salvation  Army.  Gill 
Brothers  and  the  Enameling  company 
are  the  sufferers,  they  having  quarters 
on  the  ground  floor. 

In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  firemen 
the  sparks  flew,  and  at  one  time  there 
were  half  a  dozen  buildings  of  minor 
importance  on  fire.  A  two-story  frame 
house,  another  landmark,  occupied  by 
Canfield  Bros.,  tailors,  and  located  at 
:i08  Fir^  avenue,  ua«  badly  damaged. 

Down  on  Second  street,  just  off  First 
avenue,  the  horseshoe  shop  of  Thomas 
Quinn,  No.  116,  the  Kentucky  restau- 
rant, William  Robb,  proprietor,  at  No. 
118;  the  Central  hotel,  at  No.  120,  were 
all  on  fire  a|^  the  same  time,  and  while 
the  firemen  ^ad  them  well  in  hand,  con- 
siderable dunage  mu.st  have  resulted. 
They  were  jram^  buildings,  however, 
and  of  no  particular  value. 

The  ErickBon  .Artificial  Limb  com- 
pany, located  in  the  old  Swedish  Bank 
building,  onothe  corner  of  Washington 
and  First  a\*nue,  will  lose  considerably 
by  smoke  anh  water. 

The  old  Comlque  theater,  as  it  is 
familiarly  known,  is  one  of  the  land- 
marks of  Mihnearolls,  being  one  of  the 
flrst  buildingjB  ererted  on  First  avenue. 
The  estimated  lu.^ses  are:  Salvation 
Army  (including  building),  $5000;  Gill 
Brothers,  $600;  CHnfleld  Brothers,  tail- 
ors, $200;  Erlckson  .Vrtificial  Limb  com- 
pany, $1000;  ThonBa.s  Quinn,  horseshoer. 
$.93;  KentucKy  resitaurant,  $100:  Central 
hotel,  $100;  Flour  City  Enameling  com- 
pany. $200.  1 

Capt.  Brown,  the  veteran  variety 
theater  manager,  who,  in  the  year  1874, 
opened  the  Theater  Comlque,  sat  In  the 
foyer  of  the  sw^ml  balcony  at  the 
Standard  thetiter,  fanned  himself  and 
talked  of  the  famous  amusement  resort. 

"It  has  its  histor>,"  he  .said,  "and  like 
many  of  the  old  landmarks,  its  tender 
memories  for  sonre  people.  I  can  still 
see  the  S.  R.  O.  sign  hanging  out  in 
front,  as  It  did  many,  many  times.  The 
hou.se,  I  mean  the  theater  end  it.  had 
had  its  ups  and  downs  when  I  took  it  in 
1880.  First,  along  about  187t,  I  think  it 
was,  George  Scott,  the  veteran  Milwau- 
kee ticket  agent,  leased  it  and  started 
a  variety  theater.  He  only  run  it  aVK)Ut 
five  months  when  he  went  broke.  Then 
the  Wentworth  dog  and  pony  show 
combination  took  it  for  a  term  of  six 
months.  After  that  Chambers  Bros. 
&  Johnson  ran  the  house,  and  after  their 
dissolution  Johnsoon  look  it  on  his  own 
hook. 

"When  I  took  the  house  in  1880  I  had 
no  Idea  how  long  I  would  last.  I 
caterc-d  to  what  I  believed  to  be  the 
popular  taste  and  prospered.  There 
had  been  notalWe  hapix^nlngs  there.  We 
pulled  off  the  Jack.son- Black  Prank  mill 
there  in  the  early  '90.s.  and  a  good  one  it 
was.  too.  Then  Fitzsimmons  and  Hall 
sparred  there. 

"We  were  extremely  fortunate  while 
I  had  the  house.  The  only  tragedy  that 
ever  occurred  there  was  when  a  man 
from  Duluth.  named  McGowan.  was 
watching  a  performance  from  a  box  one 
evening.  He  lost  his  balance  and  fell. 
He  struck  his  head  on  the  footUght 
covering,  dislocating  his  neck,  causing 
instant  death.

July  24.— Two  checks  for 
$500  each,  drawn  on  a  Detroit  bank  and 
signed  by  Dr.  D.  M.  Cooley,  and  made 
payable  to  himself,  were  presented  at  a 
local  bank  here,  with  instructions  to

cashing  the  checks.  The  latter  were  for- 
warded to  the  bank  in  Detroit,  and  the 
bank  there  communicated  with  Dr.

One  of  the  men 
introduced  him.self  to  Dr.  Cooley  as  a 
Mr.  Cudahy.  nephew  of  the  famous  pork 
packer,  another  as  Mr.  McCormick.  a 
nephew  of  the  harvester  king,  and  an- 
other as  Frank  Sells,  brother  >f  the 
showman.

A  social  game  of  cards  followed,  and 
Dr.  Cooley  lost  on  four  aces,  one  of  the 
swindlers  holding  a  straight  flush.

The  damage  to  Duluth  streets  and 
sewers  from  the  heavy  rains  of  the  past 
month  will  run  considerably  over  J30,- 
000. 

The  greatest  damage  was  to  the 
streets  and  avenues  between  Lake  and 
Eleventh  avenues  east.  In  this  district 
alone  the  damage  amounted  to  $13,325. 
exclusive  of  the  washing  out  of  severs. 
Like  avenue  was  daniai,(d  to  the  ex- 
tent of  32250. 

Down  in  the  West  End  the  damage  to 
streets  amounted  to  $8645.  while  in  the 
East  End,  Lakeside  and  Woodland  the 
streets  and  avenues  wera  torn  up  to  tiie 
extent  of  $4575. 

The   sewers   throughout    the  city   are 

damaged  to  the  extent  of  about  $10,000. 

fii.m   reports  received  up  to  this  tlin  ;. 

and  that  amount  may  lie  exceeded  wlien 
later  reports  are  received. 

With  over  .Viu.oot)  worth  of  public 
property  destroyed,  it  has  been  esti- 
mated that  the  storms  have  damaged 
public  and  private  property  to  the  ex- 
tent of  over  $50,000.  though  it  is  impos- 
sible to  get  rtn  accurate  estimate  on  th-; 
l<''ller. 

Even  with  a  loss  of  $50,000.  Duluth 
got  off  easy  for  such  heavy  rains.

North  Dakota  Report  Tells 
of  Excellent  Con- 
ditions. 

The  North  Dakota  crop  report  for  the 
W'^ek  ending  Monday  last  reflects  all  the 
good  reports  that  have  come  from  that 
state  during  the  paast  week  or  ten  days 
with  reference  to  the  condition  of  the 
wheat  crop  of  that  state.  The  outlook  Is 
excellent  and  soine  of  the  grain  ma.v  be 
cut  this  week.    TliP  rei>ort  Is  as  follows: 

"Althouph  the  warmes  weather  of  the 
season  has  prevaib^l  the  past  week,  still 
no  reports  of  damage  to  cruits  from  It 
ii  i\e  iH-vn  rec'.'lvetl.  With  few  exceptions, 
there  has  been  no  rainfall  of  consequence. 

'•Wheat  is  heading  in  all  parts  of  the 
^state.  ami  is  ^nUl  to  l)e  lllling  well,  al- 
tlioiigli  the  heads  are  not  as  long  as  the 
average  in  former  years.  In  the  eastern 
jiart  of  tile  slate  it  is  turning  fast,  ,tnJ 
some  Is  expected  to  be  cut  this  week. 

"Oats,  l>jirley  .and  r.ve  still  niahitain 
their  good  standing;  some  barley  has  l)een 
harvested,  an<l  cutting  of  it  will  be  geu- 
tral  tills  week;  some  oats  will  also  l>e 
cut    in    the    southern    part    of    the    state. 

"Wliile  flax  lias  maile  great  imjirove- 
meiit,  anrtl  is  now  in  l>lo.>-soni  in  most  sec- 
tions, still  the  prospect  for  a  good  crop  is 
very  poor;  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state 
considerable  has  l)een  i>lowetl  under,  and 
out  of  what  rem.iiiis,  considerable  will  not 
be  wortli  h.irvesting. 

"Corn  has  al.so  made  very  raidd  priig- 
ress,  and  bid  fair  to  make  an  average 
croji, 

"flaying  is  in  pnjgre.ss  in  nearly  all 
parts,  anil  the  yield  i.s  .said  to  lie  reiruirk- 
al>ly  good,  wlile  the  weather  during  the 
pa.<t  week  has  l>een  very  favorable  for 
curing  ;ind   putting  it   up." 

The  Minnesota  crop  report  tells  of  some 
d.imaire  in  the  southern  part  of  the  stale 
from  hot  weather  and  cinch  bugs.  The  re- 
port is  as  follows: 

"The  Week  w;is  without  rain,  except  for 
widely  scalttTiwl  showers  across  Southern 
Minnesota  early  in  the  week.  In  the 
soiith'-rn  half  of  the  state  the  t«'mi»era- 
turi  .s  were  li»  or  higher,  nearly  daily,  and 
on  July  I'.l  and  2M  they  were  up  to  105.  In 
northern  !>ortions  they  were  from  *'>  to 
lin>.  on  .July  19  and  2it.  In  the  Ued  River 
\  alley,  tbi'  Weather  has  Imm'h  favorable  to 
small  Rrains,  and  they  are  in  a  promising 
Cundiliofi,  except  on  tlle  llelds  recentlv 
Hooded.  Tli«  wlieat  Is  li«sad<'d  well,  anil 
its  cutting  Is  expected  tf>  liegin  In  Kitt.son 
cotnity  on  July  3").  No  Injury  l>y  heat  la  re- 
lH<rted. 

"In  the  southern  half  of  the  state  con- 
siderable injury  to  whe.it  and  late  oats 
is  reported  as  due  to  preni.ature  ripening, 
and  in  southeastern  counties  to  chinch 
liugs  its  well.  On  ."^Mndy  soil  the  crops  are 
marl.v  drie<l  up.  B:u-ley  ciUting  is  Hear- 
ing comi>leiion,  and  oats  cuttiiiig  i.s  wrll 
advanced.  A  beginning  of  spiing  wh.at 
harvest  was  tn;.de  on  July  I't-  t^ome  liar- 
le>  and  rye  are  In  stack.  an<l  some  thrash- 
ing has  been  done  from  sliock.  Haying  In 
southeast '.'rn  counties  is  about  tinlslied:  in 
ct-ntral  portions  and  in  the  Red  River 
valley,  a  large  erop  Is  bf-lnc  secured.  Corn 
Is  growing  rai>l(lly.  but  It  Is  b'glnning  to 
show  tho  need  of  rain.  The  yields  of  po- 
tatot's  anil  gardens  will  Ih*  much  redu'^ed 
unless  rain  falls  soon.  Pastures  are  (Irv- 
ing up.  and  the  flow  of  milk  is  d<'<'reasli'ig 
bt'iause  of  heat.  JHes  anil  lack  of  grass. 
Flax  Is  better  in  southern  than  in  north- 
ern iiortions. 

"As  continued  rains  usually  follow  pro- 
tracted drotith,  it  woiiM  »«em  advis- 
able, where  practicable,  to  secure  the 
grains  by  stacking  as  soon  as  possible 
after  harvest.

They 
hold  these  views  simply  becatise  they  are 
Ignorant  of  the  changes*  that  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  few  days.  It  takes 
a  long  while  to  change  the  sentiments  of 
the  large  body  of  voters  that  live  In  the 
out-of-the-way  districts  in  the  Southern 
0tates.  They  must  be  educated,  and  in 
order  to  show  them  the  errors  of  their 
wa.vs  missionary  work  mu.<»t  be  bog-un  sys- 
tematically among  them.  The  small  coun- 
try papers  throughout  the  South  should 
take  the  matter  up,  because  they  can  ac- 
complish a  great  deal  and  reach  people 
that  no  other  agency  can  touch.

possessions.  So  much  trouble  has  been 
caused  that  Secretary  Rool  Is  at  work  on 
A  plan  to  remedy  the  defects  and  will  ad- 
vise congress  as  to  the  best  course  to  pur- 
sue. Despite  the  fact  that  many  a  million 
dollars  in  American  money  has  been 
shipped  to  Manila  and  put  inio  circulation 
there,  more  than  nine-tenths  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  islands  Is  transacted  with 
American  silver  dollars.  Of  course,  all 
the  foreign  element,  together  with  many 
of  the  natlve.a,  now  recognize  ihe  value 
Of  our  coins  and  accept  them  without 
hesitation,  but  the  great  business  opera- 
tions are  all  based  on  the  Mexican  sliver 
dollar.  Owing  to  the  wide  fluctuations  In 
the  value  of  this  coin  It  Is  impossible  tor 
our  Hscal  agents  and  officers  to  conduct 
Ihelr  affairs  without  considerable  embar- 
rassment. As  the  value  of  the  Mexican 
dollar  rises  or  falls  It  is  Imported  or  ex- 
ported in  great  quantities,  with  Ihe  result 
that  there  is  always  danger  of  a  sudden 
advance  in  the  worth  of  the  coin.  Many 
Instances  are  related  to  show  how  this 
Quctuation  affecis  the  government'8  ac- 
counts. The  value  of  a  Mexican  dollar  is 
in  the  neighborhood  of  50  cents,  but  during 
the  Chinese  campaign  it  advanced  to  52 
cents.  This  involved  a  lo.ss  to  the  Insular 
government,  which  had  established  a  value 
of  50  cents.  AH  the  market  quolatlons  are 
piade  on  the  basis  of  Mexican  currency,  all 
labor  Is  paid  by  It  and  it  is  even  pur- 
chased from  banks  like  other  commodities. 
l^ve^ybody  but  the  banks  suffer  from  the 
constant  changes  in  value,  which  Is  prov- 
ing a  s«rlous  injury  to  business.  Secretary 


Root  has  in  mind  two  suggestions  to  rem- 
edy the  existing  evils.  He  advocates  tlmt 
the  United  States  coin  a  dollar  for  use  in 
the  Islands  of  the  same  weight  and  fine- 
ness as  the  Mexican  dollar.  While  such  a 
coin  would  be  subject  to  Ihe  fluctuatlon.- 
of  the  market,  we  could  furnish  an  amp'.e 
supply  and  ihis  avoid  the  ambarrassmen; 
resulting  from  a  scarcity  of  money.  Sec- 
retary Root's  other  remedy  is  that  we 
should  coin  an  Insular  dollar  which  we 
shall  undertake  to  redeem  in  gold  at  60 
cenis.  With  this  coin  circulating  at  the 
same  value  as  the  Mexican  product.  It  is 
thought  that  it  might  eventually  super- 
sede the  silver  piece  altogether,  and  thus 
ultimately  place  the  Islands  on  a  gold 
basis.  Seereiary  Root  has  no  authority 
under  existing  law  to  attempt  to  solve  the 
difflcultles,  but  he  proposes  to  call  the 
attention  of  congress  to  the  question  ihis 
winter.  He  is  having  correapoindence  about 
i..e  matter  with  Governor  Taft  now. 

THE  BANKERS. 

Whether  the  cool  wuve  that  has  sud- 
denly descended  upon  the  city  is  due  in 
any  way  to-  the  opening  of  the  annual 
convention  of  the  Minnesota  State 
Bankers"  association  in  Duluth,  The 
Herald  does  not  profess  to  decide.  If 
the  .stories  that  are  sometimes  told 
about  the  chilly  reception  experienced 
by  applicants  for  larger  lines  of  dis- 
counts were  to  be  relied  upon  there 
might  be  some  connection  traced  be- 
tween the  suddeffi  drop  in  the  tem- 
perature and  the  meeting  of  the  bank- 
ers, but  The  Herald  can  hardly  believe 
all  the  tales  that  are  related  in  this 
respect,  especially  as  it  has  noticed 
that,  outside  of  their  banks  at  least,  the 
Minnesota  bankers  are  as  a  general  rule 
a  very  genial,  jovial  class  of  men,  and 
mony  of  them  may  properly  be  re- 
garded as,  in  the  vulgar  parlance  of 
the  day,  "hot  stuff."  Consequently  it 
would  not  have  been  surprising  had 
their  convention  caused  a  rise  in  the 
temperature  at  the  head  of  the  lakes. 

Undoubtedly  the  majority  of  the  visit- 
ors will  be  glad  to  find  such  delightfully 
cool  weather  after  the  weeks  of  scorch- 
ing hot  weather  they  have  experienced 
at  home  and  will  feel  refreshed  and  in- 
vigorated by  the  gentle  breeze  from 
Lake  Superior  that  "tempers  the  heat 
to  the  shoi-n  lamb"  of  Wall  street  and 
elsewhere. 


REPORTS  ON  THE  CROPS. 

There  are  lots  of  people  who  seem  to 
think  that  the  ogriculturnl  department 
a:  Washington  can  fuinish  in^-ani  in- 
formation on  the  condition  of  the 
drought-ridden  crop.  So  great  has  been 
the  doinand  for  llguros  that  Secrecary 
Wilson  authorized  a  statemrnt  yester- 
day on  the  general  conditions,  although 
it  was  not  of  much  benefit  exct^pt  in  a 
general  way.  The  idea  seeni.s  to  prevail 
that  the  depart. nent  is  in<onstant  touch 
with  the  a.ii!lcultural  llstrlcts  every- 
where, and  can  fuinis-u  data  at  a  mo- 
ment's notice.  As  a  matter  of  fact  it 
receives  such  returns  only  once  a  month, 
the  crop  conditions  being  reported  as 
they  appear  to  the  field  agents  on  the 
first  of  each  month.  As  these  reoarts 
number  250,000.  it  takes  some  days  to 
tabulate  them  and  cast  up  the  averages, 
so  that  the  results  are  not  given  to  the 
public  till  the  10th.  When  the  work  Is 
out  of  the  way,  the  whole  matter  g.ies 
over  till  the  next  month.  Moreover,  the 
reports  are  all  on  conditions.  The  de- 
partment does  not  attempt  to  forecast 
the  number  of  bushels  of  grain  which 
will  be  forthcoming.  All  Its  work  on 
the  figures  of  the  yield  is  reserved  till 
the  harvest. 

Speaking  of  th^  public  irfr'st  in  the 
corn  crop,  Mr.  Holmes,  the  acting  statis- 
tician, said:  "Nothing  would  please  vi% 
better  than  to  be  able  to  answer  the  In- 
quiries on  this  head,  but  even  if  we  had 
the  figures  In  the  office,  r11  we  couid  givt- 
would  be  an  approximate  estimate.  The 
damage  to  the  corn  crop  Is  progressive. 
While  we  were  getting  the  figures  for 
today's  report  ready  the  conditions 
might  be  changin.g  so  that  tomorrow'iS 
report  would  wear  a  very  differei.t  as- 
pect." The  Impression  at  the  depart- 
ment, not  necessarily  an  Impression,  but 
the  fruit  of  experience  of  past  crises  of 
the  same  sort,  is  that  t.he  reports  have 
been  somewhat  more  pessimistic  than 
the  facts  clearly  justified,  and  that  the 
crop  as  a  whole,  though  hard  hit.  will  not 
be  found  to  have  suffered  so  much  dam- 
age as  Is  now  supposed. 

The  various  departments  are  great  in- 
stitutions, but  they  are  conducted  by 
human  beings  and  can  only  furnish  what 
can  be  obtained  In  a  human  way. 


TRAVELING  IN  RUSSIA. 

If  an  American  wishes  to  gain  a  keen 
appreciation  of  the  fact  that  the  United 
States  is  truly  the  "land  of  the  free," 
he  should  make  a  trip  through  Russia 
and  encounter  some  of  the  difficulties 
attendant  upon  entering,  traveling 
througli  and  leaving  that  country.  These 
difficulties  seem  strange  in  this  country, 
where  any  foreigner  other  than  a  can- 
tract  laborer  or  pauper  can  come  and 
travel  about  at  will  and  no  quest'ons 
asked. 

It  has  always  required  many  yards  of 
red  tape  to  get  in  or  out  of  Ru.ssia,  but 
lately,  the  St.  Petersburg  correspondent 
of  the  New  York  Tribune  says,  the  pro- 
cess has  become  still  more  difficult. 
"The  passport  secured  from  the  foreign 
consul  costs  $1.  The  tourist  fondly  im- 
agines that  all  regulations  have  been 
complied  with,  and  that  has  passport 
can  be  used  as  a  ticket  of  admittance, 
to  be  shown  at  the  frontier,  and  then 
packed  away  In  a  trunk  until  his  return. 
When  he  reaches  the  frontier  his  pass- 
port is  demanded.  That  Is  the  first  re- 
quisite, and  until  it  has  been  produced 
and  Inspected  he  cannot  get  his  baggage 
examined.  Should  the  passport  not  have 
the  correct  vise,  or  should  it  present 
anything  of  a  suspicious  nature  to  the 
official  who  examines  it,  the  traveler  is 
detained,  and  perhaps  sent  back,  or  ar- 
rested. If  it  la  all  right  he  Is  allowed  to 
go  on.  When  he  reaches  the  hotel  at 
his  first  stopping  place  he  Is  followed 
to  his  room  by  a  page,  who  asks  for  his 
passport.  No  sooner  has  the  passport 
been  disposed  of  than  another  boy  ap- 
pears with  a  paper,  which  must  be  filled 
out.  It  seems  that  the  minute  personal 
description  in  the  passport  and  its  cer- 
tification uf  citizenship  are  not  enouffb.

The  passport  is  handed  back  just  be- 
fore departure,  with  an  added  inscrip- 
tion, an  official  seal  and  some  revenue 
stamps.  On  the  bill  is  an  item  any- 
where from  40  kopeks  to  a  rouble  to 
cover  the  expense  of  this  additional  vise. 
And  this  passport  demon  follows  you  all 
through  Russia,  you  canaot  escape  from 
it,  and  your  paper  Is  covered  with  in- 
scriptions and  stamps,  and  your  pockets 
are  emptied  of  kopeks  and  roubles." 

Again,  on  leaving  the  empire  there  Is 
more  red  tape.  There  must  be  a  final 
ofllclal  permit,  else  the  traveler  Is  d''- 
talned.  Government  Is  a  very  serious 
affair  in  Russia,  and  every  foreigner  is 
made  to  feel  that  It  Is  so.  The  restric- 
tions thus  imposed  on  travelers  are  un- 
doubtedly due  to  the  precautions  adopt- 
ed by  the  Russian  police  on  account  of 
the  attempts  made  by  the  nihilists  on 
the  life  of  the  czar,  and  to  the  people  of 
this  country  they  appear  unnecessary 
and  absurd.  It  was  announced  the 
other  day  that  the  czar  has  lessened  the 
severity  of  the  restrictions  on  the  free- 
dom of  the  press.  This  is  a  radical  de- 
parture from  the  established  custom. 
Possibly  the  absurd  restrictions  on  tra- 
velers may  next  receive  tne  czar's  at- 
tention. 


LABORERS  NEEDED. 

With  the  outlook  in  North  Dakota  for 
one  of  tho  greatest  crops  that  state  has 
ever  seen,  the  farmers  are  confronted 
by  the  serious  problem  of  getting 
enough  men  to  harvest  the  wheat.  I^ast 
y€.ar,  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  poor  crop 
had  been  advertised,  there  was  a 
scarcity  of  men,  and  this  year,  with  a 
much  greater  crop  in  sight,  it  is  figured 
that  at  least  20,000  men  will  be  required 
to  take  care  of  the  wheat  in  North 
Dakota. 

Harvesting  will  begin  in  North  Da- 
kota about  Aug.  1,  and  there  will  be 
good  wages  awaiting  the  laborer  then, 
and  steady  work  until  snow  files.  Un- 
less the  farmen*  of  North  Dakota  can 
get  enough  help  to  harvest  the  crop,  the 
state  will  suffef  a  severe  financial  loss. 


A  NOVEL  SCHEME. 

There  was  a  time  when  some  very 
strict  Christians  thought  it  a  grievous 
sin  to  insure  their  lives.  It  la  said  there 
are  a  few  such  people  still  found  in  the 
world,  and  that  there  are  others  who 
oppose  putting  lightning  rods  on 
churches  or  Insuring  tho.se  edifices 
against  fire.  Such  people  will  naturally 
be  greatly  shocked  by  the  Idea  which 
has  just  been  put  into  practice  of  In- 
suring lives  for  churches'  benefit.  This 
is  a  new  form  of  benevolence— insuring 
one's  self  for  the  benefit  of  one's  church 
—and  the  idea  seems  to  be  an  excellent 
one.  Already  the  subject  is  being 
bioached  in  the  vaiMous  Protestant 
Episcopal  parishes  In  New  York  city, 
and  the  novel  plan  has  the  endorsement 
of  practically  all  the  bishops  of  the 
Episcopal  church  in  this  country. 

It  was  recently  made  public  that  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Stires,  who  is  to  go  from  Grace 
Protestant  Episcopal  church,  in  Chi- 
cago, to  take  the  place  of  rector  of  St. 
Thomas'  church  in  New  York,  had  In- 
sured his  life  for  $100,000  In  favor  of  the 
former  church,  and  he  wants  to  pro- 
tide  for  a  $400,000  endowment  fund  by 
getting  $300,000  additional  insurance  for 
the  same  cause.  He  paid  the  first  pre- 
mium himself,  but  he  hopes  that  par- 
ishioners will  take  hold  of  the  matter 
and  continue  the  paymetns.  St. 
Thomas'  church  wants  an  endowment 
fund  of  $250,000,  and  It  l.s  believed  that 
he  will  try  to  get  it  by  this  plan.  The 
scheme  has  already  been  serlou-^ly  en- 
tertained by  the  trustees  of  two  insti- 
tutions whose  financial  wants  will  be 
great.  For  the  cathedral  of  St.  John  the 
Divine  several  millions  will  be  needed. 
At  the  lat»t  meeting  of  the  cathedral 
trustees  the  society  presented  its  plan 
for  the  raising  of  the  desired  endow- 
ment funds  by  getting  benevolent  men 
to  Insure  their  lives  for  the  benefit  of 
the  cause,  and  the  project  is  now  under 
consideration.  The  trustees  of  Colum- 
bia university,  which  desiree  to  rair-e 
more  than  $5,000,000.  are  considering  a 
similar  plan.  This  is  another  illustra- 
tion of  the  vast  and  far-reachlns  possi- 
bilities of  life  insurance  business.  Per- 
haps the  Idea  may  be  seized  upon  for 
the  benefit  of  6ome  of  our  Duluth 
churches. 

Speaking  of  the  growing  practice  of  per- 
jury the  Omaha  News  makes  this  point: 
"The  remedy  lies  entirely  wllh  the  law- 
yers themselves.  The  sugge<<tlon  that  the 
law  agalni<t  perjury  be  strlcf.y  enforced 
Is  all  very  well.  But  Is  It  fair  to  send 
wltnes-ses  to  jail  for  swearing  falsely, 
while  the  lawyer  who  Introduced  false 
testimony,  knowing  It  to  be  such,  go?s 
free?    Obviously  not." 

Admiral  Schley  has  finally  asked  for  a 
court  of  Inquiry  into  the  clrcumytances 
attending  the  battle  of  Santiago.  Now 
his  accusers  will  have  to  put  In  an  appear- 
ance with  facts  or  acknowledge  the  falsity 
of  their  charges.

It  was  a  charming  old  house  at  the  foot 
of  the  Cr.tsklU  mountains,  a  house  of 
an  attractiveness  almost  unknown  In  the 
United  States.  I  was  on  a  sketching  ex- 
pedition when  I  found  It.  Attracted  to 
this  region  by  its  much-vaunted  pictur- 
esqueness,  I  had  been  disgulsted  by  its 
waterfall  which  falls  on  payment  of  "& 
cents,  by  Its  new  villas,  aijd  by  many 
other  feali;res.

"Here  Indeed  is  a  dlscoverv,"  I  said  to 
myself.  "A  house  ancient  and  beautiful 
and  haunted.     I   will  live  In  It." 

The  rent  was  almost  nothing.  While 
nviking  my  preparaiicns  to  move  m  I 
cultivated  the  friendship  of  the  old  care- 
taker, whoni  I  promised  to  keep  employed. 
From  her  I  learned  the  story  of  the 
haunting.  It  wa.s  almost  discouraging. 
It  was  more  positive  In  character  than 
the  conventional  haunting.  Nevertheless 
I  persevered  In  my  intention  to  occupy 
the   house. 

The  haunting,  it  appeared  was  confined 
to  the  principal  bedroom,  situated  in  the 
southwest  corner  of  tha  house.

her  case  there  were  noticed,  in  Vidl.lon 
to  the  ufval  constriction  of  the  thrcai, 
small  hcle.s  in  the  right  forearm.  Ali(;r 
this  tragedy  the  poor  farnoer  conti;iued 
to  live  In  the  house,  but  avoided  the  latal 
room.  Then,  one  verj*  hot  summer,  his 
youngest  daughter  fell  asleep  m  the  room, 
which  was  the  coolest  in  the  house,  and 
she.  too  perished. 

Six  more  persons  died  at  long  Intervals 
between  this  time  and  the  opening  of  the 
civil  war.  During  that  tremendous  up- 
heaval Its  dreadful  history  seems  to  have 
been  forgotten  by  most  people,  in  1S70 
a  young  artist  from  New  York  '>ccuuied 
It  and  perished  In  the  old,  mysterious  way 
at  the  end  of  a  month.

Before  sleeping  In  the  fatal  room  I  ex- 
amln>ed  It.s  construction  minutely.

The  only  thing  that  dis- 
concerted me  somewhat  was  the  great 
open  fireplace,  which  stood  within  two 
feet  of  the  head  of  the  bed.

There  were  several  vague  legends  at- 
tempting to  explain  why  the  house  was 
haunted.  One  of  these  seemed  more 
promising  than  the  others.  During  the 
revolution  a  British  colonel,  on  a  soylng 
expedition  to  Kingston,  was  capture!  by 
Dick  Palen,  a  noted  hunter  and  trapper, 
who  then  occupied  the  house.  Palen  was 
a  man  of  glc^omy  and  revengeful  nature 
and  had  previously  quarreleil  with  this 
officer,  who  was  fully  the  equal  of  his 
enemy  in  ferccltv.

It  WHS  the  British  colonel's  veng.-lul 
spirit,  according  to  report,  which  haunted 
the  room  In  which  he  had  died  and  eaused 
the  death  of  those  who  occupied  It.  Palen 
himself   vr.niahed    mysteriously. 

Some  ten  years  after  the  revolution  was 
over  a  discharged  officer  of  the  Convm- 
ental  irniy  came  to  live  In  the  old  hoase 
with  his  voung  bride.

She  kept  a  ll-^iu 
a.nd  a  pistol  bv  her  bedside  the  v  hole 
time  What  happened  no  one  could  tell, 
but  at  the  end  of  five  days  she,  too,  was 
found   dead   In   bed.  ^.  -      ,j    ■. 

The  owrer  of  the  house  then  oeclded 
to  have  It  pulled  down,  hut  a  poor  far- 
mer iM-gge.i  for  the  privilege  of  occupy- 
ing It  at  n  low  rent.  He  lived  In  it  happi- 
Iv  for  three  years,  using  the  fatal  bed- 
rooTT,  only  as  a  storemoni.  Then  his 
family  growlnir  large  .-uid  himself  forget- 
ful he  made  bis  <ddest  daughter.  -^  "retty 
voung  w..man.  occupy  the  southwest 
room.

Washington,  July  24.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Postmaster  General  Smith 
has  decided  that  the  postmasters  at  In- 
dianapolis and  Louisville  shall  continue 
to  draw  $4000  a  year  instead  of  $5000.  In 
this  connection  there  is  an  interesting 
story.  It  is  to  the  effect  that  early  this 
year  the  postmaster  at  Louisville  dis- 
covered that  the  gross  receipts  of  his 
oflice  would  fall  but  a  little  short  of 
$500,000  for  the  year  which  ended  March 
31.  Salaries  of  presidential  postmasters 
are  adjusted  on  the  basis  of  the  gross 
i-ecelpts  of  their  offices  for  the  twelve 
months  preceding  each  March  31.  The 
Louisville  postmaster  was  receiving 
$4000  per  annum  on  groes  receipts  of  over 
$400,000  and  less  than  $500,000.  The  im- 
pression was  created  and  fostered  that 
if  the  receipts  of  the  oflice  should  pass 
the  $500,000  mark  not  only  would  the 
poeitmaster  receive  an  lncrea.se  in  com- 
pensation, but  he  would  be  able  to  se- 
cure from  the  department  additional 
allowance  for  clerk  hire  and  carriers 
and  the  service  would  be  greatly  bene- 
fited. Under  this  stimulus  the  business 
men  of  Louisville  began  to  purchase 
stamps  in  large  quantities  for  future 
use,  so  that  the  gross  receipts  were 
swollen  to  unnatural  proportions. 

There  has  always  been  a  commercial 
rivalry  existing  between  Louisville  and 
Indianapolis,  and  the  postmaster  and 
business  men  of  the  latter  city  were 
quick  to  see  the  promised  benefits  of 
the  echeme  adopted  by  Louisville,  and 
adopted  it  for  their  own.  The  receipts 
here  promised  to  fall  a  little  short  of 
$500,000,  and  the  merchants  proposed  to 
shove  them  over  that  mark.  The  com- 
petition was  disguised  as  a  species  of 
good-natured  rivalry  and  business  com- 
petition, and  the  civic  pride  of  both 
cities  was  gratified  when  it  was  an- 
nounced that  the  receipts  had  exceeded 
$500,000  In  each  case.  The  next  month, 
however,  the  business  men  drew  upon 
their  accumulated  supplies  of  stamps, 
and  the  receipts  showed  a  large  de- 
crease. 

These  facts  coming  to  the  knowledge 
of  Postmoeter  Greneral  Smith,  he  insti- 
tuted an  Investigation,  which  convinced 
him  that  the  increased  receipts  were 
due  to  an  artificially  created  business, 
and  the  postmasters  were  not  entitled 
to  additional  compensation,  nor  the 
offices  to  Increased  consideration.  The 
postmasters  appealed  from  this  decision 
and  the  case  was  held  open  until  they 
could  make  additional  statements.  On 
reviewing  these,  however,  Mr.  Smith 
found  no  reason  to  alter  his  determina- 
tion, and  decided  they  would  have  to 
get  along  for  another  fiscal  year  on 
$4000  salary.  It  Is  his  desire  to  discour- 
age the  practice  of  creating  additional 

businees  in  this  manner. 

•    •    • 

The  decision  of  the  postmaster  gen- 
ral  to  stop  rural  free  delivery  carriers 
from  acting  as  agents  for  stores  and 
manufacturing  enterprises  found  form 
in  an  order  issued  by  the  department  a 
few  days  ago.  Country  merchants  com- 
plained to  the  department  that  the  car- 
riers took  ordere  for  the  great  mail  or- 
der houses  of  Chicago  and  other  cities, 
and  thus  cut  them  out  of  their  legiti- 
mate trade.  Believing  the  complaints 
-were  founded  on  fact,  and  were  justi- 
fiable, the  postmaster  general  issued 
this  order: 

"Hereafter  rural  letter  carriers  shall 
not  act  as  agents,  salesmen  or  solicitors 
for  express  companies,  letter  box  man- 
ufacturers, wholesale  houses,  corpora- 
tion firms,  nor  engage  in  any  business 
or  vocation  which  will  interfere  with 
the  proper  performance  of  their  official 
duties.  They  may  act  as  news  agents, 
sell  newspapers  or  periodicals  on  their 
own  account,  or  accept  or  collect  sub- 
scriptions for  the  same. 

"When  carriers  receive  newspapers  or 
other  periodicals  by  express,  or  by  other 
means,  outside  the  mails  to  be  sold  or 
delivered  on  their  route,  they,  as  news 
agents,  will  be  required  to  pay  postage 
on  such  matter  at  the  second-class  rate 
of  postage.  1  cent  per  pound,  except  in 
the  ease  of  county  papers,  which  are 
mailed  free  to  .sub.=crlbers  residing  in 
the  county  in  which  they  are  published. 
This  order  is  not  Intended  to  prohibit 
carriers  from  performing  various  pri- 
vate commissions  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  patrons  on  their  route  as 
long  as  It  does  not  Interfere  with  the 
regular  and  prompt  performance  of 
their  duties."  ,   .      ,     . 

Another  order  Issued  Is  designed  to 
avoid  duplication  of  service  in  some 
sections  by  both  star  and  rural  free  de- 
livery services.    It  says: 

"In  those  states  in  which  the  star 
route  box  delivery  Is  now  In  operation 
the  rural  free  delivery  service  will  not 
hereafter  be  established  over  any  road 
which  must  continue  to  be  traversed  as 
a  part  of  a  star  route,  except  In  special 
and  unavoidable  cases,  in  which  cases 
the  star  route  box  delivery  will  be  aban- 
doned." •    •    • 

The  significance  of  Lord  Pauncefote's 
recent     interview     on     the     Nicaragua 
canal  treaty,  if  It  was  intended  to  con- 
vey any  information,  is  that  Great  Brk 
tain  will  yield  the  whole  contention. 

Lord  Pauncefote  devoted  much   time 
to  this  subject  before  going  to  England 
and  it  is  assumed  that  he  has  a  perfect 
knowledge  of  the  situation  In  the  senate 
with  respect  to   the  treaty.     Secretarr 


Hay  satisfied  himself  by  consulting  with 
senators  that  the  senate  would  not  yield 
any  part  of  its  contention,  and  he  so 
informed  Lord  Pauncefote. 

The  expression  of  opinion  by  Lord 
Pauncefote,  after  a  conference  with  the 
marquis  of  Lansdawne,  that  he  will  be 
able  to  bring  with  him  to  the  United 
States  in  October  a  treaty  which  will 
meet  both  the  views  of  President  Mc- 
Kinley  and  the  British  cabinet  and  will 
secure  the  approval  of  the  senate,  is 
construed  by  the  state  department  to 
mean  that  Great  Britain  will  accommo- 
date herself  to  the  views  of  the  senate. 

At  the  time  of  the  adjournment  of  the 
senate  it  was  the  opinion  of  some  of  the 
best  informed  members  of  that  body 
that  another  treaty  at  all  like  the  one 
that  had  been  before  them  would  stand 
no  chance  of  ratification.  The  objections 
to  that  treaty  grew  with  Its  more  careful 
consideration,  and  concessions  by  the 
British  government  which  would  have 
put  it  into  force  then  would  prove  in- 
sufficient if  the  whole  matter  had  to  be 
gone  over.  Objections  which  developed 
with  the  more  thorough  study  of  the 
treaty  were  not  pressed  for  the  reason 
that  senators  had  already  committed 
themselves  to  its  acceptance  with  cer- 
tain amendments,  but  as  amended  it 
was  far  from  meeting  the  views  of  some 
who  gave  it  their  support  under  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

The  opinion  was  very  widely  expressed 
that  If  Great  Britain  did  not  accept  the 
amended  treaty  the  senate  would  be  dis- 
posed to  insist  upon  the  simple  abroga- 
tion of  the  Clayton-Bulwer  treaty.  Thft 
precedent  of  seeking  the  approval  of 
foreign  powers  in  a  transaction  between 
the  United  States  and  American  repub- 
lics is  repugnant  to  the  sentiment  of  the 

senate. 

•    •    * 

Records  of  the  state  department  show 
that  another  family  has  retained  a 
consulship  abroad  without  Interruption 
by  administrations  for  a  longer  period 
than  the  SiH-ague  family  of  Boston  has 
held  the  consulate  at  Gibraltar.  The  . 
Spragues  have  been  In  control  for  up- 
wards of  sixty  years,  but  the  Fox  family 
has  held  the  little  consulate  at  Fal- 
mouth, England,  since  the  time  of 
George  Washington. 

One  of  the  family  was  the  first  to  be 
appointed  to  the  consulate,  and  as  two 
members  of  the  family  are  naw  connect- 
ed with  It,  there  is  a  reasonable  cer- 
tainty the  Foxes  will  hold  on  indefinitely 
to  the  place,  although  the  salary  is  but 
$300  a  year.  The  first  consul  was  Rob- 
ert W.  Fox,  grandfather  of  the  incum- 
bent, who  was  appointed  by  Washing- 
ton May  30.  1794.  He  served  until  his 
death,  when  the  office  passed  to  his  son, 
and  after  that  to  Howard  Fox,  who  now 
holds  it.  Howard's  son  is  vice-consul, 
and  in  the  ordinary  course  of  advance- 
ment will  suceed  his  father. 

Unlike  the  Sprague  family,  the  Foxes 
have  been  threatened  with  removal  by 
every  administratian.  Persistent  oflftce- 
seekers  have  pointed  out  that  the  place 
was  held  by  an  Englishman,  and  that  an 
American  should  have  the  ofllec.  .Sen- 
timent, and  the  fact  that  the  original 
Fox  was  appointed  by  Washington,  and 
the  office  has  continued  in  the  Fox  fam- 
ily ever  since  the  last  century. have  been' 
more  than  the  politicians  could  stand, 
and  they  invariably  withdraw  demands 
en  hearing  the  history  of  the  consulate.

lam  preparing  to  take  this  course. 

"W.  S.  SCHLEY." 
The  Post  as  a  result  of  extensive  inijul- 
rios  based  on  the  admiral's  dLspatch  saya 
in  part:  "Admiral  Schley  proposes  to  ask 
an  investigation  at  ihe  hands  of  naval 
court  of  inquiry  and  tlien  to  sue  the  his- 
torian Maclay  for  libel.  Ills  action  is  ilie 
sequel  to  tile  developixents  during  tl.«i 
past  vleek,  when  the  entire  couiUry  had 
been  stirred  by  the  publication  of  the. un- 
exampled abuse  poured  out  upon  hmi  In 
the  third  volume  of  E.  S.  Maolaya  his- 
tory of  the  U.  S.  navy,  in  which  pusjH 
cation  Schley  is  said  to  have  run  aw.iy 
.n  Caitift  fight."  and  is,  in  addition, 
denounced  as  a  coward,  a  cur  and  a  t.'ul- 
tor. 

The    Schley    court    of    inquiry    will    un- 
doubtedly be  one  of   the  most  celebrated 
cases  in   the  naval  or  military  histoijf   of 
tne  eountry.  The  high  rank  of  the  omcer« 
involved  in  the  eontroveruy  and  the  intensj 
public    feeling    which    haa    been    aroused 
will  combine   to  give  lo  the   InvcstiRatloii 
a  dramatle  interest.  Nothing  has  occurred 
in    Washington   for   many   years   that  will 
compare  with  it.

The  enactment  establishing  these  courts 
gives  ample  power  In  the  way  of  secur- 
ing witnesses.

Cincinnati,  July  24. — In  connection 
with  the  controversy  over  Admiral 
Schley's  actions  during  the  naval  battle 
oflf  Santiago,  opened  afresh  by  the 
charges  of  cowardice  made  by  Maclay, 
author  of  the  naval  academy  text  book, 
the  Cincinnati  Enquirer  asked  George 
E.  Graham  to  furnish  an  unbiased  ac- 
count of  the  battle.  During  the  Santi- 
ago naval  campaign  Mr.   Graham  was 

correspondent  of  the  Associated  Press, 
noted  for  its  impartiality  and  faithful- 
ness in  giving  the  facts.  When  Admiral 
Sampson,  on  the  New  York,  left  tbe 
squadron,  Mr.  Graham  hastened  to  the 
Brooklyn.  During  the  battle  he  stood 
on  the  bridge  beside  Capt.  Cook  and  Ad- 
miral Schley,  and  was  the  only  civilian 
spectator  to  witness  every  movement 
and  know  of  every  order  issued  by  the 
admiral.  His  account  of  the  battle  and 
the  preceding  and  subsequent  events 
sent  the  Associated  Press  were  widely 
distributed  at  the  time,  and  were  not 
questioned.  Mr.  Graham's  version  of 
the  battle  coincides  with  that  of  the 
Enquirer-Herald  correspondents,  who 
impartially  viewed  the  fight  from  dis- 
patch boats.  Here  is  what  Mr.  Graham 
says  in  a  dispatch  from  Albany,  N.  Y.*: 

It  has  been  and  is  still  hard  for  me  to 
believe  that  Historian  Maclay  wrote  his 
attack  upon  Rear  Admiral  Schley, except 
by  instigation  and  at  the  urging  of  the 
navy  department  clique.  He  is  in  close 
touch  with  those  who  have  provided  the 
press  and  the  civilian  head  of  the  de- 
partment with  the  material  that  has 
been  intended,  dire  failure  as  it  has  been, 
to  change  the  public  view  of  Admiral 
Schley's  character  as  an  officer  and 
man. 

At  least  Maclay  is  honest  in  one  thing. 
He  has  dared  to  do  openly  what  these 
sneaks  of  the  naval  clique  have  not  had 
the  moral  courage  to  do.  When  has 
Capt.  Chadwlck.  Sampson's  flag  officer, 
dared  to  assert  that  Schley  was  a  cow- 
ard? When  has  he  dared  to  do  other- 
wise than  convey  the  material  to  a  New 
York  journal  for  publication?  Did 
Robley  Evans,  he  of  the  fighting  cogno- 
men, first  person  the  autobiography  he 
wrote?  Did  Sigsbee  dare  to  do  it  except 
to  stultify  himself  by  denying  conditions 
which  he  had  previously  detailed  in  his 
reports  to  the  department? 

Maclay,  it  is  asserted,  wrote  his  criti- 
cism from  naval  reports.  What  naval 
reports?  The  expurgated  things  that 
have  been  foisted  upon  the  public,  or  the 
real  reports  of  commanding  officers?  I 
have  in  my  possession  tne  report  of  the 
battle  of  Santiago  written  by  two  offi- 
cers of  the  converted  yacht  called  the 
Vixen.  It  is  signed  by  Lieut.  Alexander 
Sharpe.  and  it  was  his  account  of  the 
flght  as  he  saw  it  at  short  range,  tho 
onlv  na\al  eve-v.ltness  not  engaged  in 
fighting.  I  placed  it  alongside  the  navy 
department's  book  purpcrting  to  print 
it,  and  I  find  It  has  been  expurgated  so 
as  to  give  but  little  credit  lo  the  Brook- 
lyn, and  so  as  not  to  disclose  the  real 
position  of  Sampson's  ship.  the  Ng»v 
York.  7s  that  the  way  history  Is  mad*?, 
and  is  Maclay  to  be  blessed  for  boldly 
foll3wlng  the  example  set  him?  Let  me 
be  as  bold  as  Maclay.  If  "coward"  is  to 
be  the  word,  let  us  draw  the  line  sharply. 
I  have  supreme  confidence  In  our  navy. 
I  don't  believe  a  coward  would  stay  in 
it  a  year.  There  are  none  in  it  now. 
There  are  men  with  unearned  fighting 
sobriquets.  There  was  one  with  us.  His 
name  was  Evans.  His  ship  was  never 
closer  to  the  enemy  Ihm  on?  mile.  }t 
was  not  hit.  but  "Fighting  Bob"  crawled 
into  the  conning  tower  ani  >vatched  the 
fight  from  a  6-inch  by  1-inch  slit. 

Schley  was  on  the  deck  of  the  Brook- 
lyn. Capt.  Cook  was  near.  A  man's  life 
blood  splashed  their  clothes.  The  ship 
quivered  under  fire.  Still  they  stood 
there.  Capt.  Clark,  on  the  Oregon,  was 
on  his  bridge.  Capt.  Phillips  of  the 
Texas  stayed  on  his  bridge  until  part 
of  it  was  .shot  away.  And  when  it  was 
over  Evans  had  the  largest  story  to  tell, 
a  story  he  would  not  like  to  see  now  be- 
cause of  its  gross  inaccuracy.  And  pray 
who  was  the  coward? 

The  history  of  the  battle  of  Santiago 
told  exactly  as  It  occurred,  it  seems  to 
me  is  an  absolute  condemnation  of  Ad- 
miral Sampson's  vaunted  ability  and  a 
tribute  to  Schley  and  his  officers.  The 
happenings  of  the  24  hours  preceding 
the  battle  will  go  far,  I  hink.  to  demon- 
strate that  Sampson  was  reprehensible 
for  deliberately  weakening  the  line  of 
battle  and  deserting  the  line  himself 
when  he  knew  that  for  the  first  time 
in  several  weeks,  or  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  blockade,  extremely  sus- 
picious movements  were  going  on  in  the 
harbor. 

On  the  afternoon  of  July  2  It  was 
noticed  from  all  the  ships  that  move- 
ments were  occurlng  in  the  harbor, 
there  being  visible  distinct  columns  of 
smoke,  conceded  by  practical  men  to  be 
from  warships. 

That  Sampson  himself  recognized  this 
is  ealdent  from  the  fact  that  he  sent 
the  Vixen  around  to  the  different  ships 
of  the  squadron  to  announce  to  them 
that  he  considered  the  movements  in- 
side to  be  suspicious  and  that  he  desired 
a  close  watch  kept. 

The  next  morning  at  daybreak  the 
columns  of  smoke  were  seen  again,  and 
It  was  noticed  by  the  officer  on  watch 
on  the  Brooklyn  that  they  were  nearer 
the  entrance,  and  It  was  therefore  sur- 
prising to  everybody  when,  acting  under 
orders,  the  Massachusetts,  one  of  the 
heaviest  battle  ships- of  the  line,  and 
the  Newark,  a  protected  cruiser,  carry- 
ing Commodore  Watson's  flag,  left  the 
line  for  Guantanamo  for  coal. 

But  decidedly  more  surprising  were 
the  future  events.  At  9  o'clock,  while 
Gapt.  Phillip  and  Admiral  Schley  were 
discussing  the  suspicious  movements, 
through  the  medium  of  signal  flags, 
Sampson  suddenly  signalled.  "Disre- 
gard the  movements  of  the  commander- 
in-chief."  and  moved  away  from  the 
line  with  the  New  York.  The  New 
York  was  the  only  other  ship,  beside  the 
Brooklyn.  In  the  line  with  the  accredited 
speed  of  the  Spanish  ships,  and  there 
were  present  the  Gloucester  and  the 
Vlxon.  two  converted  yachts,  either  one 
of  which  would  have  made  a  special  dis- 
patch  boat,  without  weakening  the  line. 
When  the  battle  call  was  sounded^  Ad- 
miral Schley  made  the  signal:  The 
euenjy  is  escaping."  and  than,  deter-

With  a  good  strong  pair  of  field 
glasees,  and  standing  upon  the  excep- 
tionally high  bridge  of  the  Brooklyn.  I 
looked  for  Sampson  and  the  New  York, 
but  he  was  out  of  sight.  We  never  saw 
him  again  until  one  long  hour  after  the 
surrender  of  the  Colon. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  Brooklyn  ran 
from  the  enemy  during  the  flght.  and 
that  In  that  movement  Schley  displayed 
cowardice.  At  the  outset  let  me  say 
that  the  movement  of  the  ship  showed 
the  greatest  good  judgment,  and  prob- 
ably saved  the  cruiser  from  beir.g  sunk 
or  disabled.  When  the  enemy  was 
sighted  coming  out  the  Brooklyn  moved 
straight  for  the  entrance  at  the  rate 
of  about  seven  knots  an  hour  and  con- 
Unually  Increasing  her  speed. 

The  ships  of  the  enemy  were  moving 
out  toward  ua  at  the  rate  of  about 
eleven  knots  an  hour,  and  the  distance 
to  traverse  was  only  five  miles.  We 
had  opened  fire  with  our  port  battery, 
the  guns  being  trained  almost  directly 
forward  The  turning  circle  of  the 
Brooklyn  is  1000  yards,  and  if  we  had 
turned  In  toward  the  shore  that  would 
have  allowed  the  Vizcaya  to  have  gone 
between  us  and  the  Texas,  and  would 
have  opened  our  unprotected  side  to  the 
concentrated  fire  of  the  Spanish  vessels, 
and  also  have  Intercepted  the  fire  of 
our  own  ships.  I  stood  on  the  top  of  the 
forward  eight-inch  turret  looking  di- 
rectly over  the  bow,  and  I  know  that 
we  were  never  near  enough  to  the 
Texas  to  hurt  her,  and  we  did  not 
block  her  fire  for  an  Instant. 

If  Capt.  Phillips  backed  his  engines 
when  he  saw  us  turning  it  was  because 
through  the  smoke  he  could  not  tell 
how  we  were  moving,  and  he  knew  that 
he  had  to  follow  the  motions  of  our  ship 
and  not  do  as  he  pleased.  The  flagship 
always  has  the  right-of-way.  Up  to 
the  time  we  turned  we  were  hit  twenty- 
seven  tirr>es  by  projectiles  and  lifteeo 
times  by  flying  pieces,  and  after  we 
turned  we  left  the  marks  of  five-Inch 
shells  upon  every  Spanish  ship. 

To  those  who  criticize  Schley's  turn, 
on  the  ground  of  cowardice,  I  com- 
mend the  statement  of  Capt.  Eulate.  of 
the  Vizcaya:  "If  the  Brooklyn  had 
not  made  that  beautiful  maneuver  in 
turning  I  could  have  rammed  and  sunk

ground  that  the  Texas  was  stopped  for 
a  minute  or  so.  let  me  say  that  a  lltUe 
later  the  Oregon  crossed  the  bow  of  the 
Texas  and  blanked  her  fire  for  ten 
minutes,  but  certainly  no  one  will  say 
that  the  OrBgon,  in  view  of  her  splen- 
did fight  and  chase,  was  not  Justified. 

When  the  battle  was  over  Schley 
thanked  his  men  and      signaled      his 


thanks  to  every  commander  under  him. 
When  Sampson  arrived  he  offered  no 
congratulations  to  any  man  or  any  of- 
ficer, although  he  did  condescend  to 
offer  congratulations  to  the  public  for 
the  splendid  manner  in  which  the  fight 
that  he  did  not  take  part  in  was  con- 
ducted. 

Let  me  close  with,  perhaps,  a  netr 
statement.  The  men  who  are  respon- 
sible for  these  vicious  attacks  are  Capt. 
F.  E.  Chadwlck,  who  commanded  the 
New  York  the  day  of  the  fight  sh« 
failed  to  get  in;  Rear  Admiral  Robley 
D.  Evans,  the  only  captain  in  the  fight 
wj>o  hid  in  the  conning  tower;  Rear 
Admiral  Crowninshield,  of  tbe  bureau 
of  navigation,  and  indirectly,  because  he 
dare  not  come  in  the  open.  Rear  Ad- 
miral William  P.  Sampson,  who  should 
be  court-martialed  for  his  acUon  be- 
fore Santiago  July  3,  1898,  In  weaken- 
'ing  our  battle  line.

Did  Not  Relieve  Optimistic 

Views  of  Corn  Crop's 

Relief. 

Slight  Rallies  But  Closing 

Was  Feverish  and 

Irregular. 


New  York,  July  24.— Speculative  Wall 
street  had  some  misgivings  this  morn- 
ing over  yesterday's  optimistic  views  of 
Ihe  relief  to  the  corn  crop  and  the  grang- 
ers and  Pacifies  were  sold  freely.  Thirty- 
five  hundred  shares  of  Atchison  were  sold 
at  72  to  71^,  comi>ared  with  73%  last  night 
and  2500  shares  of  Union  Pacific  at  t(8%  to 
97^,  compared  with  100%.  St.  Paul  waa 
depressed  2%  and  Southern  Pacific,  Atch- 
ison preferred  and  Missouri  Pacific  from 
l-"^  to  1%.  Tennessee  Coal  dropped  1^4.  Rock 
Island  was  lifted  V2. 

The  opening  decline  met  support,  which 
rallied  ihe  leaders  a  point  or  more,  but 
prices  yielded  again  to  below  the  opening. 
The  loss  in  St.  Paul  reached  3%,  Union 
Pacific  3V«  and  Mls^uuri  Pacific  3^.  Active 
stocks  generally  were  1  to  2  points  under 
last  night.  Tliere  wits  a  aull  and  feverish 
rally  again  before  the  hour  had  expired. 
Missouri  Pacific  rallied  Z'/i.  St.  Paul  and 
Tennessee  Coal  2  and  Unlied  States  Steel 
a  point.  The  other  grangers  were  up  over 
a  point.  The  mark(  t  fell  back  into  its  dull 
and  drooping  stale  and  recoveries  were 
largely  lost  again.  Cnion  Pacific  was 
marked  up  aggressively  to  y.iVi  but  with 
slight  effect  on  the  general  list  outside  of 
Souihern  Pacific.  The  stock  fell  back 
agam  over  a  point  and  lluctuated  feverish- 
ly Chicago  Terminal  Transfer  dropped 
2^4  and  National  L«ad  2. .The  Pressed  ateel 
Car  stOL-ks  were  firm  on  the  dividend  dec- 
laration.  Bonds  were  dull  and  heavy. 

There  Wa«  a  rise  of  \\  in  Pennsylvania 
and  H4  in  Norfolk  &  Western.  Oilier- 
wise  the  market  was  listless  and  oflfercd 
no  feature.  There  were  »harp  advances 
In  a  few  stocks.  ('un.''ilodated  Ga»  rising 
3  points  and  Louisville  &  Nashvill-i  IV*. 
The  general  market  developed  a  feverish 
tone  m  the  late  d-allngs,  which  resulted 
in  some  wide  declines,  the  grangers  IcacJ- 
ing  the  movement  as  on  former  occasions. 
Atchison  and  St.  Paul  got  back  :o  the 
lowest  of  the  day.  The  decline  was  on 
very  light  dealings  and  the  market  stead- 
led  .igain.  There  were  slight  raltes,  but 
the  closing  was  feverish  and  irregular.

FORTY  THIEVES 

Have    Been    Looting    Shops

Canton.  China,  July  24.— A  band  of  over 
forty  armed  robl>ers  for  three  succeisslvo 
nights  have  been  looting  shops  opposite 
Shanteen.

LEGISLATION 


Regarding    Tuberculosis 
Is  Urged  Before  Bri- 
tish Congress. 

London,  July  24.— The  principal  paper 
l>efore  the  British  congress  on  tuberculo- 
sis today  was  read  by  Professor  Brouar- 
del,  of  I*rals,  who  urged  International  leg- 
islation in  regard  to  Ihe  notification  of  the 
authorities  of  existence  of  ti^^rculosis, 
and  the  disinfection  of  hotels,  railroad 
care  and  steamboats,  thus  preventing  the 
spread  of  tuberculosis. 

Professor  Brouardel,  who  Is  dean  of  the 
inedical  facultv  aj  Paris,  maintained  that 
tne  ravages  of  alcoholism  would  diminish 
tj.e  mortality  from  consumption  and  re- 
ferred to  the  preat  danger  of  hawking 
pieces  of  meat  in  public  places  and  in  the 
sale  of  milk  which  had  noi  been  examined. 
Professor  Brouudel  believed  these  dangers 
could  be  remedied  by  legislation.  ITie 
speaker  said  the  measures  needed  for  the 
prevention  of  luberculo?ls  were  Identical 
in  everv  country  and  the  first  step  In  the 
direction  was  to  render  unhealthy  dwell- 
ings and  districts  salubrious.  A  healthy 
house,  he  said,  was  anti-tubercular. 

Professor  Biouardel  lomplmented  the 
United  Slates  on  Its  quick  realization  of 
the  dangers  of  expectoration  and  on  its 
legislation  in  the  matter.  He  said  once 
thU  habit  had  quite  disappeared,  tubercu- 
losis  wo«ld   decrease   rapidly.

Delivan,  however,  ftrm  in.  his  con\lc- 
tion  that  Silver  King  was  starving,  reporl- 
the  matter  to  one  of  the  RlnRling  broth- 
er«  who  called  the  hoatler  before  him  and 
reprimanded  him  severely  for  neglectlriK 
his  charge.  The  hostler  stputly  denied  the 
allegation  and  was  dismissed  from  the 
presence  of  the  showman  with  a  warn- 
ing Disconsolate  the  hostler  returned  to 
the  car  where  Silver  King  is  stabled.  His 
berth  is  above  the  horse's  stall  and  during 
the  earlv  part  of  last  night  he  tossed  rest- 
lessly on  his  bed  with  visions  of  a  week  s 
notice    floating    before    him.

CHANGING  DIET  IN  HOT  WEATHER. 

While  it  is  best  to  avoid  a.B  much  as  pos- 
sible the  heavier  diet  of  tat  meat  (Jur-ng 
the  hotteat  weather,  one  must  not  forget 
that  It  is  not  the  lean  meats  so  much  aa 
the  sugar  and  starches  that  are  the  heat- 
producing  foods  and  best  to  be  avoided 
excepi  In  small  quantities  and  accom- 
panied by  such  other  foods  as  will  counter 
their  propensity  to  give  out  undue  amount 
of  heat  in  the  system.  As  an  example, 
rice  would  seem  to  be  a  more  acceptable 
starchy  vegetabla  tlian  the  potato  for 
summer  diet  on  account  of  Its  delicacy  in 
flavor  and  appearance,  but  it  should  be  ac- 
companied by  acid  fruits,  tomatoes  or 
greens  to  be  entirely  suitable  for  hot 
weaiher.  As  poUtoes.  new  or  old  have 
not  their  full  amount  ot  starch  they  do 
not  rank  as  high  In  heat-glvlng  properties, 
unless  we  consider  the  sugar  some  varie-

Its  Form  For  the  Philip- 
pines Causes  Some 
Discussion. 


Constitution-Flag  Contro- 
versy Hardly  Under- 
stood Over  There. 


Old     Form    of    Oath    Is 

Considered     Good 

Enough. 


Manila,  June  12.— (Correspondence  of 
the  Associated  Press.)— The  pasi?age  to- 
day by  the  Philippine  commis.sijn  of  the 
act  organizing  the  courts  of  the  archi- 
pelago was  preceded  by  two  Interestins 
Incidents,    both    of    which    brought    out 
authoritative  statements  from  President 
Taft.    The  first  was  in  r.^fe-ence  to  the 
wording  of  the  oath  of  office  to  be  taken 
by  Judges.     Support  of  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  (which  all  officials 
In    the    United    States    subscribe    to    in 
their    oaths    of     office)    was     purposely 
omitted  from  this  oath,  but  recognltl.vi 
of  the  supreme  authority  of  the  United 
States  was  included.     Judge  Ide.  author 
of    the  Judiciary  bill,  held  that  swearing 
to  support  the  United   States  constitu- 
tion when  it  had  already  been  decided 
that  at  least  one  feature  of  that  instru- 
ment (uniformity  of  duties  clause)  does 
not  apply  in  the  Philippines,   would   be 
Improper.  He  considered  that  discussion 
of  the   meaning  of   the   constitution   as 
affecting   powers   and    duties   of   United 
States  officials  in  the  islands  would  be 
of  no  service  here,  since  these  questions 
are  in  pro<!ess  of  settlement  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  supreme  court. 

Replying  to  a  question  by  Senor  Pa- 
terno  (former  secretary  of  state  In  the 
Agulnaldo  cabinet)  as  to  whether,  since 
It  was  generally  assumed  that  the  con- 
stitution follow*  the  flag,  .the  oaths  of 
office  of  Philippine  officials  should  not 
Include  support  of  the  constitution. 
Judge  Taft  said:  "The  oath  to  support 
the  laws  of  the  Philippine  islands,  if 
the  validity  of  these  laws  depends  upon 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  is 
an  oath  to  support  laws  enacted  in  ac- 
cordajice  with  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States.  There  has  been  so  much 
discussion  of  the  Issue  presented  in  this 
form  Does  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  follow  the  flag  of  the 
United  States?'  that  It  was  thought  best 
not  to  invite  discussion  by  changing  the 
form  of  oath  from  that  which  had  orig- 
inally been  adopted  by  the  military  gov- 
ernment   when     the     commlasijn   came 

Personally  I  think  that  statement  of 
the  issue  la  exeocedlngly  mi«leadlgn. 
Fvery  peraon  who  comes  to  these 
Islands  accredited  as  an  officer  or  agent 
«f   the   United   States   government,   de- 


rives  his   authority   from   some   officer 
who  was  appointed  under  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States;   therefore.  It 
seems  to  me  that  to  say  that  the  con- 
stitution    has     no     operation     in  these 
islands  is  to  say  something  which  logi- 
cally cannot  be  sustained,  and  the  real 
question  is  not  whether  the  constitution 
extends    to     these     islands,     but     what 
clauses  of  the     constitution     affect  the 
government  of  them.     In  other  words, 
the  real  issue  is  whether  congress  or  the 
president,  acting    under    the    constitu- 
tion in  asserting  the  authority  of     the 
United    States   in    these    islands,    is    re- 
stricted  by  certain  limitations  In   that 
constitution,   which     certainly  apply  to 
the  action  of   the  president,   and   aPP'V 
to  the  action  of  congress  in  dealing  with 
the  state.  ^    , 

"Now  the  constitution  contains  a 
clause  which  re^julres  all  duties  on  im- 
ports to  be  uniform  throughout  the 
United  States.  The  supreme  court  has. 
in  a  recent  decLslon  news  of  which  came 
>e8terday,  decided  that  that  clause  of 
the  constitution  does  not  apply  to  gov- 
ernment created  by  congress  In  Porto 
Rico  and  these  islands.  The  statement 
that  the  constitution  is  in  operation  in 
the«e  islands,  may  thus  mean  one  thing 
to  one  penson  and  another  thing  to  an- 
other. Why,  threfore.  Introduce  Into  an 
oath  of  office  a  form  of  statement 
which  might  lead  to  misconstruction? 
Why  not  follow  the  old  form,  which 
serves  every  purpose?" 

STILLBOOMING  HANNA. 

Perry  Heath  Wants  Senator 
to  Be  President. 

Demver,  Col..  July  a4.-Perry  S.  Heath, 
of  Oh1->.  was  here  to  confer  with  Sena- 
tor Kearns,  of  Utah,  a«d  others  inter- 
ested in  Senator  Clark's  Salt  Lake-San 
Pedro  road,  said  In  an  interview :  "Why 
shouldn't  Senator  Hanna  rocolvo  the 
nomination?

INDIGNANT. 

Hospital     Ship    Episode 

Arouses  Wrath   of 

the  Donors. 

London,  July  24.— The  presentation, 
on  July  22,  of  a  medal  coniinemorative 
of  the  work  of  the  hospital  ship  Maine, 
to  Xing  Edward,  by  the  duchess  of 
Marlborough,  Mrs.  (ieorge  Cornwallls 
West.  Mrs,  Honolds  and  other  American 
women  of  the  Maine  committee,  and 
King  Edward's  reply  to  the  members 
of  the  committee.  In  which  he  thanked 
them  for  bringing  their  valuable  ser- 
vices to  a  culmination  by  presenting  the 
ship  to  the  British  government,  threat- 
ens to  i)ec(>nie  an  International  Incident. 

The  Atlantic  Transport  company  and 
the  friends  of  Bernard  N.  Baker,  presi- 
dent of  the  company,  are  generally  very- 
indignant.  C.  F.  Torrey.  managing  di- 
rector of  the  Atlantic  Transport  com- 
pany, today  expressed  himself  as  more 
than  surpri.'ed  to  sec  that  King  Edward 
had  been  misinformed  regarding  tlie 
actual  donor  of  the  Maine,  and  what 
surjH^sed  him  still  more  was  that  the 
ladles  accepted  the  thanks  of  the  king 
for  the  gift,  knowing  full  well  that  at 
no  time  had  they  owned  the  ship,  and 
that  President  Baker  alone  was  entitled 
to  any  thanks. 

Mr.  Torrey  said  Mr.  Baker  was  not 
even  Informed  of  the  Intention  to  pre- 
sent this  medal  to  the  king,  nor  up  to 
today  had  any  intimation  been  conveyed 
to  him  that  such  a  thing  had  occurred, 
nor  has  any  expression  of  regret  been 
made  that  this  understanding  occurred 
as  to  the  donor  of  the  vessel. 

"The  whole  transaction  is  on  a  par 
with  the  seizure  of  the  Maine's  flag  by 
Mrs.  George  Cornwallis  West."  said  Mr. 
Torrey,  "who  appropriated  the  emblem 
presented  by  the  late  queen  to  the  ves- 
sel. It  will  not  surprise  ua  if  this  flag 
is  now  presented,  with  equal  eclat,  to 
Queen  Alexandra.  Throughout  there 
has" been  an  utter  lack  of  appreciation  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  members  of  the 
Maine  committee  of  Mr.  Baker's  as- 
sistance, and  with  apparent  deliberation 
the  committee  has  taken  unto  itself  the 
regal  thanks  for  which  it  has  no  shadow 
of  a  claim."

day  previous  to  the  tragedy.  Mrs.  R.  L. 
Fosburg  had  returned  Saturday  from 
St.  Louis,  where  she  had  been  for  six 
weeks  on  account  of  the  illness  of  her 
father.  He  spoke  of  Miss  Sheldon  as  on 
a  visit  to  his  house,  having  been  there 
for  two  or  three  weeks. 

Mr.  Fosburg  proceeded  to  relate  the 
happenings  of  Sunday,  telling  how  they 
went  to  church,  haw  they  had  luncheon, 
how  they  sat  upon  the  porch  in  the 
afternoon  reading.  During  the  after- 
noon he  took  a  short  rest.  At  5  o'clock 
the  defendant  and  his  wife  went  for  a 
drive,  taking  Mrs.  Robert  L.  Fo.«burg  to 
the  works  and  returning  about  7  o'clock. 
After  supper  they  all  sat  upon  the 
porch  until  dark,  and  they  passed  into 
the  itjrlor. 

During  the  recital  of  this  Mr.  Fosburg 
trembled   and   there   were   tears   in   his 
eyes.      Continuing,  he  said  that  on  the 
first  night  of  Mrs.  Fosburg's  return  she 
first  slept  in  the  vacant  room.    .The  wit- 
ness slept  in  his  own  room.  He  detected 
an  odor  coming  from  the  sink  so  that  he 
did  not  sleep  there  the  next  night.  Wit- 
ness then  began  to  tell  of  the  shooting. 
He  said  he  was  awakenCTi  b^  ate  wife: 
that  he  asked  her  what  the  trouble  was. 
He    was    at    that    time    lying    upon    his 
right  side,  but  he  turned  to  his  left  and 
saw  what  appeared  to  be  a  light  mov- 
ing in  the  hallway.  He  raised  himself  on 
his  left  elbow  and  saw  two  men  walk- 
ing into  the  room  towards  his  bed,  one 
holding    a    revolver    In    his    hand    and 
pointing  It  toward  the  face  of  the  wit- 
ness.      Mr.  Fosburg  sprang  up,  shout- 
ing, and  got  his  feet  upon  the  fioor.  He 
struck   the  man  on   the   muscle  of  the 
arm  and  knocked  the  i^volver  out  of  his 
grasp.  Then  he  himself  was  struck  with 
a  sandbag  and  he  recalls  nothing  fur- 
ther till   he  got   up  and   went  to       the 
kitchen    bedroom,    where    he   saw    some 
one  standing   by   the  bedroom    window 
looking  out.  The  next  thing  he  remem- 
bers   that    he    heard    Beatrice   cry    "Oh, 
mamma,  look  at  May.  She  is  hurt."      He 
then  went   back  and  saw  his  daughter 
on  the  rtoor,  her  mother  by  her  side,  and 
James  leaning  over   her   head.    Robert, 
the  defendant,  came  into  the  room  and 
fell  down.  Beatrice  brought  some  water 
and  the  witness  threw  it  into  his  son's 
face.       The   witness   then   i-an   to       the 
front  window  and  cried  "Police — murder 
—help— we  want  help."       Mrs.      Plumb 
came  to  tho  window  of  her  house  to  in- 
quire If  anything  was   wrong.   He  told 
her  that  burglars  had  been  in  the  house 
and  had  shot  May.      He  then  ran  back 
to  Mrs.  Fosburg  and  to  where  May  was 
lying.  He  thought  that  he  went  to  the 
window  a  second  time  and  then  to  the 
first  floor,  where  he  saw  Lund  and  .='hep- 
ardson  coming.  Then  he  went  upstairs. 
He  did  not  know  that  he  was  hurt  until 
attention  was  called  to  his    left      eye. 
which  was  entirely  closed  and  the  side 
of  his  face,  which  was  black.  He  did  not 
say  anything  to  the   family  al>out   his 
wounds.  He  put  on  the  same  coat  that 
he    was    now    wearing    on    the    witness 
stand.  Beatrice  found  a  bat  in  his  room. 
Witness  was  shown  a  hat,   but  he  did 
not  think  it  wag  the  same  which  Beat- 
rice had  brought.  He  was  shown  a  re- 
volver, but  he  could  not  Identify  it.  He 
was  asked  If  he  ever  saw  the  hat  Beat- 
rice found  before  on  the  night  of      the 
shooting.  He  answered  no.  He  said  that 
after   he    dressed    he    went    downstairs 
with  his  wife«.       The  first  that  witness 
saw  of  Officers  Flynn  and  White  was  in 
the  kitchen  bedroom.       Flynn  had  dis- 
covered the  shoe  and  he  asked  witness 
and  the  defendant  if  it  belonged  to  any- 
body in  the  house.      The      shoe      was 
handed  to  Mr.  Fosburg.  He  said  that  he 
thought  it  was  the  same  shoe.  He  never 
had  seen  the  shoe  before  the  night   of 
the  shooting.    He  continued   by   saying 
that  the  third  time  he  saw  the  shoe  it 
was  wet  on  the  bottom  and  very  muddy. 
Asked  if  he  had  been  in  New  York  city 
July  6,   1900,   Mr.  Fosburg  said  he  was 
not.  but  was  in  Pittsfield.       He  said: 

"The  family  left  the  house  practically 
at  the  same  time  when  they  left  with 
the  funeral  for  the  cemetery.  Mrs. 
Fosburg  and  the  others  never  went 
back.  Esther,  who  was  not  subjected  to 
sudi  a  terrible  ordeal  as  the  rest,  went 
back  and  got  so*ne  of  her  things.  Sub- 
sequently the  family  went  to  the  hotel, 
where   they  remained  ever  since." 

On  the  subject  of  what  has  been  done 
to  detect  the  burglars.  Mr.  Fosburg 
spoke  of  employing  four  detectives.  He 
offered  a  reward  of  $1500  for  the  arrest 
of  the  men  and  that  offer  still  holds.  He 
remembered  that  the  city  also  offered 
a  reward. 

"Do  you  know  of  an  offer  of  a  reward 
through  Police  Chief  Nicholson?" 

"Yes,  he  was  aulhorlxed  to  print  clr- 
culafs.  etc." 
At  this  point  the  court  took  a  recess.

Conn.,  July  25.— From  a 
clear,  calm  and  warm  night  the  yachts- 
men of  the  New  York  Yacht  club  came 
on  deck  this  morning  to  find  a  complete 
change  in  the  weather  conditions,  and  a 
cold,  northeast  rain  storm  sweeping 
over  the  fleet  anrhorod  at  tJtxe  mouth  of 
the  Thames.  Soon  after  colors,  at  8 
o'clock,  however,  the  rain  ceatsed  alto- 
gether, but  dark  masses  of  clouds  still 
passed  overhead.

Th'»se  on  the  racing 
yachts  were  Jubilant  when,  an  hour  be- 
fore tbe  start,  the  wind  seemed  to  have 
Increased  considerably.

One  of  the  features  of  today's  session 
of  the  Minnesota  State  Bankers'  associa- 
tion was  an  address  by  Hon.  William  B.

The  first  witness  of  the  day  was  Miss 
Estelle  Chapin,  n  sister  of  Mrs.  Shepard- 
son,  whose  home  Is  near  that  of  the 
Fosburgs.  She  said  she  was  awakened 
on  the  night  of  the  tragedy  by  the  In- 
cessant ringing  of  the  door  bell,  and 
soon  she  heard  men's  voices  cryln??, 
"Murder — police — help." 

Her  sister  came  into  the  room  and  to- 
gether they  knelt  at  a  window  and  li.-t- 
ened.  They  heard  a  woman  say,  "She 
is  gone."  then  the  witness,  her  sister  and 
her  sister's  husband  went  to  the  Fos- 
burg house,  where  they  heard  what  had 
happened. 

On  cross-examination  witness  said 
that  she  had  never  spoken  to  any  of  the 
Fosburg  family  about  the  tragedy  since 
the  ni{^l  t  it  occurred. 

The  next  witness  called  was  Harrv  3. 
Plumb,  one  of  the  Fosburg  n^i.ghbors. 
His  testimony  vas  on  the  .«ume  imrs  as 
that  of  Miss  Chapin.  He  added  that  the 
first  time  he  saw  Mr.  Fosburg,  Sr.,  he 
had  on  night  shirt  and  trousers.  T>ie 
defendant  was  dressed.  Dr.  Paddock 
came  to  the  Fosburg  house  three-quar- 
ters of  an  hour  after  Dr.  Schofleld.  The 
witness  wa?  certain  that  he  noticed  the 
footprints,  which  seemed  to  be  those 
made  by  two  men  who  had  dropped 
down  from  the  piazza  roof. 

He  saw  additional  footprints  up  the 
road,  the  footprints  being  very  far 
apart.  On  cross-examination  witness 
.s,ud  he  had  introduced  Mr.  Chapman  lo 
Mr.  Fosburg.  Sr.,  and  he  heard  the  latter 
ask  Chapman  to  keep  outsiders  from  th- 
house.  Officer  White  appeared  about 
that  time  with  a  shoe  and  a  hat  In  his 
hand,  and  witness  asked  him  what  h- 
had  there.  Counsel  tried  to  bring  the 
witness  down  to  a  statement  that  he 
could  not  see  what  was  in  White's  hands, 
as  it  was  too  dark,  but  Mr.  Plumb  said 
that  his  question  was  the  result  of  curi- 
osity and  not  of  any  inability  to  see. 

Miss  Bertha  Sheldon,  the  young  wo- 
man, who  was  visiting  the  Fosburgs 
when  the  shooting  occurred,  then  went 
upon  the  stand.  She  said  in  substance 
that  Mr.  Fosburg,  Sr.,  had  invited  her 
to  visit  his  daughters,  l)ecause  Berk- 
shire air  might  do  her  good.  She  was 
not  at  all  well  and  she  Intended  to  go 
home  sooner,  but  Robert  L.  Fosburg 
wanted  her  to  see  his  wife,  so  she 
stayed.  On  the  night  of  the  shooting 
she  occupied  the  guest  chamber  leading 
from  May's  room.  The  witness  then 
proceeded  to  relate  the  happenings  of 
Sunday,  both  day  and  evening.  Sun-

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  enjov  the 
honorable  distinction  of  a?=soclatlon  In 
thl.^  Important  duty,  with  such  men  as 
ex-Senator  Edmunds.  ex-Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  Fairchlld.  Professor 
Laughlln  of  the  Chicago  university. 
Stuvvei^ant  Fish,  president  of  the  Illi- 
nois Central  railroad,  and  other  gentle- 
men of  conspicuous  prominence  In  the 
localities  from  which  they  were  chosen. 
The  meetings  of  the  commission  were 
held  In  the  city  of  Washington,  and 
after  v.-eeks  of  the  most  serious  consid- 
eration of  the  questions  submitted  to 
them,  their  report  was  made  to  a  sec- 
ond meetlcg  of  the  convention,  held 
about  a  year  later.  In  Indianapolis, 
wblch  was  attended  by  even  a  larger 
number  of  delegates,  and  of  the  eame 
sterling  character  as  the  first.

While  Fletcher 
was  arranging  his  baggage  in  a  (Bat 
Armstead  staggered  from  the  toilet 
room  of  the  sleeper,  the  blood  stream- 
ing from  his  throat.  Poiiitln^  dra- 
matically at  Fletchei'  he  maped: 
"George.  I  did  this  to^save  you,  and 
fell  unconscious.  He  was  at  once  takeo 
to  the  hospital.  Fletcher  refuses  to  wtatf 
a  word,  even  declining  to  discloae  his 
own  identity  or  that  of  bis  companion.

Address  to  Bankers'  Asso' 
elation  By  Hon.  Will- 
iam B.  Dean. 


Whole   System   of    Gov- 
ernment   Financiering 
Should  Be  Revised. 


Urges    System    of    Note 
Circulation   to   Sup- 
plant Present  One. 


One  of  the  features  of  today's  session 
of  the  Minnesota  State  Bankers'  associa- 
tion was  an  address  by  Hon.  William  Q. 
Dean,  of  St.  Paul,  whose  .subject  was 
designated  as  "Asset  Currency  and  Na- 
tional Bank  Currency."  Mr.  Dean  spoke 
as  follows: 

An  invitation  to  speak  to  the  Minne- 
sota Bankers'  association  is  an  honor 
not  to  be  lightly  esteemed.  Its  value  is 
the  more  complimentary  when  a  lay- 
man enjoys  that  honor  and  is  asked  to 
offer  his  suggestions  upon  a  phrai^e  of 
the  banking  question,  when  his  views 
may  be  suspected  to  ije  at  variance  with 
those  held  by  most  of  the  members  of 
the  association. 

The  distinction  your  committee  of  in- 
vitation has  conferred  upon  me  iiiay 
po.-wibly  l)e  attributed  to  my  connection 
V.  ith  the  work  of  the  monetary  commis- 
sion of  the  IndlanapolTs  convention. 
May  1  speak  for  a  few  moments  of  this 
convention?  It  was  composed  of  dele- 
gates from  twenty-eight  states  and  ter- 
ritorie.^.  representing  in  its  composition 
the  vigorous  and  inte.ligent  men  in 
who«e  bonds  are  the  commercial  activi- 
ties of  i>ur  country.  For  years  the  busi- 
ness of  the  nation  has  been  ground  be- 
tween the  ur>per  and  nether  millstone  of 
the  gold  and  silver  question.

Testimony   In    the    Fosburg    Case    Goes    Far    to 

Sustain  the  Family's  Story  of  the 

Daughter's  Murder. 


Pittsfield.  Mass.,  July  23.— With  the 
govt  rnment  case  over  with  t.^e  ex<ep» 
tion  of  rebuttal  testimony,  which,  it  Is 
understood,  will  be  considerable.  an<l 
with  the  defense  case  well  started.  In 
fact  more  than  half  of  it  .i,'iven  to  the 
Jury,  the  sixth  day  In  the  trial  jf  Rob'  rt 
Stewart  Fosburg  on  the  ( h.irpc  of  man- 
slaughter, for  causing  the  death  of  his 
sister  May.  was  begun  today,  with  the 

Interest   In   the  ca.se  more  evident   than 
heretofore. 

The  first  wltne-ss  r,f  the  day  was  Miss 
Estelle  Chapin,  a  sister  of  Mrs.  .Shepard- 
S(  n,  whose  home  is  near  that  of  the 
Fosbuigs.  She  said  she  was  aw.ikened 
on  tlie  night  of  the  tragedy  by  the  in- 
cessant ringing  uf  the  door  bell,  and 
soon  she  huard  men's  voices  cryin.^, 
"Murder — police — help." 

Her  sister  came  Into  the  room  and  to- 
gether they  knelt  at  a  window  and  ll.~t- 
ened.  They  heard  a  woman  say,  "She 
Is  gone."  then  the  wltne.«s.  her  sister  an<l 
her  sister's  husband  went  to  the  Fos- 
burg h.>use,  where  they  heard  what  had 
happened. 

On  cros.«?-examination  witness  said 
that  she  had  never  Fi)oken  to  any  of  th»' 
Fi>sburg  family  about  the  tragedy  since 
the  nirl  t  it  oci-urred. 

The  next  witness  called  was  Harrv  ?. 
Plumb,  one  of  the  Fosburg  neighbors. 
His  testiinony  .\as  on  the  r-uire  iinrs  as 
that  of  Miss  Chapin.  He  added  that  the 
first  time  he  saw  Mr.  Fosburg,  Sr..  he 
had  on  night  shirt  and  trousers.  T'le 
defendant  was  dressed.  Dr.  Paddock 
came  to  the  Fosburg  house  three-quar- 
ters of  an  hour  after  Dr.  Schofleld.  The 
witness  wa.=  certain  that  he  noticed  the 
footprints,  which  seemed  to  be  those 
made  by  two  men  who  had  dropped 
down  fnm  the  piazza  roof. 

He  saw  additional  footprints  up  th«' 
road,  the  footprints  being  very  far 
apart.  On  cross-examination  witness 
said  he  had  Introduced  Mr.  Chapman  .o 
Mr.  Fosburg.  .'^r.,  and  he  heard  the  latter 
ask  Chapman  to  ket-p  outsiders  from  th- 
house.  Ollicer  White  appeared  ab^ut 
that  time  with  a  shoe  and  a  hat  In  hl> 
hand,  and  witness  asked  him  what  h- 
had  there.  Counsel  tried  to  bring  the 
witness  down  to  a  statement  that  he 
could  not  see  what  was  In  White's  hands, 
as  It  was  too  dark,  but  Mr.  Plumb  said 
that  his  question  was  the  result  of  curl- 
osllv  and  not  of  any  Inability  to  see. 

M"isB  Bertha  Sheldon,  the  young  wo- 
man, who  was  visiting  the  Fosburgs 
when  the  shooting  occurred,  then  weht 
upon  the  stand.  She  said  in  substance 
that  Mr.  Fosburg,  Sr.,  had  invited  her 
to  visit  his  daughters,  because  Berk- 
shire air  might  do  her  good.  She  was 
not  at  all  well  and  she  Intended  to  go 
home  sooner,  but  Robert  1*  Fosburg 
wanted  hei-  to  .see  his  wife,  so  she 
stayed.  On  the  night  of  the  .shooting 
she  occupi^*d  the  guest  chaml>er  leading 
from  May's  room.  The  witness  then 
proceeded  to  relate  the  happenings  of 
Sunday,  both  day  and  evwiing,  Sun- 
day night  May  sanff  "The  Holy  City," 


and  she  remembered  that  the  members 
wife.  She  called  Beatrice  to  her  and 
bade  one  another  good  night  as  was 
their  custom.  Shortly  after  midnight 
she  was  awakenefl  by  a  piercing  scream 
and  then  she  heard  a  pistol  shot.  She 
got  up.  opened  fne  door  and  asked 
what  was  the  matter.  She  saw  May 
upon  the  iloor  and  she  saw  young  Rob- 
ert Fosburg  near  his  room.  Also  she 
saw  Beatrice,  Mr.  Fosburg.  Sr..  and  his 
of  the  family  kisswl  one  another  a^nJ 
again  asked  what  had  happened.  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Hammond  objected  to 
the  witness  giving  the  words  "which 
Beatrice  spoke  to  her." 

The  court  retired  wifli  counsel  to  con- 
sider in  private  the  .'tdmissahliity  of 
this  evidence.  -Mr.  Joyner  said  before 
retiring  that  he  expected  to  show  that 
the  exclamation  i'y  Beatrice  was  in  the 
presence  of  the  defendant  and  the 
family. 

Judge  Stevens  announced  that  by 
agreement  of  the  counsel  the  question 
would  be  answend,  and  Miss  Sheldon 
said  that  Beatric  exclaimed  "Burglars 
have  entered  the  house  and  shot  May." 
The  witness  then  said  that  she  then  re- 
turned to  her  roonr*.  dressed  and  went 
down  stairs. 

The  admission  'f  what  Miss  Beatrice 
said  to  Miss  Sheldon  was  regarded  as  a 
victory  for  the  defense.  Continuing  her 
testimony.  Miss  ."-"heljon  said  that  she 
sat  up  the  rest  of  the  night  downstairs. 
She  went  away  in  the  forenoon  very 
much  excited  and  nervous.  She  knew 
she  would  be  In  the  wav  if  she  stayed. 
The  witness  desf  ribed  Tne  scene  in 
May's  room  at  some  lengt'n.  She  saw 
Mrs.  Robert  Stewart  Fosburg  bending' 
over  her  husband,  who  was  at  the  side 
of  May  cm  the  floor.      ;■ 

She  would  say  that  fiU  the  members 
of  the  Fosburg  family  were  very  much 
devoted  to  each  other. 

On  cr:>8S-examinatlon  by  Mr.  Crosby, 
Miss  Sheldon  said  that  sh.?  wont  to  her 
room  at  the  same  tlttie  as  Beatrice.  The 
d>jor  of  her  room  was  left  ajar,  but  the 
door  leading  Into  the  hall  was  closed. 
She  remembered  a  talk  at  her  home  in 
Providence  with  Col.  Whitney  and  Capt. 
Parker,  of  the  Providence  detectiv* 
force,  about  the  tragedy.  She  did  not 
ttate  to  Col.  Whitney  that  she  had  not 
heard  a  shot.  She  did,  say  to  him  that 
she  had  heard  a  shot  ind  that  she  had 
then  got  up  and  opened  the  door.  Col. 
Whitney  told  her  they  wanted  her  to 
testify,  but  she  said  sjie  did  nat  know 
anything  about  it.  ( 

"Did  you  see  any-  burglars  that 
night?" 

"No.    sir." 

In  redirect  examination  by  Mr.  Joyner, 
?Iiss  Sheldon  said-  that  she  told  Mr. 
Whitney  that  what  she  did  know  was 
very  little. 

Cross-examined  again  by  Mr.  Crosby, 
Miss  Sheldon  said  that  she  had  not  been 
in  Pittsfield  since  the  day  of  the  tragedy, 
nor  had  she  visited  the  Fosburg  house. 

This  concluded  Miss  Sheldon's  testi- 
mony. 

When  she  left  the  stand  all  of  the  Fos- 
burgs shook  hand«.with  her.

It,  v.as  my  good  fortune  to  enjov  the 
honorable  distinction  of  a-.=sociatlon  In 
thi.-  Important  duty,  with  such  men  as 
ex-Senator  Edmunds.  ex-Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  Fairchlld.  Professor 
I.au^hlln  of  the  Chicago  universitx, 
Stuyve.-ant  Fish,  president  of  the  Illl- 
not.s  Central  railroad,  and  other  gentle- 
men of  conspicuous  prominence  In  the 
localltle.s  from  which  they  were  chosen. 
The  meetings  of  the  commission  were 
held  In  the  city  of  Washington,  and 
after  v.-eeks  of  the  most  serious  consid- 
eration of  the  questions  submitted  to 
them,  their  report  was  made  to  a  sec- 
ond meeting  of  the  convention,  held 
about  a  year  later.  In  Indianapolis, 
wLifh  w-as  attended  by  even  a  larger 
number  of  delegates,  and  of  the  game 
sterling  character  as  the  first. 

The  report  of  the  commission  was 
unanimously  adopted  and  commended 
in  the  strongest  possible  term.s.  An  ex- 
tended report— a  volume  of  500  pages- 
prepared  at  Its  direction  by  Professor 
Laughlln.  of  the  Chicago  unlveisity, 
embodies  the  reasons  which  Infiuenced 
the  commlslon  In  reaching  Its  conclus- 
ions As  this  report  Is  now  being  used 
by  twenty  five  or  thirty  colleges,  among 
which  is  Tale  college,  as  a  text  book, 
the  value  of  the  services  of  the  mone- 
tarv  commission  and  the  correctness  of 
the  conclusions  presented  In  Its  report, 
may  be  estimated.

"Washington,  July  25.  •••  he  board  of 
Inquiry,  which  Is  to  investigate  the  con- 
troversal  points  in  connection  with  Ad- 
miral Schley's  conduct  during  the  Span- 
ish war,  win  bo  composed  of  Admiral 
Dewey,  president  of  the  court  and  Rear 
Admirals  Lewis  A.  Kimberly  and  An- 
drew E.  K.  Benham.  The  court  will 
meet  at  the  navy  department  in  Wash- 
ington Sept.  12.  Secretary  Long  an- 
nounced these  facts  today.  The  Judge 
advocate  of  the  court  has  not  yet  been 
selected,  and  the  precept  to  the  court, 
•which  Is  being  prepared  by  Capt.  Lemly, 
Judge  advocate  general,  has  not  yet 
been  completed.  The  scope  of  the  In- 
quiry will  not  be  known  until  the  pre- 
cept and  order  for  the  convening  of  the 
court  are  Issued.  It  Is  expected  that  they 
will  be  promulgated  by  the  department 
tomoi-iow.  Secretary  Long  says,  how- 
ever, that  the  proceedings  of  the  court 
will  be  open  and  that  the  widest  lati- 
tude will  be  permitted  in  the  matter  of 


witnesses,  and  that  Rear  Admiral 
Schley  will  be  allowed  'to  be  represented 
by  counsel. 

The  secretary  had  nothing  to  say  about 
the  composition  of  the  court,  except 
that  he  thought  It  spoke  for  Itself,  and 
to  express  the  hope  that  the  members 
chosen  would  be  satisfactory  to  all  con- 
cerned. He  pointed  out  that  none  of  tha 
ofl^cers  cho.sen  had,  so  far  as  he  knew, 
expressed  an  opinion  concerning  the 
Sampson-Schley  controversy,  and  it  was 
therefore  to  be  presumed  that  th-iy 
would  enter  upon  their  woik  in  an  lm-« 
partial  and  unprejudiced  spirit.

A  BUNGLE  AND  BLUNDER 

War  Correspondents  In  South  Africa  Have  United 

In  a  Belated   Revolt  Against  the 

Military   Censorship. 


New  York,  July  25.— The  war  corre- 
spondents in  South  Africa  have  united 
in  a  belated  revolt  against  the  military 
censorship,  says  the  L<indon  correspon- 
dent of  the  TiiVnine.  Bennett  Burleigh, 
a  veteran  of  many  campaigns,  descrioes 
the  censorship  as  a  "bungle  and  a  blun- 
der," and  declares  the  sooner  the  whole 
matter  of  unofficial  correspondence  is 
put  on  a  definite  basis,  conformalile  to 
fiee  Institutions,  the  better  it  will  be  for 
everj'body.  Edgar  Wallace  asserts  that 
there  is  nothing  so  far  as  the  military 
jjositlon  is  concerned  to  Justify  the 
maintenance  of  censorship  and  that  it  is 
creating  a  bad  precedent,  since  the  only 
service  which  it  can  render  is  a  political 
one  savoring  "somewhat  of  Russia;  nay 
it  Is  Krugerlan." 

It  Is  not  easy  to  understand  what  are 
the  political  motives  for  the  suppression 
of  news  from  the  seat  of  war.  The  gov- 
ernment has  a  well  drilled,  obedient 
majorltv  in  tho  commons,  and  is  sup- 
ported by  the  great  masfi  of  opinion 
in   the   country.     There     is     no     revolt 


against  it  either  on  the  ministerial  side 
or  in  the  constituencies  where  by-elec- 
tions are  held.  The  opjwsition  is  fac- 
tion-rent and  demoralized  and  ciuiie  in- 
capable of  strenuous  resistance  to  gov- 
ernment policies,  and  the  pro-Boer  agi- 
tators have  made  no  impre-^lon  upon 
pubic  opinion.  There  is  no  aiteinate 
government  pos.^iiile  while  the  campaign 
remains  In  progress,  and  mlnipters  have 
no  conceivable  reason  for  dreading  pos- 
sible revelations  from  the  .«eat  of  war. 
Some  Incidents  which  have  been  sup- 
preissed  would  bear  heavily  against  the 
advocates  of  the  Dutch  case,  both  here 
and  on  the  continent.  The  Vlakfontein 
atrocities,  for  example.  If  fully  con- 
firmed In  detail,  would  tend  to  alienate 
the  sympathy  of  ineconcilable  radicals 
and  admiring  foreigners  for  the  Uoers. 
Ihe  fact  that  the  horrible  story  of  the 
shooting  of  the  wounded  has  been  sup- 
pressed for  over  ti  month,  and  left  to 
come  out  little  by  little  in  soldiers'  let- 
ters to  their  friends  at  home,  excites 
suapiciun  that  there  may  have  been 
drasti**  mea.sures  on  the  British  side  in 
effecting  the  clearance  of  various  dis- 
tricts and  in  establishing  concentratioa 
camps.  i 


STABBED  AND  GASHED 

Young  Man  Attempts  to  End   His  Life  In  a  Tragic 

Manner    In    Toilet     Room    of

Butte,  Mont.,  July  2.5.— A  young  man 
supposed  to  be  Henrj'  H.  Armstead,  of 
New  York,  stabbed  himeslf  In  the  re- 
gion of  the  heart  and  gashed  his  throat 
with  a  pocket  knife  in  the  toilet  room 
of  a  sleeping  car  on  the  southbound 
Oregon  Short  Line  express  at  the  depot 
here  this  morning,  and  is  now  in  a 
local  hospital  with  problematical 
chances  of  recovery.

Capt.  A.  H.  Reed,  president  of  the 
Duluth.  St.  Cloud.  Cxlencoe  &  Mankato 
railroad,  held  a  levee  this  morning  in 
the  rooms  of  the  Duluth  Improvement 
association  and  explained  his  plans  to 
a  large  number  of  people  who  came  in 
during  the  morning  to  hear  them.  He 
•was  assisted  in  his  explanations  by 
jnaps.  plats  and  surveys  and  by  the 
tables  and  figures  shown  in  the  pros- 
pectus of  the  road. 

According  to  Capt.  Ueed  the  scheme 
U  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  people 
•  of  the  section  of  the  state,  south  of  the 
Twin  Cities,  particularly  between  Al- 
bert Lea.  th-e  southern  terminus  of  the 
proposed  route,  and  Glencoe,  to  get  d^l- 
rect  rail  connection  with  Duluth.  The 
lower  part  of  the  route  taps  a  veritable 
Sarden  8i>ot  that  would  pour  in  grain 
and  other  farm  products  to  Duluth,  giv- 
ing the  city  an  immense  amount  of  new 
business.  There  is  no  north  and  south 
road  in  the  state  now,  though  one  has 
been  talked  of  and  detilred  for  years. 
The  only  way  these  cities  can  reach 
each  other  Is  through  the  Twin  Cities, 
Involving  a  roundabout  trip,  and  the 
only  way  they  can  reach  the  Duluth 
market  i.s  through  the  .«ame  Twin  Cities, 
which  have  sticky  hands  that  cling  to 
most  of  the  stuff  that  gets  there.

Mr.  Forgan  opened  his  address  with 
sevei-al  short  storied,  and  began  by  say- 
ing that  he  was  going  to  talk  of  the 
changes  that  had  taken  ylace  in  the 
banking  circles  of  this  country  during 
the  ten  years  that  he  had  been  in  llie 
banking  busine.ss, 

•The  year  lSIt3.  '  said  he,  "left  us  bat- 
tered and  hruistMl  from  the  great  panic. 
Enghleen  hundred  and  ninety-four  and 
'95  saw  us  recover  slowly  from  tho 
effects  of  it,  and  now  we  have  entered 
the  portals  of  tho  new  century  with 
brighter  prosi)ects  than  ever  before. 
The  year  1S90  closed  and  isai  oi>ened  in 
the  midst  of  an  Incipient  panic  caused 
by  the  failure  of  the  great  London 
banking  hou.se  of  Baring  Bnxs.  Tho 
Bank  of  I<'.nt,'land  rescued  them  from 
this  predicament,  so  that  the  panic 
never  gained  full  growth.  At  that  time 
we  were  almost  in  financial  infancy. 
Today  we  are  immense  creditors  of  that 
nation,  and  not  only  that,  but  we  are 
lenders  to  It.  Today  the  West  In  the 
United  States  is  financially  Independent 
of  the  East.  That  Is  one  arcompllsh- 
nient  of  ten  years  in  this  country. 

"The  years  1S91  and  lS*t2  were  good 
yoarti  for  business.  The  storm  gathered 
strength  to  break  in  lS9n3  over  the  busi- 
ness world  of  the  United  States.  For 
fourteen  years  the  country  had  been 
compelled  to  speculate  in  silver.  The 
treasury  had  been  compelled  to  pur- 
chase to  two  to  four  millions  of  silver 
every  month.  Later  an  Qit  was  passed 
forcing  them  to  purchase  even  more 
silver  bullion.  The  supporters  of  that 
act  it  Is  easy  to  see  were  endeavoring 
to  compel  the  United  States  to  get  a 
corner  on  silver.  But  unfortunately  for 
them  the  silver  production  of  the  coun- 
try increased  until  It  l>e(ame  impossible 
to  gain  the  ends  that  they  wished. 

"Before  the  panic  the  country  had 
$190,000,000  in  gold  In  the  treasury,  and 
afterward  the  amount  had  Increased  to 
barely  |,=>,n00.0OO.

settling  the  trouble,  but  It  was  th*  fear 
that  the  stiver  would  be  taken  In  the 
place  of  gold  that  did  the  work. 

"There  la  one  fact  that  I  was  graatly 
surprised  to  learn  and  that  Is  thai  In 
lft93.the  national  banks  of  the  country 
had  In  their  safes  more  money  than  In 
18»2.  Twenty-eight  ntlUlons  more  than 
the  panic  before. 

"Credit,  not  money,  disappeared  and 
only  the  gold  In  the  safes  was  what  you 
may  really  call  money  at  that  time. 
"Then  came  the  silver  question.  A  lot 
of  people  proposed  frs*  and  unlimited 
coinage  In  this  country.  Some  young 
lawyers  that  loved  any  side  of  an  argu- 
ment took  It  up  and  some  politicians 
we*u  In  until  there  were  a  great  many 
enlisted  In  the  cause  under  William 
Jennings  Bryan.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
they  were  perfectly  sincere  In  their 
statement,  but  It  certainly  looked  pecu- 
liar when  we  saw  In  congress  that  the 
representatives  and  the  senators  of  the 
states  who  had  large  outputs  of  silver 
supported  the  belief. 

"But  I  am  not  here  to  bore  you  with 
a  silver  speech.  Hoiwever.  the  silver 
question  was  at  the  foundation  of  a 
panic.  Look  at  the  regeneration  of 
the  country  since  we  got  rid  of  the  sil- 
ver bugaboo  .  The  bank  deposits  and 
the  railroad  showings  for  the  last  four 
years  are  much  greater  than  before.  In 
1893  the  United  States  Imported  more 
than  she  exported.  In  1897  we  exported 
more  than  we  impnrted.  in  1898  we 
trebled  the  amount  and  In  1899  we 
doubled  that.  All  of  the  gold  In 
Europe  would  not  be  sufficient  to  pay 
all  the  balances  that  are  due  us  for  the 
last    three   years." 

Mr.  Forgan  next  took  up  the  trusts. 
He  said  they  have  not  attracted  the  at- 
tention among  the  common  people  that 
they  would  be  supposed  to.  and  that 
public  attention  would  not  be  so  very 
strongly  directed  against  them  until  bad 
time  came  on.  whe«  very  likely  all  the 
woes  of  the  country  would  be  laid  at 
the  door  of  the  trusts.  He  believes  that 
trusts  are  here  to  stay  and  that  no  law 
ca  nbe  passed  that  will  make  It  a  crime 
for  men  to  combine  their  capital  and 
their  experience  to  control  the  output 
of  some  commodity.  Laws  ought  to  be 
made  and  passed  requiring  statements 
of  their  condition  to  be  made  public. 
This  would  be  a  gre^M  safeguard  to 
the  nation. 

"However,  trusts  are  not  altogether  bad 
when  you  look  at  them  In  the  tight  away 
and  a  good  deal  may  be  said  in  fftvor. 
One  of  the  a<H'anta^es  Is  kn  fbe  wide  ila- 
trlbution  of  ownership  over  the  country 
and  anjthe:  In  the  fact  that  there  s'^ems 
to  be  a  desire  amonjr  the  trust  magoates 
to  have  their  emplo>'€«  purchas-j  3to.>;<  in 
their  coiietrns.  If  the  employes  was  part 
owner  of  a  business  it  would  go  a  long 
way   towards   the   Ideal. 

"Th«n.  anythinir  that  make-*  money 
rapidly  Is  bound  to  stay.  The  conoenl ra- 
tion ^avo3  the  wasteful  and  useleas  ex- 
penditures of  over  competition,  and  at  v- 
thing  must  not  be  too  readily  roMd'?rr>n»'d 
that  win  save  do  this.  And  although  there 
may  be  some  in  the  world  that  mav  suf- 
fer tempcrnrlly  from  the  trusts  it  !s  the 
old  law  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest. 

"The  tiling  that  has  given  me  the  most 
pleasure  during  the  last  ten  ye.ars  !s  the 
adoption  of  the  gold  standard,  .and  al- 
thou,fh  It  h.as  Its  weakness  It  N.  I  think, 
the  be:«t   thing  for   the   country." 

RESOLUTION.S   ADOPTED. 
After  Mr.  Forgan  had  read  his  paner 
the  following  resolutions  were  submitted 
by  the  committee  on  resolutions: 

Resolved,  that  this  convention  as  a 
body  £uad  the  members  individually 
urge  upon  our  senators  and  members  In 
congress  the  urgent  necessity  of  com- 
pleting and  perfecting  the  work  of  es- 
tablishing In  this  country  a  sound, 
stable  and  certain  standard  of  value. 
That  It  be  fixed  that  all  may  know,  at 
home  and  abroad,  we  have  for  our 
standard  of  value  the  gold  dollar  with 
limited  coinage  of  silver,  but  entirely 
ample  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  people, 
'■and  uniform  paper  currency,  national 
i  In  Its  character,  all  to  have  the  guaran- 
tee of  our  nation  th.it  It  will  be  main- 
tained, under  all  circumstances,  on  a 
Xtarlty.  one  dollar  with  another,  and  all 
redeemable  In  gold,  with  such  ample 
provisions  In  law  as  will  make  any  fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  the  government  to 
fulfill  Its  pledge  an  Impossibility. 

Resolved,  further,  that  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  be  forwarded  to  each  mem- 
ber of  congress  and  every  board  of 
trade,  chamber  of  commerce  and  Jobbers' 
union   in  the  state. 

Resolved,  that  this  assoclatl:)n,  recog- 
nizing the  fact  that  banks  as  a  class  pay 
taxes  out  of  proportion  to  other  classes 
of  taxpayers,  respectfully  requests  the 
members  of  the  tax  commission  of  Min- 
nesota to  take  appropriate  steps  toward 
placing  banks  on  an  equitable  basis. 

Resolved,  that  the'  meinbei-s  of  this 
association  begin  a  campaign  of  educa- 
tion In  favor  of  the  negotiable  Instru- 
ment law  which  failed  to  pass  the  last 
legislature. 

Hesolvt»d,  that  a  committee  of  five  be 
Qpix)inted  by  the  president  to  report,  at 
the  next  convention,  upon  the  advisa 
bility  of  organizing  In  our  ae.sociatlon 
what  is  known  as  the  "Groop  System" 
of  banks. 

Resolved,  that  the  stability  of  govern- 
ment, the  wcllbelng  and  good  morals  of 
the  people,  and  respect  for  the  rights  of 
others,  demand  equitable  and  firm  exe- 
cution of  law,  and  the  infilction  of  pen- 
alty for  its  violation.  In  the  pande  of 
the  Youngers  we  believe  a  precedent 
has  been  established.  Injurious  to  the 
wellbeing  and  order  of  society,  and  one 
that  may  oau«e  attempted  repetition  by 
symi'athizers  and  criminal  admirers, 
and  we  deprecate  the  notoriety  given 
them. 

Resolved,  that  the  delegates  of  this 
as.sixlatlon  to  the  convention  of  the 
American  Bankers'  association  in  Mil- 
waukee take  a  decided  position  looking 
to  the  abolition  of  the  internal  revenue 
tax  on  bank  capital,  and  that  the  mem-

When  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
rejd  A.  D.  Stephens  moved  that  the  one 
referring  to  the  Youngers  be  cut  out. 
He  said  he  did  not  make  the  motion  be- 
cause of  any  sympathy  for  the  Youngers 
or  becau.=e  he  approved  their  release, 
but  he  thought  that  they  were  out  now 
and  no  good  could  come  of  the  resolu- 
tion.

It 
will  he  noticed  that  the  last  few  words 
of  the  resolutions  as  read  by  Mr. 
"Ward  were  cut  out  by  the  committee, 
they  probably  sounding  a  little  too 
harsh. 

The  president  and  secretary  were  au- 
thorized to  appoint  delegates  to  tho 
meeting  of  the  American  Bankers'  asso- 
ciation.

LEVY  IS 
' NEEDED 

Civic     Federation     May 

Appear  Before  the 

County  Board. 


Members    Think    Board 

Levied    One    Mill 

Too  Much. 


The  County  Officers  Say 
That    This  Is  Mis- 
apprehension. 


The  board  of  county  commissioners 
will  hold  a  special  adjourned  meeting 
tomorrow  for  the  purpose  of  Issuing  no- 
tices of  the  election  of  officers  for  the 
new  villages  of  Fall  Lake,  in  Moree 
township,  and  Chlsholm,  in  Stuntas 
township.  The  board  will  call  the  elec- 
tions and  fix  their  dates. 

So  far  as  the  slate  shows  there  is 
nothing  else  to  come  up  at  tomorrow's 
meeting,  but  It  is  possible  that  some  of 
the  commissioners  may  bring  up  some- 
thing d'slde  from  this. 

The  board  Is  threatened  with  a  visit 
from  a  committee  of  the  Civic  Federa- 
tion to  talk  over  the  tax  levy  recently 
made  by  the  board.  Some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  federation  have  conceived 
the  idea  that  the  Iwiard  levied  a  mill  too 
much,  and  the  committee  may  possibly 
come  up  to  talk  it  over. 

The  board  Included  in  Its  levy  a  mill 
to  make  up  the  ovt^rdraft  of  $44,000  in 
the  poor  fund,  and  it  also  levied  a  mill 
for  the  general  or  revenue  fund.  The 
mistake  of  the  members  of  the  federa- 
tion, according  to  the  county  officers, 
lies  In  their  suppo'^Uion  that  the  $44,000 
lacking  in  the  p.Dr  fund  was  simply 
borrowed  from  th'  general  fund.  Be- 
lieving thaf  they  ihoupht  it  fooll.«h  to 
levy  for  both  the  overdraft  and  the 
revenue  fund,  because  the  levy  for  the 
overdraft  wfiuld  make  the  revenue  fund 
right  without  any  further  levy.  This 
would  be  true  if  the  money  had  been 
borrowed  from  the  revenue  fund. 

But  it  his  no*  been  borrowed  from 
that  or  any  o^her  particular  fund.  It 
has  simply  been  lurried  on  the  treas- 
urer's books,  the  money  that  was  paid 
out  coming  from  the  cash  on  hand 
rather  than  from  any  fund.  It  might 
have  belonged  t<S  the  state,  or  it  might 
have  belonged  to  any  of  the  political 
subdivisions  for  which  the  county 
handles  mone.v.  ^i>  there  really  is  a  de- 
ficit that  m|^t  bf  made  up  bjf^^  levy. 

County  Auditor  Halden  is  very  anx- 
ious not  to  Tnake  the  levy,  however,  and 
he  Is  endeavoring,  to  get  the  consent  of 
Attorney  General  Pope  to  have  the 
treasurer  carry  it  over  for  another  year. 
It  has  already  been  carried  for  two 
years,  and  It  can  easily  be  done  for  an- 
other year.  Then  tiere  wlU  be  a  largely 
increased  assea»meiit  on  the  iron  mines, 
and  they  will  ^ar  a  Larger  proportion 
of  it  than  now,  «Mtd  the-elty  will-get  off 
with  less. 

The  action  of  the  treasurer  In  carrylnir 
this  overdraft  has  resulted  In  a  consid- 
erable saving  of  Interest.  Had  he  not 
paid  the  orders  when  presented,  and  car- 
ried the  shortage  along,  the  county 
would  have  been  paying  7  pe-  cent  in- 
terest on  the  deficiency  all  this  time.

MAYA  HOLY  CITY. 


Thomvs  H.  Laskell  is  probably  the  first 
and  only  American  who  bas  ever  viaju^U 
Cham  Santa  Cruz,  tho  holy  city  of  the 
Maya  Indians,  which  was  recently  cap- 
tured by  the  MexicaJi  troops  in  Vucatan 
and  is  now  occupied  by  the  army  of  Gen. 
Bravo,  says  an  Austin,  Texas,  dispaica 
to  the  New  York  Sun.  He  runs  n  big 
coftee  Plantation  in  Guatemala  and  ob- 
tained permission  from  the  Mexican  mili- 
tary authorities  to  go  to  the  front.  In  a 
letter  to  his  father  he  says: 

•While  the  Maya  Indians  are  good 
flghte:s  they  are  not  of  the  high  order  of 
Intelligence  that  I  had  expected  to  And 
them,  judging  from  the  accounts  of  the 
former  greatness  of  their  tribe.  There  is 
little  to  interest  one  in  Chan  Santa  t'ruz, 
which  the  Indians  had  guarded  from  the 
eyes  of  all  except  meml>er8  of  'heir  own 
tribe   for  these  many   long  years. 

"It  liad  been  reported  by  visionary 
archaeologists  that  at  Chan  Santa  Cruz 
would  be  found  many  evidences  of  arts 
which  had  been  lost  to  all  except  the 
Mayas.  No  such  discoveries  were  made, 
and"  all  traces  of  the  copper  and  :ron  for- 
ges which  were  said  to  exist  in  "he  holy 
city  were  obliterated  If  they  ever  aid  ex- 
ist, which  I  think  Is  doubtful.  There  Is 
little  evidence  to  l^  seen  m  Chan  Santa 
Cruz  of  the  former  high  civilization  of 
the  Mayas  and  1  am  Inclined  to  believe 
that  many  of  the  traditions  concerning 
this  tribe  are  unfounded. 

•The  town  of  Chan  Santa  Cruz  is  a 
dirty,  unsightly  little  hamlet  of  prooably 
1000  people.  Most  of  the  huts  In  the  place 
were  exidentlv  occupied  by  chiefs  or  men 
who  occupied  some  oflflciaf  position  in  the 
tribe.  There  are  not  a  half  dozen  stone 
buildings  in  the  town  and  the  sacnfldal 
temple,  which  was  reported  by  archae- 
ologists to  be  located  there,  does  not  ex- 
ist and  there  Is  no  evidence  that  it  tver 
did  exist.  .      ^  .^   „., 

•'The  most  substantial  stone  building 
in  the  town  Is  the  church,  and  it  is  fast 
falling  to  decay.  The  headquarte.-s  or 
barracks,  occupied  by  the  Maya  soldiers 
are  built  of  stone,  and  two  or  thrae  snail 
houses  are  also  built  of  the  same  ma- 
terial. The  other  buildings  are  small 
thatchad  huts.  The  town  shows  neglect, 
many  parts  of  It  being  overgrown  with 
weeds  and  shrubbery. 

"There  Is  no  furniture  to  be  seen  in  the 
houses  and  the  Inhabitants  must  have 
lived  In  the  simplest  kind  of  style.  In 
place  of  beds,  hamimcM^ks  made  of 
branches  of  trees  were  used  for  sleeping 
places.  Surrounding  each  house  .ind  hut 
Is  a  fvmall  Inclosure.  which  was  us'id  as 
private  burial  ground  by  the  family  oc- 
cupying the  house.  When  the  assault  on 
the  town  was  made  by  the  ^rover.nment 
troops  the  twdles  of  the  dead  were  dis- 
interred and  removed  to  placee  of  .'afety 
by  the  Indians. 

"So  far  aa  I  was  able  to  discover,  there 


Is  nothing  whatever  to  be  seen  at  Chun 
Santa  Ciuz  to  interest  those  who  are 
seeking  knowledge  concerning  xXa  early 
history  of  the  Mayas.  If  there  wore  any 
records  bearing  on  the  subject  at  Chan 
Santa  Cruz  they  were  canMed  olT  by  the 
Indians   when  they   evaciuated   the  town. 

"The  Mayas  are  not  the  igriculturil 
people  that  they  have  been  pictured.  Al- 
though the  country  around  Chan  Santa 
Cruz  is  capable  of  producing  abundant 
crops  of  a'l  kinds  of  tropical  ijroduots  it 
has  been  cultivated  but  very  little.  Tnero 
are  occasional  patches  of  ground  which 
have  been  planted  in  corn,  but  otherwise 
there  is  no  Indication  that  any  eft  )rt  has 
ever  been  made  by  the  Indians  to  culti- 
vate the  soil.  Orange  trees  grow  wild  in 
great  profusion  and  produce  an  abundauoa 
of  frulu 

"I  .am  surprised  from  what  I  saw  dur- 
ing my  visit  to  the  so-called  holy  oily  that 
the  government  troops  have  not  been  able 
to  conquer  the  Indians  long  before  this. 
The  greatest  obstacle  met  with  bv  the 
g-overnment  forces  has  l)een  the  heavy 
forests  of  timber  and  thick  undergroA-th 
which  cover  the  country  and  through 
which  troops;  cannot  move  until  a  w.iy  iiaa 
be^^-n  cleared.  The  Indians  .ire  now  cor- 
nered, and  unless  they  take  refuge  across 
the  'jorde.-  in  British  Honduris,  they  *iU 
all  be  capturc-d  in  the  course  of  a  few 
weeks."

Taking  Them  Into  Court, 

Where  They  Pay 

Fines. 


Work    Is    Not    Finished 

Yet    By    Any 

Means. 


One  of  the  largest  and  most  successful 
campaigns  against  "blind  pigs"  ever 
conducted  in  St.  L.DUis  county  Is  now  on 
under  the  direction  of  County  Attorney 
McClintock. 

It  is  costing  the  illegal  liquor  sellers 
much  sorrow  and  considerable  money, 
but  it  is  bringing  a  great  deal  of  revenue 
Into  the  treasury  of  the  municipal  court. 

For  the  iiast  week  or  more  the  "blind 
piggers"  have  been  coming  In  and  pay- 
ing their  fines,  and  still  they  come  and 
still  they  pay.  A  glance  at  the  court 
record  might  possibly  lead  to  the  con- 
clusion that  about  half  the  population 
of  Chlsholnn.  the  newJy  organized  vil- 
lage near  Hlbbing,  is  engaged  In  thf 
Illegal  litjuor  business.  Such,  however. 
Is  not  the  case,  though  a  majority  of  the 
"blind  piggers"  hail  from  that  sectit)n. 

The  Chisholm  raids  have  been  very 
successful,  the  liqunr  men  owning  up  to 
the  charges  and  paying  their  fines  and 
sosts  like  persons  with  ready  money 
and  backed  l)y  a  Duluth  brewery. 

In  this  village  the  liquor  dealers  claim 
that  they  were  not  just  exactly  operat- 
ing "blind  pips,"  but  tnny  did  not  wish 
to  take  out  a  liquor  license  until  the 
tillage  ph'>uld  be  organized.  Before  the 
organization  the  license  money  would 
have  gone  Into  the  county  treasury,  but 
now  It  will  go  Into  the  village  treasury. 

However,  the  saloon  keepers  of  the 
town  of  Buhl  rang  In  a  similar  plea  af 
loyalty  when  there  was  talk  of  that 
vilkige  organizing,  and  as  a  result  the 
saloon  men  were  allowed  to  run  for  over 
a  vear  with)ut  taking  out  licenses. 

When  Mr.  McClintock  went  into  office 
he  Infjniitd  the  Buhl  liquor  men  that 
they  would  either  have  to  take  out 
llcenst-s  or  be  pulled,  and  that  had  a 
salutary  effe;t.  They  organized  the 
village. 

In  regard  to  the  new  village  of  Chls- 
holm,  Mr.  McClintock  gave  the  saloon 
men  plenty  of  time  to  take  out  licenses, 
but  they  didn't  take  the  warning. 

The  customary  fine  for  the  first 
offense  is  $-'.t  and  costs,  the  latter  aver- 
aging $12.50.  This  morning,  however,  J. 
P.  Pomroy,  wiio  has  been  selling  un- 
licensed liquc»r  near  the  Clarke  mine, 
was  fined  $50  and  costs.  It  being  the  sec- 
ond (iffen.«»e.  John  Palcher,  another 
Chi-shoim  man,  was  given  the  custom- 
ary fine  last  evening. 

Mr.  McCllntock's  campaign  Is  not  con- 
fined to  any  one  spot  in  th<'  ounty, 
though  so  far  it  has  centered  In  one 
place.  It  Is  claimed  th;»t  It  will  Involve 
a  number  of  prominent  citizens  living 
near  the  city  before  It  Is  over.

CASE  OF  MARtTn. 

Peculiarities  of  the  Paymast- 
er's Department. 

The  navel  general  court-martial  ordered 
upon  Paymaster  John  R.  Martin,  at  the 
Philadelphia  navy  yard,  to  viewed  by  the 
great  majorltv  oi  naval  vflicers  stationed 
here  as  a  most  extraordlivary  and  unpre- 
cedented action,  on  account  of  the  singu- 
lar nature  of  the  offenses  charged,  wn.es 
the  Washington  col-respondent  of  th^ 
Brmiklyn  Eagle.  Paymaster  Martin  is  at 
present  attached  to  the  receiving  ship 
Richmond,  stationed  at  Philadelphia,  anu 
is  a  veteran  of  twenty-three  years  serv- 
ice havliiK  been  apiiolnteil  In  18. K,  from 
Pennsvivania.  He  4ft  a-  Dewey  veteran 
having  served  on  the  Boston  In  the  fighl 
at  Manr.a  bay,  and  his  l;*putatlon  In  the 
service  Is  very  high  both  as  an  offlcial 
and  shipmate.  Thlajs  the  first  tlm^  tha. 
he  has  ever  been  M  trouble.  "The  pa>- 
master  Is  charged  jvith  a  yiolailon  of 
naval  law  which  officers  of  all  grades  are 
unanimous  in  saying  has  been  considered 
at  all  times  for  the  past  fifty  y^ars  more 
or  leFS  a  dead  lettef.  The  law  rferred  to 
provides  that  It  Is  unlawful  for  a  navy 
pav  officer  to  advan<;e  or  loan  any  money, 
either  public  or  private,  to  any  person  In 
the  naval  servVe.  •  That  a  pavma.'^ter 
could  not  come  to  the  assistance  of  an  im- 
pecunious naval  ehum  with  h^'P.'rom  hia 
private  purse.  If  he  felt  so  inclined,  has 
alwavs  been  reparded  as  absurd  and  an 
infringement    of   a    consttturlonal    right 

It  has  been  totally  ignored,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  and  no  paymasier  has  as  yet 
got  in  trouble  for  violating  it.  But  the  un- 
authorized advancement  o^^Kovernnj^nt 
monev  is  another  feature  of  the  law  which 
has  alwavs  been  respected  and  falthiun> 
lived  UP  to.  AS  a  rule  a  naval  Paymaster 
Is  the  most  careful  of  disbursing  officials. 
Everv  dollar  of  public  money  appropriat- 
ed for  the  navv  pa8se<«  through  the  hands 
of  the  naval  pay  corps,  and  there  has  not 
been.  In  the  past  forty  years,  a  half  dozen 
Instances  of  pecuniary  shortage.  Every 
secretary  of  the  navv  from  Gideon  A\  elles 
down  to  the  present  Incumbent  has  offl- 
clallv  praised  the  naval  paymasters'  corps 
for  Its  abllltv  and  Integrity.  And  It  is  dis- 
tinctly stated  and  given  out  nt  the  navy 
department  that  in  the  case  of  Paymaster 
Martin  there   U  no   suspicion   or   charge 


of  fraud  or  dishonesty,  inasmuch  as  the 
amounts  alleged  jo  be  advanced  by  him 
are  simply  over-payments  in  two  or  three 
instances   of  salary   accounts. 

Two  of  the  items  charged  as  ui.%wful 
advancement  are  for  J2  each  In  amount, 
the  other  sums  specified,  three  in  number, 
being  less  than  a  month's  salary.  Navy 
men  say  that  U  has  long  been  a  custom 
of  the  servile  for  the  paymaster  to  pay 
salaries  a  day  or  iwo  ahead  of  time  w  hen 
the  last  day  of  the  month  comes  pn  a 
Sunday  or  holiday;  as,  for  Instance,  the 
presen't  month  of  June  ends  on  Sunday, 
June  30,  and  officers  expect  their  pay  Sat- 
urdav,  June  Zt.  and  will  consider  it  an 
Inconvenience  If  obliged  to  wait  until 
Mondav,  Julv  1.  At  Christmas  time,  or 
at  Thanksgiving,  It  has  been  customary  to 
pav  up  in  full  a  few  days  ahead  of  time, 
and  In  the  case  of  an  officer  going  away 
In  the  summer  on  a  month's  vacation,  he 
generallv  Jries  to  draw  his  pay  a  day  or 
two  ahead  of  the  end  of  the  month,  as 
an  accommodation.  Instances  without 
number  could  be  given  when  advances  of 
this  character  have  been  made  in  the 
navv  for  years  and  years  past,  without 
Injury  or  detriment  to  the  government  or 
the  paymaster. 

All  paymasters  are  under  heavy  pen- 
alty bonds,  and  the  government  Is  wei 
protected  from  defalcation  or  error.  Some 
years  ago  it  was  considered  advisable, 
but  principally  to  make  a  soft  assign- 
ment, to  have  a  pay  officer  detailed  to  go 
aniund  the  country  and  inspect  each 
tiuarter  the  cash  accounts  of  paymasters 
stationed  at  different  points,  and  at  pres- 
ent this  desirable  and  lucrative  post  Is 
tilled  bv  Paymasier  Crosby,  who.  It  is 
said,  has  been  the  means  of  bringing 
these  charges  against  Paymaster  Mar- 
tin. There  is  also  a  legal  bureau,  presid- 
ed over  bv  a  naval  captain  at  the  navy 
department,  and,  as  the  chance  to  couri 
martial  a  brother  officer  Is  one  seldom 
missed.  Secretary  Ix)ng  has  been  persuad- 
ed to  direct  a  court-martial  Instead  of  a 
letter  of  admt)nltlon,  as  veteran  officers 
sav  others  of  Mr.  Long's  predecessors 
would  have  done  under  similar  circum- 
stances. Said  a  prominent  navy  man  to 
the  Eagle  correspondent: 

•'The  next  thing  they  will  be  court- 
martialinK  us  for  will  be  for  taking  a 
drink  of  old  Kentucky  on  shipboard.  The 
law  of  W62  forbids  distilled  liquors  on 
board  a  man-o'-war,  but  1  would  like  to 
see  a  detail  of  officers  of  sufficient  number 
to  comprise  a  general  court-martial  who 
haven't  violated  the  law  since  they  struck 
the  ward  room."    .         ^  ^       ,,     .• 

The  charges  asainst  Paymaster  Martin 
are  looked  at  by  the  navy  in  much  the 
same  light  and  there  Is  scarcely,  it  Is  said, 
an  officer  of  the  navy  who  has  not  at  some 
time  drawn  a  portion  of  his  monthly  sal- 
arv  a  few  days  ahead.  The  charges  are 
regrettable,  for  paymasters  will,  no  doubt, 
hereafter  close  down  on  all  aecommoda- 
tion  which.  It  might  as  well  be  explained. 
Is  not  unusual  throughout  the  entire  gov- 
ernment service,  and  the  inconvenience 
and  annoyance  It  will  caupe  officers  and 
their  families,  to  say  nothing  of  civil  em- 
ploves,  will  be  very  great.  The  ouicome 
of  "Pavmaster  Martin's  trial  will  be 
awaited  with  much  interest,  for  he  seems 
to  have  the  well  wishes  and  sympathy  or 
the   service   generally.

STRAIGHT  HOME. 
One  of  our  commonest  and  most  in- 
teresting insects  is  the  thread-waisted 
wasp,  which  builds  the  mud  nests 
which  are  so  numerous  in  old  out- 
buildings. The  children  .  usually  call 
these  insects  "mud  daubers."  It  is  in- 
tensely Interesting  to  watch  these  light, 
slender-bodied  wasps  busy  w'lth  their 
masonry,  says  the  Louisville  Evening 
Post.  The  mud  of  which  their  nests  is 
composed  is  often  carried  for  some  dis- 
tance, as  it  is  essential  for  them  to  use 
good,  stiff  clay.  At  the  edge  of  some 
pond  or  stream  you  may  see  these  in- 
sects running  about,  continually 
twitching  their  glossy  wings,  their 
black  backs  showing  a  fine  steel  blue  in 
the  strong  summer  sunlight.  Some  of 
them  are  nearly  standing  on  their 
heads  as  they  roll  sticky  little  balls  out 
of  the  stiff  mud  with  their  heavy  jaws. 
With  this  heavy  load  of  mud  they  rise 
slowlv,  and  having  gained  some  height 
they  get  their  bearings  and  fly  in  a 
straight  line  to  their  nest.  In  this 
they  resemble  the  bees;  indeed,  all  the 
wasps  and  bees  to  have  a  wonderful 
faculty  for  flying  directly  home  from 
any   point.       The   expression,    "making 


a  bee  line,"  is  derived  from  this  habit  <A 
the  bees  and  their  close  kindred. 

When  the  wasp  has  gained  the  p]ao« 
it  has  selected  for  a  building  site  she 
puts  the  tiny  ball  of  mud  against  the 
wall  of  the  building  and  rubs  It  tight 
by  moving  her  head  from  side  to  side 
very  rapidly.  When  doing  this  the  in- 
sect makes  a  low,  rapid  buzzing  sound. 
This  operation  is  probably  performed 
to  insure  the  proper  texture  for  the 
mud,  Just  as  we  work  the  clay  with  a 
big  wheel  when  making  brick.  The 
outer  surface  of  the  nest  shows  a 
series  of  rings  with  sharply  defined 
lines  between  most  of  them,  but  the 
interior  Is  always  extremely  smooth 
and  almost  a  perfect  cylinder.  While 
building  her  nest  the  insect  is  very 
careful  and  continually  runs  in  and  out 
of  the  tiny  cylinder,  examining  it  min- 
utely with  her  "feelers."  If  a  rough 
place  is  felt  on  the  inger  surface  she 
carefully  smooths  it  out  and  rubs  it 
smooth.  When  the  cylinder  is  finished 
the  wasp  goes  hunting  for  spiders.

KnoxvlUe.  Tenn..  July  25.— What  ap- 
pears to  be  a  foul  murder  was  brought 
to  light  Sunday  by  the  finding  of  the 
mutilated  bodies  of  Wheeler  and  My- 
natt  Hatmaker,  aged  11  and  14,  In  a 
mill  pond,  ten  miles  south  of  Jacks- 
boro,  Tenn.,  near  the  Kenteky  line.  The 
boya  bad  been  missing  since  Saturday 
afternoon,  when  they  left  the  home  of 
their  father.  George  Hatmaker,  to  go 
fishing.  They  did  not  return  by  bed- 
time Saturday  night,  and  fears  were  en- 
tertained that  they  had  been  drowned. 
Early  Sunday  morning  searching 
parties  were  .»fganized.  but  not  until 
Sunday  afternoon  were  the  bodies 
found. 

Mynatt,  the  younger,  had  been  hor- 
ribly beaten  about  the  face  and  head, 
and  his  throat  was  cut  from  ear  to  ear. 
The  body  of  Wheeler  also  showed  evi- 
dence of  foul  play.  Hlb  mouth  was 
bruised  as  though  he  had  been  struck 
with  a  heavy  instrument,  and  there 
were  other  bruises  over  his  face  and 
body. 

A  coroner's  jury  was  summoned.  The 
Impression  prevailed  that  a  young  man 
named  Silas  McNeil  was  Instrumental 
in  causing  their  death.  He  was  the  ladt 
person  seen  with  them  on  Saturday, 
dnd  by  some  Is  said  to  have  borne  a 
grudge  against  the  Hatmaker  family, 
because  Ed  Hatmaker.  an  elder  brother, 
had  whii>ped  him  at  school  several 
years  since. 

McNeil  and  a  youth  named  William 
Bo.«hear8  were  among  the  witnesses  ex- 
amined at  the  inquest.  Boshears  testl- 
tled  having  gone  with  McNeil  to  the 
place  where  the  Hatmaker  boys  had 
been  fishing,  so  that  McNeil  could  get 
his  coat,  left  there  earlier  Saturday, 
when  McNeil  had  stopped  to  talk  with 
the  Hatmaker  Ix.ys.  The  coat  was  found 
near  the  bank.  McNeil  also  teetlfled  to 
meeting  the  boys,  but  denied  having  A 
quarrel  or  light  with  them. 

A  verdict  of  de^ith  at  the  hands  of  un- 
known parties  was  returned.  Mean- 
timo  wanants  were  sworn  out  for  the 
arrest  of  McNeil  l>y  George  Hatmaker, 
father  of  the  dead  boys,  but  he  left  for 
the  mountains  Immediately  upon  hear- 
ing the  coroner's  verdict.  OfUcers  have 
gone  after  him.  Excitement  is  running 
high,  and  threats  of  lynching  are  being 
made.  Hoshears  has  not  lieen  arr&Jted. 
though  he  Is  Ijelieved  to  be  implicated 
or  to  know  so^mething  of  the  tragedy. 
The  Hatmaker  family  Is  one  of  the  most 
piomincnt  in  this  section.

Stouchburg,  Pa.,  July  26.— District 
Attorney  Rothermel,  of  Berks  county, 
and  County  Detective  Daniel  J.  Mc- 
Dermott  are  looking  for  a  woman  with 
light  hair,  who  may  know  something 
aljout  the  murder  of  John  Edwards, 
whose  mutilated  body  was  found  at  the 
bottom  of  a  cistern  in  the  small  garden 
surrounding  his  house,  early  yesterday 
morning. 

That  a  murder  has  been  perpetrated 
In  the  quiet  spot,  half  a  mile  frojn  the 
village  of  Stouchburg,  was  demon- 
strated beyond  a  doubt  today  by  the  au- 
topsy performed  by  Dr,  Schlemna,  and 
through  the  discoveries  of  the  county 
detective.

At  6  o'clock  he  roturned  to  his  home  and 
ate  his  supper,  and  then  asked  M'hat 
had  become  of  a  kt.<g  of  beer  which  he 
had  ordered  from  Lebanon,  and  for 
which  he  had  sp^nt  his  last  cent. 

Mrs.  Edwa'rds  told  him  that  the  tieer 
had  arrived  during  the  afternoon,  and 
that  she  had  placed  it  in  the  spring 
house.  At  the  same  time  she  chided 
him  for  buying  it  when  so  many  other 
things  were  needeil  The  man  said  he 
•wanted  to  spend  th>  Fourth  In  a  proper 
manner.  Immedlat'  ly  after  supper  the 
entire  family,  consisting  of  the  father, 
mother  and  five  children,  went  out  to 
the  spring  hyiuse.  where  the  beer  was 
broached,  and  considerable  inroad  was 
made  upon  its  cont.-nts. 

Edwards  drank  .-^Ix  glasses,  and  the 
wife  about  as  much.  Then  the  woman 
suggested  that  they  retire,  as  they  were 
all  tired.  But  E<I wards  was  contrary, 
and  declare^  that  It  was  too  hot  to 
go  to  bed.  He  preferred  the  porch  in 
front  of  the  house.  After  gome  argument 
his  wife  went  up  into  the  half-story 
over  the  living  roonis,  taking  her  child- 
ren with  her. 

Mrs.  Edwards  f:  ys  that  she  came 
downstairs  about  1"  o'clock  and  again 
urged  her  huslmnd  to  go  ta  bed,  i>ut 
ho  again  refused  to  move,  anfl  f»he  le-ft 
him.  never  to  see  him  alive  again,  for 
when  the  mother  and  daughter  came 
down  at  4:30  he  was  not  in  sight,  and 
was  discovered  a  few  minutes  later 
lying  at  the  bottom  of  an  o'd  cistern 
in  the  yard  about  ten  feet  frim  the 
kitchen  window. 

The  body  was  found  by  Mary  the  15- 
year-old  daughter.  whJ  notlfl.^d  her 
mother  and  then  ran  to  seek  the  aid  of 
neighbors.  Within  a  few  minutes  John 
Waner  and  Ch.^rles  Schadler  arrived, 
and  with  much  diffloulty  extricatei  the 
body  of  the  murdered  man.  Edwards 
had  evidently  been  dead  five  or  six 
hours.  His  head  was  hacked  in  a  shock- 
ing manner  with  a  heavy  dagger  or  a 
narrow-bladed  hatchet,  the  blows  pene- 
trating the  brain  in  sev-eral  plic*'^.  The 
hands  and  wrists  o:  th*  v?riim  were 
scratched,  and  In  the  rlgnt  hand,  tishtly 
clutched,  was  a  whi.sp  of  long,  light 
hair. 

Coroner    Moyer   at   once   summoned    a 
jury  of  six  men,  and  without  awaiting 
the    flni^lng   of   the   autopsy    or    the    in- 
vestigations   of    the     1<»gal     authorities, 
held  the  inquest,  the  six  men  promptly 
returning  a  verdict  that  John  Edwards 
came  to  his  death  at  the  hands  of  some 
person  or  persons  unknown.

Business  Is  Showing  a  Very 
Healthy  Growth. 

The  ninth  annual  report  >f  the  Du- 
luth  Union  Depot  company  for  the  year 
ending  June  ?0  is  an  indication  of  the 
growth  of  the  passenger  busine.ss  at 
tills  point.  Sales  of  tickets  amounted 
to  about  $;i00.000.  an  increase  of  100  per 
cent  over  five  years  agj.  The  depot 
handled  9861  trains  during  the  year,  an 
average  of  27  per  day.  and  132. yS7  pieces 
<if  baggage  were  handled,  which  is  a 
large  Increase  over  any  preceding  year. 
The  number  of  trains  is  not  so  large  as 
It  used  to  be,  hut  that  w.>.s  when  there 
were  .'ihort  line  trains  running  on  .lev- 
eial  lines,  and  there  are  none  of  them 
running  now.  The  company  expendei 
$;5>;.t)72.21  in  cleaning  16.225  day  coaches. 
2><;i5  sleeping  cars  and  H14  pailor  cars. 
The  (■  iinpany'a  property  is  valued  at 
$61l».S06.

SOUTH  DAKOTA  CROP. 


Report    For     Week     Ending 
Monday  Last. 

The  crop  rcp'»ri  lor  ihe  state  of  South 
Dakota  for  the  week  ending  Monday  last 
Is  of  especial  interest  in  view  of  the  re- 
ports of  damage  lo  grain  that  liave  been 
coming  from  that  state.  It  Is  as  follows: 

'•The  lemperature  durlw^g  ITit:  week  aver- 
aged considerably  above  the  normal,  wiiii 
the  early  part  comparatively  cool  nights, 
not  excessively  hot  days,  and  fair  to  good 
rain»  over  limited  areas  in  the  eastern, 
and  heavy  in  the  extreme  western  portions 
of  ihe  state.  The  latter  part  of  the  week 
was  dry,  very  warm,  and  where  there  had 
been   no  rain   the   drouth   elTect  increased. 

"Barley  and  spring  rye  harvest  is  lar 
advanced  toward  comtdetion;  early  oat 
harvest  is  far  advanced,  and  wheat  and 
late  oat  harvest  is  in  progress,  with,  fa- 
vorable Conditions  for  securing  :he  grain. 
The  prospecjive  yield  and  quality  v(  wheat 
and  oats.  «speelaliy  the  late.  <t.nd  also  late 
barley,  has  lieen  still  further  reduced  b.v-  j 
premature  ripening,  shrinkage  cf  berry  and  ! 
olighttng  of  grain  passing  trom  thu  niilk  to 
the  dough  siage.  The  iiamage  In  the  up- 
per Missouri  valley  counties  is.  very  seri- 
ous. 

"Corn  has  withstood  the  drouth  much 
better  than  expected,  due  no  uoul)t  to  the 
conserved  soil  moisture  from  tht  heavy 
June  rains.  Much  early  corn  is  tasseling 
and  it  has  generally  been  .somewhat  dam- 
aged, in  some  localities  seriously;  lato 
corn  has  held  Us  own  well,  but  both  the 
early  and  the  late  are  deteriorating  In  con- 
oiiion,  and  unless  relleveo  by  rains  or 
cooler  weather  this  week,  very  serl<J«s  re- 
sults are  apprehended.  Where  rain  has 
occurred  marked  Improvement  Is  evident 
in  all  late  crops.  There  is  much  corn  that 
is  lato,  and  with  ruin  soon,  a  fair  crop  Is 
yet  pfipsible.  Karlv  corn  in  most  counties 
heeds  rain  badly  for  fdllng.  Grasshoppers 
are   ilamaglng   some    Helds. 

"There  is  general  report  of  serious  dam- 
age to  potatoes  from  the  heat  and  drouth, 
and  the  rav.iges  of  bugs,  and  the  prosttect 
is  not  encouraging.  <Jar<len  stuff  anti  vines 
have  generallv  suffered  serious  damage. 

"Flax,  especially  the  late,  has  suffered. 
Id  most  eounlles.  in  some  localities  se- 
riously, and  millet  Is  also  .suffering  bue 
susceptible  to  prompt  recovery  with  good 
rains  soon.  There  is  con.Mderable  early  tlax 
in  the  boll  stage. 

"Haying  has  progressed  well,  with  high^ 
Iv  favorable  conditions  for  curing  ani 
stacking  and  except  in  the  upper  Missouri 
valley  ((".unties,  the  prospect  is  good  for  a 
plentiful  crop,  of  very  go.nl  .juality.  but 
considerably  less  pn.mlslng  than  it  was 
two  weeks  ago.  Pastures  especially  up- 
land are  becoming  dry  and  suffering  from 
ra  n  but  reports  indicate  that  grass  (jn  the 
range  Is  still  in  ."ood  condition.  Live  stock 
is   In  good   condition   generally. 

"There  Is  no  report  of  any  material 
damage  lo  .apples.  Reports  froin  the  Black

Admiral  Farquhar,  Head 

of  Lighthouse  Board, 

Is  Here. 


Greatly  Impressed   With 
the  Lakes  and  Du- 
luth Harbor. 


Likes  Duluth  But  Is  Dis* 

gusted  With  the 

Streets. 


Admiral  N.  H.  Farquhar  of  the  United 
States  navy,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Far- 
quhar, arrived  in  the  city  on  the  light- 
house tender  Marigold,  and  as  the  ves- 
sel had  to  go  into  dry  dock  at  West  Su- 
perior and  have  some  repair  work  done 
to  the  propeller,  they  came  to  Duluth. 
The  admiral  la  chairman  of  the  light- 
house board,  and  is  making  an  inspec- 
tion of  all  the  lights  and  stations  on  the 
great  lakes.  The  Marigold  left  (3gdens- 
burg.  N.  Y.,  over  three  weeks  ago,  and 
will  leave  here  for  Two  Harbors  and 
Isle  iloyale,  after  which  the  party  will 
visit  ail  the  ports  of  importance  on  the 
south  shores  of  the  lakes  on  the  trip 
East. 

Admiral  Farquhar  was  seen  yesterday 
al  the  hotel.     He  said: 

"1  ann  very  much  impressed  with  the 
city  of  Duluth,  and  the  harbor  Is  simply 
nidgniflcent— in  fact  it  Is  the  finest  I 
have  tieen  on  the  great  lakes,  and  I 
think  it  is  the  most  superb  fresh  water 
harbor  in  the  world.  The  greatness  of 
your  city  was  also  a  surprise  to  me.  as 
this  is  my  first  visit  to  this  part  of  the 
country.  I  must  admit,  however,  that 
I  am  rather  ditsgusted  with  the  condi- 
tion of  some  of  your  streets.  Mrs. 
Farquhar  and  I  attempted  to  visit  Les- 
ter Park  last  night,  and  owing  to  the 
poor  condition  of  the  street,  the  car  was 
unable  to  take  us  to  our  destination. 

"This  is  also  the  first  time  I  ever 
.•mailed  the  great  lakes,  and  I  am  greatly 
(.■surprised  at  the  magnitude  of  the  in- 
land t-ca  commerce.  1  visited  Chicago 
at  the  time  of  the  Columbian  exposition 
f'Ut  I  made  the  trip  by  rail  and  did  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  learn  of  the 
wonder.'*  of  these  fresh  water  oceans.  I 
found  the  temperature  much  higher  on 
the  lakes  than  I  expected,  but  I  presume 
thi.s  is  owing  to  the  heat  wave,  which 
has  t>een  general  over  the  eivtire  north- 
em  section  of  the  country.  I  must  ad- 
mit that  I  am  charmed  with  the  cli- 
mate of  Duluth.  and  will  be  very  glad 
of  an  opportunity  to  vi.^lt  the  city  dur- 
ing some  future  summer.  The  break- 
water and  new  pier,  now  under  con- 
rttructlon  here,  are  very  excellent  pieces 
of  work.  We  shall  remain  in  the  city  a 
day  or  two  longer,  and  expert  to  enjoy 
a  drive  over  your  famous  boulevard,  of 
which  we  have  heard  so  much  from 
travelers  who  have  visited  Duluth!" 

Admiral  Farquhar  has  l>een  in  the 
navy  since  1854  and  .<»erved  with  distinc- 
tion during  the  civil  war.  During  the 
Spanish  war  he  was  in  command  at  the 
Norfolk  naval  station.  He  has  been  m 
command  of  the  North  Atlantic  squad- 
ron the  last  two  years,  and  was  re- 
lieved .^f  that  command  in  May  of  thi« 
year.  The  e^^^miral  refused  emphati- 
cally to  make  any  expres8i«m  on  the 
Sampson-Schley  controversy,  and  his 
manner  indicated  that  he  was  heartily 
tired  of  hearing  the  subject  mentioned. 
When  the  reporter  was  leaving  he  was 
admonished  by  the  admiral  not  to  quote 
him  at  all  on  the  subject.

various  parts  of  the  state  to  cut  down 
their  revenue  and  will  work  to  the 
disadvantage  of  future  homesteaders. 
Following  is  the  communication: 

•General  Land  Ofiice.  Washington. 
D.  C,  July  22.  1901.— Gentlemen: 
March  30.  1901.  you  allowed  Thomas  Ol- 
son to  make  H.  E.  No.  13.714  for  th^e 
re^t  se>.i.  s'^  neV*  and  lot  2.  section  <, 
township  152.  n<jrth  range  28  west. 

"The  land  is  located  in  Ita.sca  county 
and  the  affldavit  was  made  l.ef  .re  Frank 
Ives,  United  States  commissioner  at 
Cass  Lake.  The  law  requires  this  af- 
fidavit to  l>e  made  before  a  proper  of- 
ficer in  the  county  In  which  the  land  is 
situated. 

"You  will  allow  Olson  sixty  days  from 
notice  in  which  to  furnish  a  proper 
homestead  affidavit  or  to  appeal  here- 
from, and  .«hould  he  fail  to  take  action 
within  the  time  specified,  his  entry, 
which  is  hereby  held  for  cancellation. 
will  l>e  caiic<slled  without  further  notice 
to  him  from  this  office.  Very  respect- 
fully. BIN(;ER  HERMANN. 
"Commissioner  General   Land  Office."

A  DRIVE  AT  CAMPERS. 

Covering  Bottom  of  Bay  With 
Dangerous  Refuse. 

"There  is  much  agitation  throughout 
the  city  in  regard  to  keeping  Park  Point 
a  beautiful  place."  said  a  Duluthian  to- 
dav,  "but  there  is  much  that  could  be 
said  in  strong  and  e>cprassive  language 
about  the  method  that  is  taken,  probably 
unthinkingly,  by  some  of  the  campers  to 
spoil  a  beach  the  like  of  which  is  very 
seldom  seen.  Five  years  ago  the  beach 
on  the  bay  side  of  Park  Point  wa.s  one 
of  nature's  masterpieces.  An  unbroken 
sandy  stretch  of  bottoms  lay  underneath 
the  bay.  Now  the  bottom  of  the  bay 
near  the  shore  is  fllled  with  tin  cans  and 
rubbish,  and  it  seems  that  whenever  a 
person  sees  anything  lying  on  the  shire 
that  he  thinks  is  dangerous  to  shoe 
leather,  he. promptly  throws  it  into  the 
water. 

During  the  past  hot  spetl  many  bath- 
ers have  taken  advantage  of  the  cool 
waters  of  the  hay  to  enjoy  themselves, 
and  the  accidents  caused  by  boards  with 
nails  in  them,  tin  cans  and  scraps  of 
iron  are  numerous.  Many  persons  have 
had  their  feet  severely  cut  by  steurdng 
on  tin  cans.  One  man  stepped  upon  a 
water-soaked  board  that  had  three  nails 
driven  into  It.  and  came  very  near  hav- 
ing lockjaw.  Some  slight  cases  of  blood 
poisoning  have  been  reported  from  like 
accidents,  and  it  seems  that  there  ought 
to  be  some  way  to  stop  this  indiscrim- 
inate throwing  of  rubbish  into  a  place 
where  it  is  liable  to  cause  the  loss  of 
human  lives."

Washingfon  Bureau. 

Washington,  July  25.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — An  effort  will  be  made  to  get 
the  authorlt/  of  congress  to  purchase  an 
entire  square  of  ground  and  to  erect  a 
much  larger  building  than  formerly 
contemplated  far  the  department  of  Jus- 
tice. Attorney  General  Knox  entertains 
jLhe  ambition  to  leave  as  a  permanent 
record  of  his  connection  with  the  de- 
partment of  Justice  a  magnificent  mo- 
dern building  which  will  be  capable  of 
housing  that  department  for  many  years 
to  come.  His  predecessor.  Mr.  Griggs, 
once  thought  he  was  destined  to  erect 
such  a  structure  in  his  administration, 
but  he  was  disappointed.  Mr.  Knox, 
however,  goes  further  than  Mr.  Griggs. 
Where  the  latter  contented  himself  with 
asking  a  total  appropriation  of  ll.SOO.OOO 
lor  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a 
building  on  a  quarter  of  a  block,  the 
present  attorney  general  contemplates 
acquiring  an  entire  block  in  the  center 
of  the  city  and  the  construction  of  a 
building  w  hich  will  be  a  credit  to  a  great 
government.  No  attempt  has  yet  been 
made  by  Mr.  Knox  to  formulate  his 
ideas  for  presentation  to  congress,  but 
he  discussed  them  freely  with  a  corres- 
pondent. 

"The  government  owns  a  part  of  the 
block  opposite  the  tseasury,"  he  said, 
"and  a  part  of  the  block  opposite  the 
war  department.  Either  site  would  be 
suitable  for  a  building  for  this  depart- 
ment, were  It  large  enough.  There  Is 
abundance  of  ground  were  it  all  to- 
gether. I  believe  it  would  be  better,  in- 
stead of  attempting  to  erect  a  small 
building  on  either  site  to  purchase  half 
or  the  whole  of  one  or  t.he  other  of  the 
two  blocks.  The  site  intended  for  the 
new  building  at  the  corner  of  Pennsyl- 
vania avenue  and  Jackson  square,  op- 
posite the  treasury  department,  or  the 
site  of  the  old  Corcoran  Art  Gallery,  op- 
posite the  state  department,  could  be 
sold  and  the  proceeds  applied  toward 
t.he  condemnation  cf  the  ground  in  the 
other  square  not  owned  by  the  govern- 
ment. This  could  be  done  by  act  cf 
congress,  as  the  government  frequently 
sells  parcels  of  its  real  estate. 

"I  do  nDt  think  that  under  any  circum- 
stances less  than  half  a  block  should  be 
devoted  to  the  new  department  of  Jus- 
tice, and  I  greatly  favor  an  entire  block. 
A  building  such  as  the  treasury,  or  the 
war.  state  and  navy  buildings  should  be 
erected,  one  that  will  stand  for  man- 
years  and  be  worthy  of  the  city  and  the 
country.  Tlie  heads  of  the  other  de- 
partments all  believe  the  department  of 
justi("e  should  be  located  near  the  site 
of  the  old  building,  which  was  acros» 
from  the  treasury  department,  and  do 
not  favor  the  idea  of  a  temple  of  justice 
for  the  department  and  the  supreme 
court,  t")  be  erected  on  Capitol  hill. 

"I  had  estimates  submitted  on  the 
plans  under  Mr.  Griggs  for  the  erection 
of  a  building  on  the  plot  now  owned  by 
the  government  opposite  the  treasury, 
and  for  which  congre.ss  appropriated 
$1,000,000.  To  erect  the  building  within 
the  appropriation  the  superstructure 
would  have  to  be  of  terra-cotta,  which 
is  entirely  unsuitable  and  inappropriate. 
By  squeezing  It  could  be  built  of  Indiana 
limestone,  but  marble  or  granite  would 
be  entirely  out  of  the  question.  I  think 
it  would  be  better  for  the  government  to 
acquire  one  or  the  other  of  the  two 
b!'>cks  and  put  up  the  proper  kind  of  a 
building,  and  I  hope  congress  will  take 
the  same  view." 

Attorney  General  Knox'.s  Ideas  are 
somewhat  dazzling.  The  block  opposite 
the  treasury  deiiartment  Is  one  of  the 
most  prominent  in  the  city,  and  about  it 
cluster  many  historical  mem')ries.  The 
government  now  owns  the  southwest 
quarter.  A  conservative  estimate  of  the 
value  of  the  three-quarters  of  the  block 
not  owned  bv  the  government  would  be 
$l,'2'0.0O0,  including  buildings  and 
ground. 

The  other  blick  mentioned  Is  covered 
with  fine  residences,  the  most  noted  of 
which  is  the  Gen.  Beale  property,  at  H 
street  and  Jackson  place.  This  block 
could  be  acquired  for  probably  one-half 
the  cost  of  the  other.  ^ 

Rear  Admiral  Charles  O'Neil.  lAval 
chief  of  ordnmce.  takes  a  good  deal  of 
pride  in  the  new  T-inch  gun  which  he 
ha"  developed  to  take  t.'-e  place  of  the 
8-inch  gun  and  to  be  the  principal  fea- 
ture of  the  secondary  batteries  on  ships 
of  war  built  hereafter.

ACTION  ILLEGAL. 


Porte    Declines    a   Visit   of 
Greek  Squadron. 

Constantinople,  July  25.— The  Turkish 
government  has  arbitrarily  refused  to 
permit  the  Greek  squadron  to  visit 
Smyrna,   Salonica  and  Mt.   Athos.   Greeca 

sent  Ihe  usual  notification  of  the  projected 
cruise  but  the  jKJrte  declined  to  entertain' 
the  proposition  on  political  grounds.

Pay   a    Sugar 

Bounty? 


Italy  will  get  l>ut 
little  satisfaction 
out  of  the  reply 
which  has  been 
prcpare<l  in  answer 
to  the  note  of  the 
Itnllan  government  on  the  subject  of  Sec- 
retary Gage's  recent  tentative  order  as- 
Sfisslng  a  countervailing  duty  on  sugar  im- 
ported from  Italy.  Although  the  text  of 
the  rvote  will  not  be  made  public  at  pre»- 
tnt.  It  Is  known  that  it  contains  less  than 
100  word.«.  and  says  In  substance  that 
jome  time  ago  a  copy  of  a  section  of  the 
Italian  law  on  the  subject  of  sugar  came 
into  the  iH).*ses9lon  of  the  department, 
which  created  a  strong  prcHiimption  that 
the  effect  of  tht«  law  was  to  give  a  bounty 
»n  sugar  exports.  Then  uintn  the  secre- 
tary Lssued  an  order  to  collectors  stating 
that  until  the  qut'stion  was  finally  settle<l 
by  further  investigation  they  would  col- 
lect the  ad«11tioual  duty.  This  duty  would 
be  returned  to  the  Importers  in  ca.<»e  it 
was  subsequently  found  that  the  Italian 
laws  did  not  warrant  Its  imposition.  The 
treasury  department  has  asked  for  a  full 
copy  of  the  Italian  laws  on  the  subject, 
and  uiitJl  Its  arrival  no  change  will  b" 
niadt  in  the  order  now  In  force.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  word  of  the  Italian  g.n- 
erntnent  that  It  pays  no  bounties  Is  not 
acceptable  to  the  treasury  di-partment  of- 
ficials and  they  want  to  Judge  fur  them- 
selves.

Another  of  our  childhood  fancies  has 
gone    Kllmmering,    if    reports    be    true. 
The  celebrateti  Koch  lymph  for  the  cure 
of  tuberculosis  is  and   was  a  fake  pure 
and    simple.       The   discoverer   has   dis- 
covered  his  mistake.   F'or  years  he  has 
been  pumping  this  lymph  into  the  blood 
of  the  person  effected  with  tuberculosis 
on    the   theory    that   bovine   and   hum^in 
tuberculosis    were    one    and    the    same. 
All    that    he   knows   now    to   be   a    mis- 
take.   They   are   not    the   same   and    the 
fear    of    co*itagion    from    drinking    the 
milk  and  eating  the  Jlesh  of  the  mild- 
eyed  kine  so  afflicted  was  baseless.  The 
Heiald    is    glad    to    know    this,    but    Is 
bothered  to  know  just  how  to  apologize 
to  the  cows  whom  It  has  suspected  of 
being   purveyors   of   thai   most   dreaded 
of  germ  diseases.      Think  of  the  inno- 
cent animals  that  have  l>een  convicted 
of  tulierculosis  and  sentenced  to  death 
on   the   expert   testimony   of   this   man 
Koch!      If  expert  testimony  needed  an- 
other  blow    to   complete   its   dissolution 
this  ought   to  give  it.       Tho  great  Dr. 
Koch   mistaken!    How   can   it    be?       In 
whom        will        we        be        able        to 
believe         now         when  we  are 

told  that  a  disease  is  contagious? 
The  eccentric  Dr.  Rodmund.  of  Apple- 
ton,  Wis.,  smears  his  face  with  small- 
pox virus  and  escapes  unhurt,  yet  the 
people  believe  smallpox  is  contagious. 
He  eats  the  pus  from  the  outbreakings 
of  the  patients  and  escapes  injury,  yet 
tho  people  believe  in  smallpox  and  get 
vaccinated.  Are  we  to  believe  the 
first  or  the  second  discovery  of  Dr. 
Koch?  If  he  was  wrong  the  first  time, 
is  he  not  wrong  now?  Ah,  but  there 
is  another  to  corroborate  him  in  his  last 
discovery. 

Di8coverer.s,    like    ordinary    witnesses 
of  everyday  events,  need  corroboration. 
Dr.   Jenkins,   an   eminent   bacteriologist 
of  Chicago,  one  year  ago  discovered  that 
the  cow  was  innocent  and  so  announced 
his  opinion  to  the  world.  He  sent  word 
to    Dr.    Koch    to    withdraw    his    indict- 
ment of  the  character  of  the  long-.«uf- 
fering   and     milk-giving       cow.

Many  a  one  might  le- 
member  (if  he  could)  the  time  when  he 
must  have  gone  without  hla  supper  and 
had  but  little  for  breakfast,  had  it  not 
been    for   the   timely   assistance  of    the 
cow.      For  the  cow,  knowing  her  virtues 
and    that    she    was    Innocent    of        the 
charges    laid    against    her,    to    remain 
silent    all    these   years    must   have   been 
harrowing.  Is  it  a  wonder  she  has  some- 
times kicked? 

Speaking  seriously,  this  discovery  of 
the  non-relation  between  the  bovine  and 
human  bacilli  in  the  ca.«e  of  tubercu- 
losis will  have  a  dwlded  influence  on 
the  (luestion  of  vaccination  with  bovine 
virus.  Will  not  some  one  discover  that 
bovine  virus  does  not  innoculate  against 
small  pox?  The  matter  will  bear  in- 
vestigation. It  may  do  no  harm,  but 
will  it  do  any  good?  What  has  been 
the  cause  of  the  epidemic  of  smallpox 
during  the  last  year?  We  poor  hu- 
mans believe  in  a  great  many  things 
that  prove  to  l>e  fakes  when  we  come  to 
know  a  thing  or  two.

EUROPEAN   RETALIATION. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  govern- 
ment report  of  ^ur  foreign  trade  recent- 
ly published  indicates  that  the  war  with 
Europe  is  not  a  thing  to  be  expected  as 
an  Indefinite  contingency,  but  ^n  actual 
fact.    "Gentlemen  may  cry  peace!  peace! 
but  there  Is  no  peace,  the  war  Is  actually 
begun,"  Is  as  true  today  regarding  the 
trade  relations  of  the  United  States  with 
Europe  as  it  was  when  Patrick  Henry 
thundered  It   into  the  ears  of  the  Vir- 
ginia assembly.    Gentlemen  of  the  Ding- 
ley  school  may  stick  their  heads,  ostrlch- 
llke.   Into  the  sand  of  complacenca  and 
imagine  that  our  present  seeming  pio.s- 
perlty   will   be   eternal,    but    the   enemy 
is  present  all   the  same,   and   his   work 
.shows  in  the  report  of  the  American  ex- 
ports of  the  last  year.     It  is  true  th.it 
our  exports  have  increased  wonderfully 
during  the  last  decade.     It  is  true  also 
that     they    have    lncrea.«ed     still    more 
wonderfully  during  the  last  two  years. 
But  anyone  who  will  take  the  trouble  to 
look  over  the  tables  will  see  that  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  with  June  1.  1901. 
the  exports  of  American  manufactured 
goads    have    fallen    off    Instead    of    In- 
creased.    Our    Increase   of   exports   has 
been  in  the  line  of  agricultural  products 
alone.  The  manufactured  products  have 
decreased  over  $14,000,000  during  the  la&t 
year.      This    peculiar    phenomenon    the 
administration  trips  to  explain  by  call- 
ing attontion  to  the  fact  that  the  exports 
of  Hawaii  are  not  Included   in   the  last 
fiscal  year  account,  and  as  the  exports 
to  those  Islands  were  mostly  manufac- 
tured goods,  they  argue  that  "probably" 
there  Is  no  actual   loss.     Be  this  as   it 
may.  the  great  increase  is  in  a  line  that 
has  not  been  pushed  and  about  which 
we  do  not  prate— a  line  that  has  never 
been  benefited  by  protection;  a  line  that 
Is  in  no  way  connected  with  an  Infant 
Industry.    When  It  Is  said  that  It  is  not 
assisted   by   protection,   it  Is  not   meant 
that    agricultural    articles   are    not    in- 
cluded   in    the    Dlngley    schedules,    but 
that  there  is  no  competition  from  for- 
eign imports,  and  can  not  be.    The  mar- 
velous   Increase    in    our    exports    proves 
beyond  a  doubt  that  American  farmers 
need   no  protection  from  foreign  coun- 
tries.    What   they   need   to  make   them 
happy  and  prosperous  is  a  removal  of 
the  tax  from  everything  they  use,  from 
a  piece  of  soap  to  a  thresher. 

The  export  report  shows  conclusively 
that  our  foreign  trade  has  been  actually 
falling  off  by  reason  of  the  growing  dis- 
trust of  the  United   States,   engendered 
by   the  action  of  the  senate  In  turning 
down  the  whole       sixteen       reciprocity 
treaties  negotiated  by  John  A.  Kasson. 
The  falling  off  of  American  exports  of 
manufactured  goods  began  last  January 
and    has    been    going   on    steadily    ever 
since.       One   nation  after  another  has 
found  a  pretext  to  put  in  operation  its 
maximum  tariff  schedule  or  to  retaliate 
in  kind  to  the  asinine  moves  made  by 
Secretary  Gage  at  the  Instigation  of  the 
beet  sugar  interests.  We  are  now  on  the 
outs  with  Russia,  Germany,  France  and 
Italy.      Spain,  of  course,  loves  us  with 
a  consuming  passion.      England  is  dip- 
lomatic.      She  needs   the  assistance  of 
the   United   States,   at  least  our   moral 
support.    In   her   schemes   of   conquest. 
Instead  of  talking  retaliation  In  trade, 
she  advocates  the  proposition  of  follow- 
ing the  policy  of  the  United  States  and 
passing  a  protection  act.      This  sounds 
well.        It    is    pleasing    to    the    ears    of 
the  Dlngleyites.  They  point  with  piide 


of  the  party— that  Is.  the  majority.  But 
now.  or  soon  herfaftA',  in  1901,  what  will 
Mr.  Bryan  and  bis  zealous  personal  ad- 
herents do  whc«  the  Democrats  take  a 
different  tack  and  declare  a  different  poli- 
cy Then  there  will  be  a  chance  for  Mr.

Even  when  employment  is  found  it  is 
a  beggarly  pittance  that  actresses  get 
in  return  for  their  ser\'lces,  unless  they 
possess  exceptional  talent  or  backing. 
At  perhaps  the  most  fashionable  of  all 
London  theaters  a  girl  taking  quite  a 
pood  part  will  only  be  paid  $3  a  week, 
from  which  she  must  provide  her  own 
dresses. 

The  world  knows  but  little  of  the 
struggles  of  those  who  desire  to  win 
fame  and  fortune  in  their  crowded  pro- 
fession, though  the  dramatic  pathos  of 
the  death  of  the  Gerland  sisters  has 
called  considerable  attention  to  the  fact.

New  York,  July  25.— The  Iron  A^e.  in 
its  issue  today  says:  The  strike  in  the 
rolling  mills  has  not  developed  any  spe- 
cial features  during  the  week  and  the 
feelitig  in  the  trade  is  that  the  power 
of  the  Amalgamated  association  has 
been  generally  overrated.  From  a  high 
source  comea  the  statement  that  the 
United  States  Steel  corjwratlon  will 
wait  until  its  men  in  non-union  mills 
get  ready  to  go  to  work  and  then  plant 
after  plant  will  be  opened,  which  does 
not  seem  likely  for  some  weeks.  The 
decline  in  the  product  of  the  finishing 
mills  will  soon  load  to  the  closing  down 
of  some  of  the  steel  plantg  and  to  either 
tne  banking  of  fires  or  the  accumula- 
tion of  pig  iron.  The  longer  this  con- 
dition lasts,  the  greater  will  be  the  ne- 
cessity for  the  merchant  furnaces  who 
sell  to  the  United  States  Steel  corpor- 
ation to  look  for  an  outlet  In  other  di- 
rections. The  Ohio  Steel  company's 
plant  at  Youngstown  has  Ijoen  put  on 
steel  rails,  so  that  it  can  take  up  the 
work  of  South  Chicago  should  any 
trouble  arise  there.  This,  of  course, 
reduces  the  billet  supply.  The  shortage 
of  sheets  and  tinplate  has  already  made 
itself  felt,  and  jobbers'  stocks  are  being 
drawn  on  heavily  all  over  the  country, 
a  premium  being  se»-ured.  There  is  a 
decidedly  firmer  feeliuK  in  iron  bars  and 
the  recent  weaknese  in  steel  bars  has 
dlsapi>eared. 

The  pig  iron  situation  is  puzzling.  Sta- 
tistically the  position  ontinues  favor- 
able, but  there  is  a  fec'ling  of  uncer- 
tainty and  weakness  cropping  up  in 
different  plai'es.  This  week's  busiiis>ss 
has  been  light  all  over  the  country.  W« 
note  a  sale  of  10,000  tons  of  l>aj»ic  iron 
in  the  Philadelphia  dl.«trict. 

Quite  a  good  deal  of  tonnage  has  bf»en 
placed  in  structural  material.  Tiie 
American  Bridge  company  has  taken 
ui)ward  of  15,000  tons  of  bridqe  work, 
imluding  f.OOO  ton.s  for  a  coal  road.  2400 
tons  for  track  elevation  at  Newark.  N. 
J..  2150  tons  for  a  We.-^tern  road  and 
l;;25  tons  for  a  Chic.igo  life  bridge.  In 
New  York  ROOO  tons  have  been  oon- 
tractetl  for  for  a  number  of  buildings, 
and  in  other  quarlers  good  round  lots 
hnve  beon  placed.  We  note  also  1175  tons 
tor  the  imperial  navy  of  Japan.  As  yet 
all  branches  of  the  iron  industry  con- 
tinue exceedingly  well  plied,  and  while 
occasionally  a  slight  weakness  develops 
locally,  prices  conlinu"  firm.  Hut  con- 
servative men  in  the  trade  are  alert  to 
note  any  sign  of  the  effect  of  the  crop 
disappointment,  which  must  toll  to  some 
extent  up<1n  the  cunsuinption  of  the  next 
year.  With  <>ur  enoimous  output  we 
cannot  afford  to  undergo  much  curtail- 
ing in  that  direction.  A  feeling  of  resent- 
ment is  (leveloi)ing  among  some  of  the 
larger  copper  interests  at  the  lack  of 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  leading  lake 
prfHlucers.  The  latter  it  is  chiim.od  are 
not  doing  their  share  In  carrying  a 
stock  of  coppe«-  for  the  manufacturers, 
but  are  marketing  their  product  by  fits 
and  starts  (juite  irivspective  of  the  effect 
upon  the  market  by  such  a  poHcy.

Proclamation  Issued  Es' 

tablishing  Free  Trade 

With  Porto  Rico. 


Organization    of  a  Civil 

Government  Is  Also 

Declared. 


The  Island  Is  Made  Com' 

mercially  Free  on 

Friday. 


Washington,  July  25. — The  president 
Issued  his  proclamation  establishing  free 
trade  between  Porto  Rico  and  the  Unit- 
ed States,  atid  declaring  tha  organiza- 
tion of  .a  civil  government  for  the  is- 
land. The  proclamation  Is  purely  formal 
and  only  In  the  body  of  the  resolut'cn 
adopted  by  the  Porto  Rican  legislature 
(heretofore    published)    does    it    appear 

that  the  island  is  set  free  commercially 
tomorrow,  in  commemoration  of  the 
anniversary  of  the  planting  of  the 
American  flag  upon  the  island.  The  pro- 
clamation is  headed,  "Cessation  of  Tariff 
—Porto  Rico." 

It  recites  that  the  act  of  April  12,  1900 
(othtrwJse  known  as  the  Foraker  act) 
prov'i'ed  that  whenever  the  Porto  Rican 
legislature  has  enacted  and  put  into 
operation  a  system  of  lo.'al  tixotion  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  government,  and 
by  resolution  so  notified  the  president, 
the  latter  shall  issue  a  proclamation,  and 
all  duties  on  gjods  passing  between  the 
United  States  and  Porto  Rico  shall 
cease.  As  the  legislature  has  complied 
with  that  requirement  of  the  act  In 
terms  set  out  in  the  resolutions  which 
are  <|Uoted  in  full  in  the  body  of  Ihe 
proclamation,  that  document  says: 

••Therefore  I,  William  McKlnley, 
president  of  the  United  States,  In  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  the  law 
above  quoted,  and  on  the  foregoing  due 
notification,  do  hereby  issue  this  my  pro- 
.•lamation.  and  do  declare  and  make 
known  that  a  civil  government  for  Porto 
Rico  has  been  organized  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  con- 
gress; 

"And  I  do  further  declare  and  make 
known  that  the  legislative  as.se  nbly  of 
Porto  Rico  has  enacted  and  put  into 
operation  a  system  of  local  taxation  to 
meet  the  necessities  of  the  government 
of  Porto  Rico. 

"In  v*itness  wheieof  I  have  hereunto 
set  mv  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the 
I'nited  States  to  be  affixed. 

"Done  at  the  city  of  Washington  this 
twenty-fifth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thou-sand  nine  hundred  and 
one.  and  of  the  Independence  of  the 
TTnited  States  the  one  hundred  and 
twenty-sixth.

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PINOCHLE. 

Fascination  of  Game  Causes 
Forgetfulness  of  Scenery. 

"Oh,,  >e4i,  i  made  the  grand  lour  around 
Floriaa  a  lew  years  ago,"  remarked  the 
old  businebs  man,  knocKing  ine  ashes  oti 
his  cigar  and  looking  triumpliantly  uom 
one  listener  to  anomer,  says  the  New 
York  Sun.  "It  was  Burnsby  and  1,  with 
no  women  folks  along  to  make  ua  look 
at  new  wiiUer  hats  when  we  wanted  to 
admire  the  scenery.  1  never  had  a  better 
time  in  my  life. 

"We  started  early  on  a  winter  after- 
noon, when  everything  was  gray  and  cold 
and  gloomy  up  here.  'Ihe  momeni  the  Flor- 
ida express  pulled  out  Burnsby  remarked 
that  there  was  nothing  10  look  at  until 
we  had  passed  Washington,  so  we  mignl 
Just  as  well  play  a  game  of  pinochle.  1  ad- 
mit that  I'm  fond  of  the  game,  and  ibe 
gleet  was  slanting  past  the  car  windows 
so  thick  Ihat  it  looked  like  a  wall,  so  what 
could  1  do  but  agree?  1  warned  him, 
however,  that  we  would  be  sightseeing 
and  no:  card  playing  when  we  got  further 
south.  He  replied  that  he  could  keep  clear 
of  the  deck  ff  1  could,  but  It  would  be  no 
harm  to  start  a  scurebuok  and  play  on  au- 
couni,  as  we  used  to  do  home. 

"The  sun  was  shining  as  If  it  were  brand 
new  when  we  got  out  of  our  berthe  the 
next  morning  and  the  train  was  Jolting 
along  through  Georgia.  I  proposed  a  game 
or  two  until  we  reached  Savannah,  be- 
cause our  trip  reallv  did  not  begin  till  we 
eiuered  Florida.  And  we  continued  to  play 
after  we  had  reached  our  hotel  at  Sa- 
vannah, where  we  did  not  expect  lo  find 
very  much   worth   looking  at. 

"On  our  way  to  St.  Augustine  next  day, 
Burnsby  said  that  it  hurt  his  eyes  to  try 
to  cKXcii  glimpses  of  scenery  that  was  be- 
ing whirled  past  at  a  speea  of  fifty  miles 
an  hour.  Mv  eyes  began  to  smart,  too, 
so  1  was  rather  glad  to  gel  relief  by  play- 
ing pinochle. 

"There  were  too  many  tourists  at  St. 
Augustine.  One  just  stumbled  over  people 
when  one  tried  to  move  around.  Therefore 
we  resigned  ourselves  to  staying  at  ihe 
hotel  and  souglu  consolation  with  the 
cards. 

"When  we  reached  Ormond  the  next 
day  we  found  it  hot  as  In  a  Turkish  bath. 
There  was  a  deep  piazza  running  around 
the  hotel.  Wt  got  a  pair  of  chairs  and  sat 
down  where  we  had  a  good  view.  A  small 
table  was  standing  nearby.  Burnsby  al- 
ways carried  the  cards  and  the  scorebook 
in  his  pocket.  We  played  li'.l  It  was  bed- 
lime.  In  an  unfortunate  moment  1  pro- 
posed that  whichever  of  Tis  llrst  fell  ten 
games  behind  should  set  up  a  bottle  of 
champagne. 

"It  was  I  who  paid  for  the  wine  at 
Roclcledge  the  next  day.  On  our  w{<^-  to 
that  place  Burnsby  reduced  my  lead  to 
four  games.  The  contesl  was  so  keen  that 
we  had  to  continue  the  game  as  soon  as 
we  were  inside  the  hotel.  Burnsby  was 
twelve  games  ahead  of  me  when  we  fin- 
ished that  evening.  He  offered  to  stay 
right  on  ihe  spot  the  next  day  in  order  to 
give  me  a  chance  to  reorganize  mvself. 
It  was  the  finest  day  of  the  trip.  We  played 
eighty-three  games,  and  1  was  Just  one 
ahead  when  we  quit  at   midnight. 

"Those  Florida  towns  are  all  alike  and 
the  scenery  Is  rather  monotonous  when 
one  gels  accustomed  to  it.  There  was  noth- 
ing at  Palm  Beach  or  Miami  to  take  us 
awav  from  our  quiet  game,  and  at  the 
latter  place  we  boarded  a  steamer.  What 
can  vou  do  on  the  sea,  with  only  water 
around  vou,  but  plav  cards?  So  we  did 
play  that  day,  and  all  night  afler  we 
had  left  Key  West  for  Havana.  When  we 
woke  up  a  little  late  the  next  morning, 
the  boat  was  at  anchor  In  Havana  bay. 

"I  wanted  to  go  ashore,  but  Burnsby 
reminded  me  of  the  danger  10  which  we 
would  be  exposed  as  Americans.  He  also 
pointed  out  that  the  deck  of  the  steamer 
was  really  the  cosiest  place  one  could  wish 
for.  We  could  see  all  over  the  bay  and  up 
to  Morro  castle,  over  which  the  Spanish 
Hag  was  floating.  Finally  we  decided  to 
Btav  where  we  were  in  order  lo  think  It 
over.  There  Is  nothing  so  conducive  to 
clear,  sound  thinking  as  a  game  of  pin- 
ochle. We  had  one  that  lasted  into  the 
wee   hours. 

"The  steamer  started  for  Key  ^\  set 
earlv  the  next  morning.  Burnsby  and  I 
didn't  know  ll  until  we  woke  up  and  found 
ourselves  carried  homeward  at  the  rate  of 
twelve  knots  an  hour.  As  It  was  too  late 
to  think  of  going  ashore  then  we  played 
pinochle.  The  next  day  when  we  went  to 
Tampa  bay.  was  so  fo.a;gy  that  we  had  lo 
stick  to  the  cabin  and  play  cards  all  day. 
They  told  me  Tampa  was  a  fine  place,  and 
so  I  believe,  for  whi:e  staying  at  the 
Beach  hotel  I  had  double  pinochle  three 
times  in  the  same  afternoon. 

"After  passing  Silver  Springs  we  went 
up  the  Ockliwaha  on  a  paniing,  splasKing 
river  ste.-imer.  Burnsby  arranged  every- 
thing beautifullv.  We  played  on  deck,  with 
a  small  table  between  us  and  a  bottle 
cooler  at  our  feet.  The  orange  groves  came 
down  almost  to  the  edges  of  the  river 
banks.  We  caught  glimpses  of  them  every 
lime  we  scored  or  mixed  the  cards.  It  s 
moments  of  that  kind  which  make  you 
think  it  possible  to  he  genuinely  happy 
on   this   earth   after   all. 

"Known  territory  lay  before  us  when  we 
took  the  train  again  at  Palatka,  so  we 
kept  rlghl  at  our  game  through  St.  Augus- 
tine and  Jacksonville,  and  of  course  there 
was  no  reason  to  break  off  after  we  hnd 
bearded  a  steamer  and  started  by  tre 
(oast  for  New  York.  Our  third  scorebook 
pave  out  on  the  night  before  we  reachea 
home,  so  we  decided  to  quit  when  the  din- 
ner bell  rang.  We  were  ihen  even— hot  a 
cent  lost  on  either  side.  And  we  had  played 
1064  games  durinjj  the  trip! 

"That  night,  while  taking  in  a  lovely 
moonshine  from  the  aftef  deck  we  caught 
sight  of  some  passengers  busy  r>ver  a 
game  of  poker  in  the  smoking  cabin. 

"  'Ifs  disgusting."  Burnsby  broke  out. 
•I  don't  see  how  people  can  Slav  in  an 
evenintr  like  this  when  nature  Is  at  her 
best.   We  couldn't  do  that,  could  we?' 

"  'I  guess  not.'  said  I.  with  some  feel- 
ing, for  I  thought  he  was  Just  right.  'But 
then,'  I  added,  'you  must  remember  Ihat 
some  persons  love  cards  more  than  nature 
and  others  don't.*  " 
"  'That's  it.'   said   Burnsby."

Contestants  For  Cup  De- 
fender Racing  With  a 
Strong  Wind. 

Chicago,  July  25.— When  competing 
skippers  began  putting  their  craft  in 
trim  today  for  the  trial  races  for  a 
Canada's  cup  defender,  the  sky  was  par- 
tially overcast  with  cloti^  and  a  good 
breeze  blew  from  the  south.

DEFENSE  IN. 


Neither    Young  Fosburg 

or  Mother  Were  Put 

on  Stand. 

PIttsfield,  July  25.— In  the  Foeburi 
case  this  afternoon  T.  P.  Sheldon,  the 
father  of  Bertha  Sheldon,  testified  thai 
his  relations  with  the  Fosburgs  wera 
pleasant.  Shoe  salesmen  fr Jin  New  York 
identified  the  shoe  in  evidence  as  having 
been  purchased  at  their  store  on  July  5, 
IJKJO — by  whom  they  did  not  know.  Oisa 
of  them  said  the  size  of  the  shoe  worn  by 
the  defendant  was  one-half  size  smaller 
than  the  shoe  in  evidence. 

Frederick  W.  Lund  was  recalled  to 
prove  that  defendant  was  not  In  Newr 
York  July  5,  the  day  the  shoe-  was  sold, 
but  was  at  the  Fosburg  office  at  Pitts- 
field.  Checks  and  copies  of  letters  writ- 
ten by  both  the  senior  and  junior  Fos- 
burgs  on  July  6  were  also  shown,  and 
witness  declared  they  were  dated  July, 
5,  and  that  both  men  were  in  their  olHc* 
on  that  day. 

"William  B.  Hazen,  formerly  chief  of 
the  United  States  secret  service,  em- 
ployed by  Mr.  Fosburg.  Sr.,  descril>ed  an 
experiment  which  he  made  lai«t  evening 
with  a  screen  in  the  window  through 
which  it  is  claimed  the  burglars  de- 
parted. He  started  from  a  point  nine 
feet  from  the  window  and  m.-ide  the 
test  by  getting  through  the  window  to 
the  balcony.  It  took  him  five  seconds 
to  do  it.  The  two  Shepardsons  and  Mr. 
Lund  went  through  in  much  less  time. 
James  Fosburg  went  through  in  3  4-5 
seconds.  The  defense  rested  at  3:30 
without  putting  the  defendant  or  h^ 
wife  on  the  stand. 

SUNDAY  MUSIC. 

"Are  we  or  are  we  not.  all  heathen?" 
asks  the  flat  dweller,  according  to  the 
New  York  Sun.  "Here  It  Is  Sunday,  and 
will  you  listen  to  the  music  that  you 
hear  on  the  pianos  going  here;tb.>ut9? 

"This  is  what  would  commonly  be 
called  a  good  part  of  the  city,  but  here- 
abouts on  Sunday,  among  the  comfort- 
ably housed  people,  dwelling  In  fiats  and 
private  houses,  you  hear  played  on  the 
pianos  virtually  secular  music  only,  and 
nobody  seems  to  be  disturbed  by  it. 

"Where  I  was  born  and  brou.cht  up.  If 
anybodv  had  sat  down  to  a  piano  on 
Sunday  and  whanged  out  lively  music, 
songs  and  dances  and  that  sort  of  thing, 
the  whole  neighborhood  would  hav« 
been  scandalized.  Here  it  Is  the  play- 
ing of  sacred  music  that  attracts  atten- 
tion. 

"If  we  should  hear  eomebody  playing 
here  on  Sunday,  'Nearer.  My  God.  to 
Thee'  or  'There's  a  Land  That  is  Faire* 
Than  Day.'  or  some'thing  of  that  sort, 
whv  I  should  immediately  imagine  thai 
it  came  from  a  flat  occupied  by  a  family 
that  had  lately  moved  to  the  city  from 
Cohoes  or  Willlamantic.  or  some  other 
place  where  Sunday  is  still  Sunday  in 
the  old-fashioned  way,  and  wher«  peo- 
ple observe  it  formally. 

"Say  I  can  imagine  how  things  look  In 
that  flat.  Oldest  daughter  playing  the 
piano  and  the  rest  of  the  children 
grooiped  around  it:  father  and  mother 
sitting  comfortably  near  and  all  handa 
elnglng.  Mebbe  it's  the  way  I  waa 
brought  up.  but  that  music  appeals  to 
me  still,  and  I  like  to  have  those  people 
from  Cohoes  or  Willlmantlc  for  neigh- 
bors, but  there  are  not  many  of  them. 

"The  mu.=ic  we  hear  mostly  on  Sun- 
day in  the  air  shaft  and  coming  in  al 
the  windows  from  other  flats  and 
houses  is  alKiut  as  far  form  anything  of 
a  religious  nature  as  you  could  possibly 
get  it.  I  don't  mean  that  It's  deliber- 
ately Irreverent  or  anything  of  that 
sort"  it's  just  indifferent:  they  whack 
awav  at  anything  that  pleases  their 
fancv  on  Sunday  same  as  any  other  day. 
Operatic  selections,  rag-time  ditties, 
dance  music,  anything  and  everything, 
just  the  same  as  on  any  other  day.  pay- 
ing no  attention  to  Sunday  aff  such,  at 

all." 
"Are  we  or  are  we  not  all  heathen?"

the  highest  standard  of  financial  truth 
and  honesty.  What  were  its  rtcuin- 
mendaliuns? 

That  the  existing  gold  stamlard 
Bh.iuld  be  nvalntained.  with  the  free 
coinage  of  gold;  no  more  silver  dollars 
to  he  coined:  thf  separaiion  of  the  mon- 
etary and  fiscal  operations  of  the  trea- 
sury; the  redemption  and  cancellation 
cf  all  givtinment  notes  anil  the  pay- 
ment of  all  gi'vernment  obligations  in 
go!d.  including  the  exchang^e  of  snh\  for 
eilver  dollars,  and  vice  versa;  prohibit- 
ing the  issue  of  any  notes  in  denomina- 
tions of  less  than  $1.  excepting  silver 
ceillfl  ate^.  The  authority  for  national 
ibanks  to  establish  bianihes  reommen- 
de<l.  and  tho  organization  i>f  national 
backs  of  |25.fHK»  capital;  the  gradual 
thange  from  the  pre.-ient  sy.-.tem  of  is- 
suing liank  notes  hy  governioeni  bondh. 
to  i!<sues  ill  i>fniling  foi'  security  upon  a 
g:uaranty  fund,  contributed  by  all 
bank.*  lv<suin.s:  notes,  together  with  the 
general  assets  of  the  banks  and  the 
stockholders'  liability. 

Thf  com  mission,  in  Us  report,  made 
other  recommendation.s  of  minor  im- 
portance, yei  all  suggesting,  as  it  was 
believed,  an  improvement  on  existing 
conditions. 

Several  of  the  recommendationv^i  wen- 
adopted  l)y  congress  and  betame  law 
under  the  "act  of  March,  isoo.  It  is  to 
be  rgeretied  that  congress  failed  to 
adopt  the  recommend-itlon  for  the  ex- 
change of  silver  dollars  f>r  g'fld.  to 
plaif  the  trold  standard  !)eyond  ques- 
tion .«o  far  a.-i  that  could  be  done  by 
legislative  act. 

I  do  not  hesitate  to  declare,  without 
ff-AT  of  successful  coniradiction  by 
any  one  aware  of  the  facts,  that  this 
legislation,  imperfe  t  as  it  may  be  in 
some  highly  desiiable  respects,  would 
probably  not  yet  have  been  obtained 
had  it  not  been  for  the  unceasing  exer- 
tions of  some  of  the  gt-ntlemen  who  to^ik 
thf  nv  St  active  part  in  pushing  the 
work  of  the  Indianapolis  convention. 

In  thus  rei-alliug  to  your  attention 
the  work  of  the  monetary  commission, 
the  excellence  of  its  reeommenlationo 
must  c -mmen'!  themselves  to  your  c  'n- 
Sideration.  If  any  gentlemen  of  the 
tvankers'  association  .should  he  inclined 
to  take  i.<!sue  with  any  of  the  conclu- 
sioi«»  of  the  commission,  it  would  prob- 
ably be  on  the  subject  which  you  have 
Invited  me  to  piesint  to  you  upon  thio 
CK'casion. 

But  upon  that  may  I  not  claim  your 
favorable  presumption,  pleading  the 
careful  and  studious  attention  which 
the  conunission  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  question,  and  its  pa'riotit:  desire  to 
submit  a  bankins'  plan  conceived  to  l>e 
for  the  greatest  go'id,  n<jl  to  bankers 
onlj .  but  of  the  interests  of  the  whole 
country. 

While  we  are  accustomed  to  l.x>k  up 
to  i)ankers  as  tho  doctors  of  finance, 
from  v.hirh  is  derived  our  instruction 
In  all  that  is  soundest  and  )>e?t  in  bank- 
ing and  all  nmtters  j  ertaining  to 
money,  still,  experience  has  taught  us 
that  evtn  with  tankers,  ernu-s  in  judg- 
ment are  si>metlines  found. 

In  a  series  of  tiuesti.>n-s  .sent  out  by 
the  monetary  commission  to  about  UKH) 
bankers  and  others,  a=king  for  sugges- 
tions on  the  subjects  named,  such  as 
the  continued  coinage  of  the  sliver  dol- 
lars and  the  reiirement  of  the  green- 
t)afk-».  It  was  aytf'nishing  to  find  a  large 
number  who.  in  thoir  rei)lies.  favored 
the  poli-y  of  the  government  contlilu- 
Inp  to  buy  silver  and  to  coin  silver  dol- 
lars, and  a  large  number,  pj olmbly,  who 
■were  oppos.  d  to  rctiiiiig  the  green- 
'barks;  and  yet  to  all  sound  thinkers  on 
these  two  propositions,  it  does  not 
sti-m  possible  that  any  difference  of 
Ofiinion.  especially  among  bankers, 
fould  ijosslbly  oxist.  The  silver  dtdlars 
with  their  fifty  per  rent  fiat,  and  the 
yreen  backs  with  their  one  huivlred 
per  ct-nt  fiat,  have  given  rise  to  the  most 
pernifiuus  tinan<  ial  h^•resies  with  which 
our  I'luntr.v  has  ever  been  afflicted.  The 
eieenback  has  been  glorified  as  the 
blood-stalnf»d  saviour  of  the  union.  }  et 
if  defrauded  the  soldier  of  a  large  part 
of  his  hard  earned  pay.  adde<1  more 
than  a  third  to  the  enorm-^us  debt  with 
which  the  civil  war  Inirdened  the  coun- 
tr>' — and.  worst  of  all.  remained  to  teach 
the  nation  a  false  notion  conr?rning 
money,  which  in  1893  might  have 
wrecked  the  treasury  iti-elf. 

I  appeal  to  you  tf>  sustain  the  state- 
Trent  made  that  a  great  advance  has 
been  made  in  the  financial  education  of 
the  peiNjle  within  the  past  few  years. 
Questions  that  wete  debatable  not  long 
since  are  now  considered  settled  and 
heyfind  the  realm  of  discussion,  but 
believing  that  much  remains  to  i'^  said 
on  the  topic  assigned  me.  I  venture  to 
present  -some  thoughts  for  your  con- 
si  i^^  ration. 

The  title  your  secretary  was  pleased 
lo  give  my  subject  wa.s,  "A.sset  Cur- 
rency and  National  Bank  Currency." 
May  I  call  my  subject  "Natural  Bank 
I^urrency  and  Niitional  Bank  Currency?" 
r  choose  this  title  not  because  of  its 
alliteration,  but  rather  because  it  more 
accurately  expresses  what  I  shf<JI  se;k 
to  maintain,  that  a  natural  bank  cur- 
rency Is  not  less  but  more  a  national 
jurrency  than  that  Issued  by  the  banks 
under  the  present  law.  The  present 
lystem  of  is.sulng  bank  notes  was  found- 
ed primarily  in  order  to  make  a  forced 
market  for  United  States  bonds.  The 
,aw  was  derived  largely  from  the  free 
banking  system?  of  the  states  of  New 
Fork,  nhio  .^nd  Michigan,  as  they  ex- 
ste«i  before  1S60.  The  necessities  of  the 
general  government  at  the  time  of  the 
jnactment  of  tho  law  suggested  the  use 
Df  T'nited  States  bonds  as  a  basis  for 
!he  banks  to  issue  currency  which  would 
be  as  safe  as  government  bonds,  and  at 
the  same  time  enlarge  the  demand  for 
the  bonds  which  the  government  sj 
jorely  needed  to  sell.  In  order  to  make 
the  monDpoly  for  the  government  com- 
plete, a  l'"*  per  cent  tax  was  Impnsetl 
upon  the  Issue.*;  of  state  banks,  which 
raused  immt-diate  retirement  of  ih«-lr 
nctes.  and  left  the  field  for  circulating 
notes  entirely  to  the  new  national 
banks. 

It  Is  a  remarkable  commentary  on 
;he  system  f>f  banks  Issuing  .i  bond-se- 
cured circulation,  that  when  the  na- 
tional bank  currency  act  was  pnpo.sed, 
i  committee  of  the  bank  officers  if  New 
York  city  reported  that  "it  was  plain 
that  the  act  would  foster  a  system  of 
Svild  cat'  banking,"  showing  how  vividly 
the  impression  remained  of  the  bond 
secured  currency  that  had  been  issued  a 
few  years  before,  under  the  laws  of  the 
states  of  Illinois.

tlonal  banking  act  has  many  admirable 
features  to  commend  it  is  quite  super- 
fluous. Having  the  national  banks  in  all 
the  states  under  a  uniform  Ihw,  with 
issues,  uniform  in  appearance,  with  re- 
ports and  examinations  of  the  most 
searching  character,  are  advantages  and 
safeguards  that  should  never  be  dis- 
pensed with  under  any  banking  law  or 
system.  i;ut  admirable  as  are  many 
of  the  ijrovisions  of  the  act,  experience 
sh()ws  that  in  its  ability  to  furnish  a 
banking  currency  for  the  country  suffl- 
cient  for  trying  emergencies  of  a  com- 
mercial panic,  it  has  b«^en  a  failure.  In 
the  year  1866.  so->n  after  the  act  had  been 
generally  accepted  by  the  banks  all  over 
the  country,  their  notes  In  cliculation 
amounted  to  $J81,479.iJOO;  tne  deposits  at 
the  same  time  in  the  banks  amounti;  J 
to  $o9S.077.f)00.  In  18S2  the  circulation 
had  increa.sed  to  $368,742,000,  an  ln« 
crease  of  about  27  per  cent,  being  the 
hig.'iest  amount  the  national  banks  have 
ever  i.s.sued.  The  deposits  at  tho  same 
time  h.id  imreased  to  $1,138,071,000,  or 
about  90  per  cent  more  than  in  1S6«.  In 
laOO  the  circulation  had  not  f-nly  not 
Incre-'sed.  but  was  about  |75.0tX».W0  less 
than  In  IX^iJ.  and  only  aoout  $2,500,000 
more  than  In  1866.  notwithstanding  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  national 
bank.*:  and  an  increase  in  bank  deoositR 
to  $2,002,100,000,  or  nearly  3;i6  per  cant 
\)ver  1866.  This  showing  would  seem  to 
indicate  either  that  bank  checks  and 
other  Instruments  for  the  tran-^fer  of 
credits  were  taking  the  place  rjt  bank 
note  currency,  or  that  th^re  are  fatal 
obstacles  In  the  way  of  bank  note  Issues, 
which  must  be  removed  if  the  brinks  are 
to  serve  the  commercial  public  with 
these  useful  instruments.  Is  it  n  >t  pro- 
per to  imiulre  whether  tbe  issuing  of 
bank  currency  based  upon  United  Slates 
bonds  as  security  may  be  regarded  as  a 
permanent  principle?  As  a  patriotic 
American,  believing  in  the  great  growth 
In  wealth  and  strength  of  our  beloved 
country.  I  fondly  anticipate  the  happy 
day  when  the  public  debt  shall  be  oald 
olT.  Since  the  civil  war  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  debt  has  been  paid,  and 
every  month  we  njw  read  of  th;  secre- 
tary using  the  treasury  surplus  In  the 
purchase  of  bonds,  and  reducing  the 
debt  still  niore.  When  the  last  bond  is 
bought,  and  the  nation  has  no  longer  any 
bills  payable,  upon  what  bonds  then 
shall  the  national  banks  base  the  Issue 
of  their  notes?  The  question  needs  no 
reply;  the  experience  of  past  years  sug- 
.gests  that  no  bonds  can  take  the  place 
of  government  bonds.  Suppose,  how- 
ever, that  our  patri.  tic  anticipations  be 
too  delusive,  and  that  a  public  debt  is 
to  remain,  as  with  nations  of  Europe. 
Is  the  debt  to  prow  in  amount  so  as  to 
keep  pace  with  the  growing  business  of 
the  country,  that  the  demand  of  the  na- 
tional banks  for  circulation  may  l>e  sup- 
plied? Even  were  government  bonds  to 
remain  abundant,  a  currency  Issue  upon 
them  is  rigid  and  unde.-irable.  Bank 
currency,  like  bank  de[>oslts.  should  owe 
its  origin  and  its  value  to  the  wealth  of 
the  country  in  process  of  exchange. 

But  let  us  dismiss  this,  and  consider 
the  system  as  it  is  today,  in  our  Inquiry 
fir  what  is  best.  Is  that  national  bank 
circulation  a  true  bank  currency?  Mani- 
festly not.  Experience  shows  that  na- 
tbmal  bank  currency  neither  increased 
during  periods  of  greatest  activity,  njr 
diminished  during  periods  of  business 
depression.  While  all  other  forms  of 
bank  obligations,  such  as  oashier.s' 
checks,  certificates  of  deposit,  drafts  and 
checks  followed  the  alterations  of  In- 
creasing and  diminishing  commercial 
demands,  bank  note  circulation  has  been 
but  little  affected.  Indeed,  bank  notes 
Issued  upon  United  States  bonds  as  se- 
curity appear  to  me  to  be  only  a  device 
by  which  money  Invested  In  the  bonds 
may  be  released  and  be  restored  to  the 
bank  investors,  less  whatever  premiums 
may  be  paid  f->r  the  b<inds.  The  banks 
receiving  interest  upon  the  bonds,  and 
at  the  same  time  having  all  the  money 
invested  returned  to  them,  less  the  small 
premium  the  bonds  may  have  cost.  That 
Is  to  say,  a  bank  of  $100,000  capital,  an! 
corresponding  deposits,  may  Invest 
about  $106,000  in  United  States  bonds, 
and  in  due  time  receive  from  the  comp- 
troller $100,000  currency,  making  a  per- 
manent Investment  in  the  premium  3f 
$6000  and  receiving  annually  Interest 
upon  the  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $20O0. 
It  is  only  the  cutting  up  of  Unli^-d 
States  bonds  in  small  amounts  and 
using  them  through  the  banks  as  part 
of  the  circulation  of  the  country.  It  Is 
apparent  that  this  circulation,  from  its 
very  nature,  can  bear  no  relation  to  the 
business  needs  of  the  country.     Its  vol-

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ume  is  fixed  by  the  profit  to  be  made 
upon  bond  Investment,  and  not  regulat- 
ed by  commercial  demand.  This  is  more 
clearly  shown  by  the  very  course  of  the 
national  bank  notes  themselves.  Thev 
are  issued  as  the  promissory  notes  of 
the  banks.  They  are  ostensibly  its  bills 
payable,  the  same  as  any  other  of  its 
obligations.  But  how  differently  they 
are  treated.  Where  ca.shlers'  checks, 
certificates  or  drafts  aie  paid  or  re- 
deemed by  the  bank,  the  proper  account 
i.s  charged  with  the  amount  paid  for  the 
redemption,  and  the  Instrument  Is  can- 
celled; but  with  a  bank  note— the  hank's 
promise  to  pay— If  It  is  ever  redeemed, 
is  put  in  the  drawer  with  other  cash 
assets  of  the  bank  and  counted  as  cash. 
How  extraordinary  and  absurd  it  would 
anpear  to  a  bank  officer  If  a  merchant 
seeking  an  accommodation  should  list 
among  his  assets.  In  the  statement  of 
his  conditl3n.  a  lot  of  his  paid  p.-omi.s- 
sory  notes.  This  Is  nor  to  say  that  the 
bank  notes  so  counted  as  cash  are  not 
good.  They  have  behind  them  the  pledge 
of  the  bonds.  l>esldes  having  a  para- 
mount lien  on  the  assets  of  the  bank 
and  the  liability  of  the  stockholder,  but 
it  illustrates  the  fallacy  of  calling  such 
ls.sues  a  currency  adapted  to  the  needs 
of   business. 

Setting  aside  the  right  the  bank  notes 
have  of  a  permanent  lien  on  all  the  bank 
asst^ts  and  the  stockholders'  liability, 
let  us.  In  passing.  Inquire  as  to  the  cer- 
tainty of  the  value  of  the  bonds  which 
are  commonly  regarded  as  the  chief  and 
great  .security.  When  the  national 
barking  act  went  into  effect.  United 
Statos  binds  were  selling  for  specie  very 
much  below  their  face  value.  The  whol? 
country  was  In  a  stale  of  specie  sus- 
p-  nsbm,  and  legal  tenders  had  taken  the 
place  of  gold  and  silver,  fluctuating  In 
value  with  the  varying  operations  of 
the  army  and  navy.  Victories,  with  the 
probable  success  of  the  Union  arms,  ad- 
vanced the  value  of  legal  tenders,  as 
disasters  and  defeats  depressed  them. 
Since  the  resumption  of  specie  payments 
and  the  settling  of  the  finances  of  the 
country  again  upon  a  solid  foundation, 
I'nitfcd  States  bonds  have  always  sold  at 
a  most  gratifying  premium.  The  con- 
jecture at  this  time  doubtless  may  be 
v.hoily  academic,  but  it  is  interesting  to 
imagine  what  would  have  been  the  effect 
up>n  the  bonds  If  the  theory  had  pre- 
vailed advocated  a  few  years  ago  by  so 
many  of  the  leading  men  of  both  politi- 
cal parties,  of  paying  off  United 
States  bonds  in  greenbacks,  and  dls- 
clvirglng  in  this  way  a  matured  Interest 
obligation  with  a  demand  obligation, 
bearing  no  interest.  Wiuld  the  green- 
backs then  have  taken  the  place  of  the 
bonds  as  security  for  circulation?  If 
nf)t.  what  would  have  been  the  basis? 
We  live  in  the  happy  hope  that  this  dis- 
honest delusion  has  vanished  forever, 
but  when  we  re<all  the  names  of  Sena- 
tors Thurman.  Pendleton,  Bayard.  Beck. 
Governor  Morton.  Gen.  Butler  and 
others  who  contended  for  the  right  to 
pay  government  bonds  in  that  way,  we 
cannot  pafely  declare  that  that  vagarv 
win  never  again  return  to  plague  us. 
Suppose  the  country  should  be  plunged 
Into  a  war  with  some  of  the  formidable 
continental  powers,  what  then?  Sup- 
p.r)6e  when  President  Cleveland  so  chiv- 
alrously took  up  the  cause  of  Venezuela, 
for  which  the  United  States  has  never 
enjoyed  any  gratitude.  England  had  ac- 
cented the  challenge  and  wiih  her  tre- 
mendous navy  had  blockaded  some  of 
our  great  Atlo.nic  cities,  whr.t  llun 
wculd  h:'V(?  probably  bean  the  pi!c»»cf 
Ignited  States  b<md8  and  the  value  of 
circulation  based  upon  them?  As  the 
Boer  war  has  reduced  the  price  of  Brit- 
ish consols  from  114  or  more  (o  92  or  less. 
so  there  can  be  no  doubt  our  own  bonds 
would  have  been  similarly  affected,  with 
our  bonds  below  par.  and  a  run  upon 
the  treaf-ury  for  the  payment  of  legal 
tenders  In  gold,  would  the  treasury 
again  suspend  specie  payments,  as  it  did 
so  unfortunately,  and  as  miny  believe 
unnecessarily,  during  the  civil  war;  and 
with  suspension.  In  what  would  our  na- 
tional bank  notes  be  redeemed?  In  legal 
tenders  or  goll? 

With  United  States  bonds  as  .security 
for  the  redemption  of  bank  notes,  and 
the  bonds  selling  below  par,  it  would 
seem  to  be  Inevitable  that  a  genwal 
suspension  of  specie  payments  must 
follow.  So  close  a  relation  between  the 
perils  of  government  and  the  gtsieral 
business  of  the  country  is  surely  to  be 
depre<;ated.  and  ought  not  to  exist.  That 
it  need  not  exist  was  cleaily  illustrated 
during  our  civil  war.  While  the  obli- 
gations of  the  government  were  then 
selling  far  below  par,  and  the  Indebted- 
nf>ss  of  the  people  of  the  whole  country 
east  of  the  Rcn^ky  mountains  was  being 
paid  in  depreciated  money,  the  people 
of  California  determined  that  their 
money  operations  should  be  malntaii,ed 
upon  a  specie  basis,  aiid  to  the  lasting 
honor  of  their  splendid  Integrity  let  it 
be  .«aid.  that  they  never  departed  from 
the  gold  standard  In  the  payment  of 
their  debts.  Does  this  not  teach  true 
business  indepKidence,  and  that  the 
government  ought  to  go  out  of  the  bank- 
ing business,  and  have  no  relation 
whatever  with  the  banks  of  the  country, 
further  than  to  put  in  force  such  i-'-'gu- 
latlons  as  may  he  necessary  to  protect 
the  people  against  fraud,  and  to  exer- 
cise a  wise  supervision  over  the  whole 
system? 

The  redenvption  of  bank  notes  should 
be  in  gold  only.  To  redeem  the  pro- 
mise of  the  banks  to  pay  dollar?  in  the 
promisf  of  the  government  to  pay  dol- 
lars, is  not  to  ivdeem  in  the  real  dol- 
lars themselves.  Nothing  but  redemp- 
tion in  gold  dollars  should  be  recog- 
nized as  the  fulfillment  of  the  proml.se 
to  pay.  This  satisfaction  of  one  pro- 
mise to  pay  with  another  promise  to 
pay,  is  only  another  illustration  of  the 
noxious  influence  of  the  evils  of  the 
legal  tenders.  Inde»'d,  so  familiar  has 
become  the  Idea  of  paper  legal  tender 
money,  and  so  demoralized  has  become 
the  financial  morality  of  some  bankers, 
that  they  have  advtx-ated  making  bank 
notes  themselves  a  legal  tender,  and 
pe«rmlttlng  the  bank's  reserves  to  be 
held  in  these  legal  tender  proml.ses.  Is 
It  not  time  for  a  clearing  of  the  finan- 
cial atmosphere,  and  for  all  to  demand 
that  the  government  should  retire  at 
once  and  forever,  these  vitiating  pro- 
mises, and  to  again  establish  the  trea- 
sury and  the  banks  on  the  solid  found- 
ation of  gold  coin?  Upon  no  class  of 
citizens  does  the  duty  of  leading  in  this 
righteous  movement  devolve  with  the 
same  force  as  upon  the  bankers.  The 
imperfection  and  inadequacy  of  the  na- 
tional banking  act  is  most  seriously  ex- 
perienced in  times  of  currency  strin- 
gency. The  banks  are  then  utterly 
poweaiess  to  afford  needed  relief  at  the 
most  critical  period,  and  at  the  very 
time  when  a  natural  system  would  per- 
mit them  to  fulfill  one  of  the  chief  pur- 
poses of  their  existence. 

In  the  panics  of  1860,  1873,  1884,  1890 
and  1S9:1.  when  financial  storms  we<re 
sweeping  fiercely  over  the  country-,  and 
business  houses  were  toppling  by  the 
thou.sands,  the  currency  famine  pre- 
vented the  banks  from  rendering  the  aid 
so  sorely  needed,  and  which  under  a 
less  rigid  system  would  have  been  so 
gladly  granted!.  The  banks  of  New 
York  and  other  large  cities  saved  their 
reserves  and  themselfes  only  by  Issuing 
clearing  house  certificates.  These  cew- 
tificates  were  simple  natural  currency. 
They  had  no  bonds  for  the  security  of 
their  payment.  They  were  .secured  only 
by  the  assets  of  the  bank,  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  exchangeable  wealth  of 
the  country.  Tht*  certificates  were  with- 
out warrant  of  law.  and  probably  In 
^•1olation  of  law,  but  the  emergency  that 
called  them  forth  justified  their  issue, 
and  the  whole  country  ratified  the  ac- 
tion of  the  banks.  In  various  parts  of 
the  country,  banks.  railroad  com- 
panies, manufacturing  concerns,  busi- 
ness houses,  cities  and  counties  Issued 
Doper  that  circulated  a  money,  and  was

accepted  by  the  people  with  avidity  and 
gratitude.  The  amount  of  the  certifi- 
cates issued  by  the  clearing  houses  in 
ISK.'l  in  the  principal  cities  was  up- 
wards of  $70,000,000. 

If  then,  there  are  objections  to  the  na- 
tional bank  currency,  to  what  shall  we 
turn?  Let  me  present  for  your  con- 
sideration the  alternative  of  a  "national 
bank  currency."  The  provisions  of  the 
national  banking  act  for  the  regulation 
of  banks,  their  critical  sui»ervision  by  a 
national  officer,  and  Ih-^  uniformity  of 
note  issue  should  l>e  retained,  and  no 
plan  disi>en.-iing  with  .my  of  these  ex- 
cellent features  should  be  considered. 
They  must  be  retain*. d  and  imviroved. 
wherever  it  Is  possibl-.  To  illustrate 
how  a  natural  currency  .originates,  per- 
forms its  functions  and  then  retires,  let 
us  take  a  quite  famllmr  example,  one 
you  no  doubt  already  anticipate,  and 
partaking  8omewha,t  of  the  character 
of  a  kindergarten  example  in  banking: 
Mr.  A.  a  customer,  of  a  bank,  well 
known  to  Its  officers  to  be  responsible 
for  the  amount  of  a  desired  loan,  pro- 
poses to  undertake  the  purchase  of  .some 
of  the  products  of  the  country  in  which 
he  is  carrying  on  hhs  bu-siness.  For  this 
purpose  he  offers  his  rote  for  $10,000  for 
discount,  which  is  acctited  hy  the  bank. 
The  proceeds  of  the  di.scounted  note 
may  be  placed  to  his  credit  on  the 
books  of  the  bank  as  a  Uepoeit,  against 
which  he  can  check  as  hi.a  needs  require, 
or  he  m*\y  take  a  cashier's  check,  or  a 
certificate  of  deposit,  or  a  draft  on  some 
bank  conveniently  sltaatetl.  But  the 
nature  of  his  purchast  s  does  not  per- 
mit the  use  of  any  of  these  instruments 
of  credit,  and  it  is  necessary  that  he 
shall  pay  cash  as  the  purchase*  are 
made.  In  order  to  do  this,  the  bank 
Issues  to  hiin  its  dern.tnd  promisorj' 
notes  in  convenient  denominations,  and 
with  these  Mr.  A  proceeds  upon  his 
venture.  In  due  t'me  the  purchai»es 
are  all  made.  Tho  situation  tlien  Is 
as  follows:  The  bank  has  Mr.  A's 
?10,000  note  in  its  assets;  his  warehouse 

contains  the  valualjle  products  the 
bank's  accommodation  has  enabled 
him  to  buy.  and  the  parties  from  whom 
they  were  bought  hold  the  promisory 
notes  of  the  bank.  In  the  course  of 
business,  Mr.  A  disposes  of  his  com- 
modities and  receives  for  them  the 
money  tbat  enables  him  to  pay  his 
note  at  the  bank;  at  the  .<same  time  the 
bank  njtes  which  he  pail  out  for  his 
purch-^ses  find  their  way  back  through 
the  channels  of  business,  to  the  bank 
for  redemption  and  the  bank,  having 
the  monej'  with  which  Mr.  A  paid  his 
note,  is  enabled  with  it  in  turn  to  re- 
deem and  retire  the  notes  It  Issued. 
Tlie  whole  transaction  thus  becomes 
complete.  Mr.  A  has  enjoyed  the  profit 
which  the  bank's  accommodation  has 
enabled  him  to  make:  the  bank  has  re- 
ceived the  discount  upon  the  note  and 
the  payment  for  the  use  of  its  instru- 
ments of  credit.  No  purchase  of  bonds 
nor  investments  foreign  to  the  tran.=ac- 
ti<in  in  order  to  effect  It  have  been  re- 
quired. Now,  as  the  number  of  these 
business  operations  throughout  the 
country  increases  or  diminishes,  .so  will 
the  volume  of  the  bank  Issues  increase 
or  diminish,  acurately  reflecting  the 
ptevailing  business  conditions. 

It  i-eems  to  be  that  providing  the  bank 
notes  issued  in  this  way  are  cer'Un  of 
being  honored  when  presented  for  pay- 
ment, the  s\stetn  of  operation  I  havo  tiius 
llluhtrtitf -I,  is  natur.al  .Tnd  l<leal.  For  th^ir 
securl.y,-  Including  the  merchandise  he 
has  bought  with  Its  proceeds,  which  Is  a 
part  cf  the  real  wealth  of  the  country  it- 
self and  In  Its  mo«t  liquid  form.  A.^  th*" 
monetary  conunls.sion  says  In  Its  report 
ref&rrlng  to  such  security  for  bank  itjies, 
"If  these  lesources  arc  insufficient  .securi- 
ty, thiy  will  be  Insuiflclent  only  becaus3 
there  wruld  be  such  i  condition  of  bijf^- 
ness  par.nlysls,  that  governn-jent,  muni- 
cipal, and  railway  bonds  would  b.>  valut- 
less."  Th^'  monetary  commission  in  its 
report,  however.  pr(»po8e«  as  further  se- 
curity for  the  payment  of  bank  notes. 
that  each  bank  shall  deposit  with  the 
United  Sti.tes  treasury,  a  redemption  fund 
of  5  per  cent  of  Its  outstanding  circula- 
tion, in  J  In  addition  the  notes  to  be  a 
first  Hen  on  all  the  as.sets  of  the  bank, 
Includlnjj  the  liability  of  sharenoIJerd. 
It  Is  an  ot^sentlaJ  rciuislte  of  any  sys- 
tem of  bank  note  circulation,  that  the 
notes  she  uld  be  lUooluttJy  certain  of 
payment  when  pree«'ntef3  to  the  lasuing 
bank  or  its  redemption  f^gency,  and  that 
the-  notes  should  circulate  with  tmques- 
tioned  confidence  everywhere  In  the  land. 

It  Is  belleve<l  that  khe  plan  recommend- 
ed by  the  monetary  commission  for  the 
establishn-.c-nt  of  a  guaranty  funfl.  will 
s«»cure  these  two  necessary  attri^>ute8. 
The  recommendation  of  the  -om.nls.sion 
for  a  guaranty  fund  Is  not  original.  bu» 
was  suggested  by  the  successful  ex.')erl- 
eoice  of  banking  .svstf>m»  In  the  :<Utei». 
before  the  civil  war,  and  In  othar  coun- 
tries. 

In  l<i29  the  so-called  »'bank-fund"  ^as 
established  in  the  state  of  New  York.  This 
fund  vrns  created  by  an  annual  tax  bv  the 
state  on  each  note  Issuing  bank,  of  htif  of 
1  per  cent  of  Its  capitaK  stock,  to  be  ac- 
cumulated until  It  was  equal  to  3  per  cent 
of  the  stock.  This  funa.  however,  w.is 
then  Irunded  for  »  guaranty  for  both 
deposits  and  circulating  notes.  The  act 
was  sub.'Mjuently  modified  In  some  par- 
ticulars. The  fund  was  tn  existence  eight 
years  belore  the  failure  of  any  bank 
caused  it  to  be  drawn  vtpon.  It  w.is  rot 
until  1S12  that  experience  proved  tbe  in- 
adequacy of  the  fund  for  the  .safety  of 
both  notes  and  deposits,  and  In  that  year 
an  act  prcvlded  that  the  fund  should  be 
used  onlv  for  the  redemiptlon  of  notes  of 
failed  barks.  An  examination  of  the  facts 
shows  that  If  the  bank  fund  had  been 
applicable  from  the  beginning  only  'o  the 
notes,  and  the  notes  made  a  Irst  lien 
upon  all  th»  bank  assets,  as  they  were  by 
the  constitution  of  New  York  I'aelf,  In 
1M«.  and  earlier  by  the  state  of  Connecti- 
cut, and  with  a  nro\H8lon  regulating  the 
amount  and  method  of  thoIr  Issue,  the 
bank  fund  would  not  have  been  one-haif 
exhausted.  The  experience  of  New  York 
under  the  system.  Includlnir  the  specula- 
tive years  from  1835  to  1839.  .shows  that 
the  total  loss  from  circulating  not-s,  If 
the  system  had  been  establlsihed  m  its 
finally  perfected  form,  would  have  been 
met  by  an  as.'^essment  of  less  than  cne- 
tenth  of  1  per  cent  upon  the  capital  of 
the  'SBulng  banks.  Other  applications  cf 
the  principle  of  the  guaranty  fund  in  the 


United  St£teB.  are  to  be  found  in  the  sate 
bank  systems  of  Ohio  and  Iowa,  v/hich 
appear  to  have  given  eftUre  satiKfAuilo"!. 
When  the  plan  tor  a  guarunty  lund  waa 
proposed  in  tbe  atai^  of  New  York,  in 
l>>2i^,  Mr.  Van  Buren,  then  governor  of 
the  state,  relerred  it  to  Mr.  Olcott,  cash- 
ier of  the  Mechanics  ajvd  i<"armers  b&i'k, 
of  Albany,  for  his  opinion.  He  "llscov- 
ered  that  cautious  and  ca.reful  bamclng 
companies  never  would  consent  to  make 
ihem.selves  liable  for  the  periormajice  ot 
contracts  of  the  various  banks  scattered 
over  tbe  great  state  from  Liong  Jslaiid  to 
L^ke  Erie.'  aid  yet  it  is  to  hits  slUll  and 
sagicity  aided  by  a  few  other  intelligent 
anu  patriotic  bankers,  that  the  New  York 
public  are  indei/ted  for  the  most  in^rtect 
system  of  chartered  banki^ng  which  ever 
waa  invented."  Hon.  Millard  Fillmore, 
afterwards  president  of  the  United  Sit- tea, 
and  then  comptroller  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  reported  in  iM%  that  "K  is  appirent 
that  the  safety  fund  would  have  proved 
ample  indemnity  to  the  bUl  holder,  had  it 
not  been  applied  to  the  payment  .A  other 
debts  of  the  bunke  that  tbot^  due  for  cir- 
culation," and  L.  Carroll  Root,  an  autho- 
rity on  financial  quemiontf.  states  -is  •"the 
result  of  cuioulution  from  the  exp.^rieiue 
of  ihlrty-slx  years,  from  liS29  to  1865.  tiiat 
had  the  safety  fund  system  be<en  left  un- 
touched as  that  upon  which  New  York 
state  bank  currency  was  t>a»ed,  not  mere- 
ly would  eveo'  dollar  of  circulation  have 
been  kept  good,  but  the  total  asse>i:im<!nt 
to  keep  the  fimd  good,  would  have  aver- 
aged les3  than  on* -fourth  of  the  1  per 
cent  on  the  bankinK  capital,  or  a-bout 
%  per  cent  on  the  average  circulation  out- 
standing. 

Applying  the  principle  of  the  guaraJity 
fund  to  the  experience  of  the  national 
bank  circulation.  Mr.  Conant.  a  cireful 
writer  says:  "The  followimg  result  has 
been  re.achefl:  The  average  clrtnilailoti 
of  the  national  banks  from  ls64  to  l&i»9, 
was  about  $:rr7,0i>i,u0u.  The  clrculali  :t:v  of 
the  iKUioua!  banks  placed  In  the  hands  of 
receivers  during  this  time,  «ras  $21,3"jA,1!*7. 
Calculations  by  Comptroller  Dawes 
showed  that  the  average  dt>-1dend  of  the 
failed  banks  on  their  general  liabilities 
weie  about  74  per  cent.  If  the  >il,*28,l!>7 
bank  notes  had  not  been  secured  by 
iMinda,  but  had  shared  ratably  with  the 
general  liabilities,  the  proportion  of  the 
note  issue"  that  would  have  fallen  as  a 
loss  on  the  guaranty  fund,  would  have 
t>een  $5,000,000,  or  an  annual  average  of 
$15S,0O0  for  the  thirty-rtve  ye.ars,  from  1S64 
to  ISW.  A  tax  of  half  of  1  per  cent  upon 
the  average  cireuldtion  for  thla  time, 
would  have  brou.sht  into  the  fund  $l,?t5.- 
OOJ  per  year,  or  about  eight  liine^  the 
average  annual  lo«?8.  The  total  collec- 
llons  for  the  thirty-live  years,  would  have 
created  a  fund  of  nearly  $4»,00').<j<»,  de- 
ducting the  computed  loss  for  the  .saane 
period,  a  remainder  of  nearly  I^S.VW.OOO 
would  have  been  left  in  the  fund.  An 
average  tax  of  one-tifth  of  1  per  cent  on 
the  total  circulation  for  thirty-thiee 
years,  would  have  covered  all  the  noiea 
ol  all  the  failed  banks. 

Statistics  like  these  are  an  unanswer- 
able argument  for  the  absolute  pioiec- 
tlon  such  a  guaranty  found  would  arford 
to  circulating  iioteti,  and  tho  inviting 
profits  the  banks  would  enjoy,  throa.urh 
the  privllegr>  <yf  such  issues,  warrant  their 
accejftance  of  such  a  system. 

The  s>-st(m  today  is  in  a  mast  satisfac- 
tory opt  ration  in  the  Dominion  of  Cana- 
da. Its  success  there  invites  the  thorough 
study  of  al'.  intelligent  bankers.  The  ex- 
perieni-e  of  the  bankers  and  the  |>eopie  of 
CanaJ.i,  both  the  lenders  and  the  borrow- 
ers of  money,  should  corameiKi  this  natu- 
ral and  irriependent  method  of  oanking 
as  w^ll  worthy  of  the  adoption  a«d  con- 
fidence of  the  commercial  forld. 

The  oh.iecticn  frotiuently  expressed  to 
making  the  notes  a  first  lien  on  the  as- 
sets of  the  bank  and  upon  the  stockhold- 
ers liability,  in  my  opinion  is  not  well 
founded.  It  is  the  i»rovision  of  th'?  pies- 
ent  national  banking-  act,  and  while  the 
guftriiity  fund  .suei^ested  Is  abun-l.t.itly 
ample  to  piotect  the  notes,  yet  n  order 
to  aive  theni  the  widest  circulation  anil  to 
secure  the  most  implicit  coniidence  of 
the  ;)eiDle.  this  provision  so  long  exHting 
as  a  part  of  the  system,  should  ^ominue 
to  be  maintained.  Besides,  as  a  qu»«stioa 
of  equitv.  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  the 
bank  nctes  In  the  hands  of  inv;^iiiit.iry 
holder*,  as  they  must  be  In  the  course 
of  prfin'.Muous  clreulatlon,  should  stand 
in  a  dlfferfnt  relation  to  the  assets  ui  the 
banks,  from  the  deposits  of  creditors  who 
have  volLintarily  made  the  banks  theft 
debtor. 

The  recommendation  of  the  monetary 
commission  does  not  make  it  obllj?atory 
upon  all  banks  in  the  f-ystem  to  isbue 
note.s  and  btcome  contributors  to  the 
guariMty  fund.  The  jirivilege  of  l-.suing 
notes,  is  made  entirely  voluntary.  If  'he 
officers  of  any  bank  believe  U  una.lvls- 
able  for  anv  reason,  to  i.ssue  circulation, 
there  Is  no  compulsion  to  ao  so.  The  bank 
may  be  ccnlinued  without  circulati  )n,  as 
is  the  ca.*.^  with  many  of  the  natljnal 
banks  under  the  present  system.  A  writ- 
er of  dis'lrctlon  has  well  said:  'Thf  is- 
sue of  bank  notes  upon  business  .->>.scts, 
la  the  natural  and  scientific  theorv-  of 
banking,  because  the  circulating  medium 
Is  the  Instrument  of  business  transactions, 
and  .should  be  developed  out  of  them  end 
governed  by  them." 

"A  system  of  note  Issues  upon  business 
assets  Is  self-regulating,  und^r  re.iuire- 
ment.-!  for  prompt  redemption  In  ^old,  lie- 
cause  the  notes  promptly  retu.n  to  the 
issuinp  bank  for  retirement  when  the 
quantity  in  circulation  becomes  exces- 
sive. 

If  then  it  ca*!  be  shown  that  banks  may 
issue  their  circulating  notes,  based  ipoc 
a  guarnny  fund,  mtkiftg  them  certain  ot 
pa^'ment  an(?  of  universal  acceptance, 
wliy  should  not  such  a  plan  be  adoptel? 
The  connection  between  the  oanks  aiiid 
tbe  government,  excepting  auper\'ision, 
would  be  at  an  end.  It  would  then  maJie 
no  diflferonce  to  the  banks,  so  far  a;  cir- 
culati.>n  is  concerned,  whether  govern- 
ment bonds  were  paid  off  or  not',  or 
whether  thev  were  paid  In  groenb.icks, 
silver  or  gold;  neither  would  the  tirouia^ 
tlon  be  affected  by  the  i>olltlcal  cpera- 
tions  of  the  government;  nor  the  m;>.rket 
price  .)f  bonds.  The  business  activities 
of  the  cruiitry  would  have  free  ol.ay.  and 
their  expfjnslon  and  contraction  wo.dd  be 
faithfully  assiste^l  and  reflected  m  the 
busine;W  of  the  banks,  irrespective  of 
government  operations. 

"The  State  Bank  of  Indiana,  and  Us 
branches,  with  ITupb  McCuIlough  as 
presid  >ot.  Is  a  towering  monument  of  the 
most  successful  banking.  From  IWi  to 
isetj  It  prospered  and  brought  ample  re- 
wards to  its  a'ockholders,  and  through 
Its  wi.se  jxllcy  contributed  greatly  to  the 
development  of  the  state  of  Indiana.  "In 
the  panic  which  came  In  the  autumn  of 
ls57."  savs  Mr.  McCullongh.  "all  the  East- 
ern hanks  except  the  Chemical  of  New 
Y'ork  and  all  the  Western  banks,  exc-ept 
the  Kentrckv  banks  and  the  Bank  cf  the 
State   of   Indiana,    suspended    specie    pay- 

The  banks  of  New  BJnpland,  under  the 
Suffolk  bank  svstem,  afford  a  most  not- 
able ll'.us»tration  of  the  application  of 
right  banking  principle*  to  circulation. 
ITnder  an  arranpement  entered  into  be- 
tween the  ban-k.=  in  the  New  England 
states,  and  the  Suffolk  Bank  ot  Boston,  It 
became  what  we  may  term  a  general 
comptroller  for  them  all.  It  held  an 
agreed  sum  from  each,  as  a  guaranty 
fund  and  in  consideration  redeemed  their 
notes  in  Boston  In  specie,  charging  each 
bank  with  Its  redeemed  notes,  and  return- 
ing them  at  stated  Inter>'Hls.  T'nder  this 
system  of  redemjUlon.  it  was  Impossible 
for  the  banks  to  force  an  unnatural  and 
undue  ajnount  of  notes  into  circulation. 
The  result  was  that  the  volume  of  the 
notes  of  the  New  Kngland  banks  wis  re- 
deemed eight  times  a  year,  whereas  the 
volume  of  national  bank  notes  is  n^w  re- 
deemed about  once  In  every  two  years. 

Considering  how  deflclent  the  state  laws 
were  in  many  respects  before  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  national  system,  in  regard 
to  supervision  and  regulation  of  l)ajiks. 
and  of  their  note  issue,  the  management 
of  the  State  Banks  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Ken- 
tucky and  others,  commends  itself  to  our 
admiration. 

Usually  when  anything  Is  proposed  for 
the  security  of  l>ank  note  circulation,  ex- 
cepting United  States  bonds,  the  cry  Is 
raised  at  once  of  "wild  cat"  banking,  as 
though  In  a'bandonlng  a  bond  secured  cir- 
culation all  protection  and  safeguards 
were  lost.  Since  the  "wild  cat"  days, 
banklne.  like  everything  else,  has  gone 
through  a  process  in  many  respect.s,  of 
great  development.  National  regulation 
and  supervision  have  been  established; 
railroads  and  telegraphs  have  made  the 
remote.'ft  parts  of  the  country  Immediately 
accessible;  the  scrutiny  of  banks  of  each 
other  Is  more  cireful  and  critical,  and 
the  methods  of  bui^tness  are  more  exact, 
xo  that  it  would  not  be  possible  for  many 
of  the  b.<iinklng  conditions  that  prevailed 
before  the  ciWl  war.  to  flourish  again.  But 
there  were  banks  in  the  country,  «£  al- 
re.'idy  shown,  even  In  the  so-called  "wild 
cat"  days  before  the  civil  war,  whose 
W.««tory  remains  to  teach  us  of  the  wis- 
dom, the  Hblllty  and  honesty  of  th«rir  man- 
agers. All  wisdom  and  ability  and  hon^ 
esty  necessary  for  successful  bank  man- 
agement, was  not  born  with  this  genera- 
tion   and  will  probably  not  die  with  It. 

The  worst  the  most  disastrous  Illustra- 
tion of  "wild  cat"  banking,  were  un- 
der the  laws  of  states  where  the  circu- 
lating notes  were  secured  by  the  deport 
of  stale  iKtnda  and  stocks,    luinjr  of  the 
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older  persons  present  today,  doubtless  re- 
member, possibly  with  sorrow,  and  cer- 
tainly with  shamo,  the  experience  we  had 
In  oiir  own  state  of  Minnesota  with  bank- 
ing on  our  state  bonds  as  secuiity  for  cir- 
culation. Only  loss  and  dishonor  remain 
of  that  unfortunate  era. 

The  same  woeful  tale  of  disaster  and 
loss  wa-s  ex{>erlenced  with  bond-secured 
banks  of  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinoi'S  and 
Wisconsin.  It  was  the  recollection  of  the 
fate  of  the  system  in  these  states,  that 
led  the  New  York  banke^rs  to  look  with 
suspicion  upon  its  introduction  Into  the 
national  bank  act,  when  it  was  proposed. 

The  policy  of  issuing  circulating  notes 
based  on  business  assets  has  been  that 
of  the  leading  banks  of  foreign  countries 
for  many  ye-ars.  The  Bank  of  E^nglaivd 
may  be  considered  an  exception.  The 
notes  of  the  insuiag  deimrtment  of  that 
bank,  are  fixed  In  amount  by  the  act  of 
1844.  and  secured  in  part  by  a  pledge  of 
the  public  debt,  and  coin  for  all  amounts 
exceedlngr  this  sum  of  debt.  But  this  ex- 
ception only  seems  to  prove  the  rule,  for 
in  the  panics  of  184J,  lS.i",  1866  and  ISS^J,  the 
bank  had  no  legal  means  of  Increasing  its 
Issue  of  notes.  The  only  way  in  those 
crises  of  averting  ruin  to  all  financial  Irv 
terests.  was  by  transferring  to  the  Issue 
department,  an  amount  of  its  goverrnnent 
securities,  and  obtaining  an  issue  of  note« 
against  them,  which  then  enabled  the 
bank  to  discount  commercial  paper,  and 
relieve  the  tension.  This  violation  of  th.» 
act  of  1844  by  the  bank  was  condoned  and 
justified  by  the  government  on  each  oc- 
casion. 

The  Bank  of  France— a  creation  of  fhe 
great  Napoleon— the  Bank  of  Au.stria,  the 
Imperial  Bank  of  Germany,  the  Austra- 
Hungarian  Bank,  the  Bank  of  Brtlgium. 
the  Bank  of  the  Netherlands,  the  Bank  of 
Scotland,  the  Canadian  banks  and  ntany 
others,  all  Issue  their  circulating  notes 
upon  their  business  assets.  The  issues  of 
some  of  these  banks  are  qualitied  by  law 
hy  a  specie  reserve,  notably  the  Grennan 
bank.  A  provision  found  In  many  of  the 
state  acts,  before  the  war,  and  in  the  na- 
tional act,  as  originally  jwissed. 

It  Is  no  reply  to  the  argument  drawn 
from  the  successful  history  of  the  banks 
referred  to.  to  say  that  the  conditions  In 
the  United  Stated  are  dlfferrent  from  other 
countries,  and  do  not  admit  of  the  appli- 
cation of  the  sajne  principles.  To  that 
may  be  said,  that  economic  and  financial 
principles  are  as  Invariable  and  universal, 
as  the  law  of  gra\ity.  Principles  and 
methods  are  applicable  without  exception 
to  all  civilized  commercial  conditions,  and 
In  my  opinion,  to  no  place  more  than  our 
own  "country. 

In  closing  this  paper,  will  you  Indulge 
me  while  1  seek  to  represent  very  briefly 
the  Influence  of  the  sub-treasury  upon  the 
currencv  question,  for  there  can  be  no 
consideration  of  the  question  that  doe* 
not  take  the  United  States  treasury  into 
account. 

If  the  treasury  were  conducted  as  that 
department  of  a  business  organteation  is 
used  in  ordinary  commercial  affairs,  sim- 
ply to  receive  the  funds  due  the  govern- 
ment, deposit  them  In  banks,  and  check 
them  out  In  payment  of  Indebtedness  and 
current  expenses,  it  would  require  no 
more  attention  In  considering  financial 
questions,  than  does,  the  treasury  o-f  the 
Standard  Oil  company,  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation,  the  Pennsylvania  rail- 
road, or  any  other  of  the  huge  business 
undertakings  with  which  we  are  so  fa- 
miliar In  these  later  days.  That  the  gov- 
ernment does  not  do  so,  cannot  be  he<».use 
of  the  magnitude  of  its  business.  For  the 
operattens  of  some  of  the  large  corpora- 
tions named,  very  closely  approach  those 
of  the  government  Itself. 

During  the  administration  of  President 
Polk  in  1S46,  the  sub-treasury  was  es- 
tablished. It  Is  not  now  necessary  to  dis- 
cuss the  reaons  why  this  was  done.  Since 
that  time,  all  the  money  of  the  govern- 
ment received  from  customs  and  loans, 
has  been  kept  In  the  vaults  of  the  treas- 
ury department.  Other  receipts,  such  as 
excises,  taxes,  etc.,  have  been  deposited 
In  national  banks,  with  United  States 
bonds  as  security  and  have  been  subject 
to  check  and  draft,  the  same  as  any  com- 
mercial deposit. 

The  withdrawal  of  a  larg*  part  of  the 
people's  money  and  its  retention  by  the 
treasury,  apart  from  the  current  money 
of  the  country,  deprives  the  people  of  Its 
use,  and  is  often  more  or  less  disturbing 
to  business.  The  evil  of  the  practice  is 
BO  well  recognized  by  congress,  that  it  has 
been  made  a  punishaWe  offense  by  statute 
to  lock  up  money  and  to  do  Just  what  the 
law  requires  the  treasurer  to  do  under  the 
sub-treasury  act.  ( 

The  sul>-treasury  system  is  a  revival  of 
primeval  times,  when  the  money  of  the 
sovereign  was  kept  for  Mifetv  in.  bis  own 


chest.  No  other  cl\'lli2ed  nation  In  the 
world  treats  the  money  It  collects  from  its 
people  In  this  way.  All  other  govern- 
ments deposit  their  funds  In  the  banks 
of  the  country,  where  they  are  subject  10 
the  use  of  business,  just  as  the  money  ot 
any  of  their  citirens. 

If  the  principle  is  right,  and  the  only 
way  for  goverrunewt  money  to  be  kept 
safely,  is  to  lock  it  up,  as  the  sub-treas- 
ury act  requires,  why  should  any  money 
be  deposited  in  banks?  Let  the  state  of 
Mlnn«^soia  do  as  the  United  Slates  does, 
and  In^ead  of  dt^jxisltlng  Its  cash  on  barvd 
In  the  various  banks  of  the  state,  as  It 
now  does,  lock  it  up  securely  In  its  own 
vaults  in  the  state  capitol;  let  every  coun^ 
ty  and  city  in  the  state  do  the  sa.me  thing, 
and  e^ery  railroad  and  business  house 
build  Its  burglar  and  fireproof  vaults  and 
lock  up  their  funds.  If  the  government 
Is  right,  why  should  anyone  deix>slt  In 
banks?  If  the  government  Its.^lf  is  so 
distrustful,  why  should  anyone  have  con- 
fidence in  the  banks?  The  absurdity  of  the 
whole  proceeding  is  too  ai>i>arent.  Such  a 
policy  would  be  destructive  of  all  business, 
and  commerce  would  come  to  a  standstill 
if    generally    adopted. 

If  the  sum  shown  by  the  last  treasury 
statement  to  be  in  the  sub-treasury  was 
all  deposited  in  the  banks,  under  proper 
safeguards,  and  used  by  the  banks  as 
other  df-poeits.  the  loaning  ability  of  the 
banks  would  be  Increased  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars,  estimated  upon  the  av- 
erage reserve  of  the  banks  throughout  th« 
country. 

In  strl\'1ng.  then,  to  devise  a  system  of 
note  circulation  that  shaH  be  safe,  flexible 
and  universally  acceptable,  the  whole 
system  of  governmenit  financiering  ought 
to  be  revised  and  corrected.  The  indepen- 
dent treasury  should  bo  abolished;  a  lUan 
then  adopted  that  will  not  permit  Oie 
treasury  to  withdraw  hundreds  of  millions 
of  dollar*  from  the  channels  of  trade,  and 
when  an  accumulating  balance  is  to  be 
disposed  of — either  by  the  buying  of  bonds 
or  "in  relieving  the  market"— to  subject 
the  whole  financial  situation  to  the  judg- 
ment of  a  secretary,  whose  action  may 
most  profoundly  affect  the  business  inter- 
ests of  the   whole  country.

ROASTS  KOCH. 

Earl     Spencer    Severely 

Criticises    His    Bovine 

Tuberculosis  Theory. 

London.  July  '.K.— Presiding  at  this  after- 
noon's ses-slon  of  the  British  congr^us  on 
tubercu'-ct^ls.  Earl  Spencer  (chancellor  of 
the  VlcHorlft  university  and  a  vice  presi- 
dent of  tho  congress)  severely  crltici.si-d 
Dr  Robert  Koch's  theor>'  to  the  cftoct 
that  human  beings  were  Immune  Irom 
conta.J!;i.>n  fioni  tuberculosis  cattle.  Earl 
Spencer  .«al»l  he  hoped  this  was  true,  but 
that  he  hoped  more  that  the  dissemination 
Of  such  views  would  not  tend  to  cause 
laxity  on  tlie  part  of  dairymen  and  cat- 
tle owners,  or  less  vigilance  by  the  uu- 
thorltles  charged  with  protectlnjj  the  con- 
sumers of  milk.  The  spijaker  earnestly 
trusted  tht-  Congress  would  not  endorse 
the  view  tl.at  It  was  unnecessary  to  take 
measures  to  prevent  the  transmls4ion  cf 
tubereulosl'*   from  animals    to   hum.tns. 

I'rofesBor  John  MacFadyean  of  the  royal 
veterinary  college  read  a  paper  on  tuber- 
culosis in  milk  as  a  source  t»f  tuberculo- 
sis In  man.  He  said  that  until  Dr.  Koch 
had  declared  himself  In  this  connection 
to  the  contrarv  it  was  supposed  to  have 
been  fullv  proved  that  human  and  bovine 
tuberculosis    were    Ideniloal    dlsea.ses. 

Professor  MacFadyean  dlseui^sed  the 
grounds  upon  which  Dr.  Koch  based  his 
belief,  contending  that  they  were  cither 
not  well  founded  or  had  little  bearing  upon 
the  a"«Btlon.  and  he  submitted  arguments 
to  prove  the  strongest  grounds  for  regard- 
ing milk  from  tuberculosis  cows  as  dls- 
tlnctlv  danpermiB  to  human  beings. 

Dr  Ravenel.  of  Philadelphia,  gave  an 
Instance   of    the    infection   of    ten    persons 

from     tuberculosis     catf.e,     but    sold     ho 
considered  such  Instances  to  be  rare.

PlttBburir,  July  28.— McKeesport  was 
again  the  center  of  interest  In  the 
great  steel  strike  today.  Intense  ex- 
citement prevailed  there  over  the  fact 
that  many  guards  have  been  sent  into 
the  Demmler  tin  plate  mills,  and  the 
report  that  arrangements  had  been 
completed  t3  start  the  works  with  non- 
union men  on  Monday.  It  was  said  that 
inasmuch  as  the  men  had  struck  in 
.<iplte  of  the  scale  agreement,  the  com- 
pany was  through  with  the  Amalgamat- 
ed association,  and  would  resume  as 
soon  as  men  could  be  secured.  Percy 
Donner.  manager  of  the  Mont-ssen  plant, 
known  as  a  successful  strike-breaker, 
was  in  consultation  with  the  Demmler 
people  yesterday,  and  it  was  said  that 
he  was  to  take  charge  of  the  mill.  So 
ominous  was  the  situation  this  morning 
that  the  Rev.  Stuart  Sharp  hurried  to 
this  city  to  beg  the  tin  place  company 
officials  not  to  start  the  mills,  as  bbod- 
shed  would  surely  follow.  The  situation 
at  the  De  Wess  Wood  plant  also  became 
more  interesting  when,  at  10  o'clock  this 
morning,  the  management  of  the  works 
announced  the  intention  to  start  the 
plant  non-union  within  a  very  few  days, 
and  that  the  police  department  of  Mc- 
Keesport  would  be  looked  to  to  protect 
the  new  workmen. 

Manager  Samuel  M.  Cooper  of  the 
Wo  )cl  plant  this  mornlg,  after  a  lengthy 
conference  with  head  officials  of  the 
company  in  Pittsburg,  made  a  state- 
ment partly  in  reply  to  the  edict  issued 
by  Mayor  r?lack  of  McKeesport  Wed- 
nesday that  the  company  would  get  no 
assi.«tance  from  the  McKeesport  police 
department  should  they  decide  t3  start 
the  plant.    Mr.  Cooper  said: 

"We  are  going  to  start  up  within  the 
next  few  days,  and  we  will  look  to  the 
authorities  of  McKeesport  for  aid. 
Should  our  men  be  Interfered  with,  we 
will  Insist  upfin  the  police  of  McKees- 
port doing  their  duty.  If  Mayor  Black 
would  carry  out  the  lines  he  has  laid 
down  In  his  statement,  we  will  sue  him 
and  the  city  of  McKeesport,  for  the  W. 
De  Wees  Wood  people  are  heavy  tax- 
payers in  the  city,  and  must  be  pro- 
tected." 

Last  night  the  WoDd  plant  was  almost 
deserted  by  the  strikers'  pickets,  who 
deserted  their  po.sts  and  went  to  Demm-

Tho  belief  that  they 
will  be  brought  to  McKee-sport  to  breaic 
the  strike  has  caused  considerable  un-

HE  MUST  BE  PROTECTED 

Senator  Clark  Says  He  Is  an   Innocent  Purchaser 

of  Land  Obtained  By  Swindle  and 

Must  Be  Protected. 


the  Wells  Fargo  Express  company,  com- 
mitted suicide  last  night  at  his  family 
home  in  this  city,  where  he  lived  with 
his  grandmother  and  uncle.  Dr.  Harry 
Tevl.s.  A  rubber  tube  leading  from  the 
gas  jet  to  the  bed  where  the  body  was 
found  told  the  story  of  his  death. 

Despondency,  due  to  a  nervDus  trouble 
from  which  the  young  nxan  had  suffered 
for  years,  led  to  the  suicide.  He  had 
Just  passed  his  23rd  birthday.  He  was 
the  son  of  the  eldest  daughter  of  the 
late  Lloyd  Tevis,  now  Mrs.  Frederick 
W.  Sharon.  His  mother  is  in  Paris  with 
her  daughter.  Miss  Florence  Breckin- 
ridge, and  has  been  cabled  of  the  death 
of  her  son. 

The  shock  to  Mrs.  Lloyd  Tevis,  fol- 
lowing so  closely  the  death  of  her  son, 
Hugh  Tevis,  in  Japan,  was  almost  more 
than  she  could  bear,  and  her  condition 


Pittsfleld,  July  26.— At  the  opening  of 
court  today,  in  the  Fosburg  trial.  Judge 
Stevens  Instructed  the  jury  to  bring  in 
a  verdict  of  not  guilty,  and  this  was 
done>,  ending  the  trial. 

The  jurymen  did  not  leave  their  seats. 
The  verdict  was  received  with  shouts  of 
applause,  which  the  court  immediately 
suppressed.  The  demonstration,  how- 
ever, was  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
that  has  ever  occurred  in  a  court  of 
justice. 

Judge  Stevens,  in  ordering  a  verdict 
of  acquittal,  said: 

"Mr.  Foreman  and  Gentlemen — Dur- 
ing six  days  we  have  listened  to  a  pain- 
ful recital  of  one  of  the  saddest  trag- 
edies ever  presented  to  a  jury.  A  beau- 
tiful girl,  just  budding  into  womanhood, 
was  shot  down  and  her  brother  has  been 
accused  of  the  crime.  The  government 
has  endeavored  to  prove  that  the  girl 
was  not  shot  by  burglars;  it  has  endea- 
vored to  exclude  all  other  members  of 
the  family  from  the  affair,  and,  third, 
to  prove  that  the  shot  was  fired  by  her 
brother,  Robert  S.  Fosburg. 

"The  trial  has  proceeded  somewhat  In 
the,  form  of  an  inquest,  and  has  been 
tried  with  great  pains  on  the  part  of 
the  government  and  the  defense.  There 
has  been  a  desire  to  obtain  proof,  and  so 
a  great  deal  of  evidence  has  been  intro- 
duced and  admitted  without  objection 
which  might  have  been  excluded  under 
the  strict  rule  of  the  law.  I  think  I 
ought  also  to  say  to  you  that  it  is  due  to 
the  chief  of  police,  who  has  stood  be- 
hind thie  prosecution,  that  In  the  view 
of  the  court  he  has  tried  to  do  his  duty 
with  a  single  eye  to  ascertaining  the 
truth.  Now,  Mr.  Foreman  and  Genetle- 
men,  a  motion  has  been  made  that  this 
case  be  taken  from  the  jury,  and  it  be- 
comes my  duty  to  say  to  you,  that  in 
the  opinion  of  the  court  the  government 
has  not  furnished  proof  sufficient  to 
sustain  a  verdict  of  guilty  against  the 
defendant;  and,  therefore,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  court  In  the  indictment  of 
Rol>ert  S.  Fosburg  for  killing  his  sister, 
you  will  return  a  verdict  of  not  guilty."

Included  hundreds  of  friends  of  the  de- 
fendant,    broke     into     loud      applause,

Young  Robert  Fosburg  was  then  dls- 
'charged  from  custody  and  court  wa« 
adjourned. 

The  great  crowd  rushed  as  one  per- 
son to  shake  the  hand  of  the  smiling 
young  man,  and  it  was  several  minutes 
before  the  court  room  was  cleared. 

Imediately  after  his  discharge,  young 
Robert    Fosburg,    accompanied    by    the 
members  of  his  family,   went   to     the 
Wendell  house,  where  a  reception  waa 
held  and  where  hundreds  of  people  took 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  shake 
hands  with  the  young  man.  As  soon  as 
the  jury  was  dismissed   the       foreman 
called  them  together  in  his  private  roona 
and  for  the  first  time  there  was  a  con- 
ference as  to  what  the  jurors  believed. 
Without  exception   they  declared   that 
they  would  have  returned  a  verdict  of 
not  guilty  within  fifteen  minutes  even 
had  they  not  l>een  instructed  by      the 
court.      They  acknowledged  they  would 
have  paid  no  attention  to  the  exhibits 
in  the  case.      While  Judge  Stevens  was 
speaking  to   the  jury,    the  members  of 
the  Fosburg  family,  realizing  what  hie 
remarks   meant    to   them,   burst       into 
tears,  while  the  defendant  sat  with  hi« 
head   buried,   the  tears  coursing  down 
his  cheeks. 

When  District  Attorney  Hammond, 
who  has  been  the  prosecuting  attorney 
in  the  trial  was  asked  to  make  a  state- 
ment, he  said  that  he  thought  It  would 
be  improper  for  him  to  say  anything  at 
this  time,  except  that  from  the  evi- 
dence submitted,  the  court  was  fully 
justified  in  taking  the  case  from  the 
juiy.  He  thought,  however,  that  Chief 
of  Police  Nicholson  was  fully  warranted 
in  making  the  investigation  that  he  did. 


CHIEF  ACTS  LIKE  CHILD 

Pittsfleld   Official  In  Fit  of  Anger  Refuses  to  Re- 
ceive Important   Affidavits  In  Fos- 
burg Case  From  New  York. 


Pittsfleld,  Mass.,  July  26.— One  of  the 
features  of  the  brief  session  of  court 
this  morning  was  the  announcement  to 
the  newspaper  men  of  Chief  of  Police 
John  Nicholson  to  the  effect  that  the 
affidavits  which  had  been  sent  to  him 
yesterday  by  Chief  Titus,  of  New  York, 
had  arrived  in  Pittsfleld  this  morning  by 
registered  letter,  but  that  the  chief  had 
refused  to  accept  them  and  they  would 
be  returned  to  New  York. 

In  explanation  of  this  action.  Chief 
Nicholson  declared  that  he  felt  that  he 


bad  not  been  treated  right  by  Chief 
Titus.  He  said:  "If  the  New  Yoric 
police  svant  to  send  anything  to  me  they 
know  how  to  do  it  properly  without  no- 
tifying me  by  wire  twenty-four  hoUra 
before,  and  then  giving  It  out  them- 
selves to  the  newspapers." 

The  affidavit  in  question  was  made 
in  New  York  by  a  woman  of  the  nam* 
of  Handaside  or  Gray.

Drivers    Thrown     From 

Their  Wagons  and 

Horses  Hurt 


Board  of  Public  Works  to 
Recommend     Maca- 
dam Pavement 


Unless  Michigan  street,  between 
Eighth  and  Thirteenth  avenues  west,  is 
repaired,  teaming  between  the  uptown 
business  district  and  the  West  End  and 
West  Duluth  will  be  next  to  impossible. 

The  cedar  block  paving  in  that  dis- 
trict is  giving  away.  Drivers  have  been 
jolted  off  their  seats,  and  hoises  have  a 
serious  time  of  it  with  almost  any  kind 

of  a  load. 

The  people  of  the  West  End  and  West 
Duluth,  and  several  of  the  uptown 
wholesale  houses,  have  taken  up  a  cam- 
paign in  the  interetst  of  an  improvement 
and  this  morning  the  street  was  dis- 
cussed at  a  meeting  of  the  board  of 
public  works. 

Last  Monday  evening  the  council  was 
asked  to  appropriate  $3000  for  repairing 
the  south  side  of  Michigan  street,  in  the 
district  named.  The  appropriation, 
however,  was  not  voted  on,  pending  a 
report  from  the  department  of  public 
works  on  the  advisability  of  uvsing  the 
cedar  blocks  now  being  taken  from 
Superior  street  to  make  the  proposed 
repairs. 

The  board  this  morning  concluded 
that  this  plan  would  not  be  advisable, 
and  will  recommend  the  macadamizing 
of  the  street  at  a  cost  of  from  $4000  to 
$5000. 

Some  difficulty  may  be  encountered  in 
making  any  improvement  in  this  dis- 
trict owing  to  the  charter  provision, 
which  calls  for  a  petition  of  the  prop- 
erty owners. 

The  lots  abutting  the  south  side  of 
Michigan  street.  I>etween  Eighth  and 
Thirteenth  avenues  west,  stand  on  end. 
The  people  owning  them  will  not  peti- 
tion, as  the  improvement  would  cost 
more  than  the  tilted  lots  are  worth. 
Therefore,  it  is  up  to  the  city  to  devise 
a  way  by  which  the  improvement  can 
be  made  without  a  petition,  and  the 
problem  is  not  an  easy  one. 

AT  WEST 
DULUTH 


A  very  peculiar  method  of  collecting  a 
board  bill  was  reported  in  Justice 
Stone's  bailiwick  this  morning.  A  young 
man  that  works  In  one  of  the  mills  has 
been  delinquent  about  cashing  in  to  his 
landlord,  and  last  night,  while  the  for- 
mer was  sleeping  peacefully  and  dream- 
ing that  he  had  fallen  heir  to  a  fortune, 
his  landlord  slipped  into  the  room  and 
gathered  in  the  young  man's  best  suit  of 
clothes.  There  was  a  $5  bill  in  one  of 
the  pockets,  which  also  went  into  the 
possession  of  the  thoughtful  landlord. 
The  young  man  demanded  his  property 
back,  but  the  landlord  demurred  to  giv- 
ing up  ani'thlng  until  he  had  his  pay, 
and  the  young  man  went  to  Judge  St  jne 
to  see  what  could  be  done.  The  court 
held  that  the  landlord  had  committed 
an  act  that  in  the  eyes  of  the  law  would 
constitute  burglary  and  was  liable  to 
prosecution.  He  advised  the  young  man 
to  see  the  landlord  and  effect  a  com- 
promise rather  than  carry  the  matter 
into  the  courts. 


SOME  MISAPPREHENSION. 
Through  a  recent  published  account 
that  the  park  board,  through  Commis- 
sioners Burnside.  McGolrick  and  Men- 
denhall,  had  asked  the  Northern  Pacific 
company  to  enlarge  its  bridge  or  culvert 
over  Kingsbury  creek  where  it  leaves 
Fairmount  park,  a  great  deal  of  misao- 
prehenslon  has  arisen,  and  there  are 
people  in  West  Duluth  that  believe  the 
board  asked  to  have  the  bridge  enlarged 
so  that  teams  could  be  driven  over  it 
to  the  park.  Others  believe  that  the 
board  asked  for  the  enlargement  so  that 
teams  could  be  driven  under  the  bridge, 
when,  in  fact,  neither  surmise  is  right. 
The  railroad  company  has  prepared 
plans  for  a  culvert  over  the  creek,  and 
would  have  a  small  stone  arch  that 
would  just  span  the  stream,  the  top  to 
be  filled  in  with  earth  up  to  the  level  of 
the  track.  It  was  planned  to  have  the 
culvert  just  high  enough  to  admit  of 
the  free  passage  of  water  and  nothing 
more.  The  park  board,  in  vlt^w  of  the 
proximity  of  the  park  and  the  desirabil- 
ity of  a  pathway  to  it  along  the  stream 
from  the  bay  front,  asked  the  company 
to  either  enlarge  the  span  so  that  there 
would  be  a  pathway  under  It  on  either 
side  of  the  cheek,  and  build  it  high 
enough  so  that  people  could  easily  walk 
under  it.  It  was  not  the  idea  to  have 
a  driveway  under  the  culvert.  The 
board  would  also  be  glad  to  see  a  trestle- 
work  bridge  span  the  creek,  with  room 
for  a  pathway  on  either  side.

LAND  PROOFS 

Made  Under  the  "Timber 

and  Stone  Act" 

Suspended. 

Washington.  July  26.-On  account  of 
timber  land  frauds  discovered  In  Mon- 
tana and  Idaho.  Commisaloner  Her- 
mann, of  the  general  land  office,  has 
suspended  all  proofs  made  during  the 
present  year  under  "th«  timber  and 
none  aot."  pending  the  conclusion  of 
the  full  investigation  and  inquiry  be- 
gun some  months  ago.  „*«H«ri« 
*Thl8  action  applies  to  a"  «U"?"! 
-where  government  timber  land  is  pur- 
chased Ind  involves  thousarids  of  cases^ 

Many  of  the  large  companies  and 
^peculators,  who.  It  Is  alleged,  have  had 
"dummies"  as  agents,  make  purchases 
Of  these  lands  from  the  government  as 
m  Michigan.  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota. 

Commissioner  Hermann  said:  Owing 
to  the  act  of  congress  permitting  se- 
lections of  valuable  lands  as  indemnity 
for  lands  held  by  individuals  and  cor- 
porations within  timber  jeserva  Ions. 
a  speculation  In  so-called  forest  re- 
serve scrip  has  developed.  This  is  the 
means  by  which  tiui  ownar  of  auflh  lands 


within  forest  roseivos  may  relinquish 
them  to  the  government  and  in  lieu 
thereof  take  valualile  lands  out  of  the 
unappropriated  public  domain  or  may 
convey  his  holdings  to  another  person, 
he  to  exercise  the  right  of  selection. 

This  practice  has  bet-n  reduced  to  a 
science  amoiig  speculators  and  com- 
panies in  the  acquirement  of  large  tracts 
of  timber  lands.  This  has  induceil 
many  others  who  are  nut  owners  of  such 
scrip  or  exchangeable  lands  Inside  for- 
est reserves  to  avail  themselves  of  an 
earlier  act  of  congress  api>roved  June 
13,  1898,  "the  timber  and  stone  act." 

"This  act  limits  each  purchaser  to  160 
acres  and  expn^nsiy  requires  applicants 
to  swear  that  the  purchase  I3  not  specu- 
lative, but  is  made  in  good  faith  for  his 
own  exclusive  use  and  that  he  has 
made  na  agreement  whatsoever  with 
any   persons   for   transfer  of  his  title." 

For  many  years,  particularly  the  past 
year,  this  law  has  been  grossly  violated 
and  abused  by  persons  who  perjure 
themselves  before  the  local  land  ofllcers. 
The  general  land  ofllce  has  directed  its 
special  agents  to  report  on  any  fur- 
ther cases  that  may  be  dlscovereil  and 
all  land  offices  have  been  warned  to 
exercise  the  utmost  strictness  in  the 
examination  of  parties  and  witnesses. 

Many  of  the  fraudulent  proofs  made 
might  have  been  detected  at  the  time 
had  the  registrars  at  the  local  land  of- 
fices strictly  applied  the  rules  for  proof 
of  sincerity  of  applicants. 

For  such  proofs,  however,  there  has 
been  a  growing  irreguladity.  It  Is  Im- 
possible for  the  authorities  to  determine 
fraud.

New  York.  July  26. — In  a  recent  ten 
days'  journey  across  the  Chinese  pro- 
vince of  Shansl,  one  man  helped  to  bury 
196  dead  bidles.  all  of  them  victims  of 
hunger.  The  man  waa  one  of  the  native 
commissioners  appointed  by  the  gover- 
nor of  Shansi  to  supervise  the  work  of 
relief. 

Dead  bodies  lying  by  the  wayside  or 
eaten  by  dogs  were  not  the  only  evi- 
dences of  the  shadow  of  the  hunger- 
cloud  which  the  Chinese  commissioner 
saw. 

He  met  parents  selling  their  children 
for  food,  and  men  who  bought  and  sold 
boys  and  girl«» 

The  commlaioner  kept  a  diary  of  his 
Journey  and  ajbt  it  to  his  friend.  Chow 
Tsz-Chi.  ChlnStee  consul  in  New  York. 
His  Excellency  Ch<|\v  Tsx-Chi  forwarded 
a  translation  W  thfe  Christian  Herald. 

It  is  an  eloquent; letter.  Its  ter.sen-=ss 
is  evidence  of  the'torrlble  truthfulness 
of  the  picture  it  vnesents.  Its  outiior 
makes  no  more  attempt  at  exaggeration 
than   he  does  at  concealment. 

"May  5.— Our  party  (seven)  left  Mlchi 
City  today.  On  th.-  way  we  saw  num- 
bers of  refugees  coming  down  to  the 
South,  as  thin  as  skeletons,  eating  tree 
leaves  and  apparently  enjoying  them. 

"May  6.— Stop  at  a  temporary  asylum, 
where  nine  out  of  |en  lodgers  were  ser- 
iously sick.  Save  ^all  medicines  In  our 
possession.  ^5'^rlitendent  said  ten  or 
twenty  famln*  fever  deaths  every  day. 

"May  7.— Started  for  Fung-shiang.  3 
o'clock  in  theltetiorning;  saw  many  dead

bodies  on  the  road.  The  local  authority 
was  supervising  their  burial.  In  a  de- 
serted cafe  met  a  boy  of  about  14  dying 
from  hunger.  We  rescued  him  and  fed 
him  with  bread  and  water.  He  told  us 
that  both  his  parents  '^nd  sisters  died 
two  days  ago.  We  notified  the  kind- 
hearted  authorities  to  bury  them,  and 
sent  the  bay  to  the  hospital.  He  cried 
bitterly  on  his  departure,  and  we  all 
shed  tears. 

•May  8.— A  dreadful  scene  in  the 
woods  today.  A  number  of  hungry  birds 
fighting  for  a  dead  body.  Many  women 
and  children  were  crying  for  mercy,  and 
drawing  their  last  breath.  We  gave 
a»vay  all  the  provisions  we  carried  with 
us.  . 

'May  9.— Turned  out  of  our  way  to  a 
big  city,  and  tried  to  buy  some  more 
provisions,  but  could  not  get  any.  Had 
to  stop  there  and  wait  for  our  provision 
wagon.  Saw  fifty-six  dead  bodies  and 
hired  some  coolies  to  bury  them. 

"May  10.— Early  this  morning  our 
wagons  came  with  plenty  of  provisions 
and  medicines,  and  four  soldiers  froni 
the  governor's  body  guard.  We  started 
at  noon,  alter  an  inspection  of  the  poor 
quarters  in  the  city,  and  distributed 
some  food.  Buried  seventeen  bodies. 
"May  11.— Arrived  Pei-mun.  Distri- 
buted food  to  the  starving  and  medi- 
cines to  the  sick  from  5  o'clock  In  the 
morning  till  8  in  the  evening.  We  had 
not  drunk  a  drop  of  water,  but  did  not 
feel  thlrstv:  could  not  eat  a  bite  of 
bread,  yet  not  feel  hungry.  Burled  six- 
ty-six dead  bodies. 

"May  12.— Arrived  at  Puchl  Bridge. 
Distril)Uted  food  and  medicine,  but  not 
so  much  as  yesterday.  A  man  here  was 
selling  his  boy  for  $2.  Asked  him  why. 
and  he  answered  in  tears,  that  his  wife 
was  starving  at  home  and  there  was  no 
room  in  the  hospital  for  her.  He  tried 
to  sell  their  boy  and  save  his  wife.  The 
ooy  was  crying.  We  gave  the  man  J4. 
Buried  seven  bodies. 

"May  13.— Arrived  at  Ple-yin  temple. 
Distributed  food.  Not  many  sick  here. 
Y'et  a  southern  man  with  four  girls,  a 
Fung-yang  man  with  six  girls,  all  of 
whom  were  bought  in  the  village  at  a 
very  cheap  price.  Two  of  the  girls 
were  crying  bitterly.  My  companion. 
Chu  paid  ten  times  the  original  prices 
for  them  and  sent  them  back  to  our 
headquarters  and  asylum. 

"May  14.— Arrived  West  Pie-yin 
temple.  Distributed  food.  About  5  a.  m. 
met  a  band  of  men  (buyers  of  girls) 
fighting  ten  soldlera.  One  of  the  latter 
was  killed  and  two  wounded.  The  ruf- 
fians escaped  with  their  goods  in 
wagons  and  on  horseback,  though  they 
lost  ten  of  their  comrades.  Burled  six 
dead  bodies. 

"May  15.— Thunderstorm  this  after- 
noon. Many  sick  persons  were  relieved 
here  Distributed  bread.  More  wagons 
came  from  headquarters  at  Si-Ngau- 
fu.  Buried  eleven  bodies.  Clothing  and 
furniture  were  scattered  around  every- 
where here. 

"May  16.— Arrived  at  Fung-chl.  Dis- 
tributed food.  Buried  eight  bodies.  A 
Fung-yang  man  came  to  the  inn  with 
five  girls  who  cried  the  whole  night. 
We  asked  the  owner  to  spare  them  for  a 
big  reward,  but  he  refused.  Some  of 
us  cried  that  night,  too.  Today,  the 
market  price  for  wheat  was  92  cents, 
corn  66  cents,  green  peas  95  cents,  a 
quarter  of  a  caty  (?).  People  said  these 
were  the   most  moderate  prices. 

"May  17— Two  of  us  walked  across  a 
bridge  near  a  temple  here,  and  saw  two 
bodies  that  were  eaten  by  dogs.  Asked 
the  Burrhist  priests  in  the  temple  to 
help  us  bu:y  the  bodies.  They  refused, 
and  went  to  their  kitchen  to  prepare 
their  meal.  We  digged  the  ground  with 
a  wooden  stick,  and  buried  the  remains. 
"May  18.— Order  from  headquarters. 
I  had  to  return  to  buy  provisions.  The 
local  authortles  here  caught  six  dealers 
in  girls,  and  put  them  to  death  in  an 
iron  cage.  Sixty-seven  girls  were  res- 
cued and  turned  over  to  my  charge. 
Sent  notice  to  their  families.  Distribut- 
ed food  and  cash.    Buried  six  bodies. 

"May  19.— Food  again  exhausted. 
Distributed  cash  and  medicines.  Buried 
fourteen  lx)dies. 

"May  20. — Our  provision  wagons     ar- 
rived. '  Five  carriages  passed  our  quar- 
ter   with    twenty    women.     We   stopped 
them  and  the  slave-dealers  ran  away. 
The  women  were  rescued  and  sent  to 
headquarters  and  the  asylum  (shelter). 
"May    21.— Distributed      food    among 
starving      people      in      the    temporary 
asylums;  our    three    wagons    of    dried 
bread  are  now  finished.    Burled  fourteen 
bodies. 
"May  22.— News    from  headtquarters.

Ore  Roads    Have  Aban- 
doned One  of  Their 
Arguments. 

The  Minneapolis  Journal  says:  Briefs 
of  the  railroad  attorneys  in  the  iron 
ore  rate  case  must  be  filed  with  the 
railroad  and  warehouse  commission  be- 
fore Aug.  1.  They  have  not  yet  made 
their  appearance.  When  they  have 
been  filed,  Senator  Clapp  will  take  ten 
days  or  two  weeks  in  reviewing  them 
and  looking  up  authorities.  He  will  then 
advise  the  commission  what  to  do.  amd 
action  will  be  taken  some  time  during 
August. 

The  railroads  executed  a  very  clear 
flank  movementon  the  comnii.«sion.Thcy 
have  entirely  abandoned  their  conten- 
tion of  last  year,  that  they  are  not  com- 
mon carriers  of  ore.  They  have  ai)i;o- 
lutely  surrendered  on  this  proix^sition. 
and  have  filed  their  tariffs  with  the 
commission,  acknowledging  its  author- 
ity over  business  that  begins  and  ends 
in  Minnesota. 

These  tariffs  appear  to  be  only  a  bluff, 
however.  It  is  expressly  stated  on 
each  tariff  sheet  that  the  rates  only 
apply  to  business  beginning  and  endini? 

They  do  not  apply  to 
ore  delivered  at  the  docks  for  lake  trans- 
portation. The  tariff  filed  by  the  Duiuth. 
Mlssabe  &  Northern  make  the  rate  of 
80  cents  i>er  gross  ton  to  Duiuth  (Mis- 
sabe  Junction).  It  Is  90  cents  from 
Tower  and  common  points  and  Jl  from 
Ely.  This  is  the  .same  rate  that  the 
company  formerly  had  on  file  with  the 
commission,  for  all  ore  delivered  at  Du- 
iuth. The  way  the  tariffs  read  they 
are  of  no  value,  as  no  ore  is  now  hauled 
to  Duiuth,  except  for  delivery  to  the 
docks.  It  is  one  point  gained  for  the  in- 
dependent mine  owners,  however.  They 
cannot  be  taxed  a  higher  rate  for  the 
railroad  haul  than  the  local  rate  to  Du- 
iuth. and  if  (he  commissi<j*i  reduces  this 
local  rate,  it  will  be  to  their  advantage.

The 
money    is.    of    course,    worthless,    as    ihe 
bank  was  not  In  existence  at  the  time  of 
the  pas.<=age  of  the  national  bank  act,  and 
ail]   its   currency  has   long   since   been   re- 
deemed.  The  notes   are  printed   from   tho 
original  plate,  however,  and  a  greai  many 
people   have   been   victimized   by    them.    It 
iB  not  known  how  many  of  tho  worthless 
notes   are    In    circulation,    but    they    have 
been  heard  from  throughout  the  West.  The 
prlniing   and   selling   of   these   notes   con- 
Btltutes   no   violation   of   national    banking 
law  or  of  tho  counterfeiting  act  and  the 
offenders  cannot  bo  prosecuted  by  the  fed- 
eral officers.    The  only  way  to  reach  them 
Is  through  the  officers  of  the  state  where 
the  notes  are  passed  and   for  fraud.   The 
promoter  of  the  scheme  has  been  unusual- 
ly successful  and  a  large  amount  of  the 
stuff  Is  In  circulation.

Porto    Rico,    which    during   two   years 
has    been      foreign    territory,    domestic 
territory  and   then  15  per  cent   foreign 
and  85  per  cent  domestic,  is  once  agaiii 
domestic   territory.     "Our  plain   duty," 
which   has   been   In  abeyance   since   the 
enactment  of  the  Foraker  act.  now  holds 
supreme  sway  as  to  the  insular  trade. 
When   the   people  realize   this  complete 
backdown   by   the  administration,    they 
must  wonder  what  was  the  object  of  the 
Foraker  act  and   the  long   fight   in   the 
supreme  court,  to  secure  a  decision  sus- 
taining the  government  as  to  the  legal- 
ity of  that  infamous  piece  of  legislation. 
Was  it  to  raise  revenue  for  the  benefit 
of    Porto    Rico,    as    the    legislators      so 
gravely  announced?    If  so.  it  was  a  fail- 
ure, because  the  money  raised  was  not 
used  for  the  benefit  of  Porto  Rico  and 
now  lies  in  the  United  States  treasury. 
"Was  it  to  test  the  powers  of  congress 
to  make  laws  for  the  insular  possessions 
recently  acquired,  without  regard  to  the 
constitutional  provisions  governing  mat- 
ters of  commerce?    Or  was  It  to  test  tlie 
power   of   congress    to    fix   another   and 
separate  status  for  the  citizens  of  these 
insular  possessions?    It  would  seem  that 
a  great  party  which  endeavors  to  change 
the  whole  course  of  governmental  policy 
would  have  some  motive  prompting   it 
and  some  certiiin  end  to  attain.    If  this 
were    true,    that    motive    and    that    end 
were  both    concealed.      All    the    trouble 
over   Porto    Rico   has   come    to   naught. 
The  tariff  barrier  is  down  and   the  su- 
preme court  has   not   decided   that  the 
Porto  Ricans  are  aliens. 

The  whole  thing  has  been  a  farce 
without  a  plot— a  farce  where  each  actor 
did  and  said  what  he  pleased,  the  only 
reauirement  being  that  nothing  savoring 
of  sense  could  be  said  or  done.  'Hie 
Herald  congratulate.s  Porto  Rico  on  her 
present  status.  It  is  not  knawn  exactly 
what  It  is,  but  it  is  an  improvement  on 
what  it  was  two  days  ago.  It  may  be 
that  next  year  all  our  insular  posses- 
sions will  be  put  under  a  tariff  handicap 
by  thje  all-powerful  congre.ss.  It  Is  Im- 
possible to  anticipate  what  the  great 
beet  sugar  Industry  will  do.  Neither  can 
we  measure  acturately  now  the  power 
of  the  tobacco  trust.  Tf  It  Is  to  their 
Interest  to  have  the  next  congress  enact 
a  tariff  law  to  apply  to  Hawaii,  Porto 
Rico  and  the  Philippines,  "our  plain 
duty"  will  be  to  obey  and  keep  out  those 
articles  in  order  that  our  infant  indus- 
tries may  flourish.  As  long  as  the 
jnesent  party  remains  in  power  it  will 
be  dangerous  to  bet  on  the  status  of  the 
Inhabitants  or  the  trade  of  our  insular 
possessions.  Stability  will  never  come 
until  the  constitutional  cloak  covers 
those,  our  newest  children.

ANNUAL  CITY    CENSUS. 

The  city  of  Stockton,  Cal..  has  under- 
taken a  i>lan  to  enumerate  its  population 
every  year    for    ten    yearsv.  which,  if  it 
proves  successful,  may  establish  a  pre- 
cedent  which   could   be   followed   to  ad- 
vantage by  other  cities,  especially  those 
which  are  never  satisfied  with  the  gov- 
ernment census.    The  plan  adopted  con- 
sists of  expanding  the  annual  census  of 
school  children  to  the  dimensions  of  a 
census  of  the  whole  people.     Under  the 
California  law   the  authorities  of  each 
school  district  are  required   to   select  a 
census  marshal  on  or  before  April  1   .if 
each   year,    who    must    during    the    last 
fifteen  days  of  April  enroll  all  the  chil- 
dren between  5  and  17  years  of  age.  and 
also  all  children  under  5  years  of  age.  A 
conference  of  the  chamber  of  commerce 
committee  with  the  city  board  of  educa- 
tion resulted  in  definite  Instructions  to 
the    cen.sus     marshals   of     Stockton    to 
enumerate    all    the    Inhabitants.         The 
board   also  authorized   the   preparation 
of  new  field  books  for  the  census  mar- 
shals, with  rulings  to  include  residents 
over  the  age  of  17.    A  plat  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  city  assigned  to  each  census- 
taker  was  inserted  in  his  field  book,  with 
a  system  of  markings  that  would  show, 
when    completed,    the    number    of    resi- 
dences  and  other  buildings,   as   well   as 
the   number    of     Inhabitants,   of     each 
block  in  the  city  of  Stockton. 

The  chamber  of  commerce  census  of 
the  city  was,  therefore,  officially  author- 
ized by  the  school  board.  For  the 
enumeration  in  the  country  districts  a 
somewhat  different  plan  was  necessary, 
as  it  was  virtually  linpossible  for  the 
committee  to  confer  with  each  of  the 
eighty  boards  of  trustees  tn  the  county, 
and  secure  formal  instructions  to  the 
census  marshals.  The  committee  pre- 
pared separate  blank  schedules,  which, 
with  a  circular  letter  endorsed  by  th<» 
county  school  superintendent,  w^ere  sent 
to  the  dilYerent  districts.  In  addition  to 
a  classification  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city  by  sex,  age,  color  and  occupa- 
tion, the  reports  will  yield  the  number 
of  dwellings  and  other  buildings,  arid 
the  number  of  residents  of  each  block. 
The  plan  seems  feasible  ind  there  is  no 
good  reason  why  a  correct  report  should 
not  be  obtained.

Nebraska 
will  have  half  a  crop  of  corn  If  we  get 
rains  within  a  couple  of  days.  Otherwise 
not  over  one-third.  Harvest  In  South  Da- 
kota Is  now  in  full  blast.  Harvest  In  North 
Dakota  will  begin  about  Aug.  5.  The  cool 
nights  In  the  Dakf»tas  have  helped  Ihom 
out,  and  the  crop  will  turn  out  beyond  the 
expectations  of  many.  Of  cour.se,  corn  Is 
damaged,  but  It  Is  a  secondary  consid- 
eration In  the  great  Norihwest."  Mr. 
Peavey  may  be  optimistic,  but  he  Is  more 
likely  to  be  nearly  correct  than  some  of 
the  "experts"  who  have  been  giving  out 
guesses. 

It  Is  hoped  that  the  efforts  of  the  Im- 
provement association  to  Induce  the 
Northern  Pacific  to  Improve  Its  vacant

•T:very  old  sailor  will  regret  to  see 
politics  entering  the  affairs  of  the 
American  navy.  Neither  Admiral  Samp- 
eon  or  Admiral  Schley  should  have  been 
in  cfiiimaml  of  o  I'eet.  Sampson  is  not 
comi>c'.ent  and  Scblty  is  o  coward." 

That  is  the  way  Capt.  J.  W.  Miller,  a 
•allor  of  thirty  years'  experience,  sizes 
up  the  Santiago  squabble.  Having  a 
personal  acquaintance  with  nearly  all 
the  prominent  naval  otHcers  from  is;i5 
to  1S70  he  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  the 
present  diflicutty  would  have  been  im- 
possible in  the  days  of  the  old  navy 
■when  officers  "weie  fighters  and  not 
politicians." 

"How  do  I  know  that  Sampson  Is  in- 
eompetent  to  c^mjnand  a  fleet?  Why 
for  the  very  fact  that  he  violated  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  navy  de- 
partment In  leaving  his  fitet.

It  Is  expected  that  everything  In  con- 
nection with  Ihe  Supei.or  grass  twme 
plant  will  be  connected  ui>  and  In  shape 
to  start  within  the  next  sixty  days.

"Duluth  is  to  have  a  national  summer 
school,  where  hundreds  of  teachers  will 
be  In  attendance  and  the  most  promin- 
ent educators  in  the  country  will  be 
numbered  in  the  list  of  instructors.  Its 
delightful  climate  during  the  hot  sum- 
mer months  places  It  In  a  position  pre- 
eminently above  all  other  cities  as  the 
place  for  such  an  Institution,  while  its 
location  and  industries  make  a  stay  In 
Duluth  an  education  in  Itself." 

So   said    Hon.    J.    Adam    Bede   at    the 
High  School  last  night.     Mr.  Bede  said 
that   while  on  his  lecture  trip   throuuh- 
j  out  the  state  visiting  the  various  sum- 
1   mer   schools    he    invariably    noticed    the 
listlessness  of  the  students.     "Although 
they  may  have  the  greatest  amount  of 
enthusiasm,    they    are   hardly    fit    to   go 
back  in  fall  and  teach,  after  they  have 
been   during   the   summer   wearing  out 
their  vitality  and  destroying   their  en- 
ergy  trying   to   study    In    a   hot,    stuffy 
room   with   the   mercury   at  102   and   no 
hope  of  a  chan.ge.    If  a  national  summer 
school  could  be  established  at  Duluth,  It 
would    not    only    do    a    vast    amount    of 
good   for   the   city,   but   it   would    bring 
large   numbers   of   prominent   educators 
here.     Duluth    would    become   a   second 
Chautauqua.    It  Is  easy  of  access,  and  a 
teacher,  after  spending  the  whole  sum- 
mer   here    studying,    would    be    worth 
twice  as  much  to  herself  and  the  com- 
munity when  she  went  back  in  the  fall. 
You  Duluthians  do  not  realize  how  easy 
It  is  to  study  in  this  climate." 

Superintendent  Park,  in  discussing  the 
matter  later,  said:  "The  scheme  of 
having  a  national  summer  school  at  Du- 
luth is  original  with  Mr.  Bede.  and  we 
are  going  to  push  the  question  as  hard 
as  possible.  We  are  going  to  have  Mr. 
Bede  back  soon  and  will  work  f>r  the 
Duluth  national  summer  school  until  we 
get  It." 
Mr.  Bede  ia  gent  out  by  the  state  board 


of  public  Instruction  to  lecture  In  all 
the  summer  schools  of  the  state.  He 
lectured  here  on  the  "Necessity  and 
Beauty  of  the  English  Language."  and 
was  greeted  by  a  large  and  attentive 
audience.  After  speaking  of  his  sum- 
mer school  scheme.  Mr.  Bede  said  that 
one  of  the  educational  questions  of  the 
day  waa  how  to  bring  the  high  school 
education  to  the  rural  schools.  Many 
of  the  larger  bDys  do  not  like  to  go  to 
the  rural  schools  on  account  of  be'ng 
classed  with  little  tots,  and  the  speaker 
thought  that  probably  the  best  way  to 
get  the  desired  result  is  to  establish  cen- 
tral high  schools. 

"One  of  the  first  things  that  a  teacher 
ought  to  cultivate  is  a  low  voice.  A 
teacher  should  always  love  her  scholars, 
and  I  am  sure  that  a  low  voice  Is  the 
voice  of  love.  I  never  knew  anyone  who 
was  in  love  that  talked  In  anything 
save  a  low  voice. 

"There  are  many  children  who  start 
to  school  in  this  state  knowing  little  or 
nothing  of  the  English  language,  and  it 
would  be  the  best  thing  in  the  world  if 
every  teacher  who  went  Into  the  work 
would  learn  a  few  words  in  the  foreign 
languages  that  are  met  with  in  this 
state  If  a  teacher  h.ad  this  accomplish- 
ment and  used  a  low  voice  she  would  be 
very  successful  in  teaching  the  younger 
chlldrtn.  and  It  seems  »«  me^^at  I 
would  either  want  to  teach  the  little 
ones  or  the  big  ones,  for  when  a  boy  or 
girl  is  between  the  ages  of  10  and  lo  he 
doesn't  know  what  he's  on  earth  for, 
and  it  takes  too  long  to  tell  him. 

'We  need  enthusiasm  In  the  English 
language,  and  there  Is  no  better  way  ot 
securing  It  than  by  a  careful  study  of 
mathematics.  Ther.  Is  an  a^J-u^acy  to 
be  gained  In  the  use  of  ""at'ie'?^^'^* 
terms  that.  If  carefully  ft^^led  w.U 
give  accuracy  In  the  use  of  the  English 
language. 

"Now.  I  don't  believe  In  goody-goody 
children,  because  *■  goody-goody  child 
is  nearly  always  a  bady-bady  man 
Boys  will  fight  more  thar.  men  A  man 
very  seldom  has  more  thari  ""^  fi^ht 
during  his  manhood.  e^P^'^*^"^ ,"  "^^f 
gets  licked  that  on<*e.  It  is  a  matter  of 
experience  with  him.  and  It  is  a  matter 
of  experience  with  the  boy.  As  he  be- 
comes older  he  will    earn   thf*  Je  can 

get  along  just  as  ^^'^'l  ^'^V^^^SJf.^V^^" 
so  he  will  stop  it.  P'^e^h^V^^^^.f^lf' ^'v' 
science  Is  a  matter  of  education,  anv- 
way.  In  the  olden  time  men  had  num- 
bers of  wives,  but  OS  they  got  more  ex- 
perience they  found  that  one  ^Nf^  abotit 
all  that  they  could  get  along  with  so  It 
became  a  moral  Principle  with  them  to 
have  only  one  wife.  T«e  chl Id  should  be 
drawn  out  by  kindness.  It  Is  "ne  thing 
to  have  an  education  a«<i,f"'^,*her  to  im- 
part it  to  others,  especially  to  children 
A  teacher  should  have  tact,  diploniacy 
and  above  all  good  health  She  should 
take  nlenty  of  exercise  and  get  most  oi 
the  nerves  out  of  her  system. 

Mr.  Bede  said  that  Minnesota  was  be- 
hind in  the  matter  of  decorating  schools, 
and  that  the  teacher  could  Influence  the 
hom.e  in  the  country  districts  by  teach- 
ing the  child  to  love  beautiful,  neat 
things.  He  believed  that  the  boys  shouid 
plav  football  and  baseball:  that  the 
school  should  have  social  life,  because 
It  keeps  the  students  in  school  when 
otherwise  they  would  get  out  into  the 
business  world  as  soon  as  their  parents 
would  let  them.  He  advised  teachers  to 
co-operate  with  the  parents  and  to  learn 
all  that  Is  possible  about  the  child's 
home  life. 
In  speaking  of  the  beauty  of  the  Eng- 


lish language,  Mr.  Bede  read  several 
selections  from  Tennyson  and  one  from 
Eugene  Field  'with  a  singular  depth  of 
feeling  that  was  very  effective.  Bright 
remarks  were  interspersed  throughout 
his  talk,  making  it  a  very  enjoyable  one. 
Mr  Bede  left  for  Virginia  this  morning, 
after  which  his  lecture  tour  will  be 
completed. 


THE  FIGURES. 

Lumber    Shipments  For 

First  Six  Months  of 

the  Year. 


It  has  been  pretty  well  understood, 
particularty  In  lumber  circles.  that 
there  is  always  more  or  less  of  specula- 
tion, some  guess  work  and  many  times 
some  exaggeration  when  it  comes  to 
giving  lumber  figures.  This  has  been 
true  in  the  past  and  will  undoubtedly 
be  so  in  the  future.  The  Information 
that  is  given  out  may,  occasionally, 
come  from,  sources  that  would  influence 
the  course  of  the  lumber  market. 

An  eltort  has  been  made  to   get  the 
figures  for  the  half  year's  lumber  busi- 
ness for  the  season  of  1901  and  diligent 
inquiry  has  been  made  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Lumljer- 
men's    association.    It    is    believed    that 
the  figures  will   be  approximately  cor- 
rect for  the  reason   that  the   members 
of  the  association  realize  the  advantage 
it  Is  to  the  trade  at  large  to  have  infor- 
mation on  which  they  may  base  an  in- 
telligent conduct  of  their  business.      If 
these  reports  are  not  In  the  aggregate 
favorable,   perhaps   they   might   not  be 
given  out  so  readily,  but  under  the  cir- 
cumstances It  is  Impossible  to  find  out 
the   grand  totals,   though   details  as  to 
stocks  on  hand,  the  amount  shipped  of 
each   grade   of   lumber.    Is   reserved    for 
the   private   beiieflt   of   the    association 
membership.        The    figures    have    been 
compiled  up  to  the  first  of  the  current 
month  and  the  record  covers  the  first 
half   of   the   year.       The   reports   were 
made  to  the  American  Lumberman  from 
seventy-four  of  the  leading  white  pme 
manufacutrlng   concerns    of    Minnesota 
and    Wisconsin   and    in   some    localities 
along  the  Mississippi  river  In  Iowa  g.nd 

Illinois. 

The  shipments  from  these  concerns  in 
June  1900.  were  204.149.902  feet,  while 
this  vear.  In  June,  the  shipments  were 
'>.=l'>  007  436"  feet,  an  increase  of  about  23.4 
per  cent.  This  was  also  an  increase 
of  10  per  cent  over  the  .shipments  for 
the  previous  month  of  this  year,  not- 
withstanding that  June  contained  two 
less  shipping  days  than  May  In  some 
of  the  lumber  manufacturing  points  to 
the  southward  of  the  district.  This  con- 
dition may.  perhaps,  be  balanced  by 
the  fact  that  June  had  more  shipping 
days  m  the  lake  region  than  did  the 
month  of  May.  „     ^    .  tv 

The  shipments  for  the  first  six  months 
'  In  1900  were  903.228.163  feet,  while  in  a 
I  corresponding  period  of  time  this  year 
the  shipments  in  the  district  embraced 
by  the  as.sociatlon  were  1.104.20.1,911  feet, 
an  increase  in  the  business  this  year  of 
22.2    per    cent. 

Averaging  the  amount  of  shipments 
among  the  aevetity-four  companies  or 
concerns  that  reported  it    would      give 


each  a  shipment  for  the  six  months  of 
2,597,134    feet. 

It  is  shown  by  these  figures  that  the 
growth  of  the  trade  has  been  a  very 
healthy  one  and  no  doubt  accounts  for 
the  present  boom  in  the  white  pine  mar- 
ket. It  also  suggests  that  the  average 
■white  pine  wholesale  manufacturing 
concern  is  one  that  does  a  large  busi- 
ness, the  average  being  well  up  toward 
what  would  be  the  largest  in  most  other 
lines. 

It  is  believed  that  the  big  record  made 
thus  far  will  be  kept  up,  unless  crops 
in  the  districts  that  buy  lil>erally  of  pine 
timber,  are  hard  hit  by  the  drouth.  The 
situation  in  the  East  Is  certainly  every- 
thing that  is  encouraging. 

McLAURIN  FIRED. 

Committee   Rules  Him  Out  of 
Democratic  Party. 


Columbia.  S.  C.  July  26. -The  state 
Democratic  executive  committee  laie  last 
night  adopted  a  resolution  rulinp  Senator 
McLaurln  out  of  the  Democratic  party. 
The  action  was  totallv  unexpeclod. 

Senator  Tillman  supoorted  the  resolu- 
tio«.  which  was  unexpectedly  offered  as  a 
substitute  for  a  resolution  on  which  there 
had  been  much  debate,  eoncernmg  the 
oalh  to  be  taken  by  candi-iates  for  con- 
sress  in  the  approaching  election  to  fill 
the  vacancy  cau4?ed  by  the  d»ath  of  Con- 
gressman  Stokes  of  the  Seventh  district. 


The  resolution  folloMfs: 

"Whereas,  the  Hon,  J.  I*  McLaurln, 
junior  senator  elect  io  reprrsent  the  state 
of  South  Carolina  in  the  national  con- 
gress, has  by  his  affiliatlona  and  votes  in 
that  body,  ignored  the  national  Democratic 
platform,  and  therefore  misrepresented 
his  sJate  and  constituents  who  elected  him. 

"Therefore,  he  It  resolved,  that  It  l«  the 
sense  and  conviction  of  the  state  executive 
committee  that  Senator  John  L.  McLauria 
from  the  standpoint  of  honesty  and  self- 
respect  should  tenrler  his  unqualified  res- 
ignation immediately." 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
25  to  8.

Wealthy  Lumbermen  Form  a 
New  Company. 

Stillwater.  Minn.,  Jult  26.-The  Ann* 
River  Lumber  company  filed  article*  of 
incorporation  with  the  reglater  of  deeds 
of   Washington   county  yesteiday. 

The  company  will  do  business  In  lum- 
ber lands  in  the  West  generally  and  wlU 
have  a  capital  stock  of  $.500.l«00.

Simple    Fault    In     Con- 
stant's Picture  Brought 
Royal  Disapproval. 

London,  July  26.— It  has  been  decided 
that  Jienjamln  Con.«tant's  p-jrirait  of 
Queen  Vitt-jria  sihall  rot  hang  in  any  of 
the  royal  coHection.s,  King  Ldward  and 
his  con.=ort,  gu'-en  Alexandra,  having 
so  derreed.  nof.vithstandlng  the  fact 
that  Queen  Alexandra  is  a  great 
admirer  of  the  work  of  the  famous 
French  painter,  and  is  highly  plea-'^ed 
with  a  recent  portrait  of  herself  by  his 
hand. 

Te  portrait  representing  Queen  Vic- 
toria on  her  throne  in  the  hou.se  of 
lordH  \va.«  only  casually  glanced  at  by 
her  majesty,  Us  subj<.-<t,  and  con- 
demned. The  .story  of  the  condemnation 
is  thus  told  by  M.  Constant: 

"I  reached  Wind.«or  by  th>-  early  train, 
carrying  the  picture  to  the  ca.sile  with 
my  own  hands.  It  was  before  the  ap- 
pointed hour  when  I  entered  the  castle, 
and  I  spent  the  interval  pacing  the  long 
gallerie.B,  feasting  my  eyes  on  the  mas- 
terpieces. A  great  stillness  reigne<J 
around.  Suddenly  a  chamberlain  an- 
nounced: 

'•  'The  Queen.' 

"Immediately  afterward  a  Uttle  lady, 
attired  In  black,  pink-cheeked,  with 
silver  hair  and  little  Idue  eyes,  entered. 
With  one  hand  she  leaned  on  a  stick, 
•while  the  other  hand  lay  on  the  arm  of 
a  young  Hindoo.  The  princess  of 
Wales  and  Princess  Ijeatrice  followed 
the  queen. 

"I  experienced  a  singular  feeling  of 
emotion  while  I  explained  the  decor- 
ative part  of  my  comp-jgUlon. 

"In  spite  of  the  pleasure  the  sight  of 
my  work  seemed  to  give  her,  and  of  the 
compliments  slie  paid  me.  her  majesty 
appefired  as  If  hypnotlze<l  by  the  ribbon 
of  the  Order  of  th«>  Garter,  which  she 
considered  to  l>e  too  green.  As  the  rib- 
bon Is  In  reality  blue,  this  little  detail 
seemed  to  make  her  Quite  uncomfort- 
able. 

"I  hastened  to  explain  that  the  ye>l- 
low  evening  sunlight,  falling  on  the  blue 
ribbon  In  the  picture,  gave  the  Impre.a- 
Bion  of  gre^n  by  the  lilending  of  the  two 
colors.  •  But  the  queen,  after  having 
listened  to  mo  with  the  greatest  com- 
plaisance, replied,  smilingly: 

'"Nevertheless.  It  .seems  to  me  to  be 
not  quite  blue  enough.' 

"I  could  not  but  bow  assent." 

The  painting  was  greatly  admired  In 
the  Paris  exposition.  When  It  was 
shipped  back  to  Windsor,  M.  C.Tnstant 
had  It  insured  for  $15,000,  hut  on  open- 
ing the  Vjox  the  picture  was  found  to 
have  heen  damaged  l)y  water. 

New  alterations  and  repair?  were  re- 
quired. But  although  King  Edward 
•nd    Queen    Alexandra    seemed    pleased 

fit  first,  their  refusal  to  allow  it  to  hang 
n  any  of  the  royal  galleries  proves  that 
they  also  must  gradually  have  come 
around  to  the  late  queen's  opinion. 

Aimong  other  great  paintings  by  M. 
Constant  is  a  wonderful  portrait  of 
Pope  Le<T  XIII,  considered  one  of  the 
greatest  masterpieces  in  the  world.

The  tax  rate  in  the  city  of  Duluth  will 
probably  not  be  so  heavy  ac  was  feared 
for  a  time.  It  was  thought  at  first  by 
some  that  it  would  run  up  to  4  per  cent 
or  more,  as  against  3  per  cent,  or  40 
mills,  last  year.  This  was  based  some- 
what on  the  suppo8iti3n  that  the  school 
board  would  have  to  make  a  large  levy 
in  order  to  make  up  for  the  small  one 
that  was  made  last  year. 

Tine  school  levy,  in  the  opinion  of 
those  who  have  been  looking  into  the 
matter,  will  not  have  to  be  so  heavy 
after  all.  I'p  to  last  yen-  the  sch  tol 
board  had  on  hand  about  enough  to  run 
the  schools  one  year  at  the  present  rate. 
In  order  to  keep  the  tax  rate  down  it 
was  decide<l  not  to  levy  very  much,  but 
to  use  up  the  surplus  on  hand,  and  after 
that  to  levy  what  was  needed  and  not 
keep  any  surplus  on  hand.  So  the  levy 
was  for  about  half  as  much  as  was 
needed  to  run  the  school  one  year. 

As  the  school  fund  was  one  year 
ahead,  this  left  still  a  surplus  of  half  a 
year's  funds.  This  year  the  same  levy 
as  last  year  will  entirely  consume  the 
surrdus  and  will  leave  the  school  funds 
cleaned  out  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year.  Possibly  the  funds  will  be  rather 
short  toward  the  r;lf>se.  but  In  that  case 
;he  schor.i  biard  can  do  what  the  city 
cften  does— anticipate  the  June  settle- 
ment. The  June  settlement  Is  never  ap- 
portioned before  the  middle  of  July, 
long  after  the  schools  have  closed  for 
the  year,  and  it  will  probably  be  neces- 
sary to  ask  the  county  treasurer  f:>r  an 
advance  on  the  amount  comins  to  the 
school  district.  The  city  often  does  this, 
and  It  will  be  possible  for  the  school  dis- 
trict to  do  the  same. 

Th'^'  c  »unty  rate  shows  an  increase, 
but  it  is  probable  that  before  the  levy  is 
spread  on  the  books  1  mill  will  be  cut 
off  and  the  county  rate  reduced  that 
mu-^h.  County  Auditor  Halden  is  very 
anxious  to  put  off  the  levy  to  make  up 
t.".e  overdraft  In  the  poor  fund  until  next 
year,  when  the  valuation  rf  the  c aunty 
"aUI  be  much  larger,  and  then  the  ex- 
pense will  be  divided  up  more  equallv. 
This  idea  meets  with  a  good  deal  of 
favor  everywhere  that  It  is  discussed. 
.;nd  if  the  consent  of  the  public  exam- 
iner is  obtained  It  will  probably  be  cir- 
ri"d  out. 

Tr'<"  only  niace  where  any  ajTreclable 
Increase  will  be  made  in  the  tax  levy  is 
in  the  city  itself.  There  will  be  an  In- 
crease In  the  ( Ity  levy,  but  It  Is  not  yet 
possible  to  tell  h'«w  much  It  will  be.  It 
is  net  likely  t:>  be  very  large.  The  prin- 
cipal increase  will  be  In  the  fund  for  the 
dei>artm<=nt  of  iiubllc  works.

BENDERS 


Are  Now  Thought  to  Be 

Living       In 

Colorado. 

Topeka.  Kas..  July  26— Governor  Stanley 
has  granted  a  requisition  of  the  governor 
of  Colorado  for  four  persons  who  arc  be- 
lieved by  reputable  citizens  of  .Montgom- 
erv  and  Labette  counties  to  be  the  no. er- 
icas Benders,  accused  of  thirty-seveii  ruur- 
ders  In  Kansas  In  1»T2.  The  affidavits  up- 
on which  the  requisition  was  granted  were 
made  bv  E.  M.  Oack.  T.  B.  Smith.  \.  A. 
Monyhand  and  M.  E.  Sparks,  who  went 
to  Colorado  especially  to  see  the  four 
sus-jected    persons. 

The  steps  to  bring  the  suspected  ones  to 
Kansas  are  taken  upon  the  representat  on 
of  Frank  Ayers.  of  Fort  Collins.  Colo., 
who  claims  that  he  knows  them,  and  that 
the  notorious  Kate  Bender  was  once  his 

wife 

He  savs  they  live  at  Fort  Collins,  Colo., 
where  the  father  and  motner  are  known 
as  Charles  Read  and  wife,  aivd  the  two 
children  as  William  Baker  and  May  Ba- 
ker He  savs  the  old  man  Is  al>out  <9 
years  of  age  "and  his  wife  five  or  six  years 
younger.      The    other    two,    he    says,    are 

""in"  1^72  the  Benders  lived  in  Labette 
county.  Kansas,  near  Cherr>-vale.  The 
family  consisted  of  William  Bender,  aged 
about  60:  his  wife,  aged  abciut  5d;  Kate, 
aged  about  25,  and  John,  aged  Perhaps  23. 
Katf-  and  John  were  children  of  %Mlltam 
Bender  by  a  former  wife.  The  house  was 
a  frame,  16  by  ac»  feet,  and  fronted  north. 
There  was  a  door  at  either  end,  and  the 
room  was  divided  by  a  canvas  partition 
drawn  tightly  over  upright  scantlings. 
This  partition  vk-as  the  death  trap. 

The  victims,  nearly  all  travelers,  were 
decoyed  to  a  seat  close  against  the  can- 
vas and  Kate  did  the  rest.  Every  man 
they  killed  had  a  horse,  but  only  the  two 
animals  the  family  originally  took  to  the 
farm  were  found  after  the  flight. 

The  horses.  It  is  l>elleved,  were  run  out 
of  the  country  by  confederates.  The 
clothes  of  their  victims  were  also  dispos- 
ed of  In  that  way.  The  money  and  valu- 
ables were  kept  by  the  murderers.  Nine 
bodle*  In  all  were  found,  but  that  prob- 
ably represents  only  the  killing  of  the 
last  six  months  of  the  stay  of  the  family 
in  the  countrj'.  Before  that  It  Is  believed 
that  the  bodies  were  taken  to  remote  dis- 
tances as  one  of  the  discovered  bodies 
wa*  With  the  exception  of  a  little  baby 
all  the  bodies  had  their  throats  cut,  and 
all  bore  the  marks  of  two  hammers. 

The  murder  of  Dr.  York,  of  Fort  Scott, 
a  prominent  dentist,  led  to  an  Investlga- 
tlor»  that  caused  the  Benders  to  flee.  Re- 
wards aggregating  $10,000  were  offered  for 
them,  but  they  have  not  been  apprehend- 
ed. 


ARE  MARRIED. 


Another  Chapter  Is  Added 

to    Very    Racy 

History. 

Vincennes,  Ind..  July  26.— The  mar- 
riage of  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Swartzel  and 
Mrs.  Belle  Horrall  adds  another  chap- 
ter to  one  of  the  most  sensational  cases 
ever  known  in  this  locality.  Three 
years  ago  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Swartzel  was 
one  of  the  most  prominent  physicians  In 
the  state  of  Indiana  and  a  leading 
Democratic  politician,  surrounded  by  a 
loving  wife  and  four  children  in  one  of 
the  most  palatial  residences  in  Vin- 
cennes. He  was  looked  upon  as  the  hap- 
i  piest  of  men.  About  this  time  he  was 
!  caHed  to  the  home  of  Perry  Horrall,  a 
well-to-do  mill  owner,  to  attend  an 
illness  of  his  wife.  She  was  sick  for  a 
nunrber  of  weeks,  and  the  doctor  made 
regular  visits. 

He  soon  gre^-  attached  to  her,  and 
the  attachment  ripened  into  love.  The 
love  was  returned,  and  it  wasn't  long 
until  gossip  was  aroused.  Naturally  It 
reached  Mrs.  Swartzel,  and  the  investi- 
gation which  followed  proved  that  the 
doctor  and  Mrs.  Horrall  were  lovers.  A 
divorce  suit  followed,  and  the  court 
granted  Mrs.  Swartzel  her  libertj-.  The 
evidence  introduced  was  unfit  for  pub- 
lication, and  it  brought  on  trouble  be- 
tween Mrs.  Horrall  and  her  husband. 

She  filed  suit  for  divorce  and  he  filed 
a  cross  complaint,  charging  her  with 
adultery  with  Dr.  Swartzel,  and  asked 
that  the  divorce  be  granted  to  him.  Be- 
fore the  court  made  a  finding  Mr.  Hor- 
rall dismissed  his  cross  complaint,  but 
the  court  refused  to  grant  her  a  divorce. 
The  case  was  afterward  venued  to 
Davies  county,  where  Horrall  again 
filed  a  cross  complaint,  and  he  was 
granted  the  divorce  and  the  custody  of 
his  three  children.  In  her  complaint 
Mrs.  Horrall  also  asked  alimony,  but 
this  was  refused. 

Again  the  evidence  was  of  such  a 
character  that  women  could  not  stay 
in  the  court  room.  Growing  out  of  these 
sensational  proceedings  '^'.as  a  damage 
suit  filed  by  Horrall  against  Swartzel, 
which  was  rendered  against  Swartzel 
for  $500.  Swartzel  then  sued  Horrall 
to  recover  an  alleged  doctor  bill  on  ac- 
count of  services  rendered  Horrall's 
wife,  but  lost  the  suit.  Last  week  the 
last  case  was  settled,  and  now  the  mar- 
riage adds  another  chapter  to  the  affair. 


KEEL  LAID 


For  New  Armored  Crui- 
ser to  Be  Named 
Pennsylvania. 

Philadelphia.  July  26.— The  keel  of  th« 
armored  cruiser  Pennsylvania,  the  first 
vessel  of  the  new  navy  to  be  named 
after  the  state  in  which  nearly  all  tha 
more  modern  vessels  were  built,  has 
been  laid  at  the  yard  of  the  Wllliami 
Cramp  Ship  and  Engine  Building  com- 
pany. The  cruiser  will  have  a  si)eed 
second  only  to  the  cruiser  Variag,  the 
Russian  cruiser,  and  the  fastest  afioat. 

A  sister  ship  to  the  Pennsylvania,  th© 
armored  cruiser  Colorado,  will  be  built 
later  by  the  Cramps.  By  a  recent  deci- 
sion of  the  navy  department,  the  \^9 
vessels  constructed  are  to  be  alike,  al- 
though it  was  first  intended  that  the 
Pennsylvania,  unlike  the  Colorado, 
should  be  sheathed  with  wood  and  cop- 
pered.  Both  vessels  are  armored  cruis- 
ers with  two  9-inch  barbette  turrets 
and  two  military  masts.  The  general 
dimensions   are: 

Length  on  the  water  line,  B02  feet;  ea&- 
treme  beam,  69  feet  6  inches  and  m«ai^ 
draft,  24  feet  6  inches.  The  displao©* 
ment  Is  13,680  tons.

United 
States  Navy,  Washington.  D.  C:  On 
rcQuest  of  Hear  Admiral  Winfleld 
S.  Schley.  United  States  navy,  made  in 
a  lett»-r  dated  July  22,  1901,  copy  here- 
with, tt  court  of  inquiry,  of  which  you 
are  hereby  appointed  president.  Rear 
Admirals  Lewis  A.  Kimberly  and 
Andrew  E.  K.  Benham,  United  States 
navy,  members,  and  Oapt.  Samuel  C. 
Lcmly,  United  .States  navy,  judge  advo- 
sate  general.  Judge  advocate,  is  heret)y 
ordered  to  convene  at  the  navy  depart- 
ment. Washington,  D.  C.  at  1  o'clock 
p.  m.,  on  Thursday,  the  12th  day  of 
September,  lt»01.  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  may  be  practicable,  for  the  purixjse 
uf  in>iuh'tt)g  into  the  conduct  of  the  said 
Schley,  commodore  in  the  navy,  during 
the  recent  war  wlUi  Spain  and  in  con- 
nection  with   the  events  thereof. 

■"The  court  will  thoroughly  inquire 
into  all  the  circumstances  bearing  upon 
the  subject  of  the  investigation  hereby 
ordered,  and  to  this  end.  besides  exam- 
ining orally  all  prciper  wltnes^ses  whose 
attendance  can  be  isecuied.  will  call 
upon  the  department  for  all  doiumen- 
tary  evidence  in  relation  thereto  on  its 
files.

OWN  BONDS 

County  Treasurer's  Office 

Does  Some  Clipping 

of  Coupons. 


Were  Purchased  For  Sink- 
ing   Fund    Some 
Years  Ago. 


Fortunate  Investment  For 

Money  Might  Have 

Been  Lost. 


Deputy  County  Treasurer  William- 
son had  all  the  appearance  of  a  bloated 
bondholder  this  nvorning.  He  sat  at  his 
desk  in  the  treasurer's  office  with  a 
pair  of  scissors,  calmly  snipping  cou- 
pons from  a  bundle  of  bonds  that  lay 
on  his  desk.  He  made  haste  to  deny  any 
personal  interest  in  the  wealth  dis- 
played there,  however,  but  stated  that 
be  was  engaged  in  the  task  of  causing 
St.  Louis  county  to  pay  Itself  the  In- 
terest on  Its  own  bonds. 

It  is  the  county  that  is  the  bondholder. 
It  owns  32,000  of  its  own  ljtj«id.s,  and  In 
order  to  save  bookkeeping  the  bonds  are 
kept  by  the  treasurer,  and  when  the  in- 
terest'coupons  come  due  they  are 
clipped  off  and  the  Interest  credited  to 
the  sinking  fund.  The  bcxids  were 
bought  up  with  money  in  the  sinking 
fund  about  ten  years  ago,  and  it  was 
a  very  good  thing  it  was  done,  because 
when  the  bank  failures  came  during 
the  panic  the  county  lost  money,  but  it 
did  not  lose  what  it  had  sunk  in  its  own 
bonds. 

Of  the  total  of  $32,000  of  its  own  bonds 
held  by  the  county.  $30,000  draws  4Vi  per 
cent  interest,  and  $2000  draws  4  per  cent. 
Some  of  the  bonds  that  draw  the  largest 
Interest.  5  and  6  per  cent,  are  still  out- 
standing, and  it  would  please  the 
county  ofTlcers  very  much  if  they  could 
retiiv  them  and  replace  them  with  bonds 
drawing  lower  rates  of  Interest. 

Not  another  bond  that  Is  outstanding, 
however,  can  be  retired  before  mateur- 
Ity,  and  the  county  must  perforce  con- 
tinue to  pay  the  high  rates  of  interest 
until  the  Ijonds  mature.  AH  of  the 
bond  issues  have  been  repeatedly  over- 
hauled In  order  to  find  out  beyond 
question  that  they  cannot  be  refunded. 
About  once  a  year  some  county  com- 
missioner- gets  a  fit  of  economy  and 
goes  over  the  b<wid  Issues  in  the  hopes 
of  finding  some  that  could  be  refunded, 
but  ea<>h  time  the  result  Is  the  same. 

Hereafter  It  Is  probable  that  the 
county  l>oard,  when  it  has  occasion  to 
Issue  more  bonds,  will  make  them  re- 
deemable at  the  option  of  the  county 
In  five  years,  and  then  the  county  will 
be  able  to  call  them  In  whenever  It  is 
able  to  do  so.

All  of  the  dressy  frocks  that  show  a 
note  of  black  In  .«ie  niaterlal  run  lav- 
ishly to  black  Chantllly.  and  so  splendid 
Is  the  effect  of  tlus  over  white  taffeta 
that  one  Is  led  readily  to  believe  the 
costume  a  priceless  creation.

If  the  Jupe  is  frilled  to  the  waist,  aa  is 
sometimes  the  case,  the  bodice  length 
may  also  be  in  tiny  lace-edged  ruffles, 
or  else  outlined,  in  Chantllly.  sleeve 
caps  and  a  bolero  to  be  worn  with  a 
kilted  blouse  of  white  mull.

let  dragon  flowers  and  strings  of  white 
mull. 

Apropos  of  hats,  have  you  noticed 
how  many  ostrich  feathers  are  worn 
this  season?  Sometimes  a  single  cha- 
peau  will  sport  as  many  as  the  poor 
bird  himself,  and  In  contrast  to  this 
wintry  plume  the  hat  Itself  may  be  of 
tulle.  The  model  with  the  brim  that 
rolls  away  from  the  face  continues  to 
be  liked,  and  across  the  front  of  this 
long,  wide  quills  are  frequently  set  at 
a  sharp  angle. 

One  of  the  simplest  of  the  summer 
girl's  neck  rigs  Is  the  stock  tie.  Take  a 
strip  of  white  nainsook,  thin,  but  not 
too  sheer,  or  of  dimity,  one  and  one- 
half  yards  long  and  four  Inches  wide 
and  round  It  slightly  at  the  throat  by  a 
collar  pattern  that  opens  in  the  back. 
With  a  bias  strip  of  colored  chambray 
or  lawn  one  Inch  wide  bind  the  entire 
tie  by  sewing  one  edge  of  the  bias  strip 
to  edge  of  tie,  folding  it  in  the  middle 
and  stitching  down  the  other  edge  over 
the  first  seam. 

These  ties  are  worn  without  any  other 
collar,  and  are  put  around  the  neck, 
crossed  in  the  back  and  tied  in  the 
front  In  bow  or  four-ln-hand.  Made  with 
a  binding  of  old  blue"  or  "rose"  they 
look  well  with  nearly  any  shirt  waist, 
but  the  collar  is,  of  course,  a  mere  mat- 
ter of  personal  taste. 

Another,  easily  made,  too.  Is  the  crush, 
stock  of  white  pique,  cheviot  or  even 
duck,  with  colored  ends.  These  have  a 
straight  edge  at  the  top,  which  gives  a 
more  decidedly  crushed  effect  when 
worn.  They  are  made  by  sewing  two 
thleknesse«3  of  pique  together,  atltchlng 
around  edges  and  ading  any  kind  of  ties 
one  likes.  There  are  the  short  ties  for  a 
mere  knot,  ties  rounded  or  pointed  for 
a  small  bow  and  long  ends  for  a  four-in- 
iiand.  made  of  material  of  shirt  waist 
with  which  stock  is  to  be  worn,  of  solid 
chambray  or  linen,  or  some  of  the  prettv 
white  shirt  waiAt  stuffs  sold  In  thV 
shops.  One  of  these  ties  is  sewed  only 
at  his  extreme  edges,  so  as  to  leave  a 
silt  for  other  tie  to  go  through  when 
put  around  the  neck.  Still  another  very 
effective  one  Is  made  from  a  lady's  linen 
or  lawn  handkerchief,  with  narrow 
hemstitched  hem  and  tiny  vine  of  em- 
broidery. First,  fold  the  handkerchief 
from  corner  to  corner  and  cut  in  a 
straight  line  one  and  one-half  inches 
from  each  side  of  the  fold.  Cut  this 
strip  in  two  crosswise  and  you  have  two 
bia«  pieces  with  pointed  ends,  formed 
by  corners  of  handkerchief,  for  ends  of 
the  tie.  Fell  these  neatly  to  a  straight 
piece  of  lawn  thirty  inches  long  and 
three  inches  wide  and  hem  twth  sides. 
Use  the  two  other  corners  of  the  hand- 


kerchief for  points,  which  are  sewed  to 
the  middle  of  top  edge  of  tie  and  turned 
down  over  it  to  complete  the  handker- 
chief stock. 

Gauzaline  is  a  sort  of  silken  gauze.  It 
comes  In  soft  combinations  of  color  in 
large  plaids.  The  silk  between  the 
plaids  is  of  the  g«,uze. 

A  material  which  is  selling  up  town 
lust  at  the  present  time  for  63  cents  a 
yard  is  called  luxeme.  it  has  much  tbe 
appearance  of  surah  silk,  but  has  a 
little  more  body.  It  Is  a  delightful  and 
serviceable  material  for  shirt  waists.  It 
comes  In  all  the  delicate  colors,  and  has 
a  sheen  given  by  a  white  thread  run 
into  it.  The  silk  is  twenty-one  Inches 
w  ide.    It  has  been  |1  a  yard. 

Under  waist«  and  pettlooats  are  now 
made  in  one  piece,  the  waist  part 
tucked  at  the  lower  part  and  shaped  In 
a  point  to  agree  with  the  long-waisted 
effect  of  everything  worn  nowadays. 
The  tiny  tucks  are  so  flat  that  there  is 
no  fullness  at  the  waist  line.  The  skirt 
part  of  the  garment  is  shaped  around 
the  hips  and  has  no  fullness.  Th<,-re  is  a 
narrow  beading  at  the  waist  through 
which  ribbons  are  run. 

Dotted  muslin  petticoats  ruffled  and 
lace  trimmed  are  appropriate  to  jTear 
with  light  gowns.  When  Imported  they 
cost  as  much  as  many  silks. 

Long  pins,  which  may  or  may  not  N" 
set  with  jewels,  are  bolero  pins  for  hold- 
ing In  place  the  two  sides  of  that  much 
worn  garment  or  part  of  a  garment. 

A  striking  gown  of  red,  a  flower  de- 
sign upon  white,  is  trimmed  with  wide, 
serpentine  bands  of  black  thread  lace 
set  Into  the  skirt  lengthwise.  It  takes  a 
woman  with  a  certain  style  to  wear  a 
gown  like  this.  The  bolero  is  edged  with 
the  wide,  black  lace  and  has  under  it  a 
blouse  of  white  chiffon.  The  whole 
gown  Is  rather  reminiscent  of  Mrs.  Los- 
lie  Carter  and  Zaza. 

Attractive  dark  silk  dust  coats  have 
plaited  grass  linen  set  into  the  collars 
and  cuffs.  The  effect  is  good.  Heavy 
linen  colored  dust  coats  are  trimmed 
with  bands  of  black,  have  a  black  collar 
and  are  fastened  In  front  with  a  big 
bow  of  black  ribbon  with  long  ends. 

Tho  festooning  of  silk  and  lace  around 
the  skirts  of  gowns  is  an  effective  way 
of  trimming. 

Plaid  silks  are  to  be  seen  occasionally 
■under  transparent  materials.  With 
their  colors  veiled,  except  where  the 
plaid  appears  in  full  view  for  trimming, 
they  are  very  et tractive. 

French  underwear  ribbons  come  in  all 
widths  from  the  narrow  ones  to  those 
three  Inches  wide,  and  they  are  delight- 
ful, these  larger  ones,  for  neck  ribbons. 
They  are  soft.  In  charming  colors,  and 
are  intended  to  wash.  They  are  to  be 
found  in  shades  of  blue  and  pink,  laven- 
der in  several  shades  deepening  to  a 
heliotrope,  a  beautiful  com  color,  and 
reds  and  dark  blue.  There  Is  a  fancy 
weave  to  the  ribbons,  some  having  al- 
most a  basket  weave,  others  flner.  with 
a  polka  dot  of  like  color  woven  into  it.

From  the  Heated  Term 

for  the  Corn

Washington.    July   26.— No    prospect   for 

permanent  or  general  relief  for  the  drouth 
stricken  corn  belt  is  held  out  by  the 
weather  bureau.  Advices  today  from  all 
parts  of  the  western  ci>untry  Inxilcate  no 
general  change  in  the  weather  conditions 
that  have  existed  now  for  weeks.  Tho 
temi>er«ture  will  eonttmie  high.  It  Is  said 
by  th  weather  bureau  officials,  except  in 
the  northern  and  northwestern  portions 
of  the  corn  belt,  where  som*  relief  already 
has  been  experienced.  r>ocal  rains,  gen- 
erally not  heavy,  have  afforded  some  re- 
lief to  parts  of  Missouri.  Kansas,  Ne- 
braska, Oklahoma  and  Iowa,  but  tholr 
good  effects  in  some  Instances  have  been 
lost  by  reason  of  their  falling  during  day 
and  being  followed  by  very  hot  sunshine. 
Great  good  has  resulted  from  rains  that 
have  fallen  at  night.  Scattered  thunder 
storms  may  be  expected  throughout  the 
corn  states,  but  the  weather  bureau  offi- 
cials hold  out  no  hope  of  an  Inimedlate 
breaking  up  of  the  present  heated  term.

SUBJECTIVE  SENSATION. 
Some  London  physicians  have  bee« 
speculating  upon  the  cause  of  the  curi- 
ous process  whereby  a  sane  man  sees, 
or  thinks  he  beholds,  a  figure  which  does 
not  exist  externally  at  all.  This  Is 
known  to  science  as  subjective  sensa- 
tion. Objective  sensation  represents  the 
process  of  ordinary  healthy  vision. 
From  an  object  outside  wavee  of  light 
enter  the  eye  and  are  modified  to  form 
an  image  on  the  retina.  This  image  is 
ultimately  transferred  to  the  seeing 
centers  of  the  brain,  which  in  turn  sub- 
mit them  to  the  ordeal  and  Judgment  of 
the  highest  centers  of  all — those  whlcli 
exercise  the  consciousness  that  is  the 
real  mental  court  of  appeal.  A  London 
authority  suggests  that  in  'hallu- 
cinations" this  process  is  reversed  in  its 
order.  Thus.  In  virtue  of  some  abnor- 
mal brain  action  or  other,  the  image  or 
memory  of  something  seen  (or  of  some- 
thing even  fancied)  is  projected  for- 
ward from  the  background  of  con- 
sciousness on  to  the  eye.  Even  if  ths 
process  end  at  the  brain's  sight  centers, 
it  is  suggested,  the  observer  may  ex- 
perience a  sensation  akin  to  tliat  of 
something  actually  seen.

Heavy    Damage  to   Crib 

But  Vessel  Not  Much 

Injured. 


The  Tug  B.  B.  Inman  Is 

Badly  Damaged  In 

a  Collision. 


Two  Hat  bora.  Minn..  July  26.— (S:)0<.ial 
to  The  Herald.)— Wednesday  night  was  a 
bad  ni  jht  for  the  marine  men  lere.  About 
11  o'clock  the  steamer  Shenandoah,  loaded 
with  ore  fr<.m  the  AUouez  docks  at  Su:>e- 
rior,  whilt  coming  into  the  harb.ir  to 
pick  up  tho  barge  Paisley,  loaded  with 
pulp  wood,  struck  the  second  crib  of  'he 
new  breakwater  extension,  plowing  her 
way  Into  about  ten  feet  of  rock  anl  crib- 
bing, and  seriously  damaging  the  break- 
water. As  the  sea  Is  running  quit.?  high 
it  Is  impessitle  lo  yet  ascertain  the  cx.ict 
amount  of  damage  done  to  the  break- 
water, but  it  is  estimated  at  $10,uOO.  The 
Shenandoah  is  owned  bv  J.ames  L).-jy>is.)n, 
of  Bay  City.  Mich.  Capt.  J.  S.  McAvoy 
is  in  charge.  It  will  not  be  known  what 
damages  the  steamer  has  sustained  until 
she  is  unJcaded,  but  It  Is  not  thouj;ht  to 
be  heavy  as  she  struck  at  right  aiiples 
and  bounced  off  easily.  There  was  a  std 
light  on  the  end  of  the  breakwater  fnd  a 
wnite  light  on  the  end  of  the  ext^n-ion. 
The  captain  says  he  did  not  kno-.v  of  the 
work  soing  on  and  supimsed  the  red  light 
to  be  the  end  of  the  breakwater.  The  ac- 
cident is  unfortunate  as  the  extiaslon  was 
very  r.early  conapleted,  and  now  the  in- 
jured crib  will  have  to  be  taken  out  and 
a  new  one  put  In,  which  will  delay  the 
work  about  six  weeks. 

The  .••ame  night  the  steamer  Hiaw.itha. 
while  conr.ing  into  port,  through  some  ac- 
cident or  misunderstanding,  struck  th^»  ;ug 
B.  B.  Tnman  amidships,  badly  dam.iglng 
her..  Exter.slve  repairs  will  be  nece.ssary. 
and  fsome  time  will  elapse  before  she  can 
be  put  in  service  again.  The  tug  was 
turned  over  on  her  side  and  It  was  a  mat- 
ter of  pi:rpripe  that  she  was  not  turned 
completely  over  and  sunk,  which,  if  done, 
would  hav"  drowned  the  whole  crew.  The 
tug  Record  was  sent  here  from  iJuluth 
and  temporary  repairs  are  being  made  to 
the  Inman  so  she  will  be  able  to  go  to 
Duluth  for  rejialrs.  The  stem  of  the  Hia- 
watha was  broken. 

TROUBLE  NEARIyY  OVER.

fuel  for  the  tlamt-s  that  quickly  put  the 
ronllaKratlon  beyond  the  c mtrol  of  the 
firemen.  If  the  wind  had  l)een  bli>wlng 
from  the  east  tiie  Ijest  business  Dortlon 
of  the  city  would  have  been  swept  away. 
Fortunately  a  southwest  bri  eze  carried 
the  (lames  towards  the  bluffs,  and  as 
soon  as  they  were  out  of  the  thickly  set- 
tled district  the  efforts  of  the  firemen 
and  hunilreds  of  heljiers  finally  brought 
the  fire  under  control. 

The  entire  district  from  Federal  street 
to  1  Midge  avenue  and  from  the  river  to 
Seventh  street  was  swept  away. 

The  patrol  ambulances  were  kept  busy 
hauling  away  persons  who  were  pros- 
trated. In  a  few  Instances  persons  liv- 
ing in  the  burniMl  district  have  not  been 
l.ii  ated  by  their  relatives,  but  It  is  be- 
lieved they  escaped.  Probably  100  fam- 
ilitjs  were  rendered  homeless  by  the 
llames.  and  houses  and  hotels  were 
turned  over  to  them  for  the  night. 

It  is  believed  the  fire  was  caused  by 
biys  smnkins  cigarettes  on  the  levee. 
Oroui'S  of  them  had  been  cha.sed  away 
during  the  day  from  the  dlstriet  whore 
the  fire  broke  out.  The  work  of  fighting 
the  fire  was  attended  with  great  diflicui- 
ty  on  account  of  the  heat.  Ambulances 
were  kept  busy  hauling  off  prostrated 
tlremen. 


Davenport,  Iowa,  July  26.— Fire  laid 
woHie  an  area  of  sawmill  and  residence 
prui>erty  in  Davenjiort  yesterday  after- 
noon equal  to  twenty  ordinary  city 
blocks. 

Fiunas  started  at  2:30  o'clock  In  the 
big  plies  of  kindling  wood  of  the  Rock 
Island  Fuel  company  on  the  levee. 
riie  brisk  breeze  blowing  carried  the 
flames  directly  across  the  immense 
lumber  yards  of  the  Weyerhaeuser- 
Dcnkniann  company,  which  soon  were 
a  seething  mass  of  flames.  The  spread 
of  the  fire  was  so  rapid  that  the  woik- 
men  barely  had  time  to  leave  the 
^•ards. 

The  fiaines  pushed  their  way  into  the 
idj'iining  residence  district,  closely 
settled  with  middle-class  homes,  aver- 
aging in  v.iUif  a  few  thousand  dollars 
?a<h.  from  which  the  occupants  only 
escaped  with  their  lives  and  the  clothing 
on  their  backs.  Over  fifty  homes  were 
:hus  burned,  and  sime  tenements,  re- 
Bulting  in  hundreds  of  familie.i  l)elng 
rendered  homeless.  Others  deserted 
:hfir  home.s  in  the  threatened  district. 

Vacant  houses  all  over  town  are  filled 
svith  furniture  removed  from  the  Im- 
perlletl  di.-^trict.  The  fire  was  fought 
persistently  by  the  fire  departments  of 
Davenport,  Rock  li^hind  and  MoUne, 
111.,  the  latter  dtles  responding  prompt- 
ly to  the  appeal  f  )r  aid  fiom  here. 

Kfforts  to  check  the  llames  were  un- 
availing until  they  spread  on  the  north 
»o  the  spacious  grounds  of  .St.  Kather- 
ne's  hall,  a  boarding  school  for  young 
adies.  whi -h  was  slaved  after  the  tower 
liad   been  burned  off. 

Gradually  the  battle  waged  on  the 
•dges  of  the  flaming  distrht  told,  as  less 
:hlckly  settled  portions  of  the  city  were 
nvaded.  15y  10  o'elock  the  confiagration 
pv'as   under  control. 

The  mill  of  the  Weyerhaensor-Denk- 
Tiann  co'vipanv,  Uunber  and  yards  were 
:otally  destroyed.  Loss.  $400,000.  Resl- 
ience  and  ither  losses,  $300,000.

and  they  went  forth  to  go  Into  the  land 
or  Canaan;  and  into  the  land  of  Canaan 
they  oanie.  And  Abraham  passed 
through  the  land  unto  the  place  of 
Shechem.  unto  the  oak  of  Moreh.  And 
the  Canaanlte  was  then  In  the  land. 
And  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Abram, 
and  said.  Unto  thy  seed  will  I  give  this 
land:  and  there  huilded  ho  an  altar  unto 
the  Lord,  who  appeared  unto  him.  And 
lie  removed  from  thence  unto  the  mi>un- 
taln  on  the  east  of  Rethel.  and  pitched 
his  tent,  having  Bethel  on  the  we^t, 
and  Al  on  the  east;  and  there  he  l)ulld- 
ed  an  altar  unto  the  Lord.

Golden  Text:  *'I  will  bless  thee,  and 
make  thy  name  groat;  and  thou  shalt 
be  a  blessing."    Genesis  12:2. 

INTRODUCTORY. 
After  the  flo.xl,  the  population  of  the 
eorth  Increased  very  rapidly.  Men 
soon  came  to  be  as  forgetful  of  God  as 
tiiey  had  ever  been  before.  They  had  a 
dark  dreiad  that  at  some  time  there 
would  be  another  overwhelming  calam- 
Itj  like  the  Hood.  They  thought  to  avoid 
such  a  disaster  by  constructing  a  tali 
tower  in  which  they  could  take  refuge 
in  case  of  need.  But  God  had  given 
them  his  covenant  that  no  such  thing 
would  occur.  Their  deed  dishonored 
God,  ami  they  suffered  for  it  the  pen- 
alty of  dispersion,  with  the  added  pen- 
alty of  the  multiplication  of  language*. 
Fr',m  this  point  on  the  sacred  narrative 
is  Interested  mainly  with  the  early  his- 
tory of  the  chosen  people  of  God,  the 
He  b  lews. 

The  land  of  Shlnar  Is  located  In  the 
southern  valley  of  the  Euphrates  and 
Tigris  rivers.  Two  thousand  years  be- 
fore Christ  that  land  was  upon  the  sea, 
and  the  city  of  l^r  itself  was  a  seaport. 
It  was  a  very  rich  land,  the  center  of 
what  was  even  at  that  remote  time  an 
ancient  civilization.  Back  and  forth 
across  its  nourishing  territory  there 
moved  that  vast  army  of  migratory 
leoples  who  journeyed  to  and  from 
India  and  the  uplands  on  the  ^ast  and 
the  direction  of  Egypt  and  the  Arabian 
jieninsuia  on  the  we^t.  There  were  the 
Cushltes  on  the  south-east  and  the 
Semites  on  the  north-west,  and  the  old 
races  of  the  plain  in  their  ancient 
abodes;  but  these  two  types  of  people 
came  in  to  absorb  and  l^e  absorbed  in 
the  changing  kaleidoscope  of  national 
ond  racial  i>rogrer;s.  The  people  of  this 
plain  were  of  a  religious  turn,  in  fact, 
their  first  rulers  seem  to  have  been 
priests,  who  obtained  their  power 
through  the  fact  that  the  people  ac- 
corded them  so  much  natural  rever- 
ence. They  had  temples  of  great  size, 
and  their  priests  were  also  the  astron- 
omers and  (Studied  the  movements  of 
the  heavenly  bodies,  for  all  these  were 
supposed  to  have  to  do  with  the  con- 
trol of  human  life.  A  vast  literature 
was  growing  up  among  them  from  the 
rude  l)eglnninss  of  the  records  of  the 
rules  of  astrology  and  divination. 

It  was  probably  on  the  outskirts  of 
this  land  that  the  family  of  Terah  lived, 
for  they  were,  no  doubt,  herdsmen  and 
sought  pasturage  for  their  Hocks  and 
herds.  Teruh  joined  in  the  religious  life 
of  the  people,  and  worshlpv>ed  their  gixls 
as  well  as  the  ones  he  had  brought  with 
him  from  whatever  country  either  he 
or  his  forefathers  had  come.  He  had 
three  sons,  but  one  of  them  died  there 
In  the  vicinity  of  Ur.  There  is  a  tradi- 
tion that  in  Ur  Abram  refused  to  wor- 
ship the  idols  of  the  land,  and  that,  in 
consequence.  Nlmrod  the  king  caused 
him  to  be  cast  into  a  furnace  of  fire, 
and  that  his  brother  Haran  stood  by 
and  saw  that  Abram  was  not  harmed 
by  the  fire.  Haran  then  became  doubt- 
ful and  said.  'If  Nlmrod  oveo-come.  I 
will  l)e  on  his  side;  but  If  Abram  over- 
come. I  will  i.e  on  his  side.'  Abram 
came  out  of  the  fire  unhurt.  Then  the 
people  said  that  Haran  was  full  of 
(harms  and  divinations  and  had  pre- 
vented the  fire  from  hurting  Abram. 
At  "once  fire  came  from  heaven  and  de- 
voured Haran.  And  thus  It  happened 
that  Haran  died  In  the  land  of  his  na- 
tivity, in  the  presence  of  his  father 
Terah.  The  chief  value  to  us  of  this 
tradition,  as  of  others  we  may  read  In 
thit«  connection,  la  that  they  testify  to 
the  gross  forms  of  idolatry  that  pre- 
vailed m  the  country  from  which 
Abram  was  called. 

CALLED  OF  GOD. 
The  book  of  Acts  says  distinctly  that 
Abram  was  called  of  God  while  he  was 
stiil  in  Ur.  although  Gene^sis  does  not  so 
state.  (See.  however.  Genesis  15:7.) 
Stephen  seems  to  have  followed  Jea\ish 
tradition  in  thi.^  matter.  Tradition 
further  says  that  a  star  heralded 
Abram's  brth.  that  the  king,  fearing  s.> 
wonderful  a  child,  ordered  his  death: 
but  that  a  elave  was  killed  in  his  stead, 
and  that  Abram  was  brought  up  In  hid- 
ing. On  coming  out  into  the  world  he 
was  amazed  at  the  glory  of  what  he  saw 
and  wanted  to  worship  the  heavenly 
bodies.  It  Is  no  doubt  a  version  of  this 
tradition  that  is  found  in  the  Koran, 
where  we  are  told  tlwt  Abram  Ixiked  at 
the  brightest  star,  and  said,  This  is  my 
Lord;  but  it  set.  and  he  said.  I  like  not 
these  Lords  that  set.  Then  he  saw  the 
moon  arise,  and  exclaimed.  This  is  my 
Lord:  but  it  too  descended,  and  be  liked 
it  not.  Likewise  he  worshipped  the  sun 
till  It  set;  whereupon  he  said.  "O  my 
ptH>ple,  I  am  clear  of  these  things.  I 
turn  my  face  to  Him  who  hath  made 
the  heaven  and  the  earth."  Another 
ti-'jdltlon  .says,  with  more  show  of  prob- 
ability, that  in  early  years  the  youn? 
boy  abhorred  the  vices  of  his  people;  at 
fourteen  he  renounced  the  idolatry  of 
his  fathers,  and  later  remonstrated  with 
his  father  about  it.  and  that  Terah  as- 
sented privately  to  his  son's  plea.  But 
we  know  that  Idolatry  remained  in  the 
family. 

Isaiah  exhorted  those  Hebrews  who 
were  seeking  righteousness  to  "Look  un- 
to the  rock  whence  ye  were  hewn,  and 
to  the  hole  of  the  pit  whence  ye  were 
digged."  That  origin  of  the  nation  was 
not  only  in  weakness  of  a  physical  sort. 
In  that  their  beginning  as  a  nation  was 
very  small,  but  it  was  also  in  moral 
weakness.  In  that  God  called  and  led 
Abram        out        of  Idolatry.        The 

city  of  Haran  was  spiritual- 
ly no  better  than  Ur  had  been, 
at  least,  we  know  that  it  was  among 
the  latest  cities  to  hold  to  the  Chal- 
dean languafie  and    religiuo.      Abr^un 


must  get  away  from  the  country  en- 
tirely. He  needed  to  go  to  school  to  God 
in  the  wanderings  of  the  desert.  The 
point  that  Isaiah  makes  is  that  it 
was  of  the  grace  of  God  that  Israel  ori- 
ginated and  developed,  and  this  is  the 
truth  for  all  of  us  now  as  much  aa  then. 
Our  hopes  for  spiritual  victory  over  all 
the  temptations  which  beset  us  are  very 
small  If  we  have  no  power  but  our  own. 
Paul  said  that  the  gospel  of  Christ  is 
the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to 
every  one  that  believes.  That  is  true 
for  us.  because  It  is  only  through  the 
gospel  of  Christ  that  we  know  the 
grace  of  God. 

How  did  Abram  know  that  God 
called  him?  We  do  not  know  exactly. 
Stephen  said  that  the  God  of  glory  ap- 
peared unto  him.  Perhaps  this  means 
that  Stephen  understood  that  his  call 
came  to  Abram  In  much  the  same  way 
that  the  knowledge  of  the  fate  of  the 
cities  of  the  plain  came  to  him  later  on.' 
'We  are  sure  of  this  much,  however, 
that  Abram  heard  a  call  which  others 
did  not  hear,  and  that  he  understood 
that  it  came  from  God.  In  fact  he  was 
very  sure  of  this.  That  call  bade  him 
to  a  definite  task.  It  may  have  been 
the  way  in  which  God 

chose  to  speak  to  his  conscience. 
His  conscience  was  certainly  present 
with  him,  and,  furthermore.  It  was  as 
certainly  enlightened  by  the  Spirit  of 
God.  In  these  latter  days.  God  is  not 
accustomed  to  give  us  optical  visions 
of  himself,  but  He  dots  speak  to  those 
who  will  hear  through  the  conscience. 
In  fact,  the  conscience  is  the  witness 
of  God  even  where  there  is  no  spoken 
word  or  ministering  prie.sL 

BE  THUU  A  HLESSING. 
It  has  often  seemed  to  be  a  great 
difficulty  to  many  that  God  chose 
Abram  and  gave  to  him  so  many  pri- 
vileges that  seem  not  have  been  given 
to  other  people.  The  doctrine  of  elec- 
tion is  a  difficult  one,  but  it  is  certain 
that  in  this  particular  application  of 
it,  if  not  In  all  ot^er.s,  it  has  more  to 
do  with  one's  service  to  God  than  with 
his  personal  salvation.  There  is  no 
calling  to  .salvation  of  a  few  that  bars 
out  others  from  the  possibility  of 
being  saved  ;but.  in  the  nature  of  the 
case  certain  great  functions  in  the  king- 
dom of  God  must  be  fulfilled  by  Indi- 
viduals, and  to  these  fu>d  extends  his 
call  to  service.  Happy  is  it  for  them  if 
they    respond    with    alacrity. 

God  promised  Abram  that  He  would 
bless  him  and  make  his  name  great, 
and  would  make  qf  him  a  great  nation, 
and  that  through  him  all  the  nations 
of  the  earth  should  l>e  blessed.  But 
along  with  all  these  promises  went  the 
injunction.  Be  thou  a  blessing.  It  is 
no  merely.  And  thou  jshalt  be  a  bless- 
ing, as  the  King  James  version  has  it, 
but  the  more  vigorous  and  positive  In- 
junction that  he  was  to  set  hlm.self 
about  the  task  of  being  and  becoming 
a  blessing.  There  are  multitudes  of  peo- 
ple who  are  perfectly  willing  to  sit 
down  at  their  ease  and  let  the  pre- 
sumed subtle  Influence  of  their  bene- 
ficence exude  from  their  lazy  liv&s.  but 
to  bestir  themselves  in  the  active  effort 
to  make  themselves  a  bles.sing  to  other 
people,  no.  that  is  their  last  thought. 
The  call  of  God  Is  to  arise  and  get  out 
of  the  land  of  easedom  into  the  vigor- 
ous atmosphere  of  fellowship  with  spiri- 
tual things,  and  then  to  seek  oppor- 
tunities and  create  ways  of  being  a 
blessing  to  others. 

OBfi:YING  GOD. 
"So  Abram  went,  as  the  Lord  had 
spoken  unto  him."  The  religion  of  the 
Old  Testament  does  not  properly  date 
from  Moses,  as  some  seem  to  think,  but 
from  Abram  who  left  his  home  and 
kindred  to  go  out  at  the  call  of  God. 
This  is  not  to  depreciate  the  work  of 
Moses,  for  he  built  nobly  on  the  found- 
ation of  the  faith  and  life  of  Abram. 
But  Abram  Is  pres^ented  to  us  as  the 
Initiator  of  the  faith.  "When  he  was 
but  one  I  called  him."  He  suffered  the 
loneliness  of  a  pioneer  who  goes  out  into 
a  new  land  and  settles  far  from  the 
centers  of  life.  Abram  was  alone,  but 
God  was  with  him.  so  he  was  not  alone. 
Lot  was  with  him.  too,  but  Lot  was 
never  a  companion  to  him;  he  was  al- 
ways a  charge. 

Abram  look  his  possessions  and  Jour- 
neyed westward.  Perhaps  he  came 
past  the  place  where  Palmyra  was  af- 
terwards founded.  Slowly  he  moved. 
The  dessert  was  broad  and  there  was 
no  hurry  after  he  had  once  gotten  sep- 
arated from  the  idolatry  of  Haran.  His 
numerous  servants  made  quite  a  re- 
spectable company,  certainly  sufficient 
to  withstand  the  attack  of  any  ma- 
rauding band  in  the  desert.  He  came  to 
Damascus,  but  there  seems  to  be  no 
adequate  foundation  for  the  tradition 
that  he  became  the  ruler  of  that  city. 
He  soon  journeyed  on  toward  the  south. 
Down  past  Gennesaret,  across  the 
river  Jordan,  through  the  rich  plain  of 
Esdraelon  and  on  up  Into  the  hill  coun- 
try Abram  led  his  large  company  of 
servants  and  cattle,  with  his  family. 
He  came  to  the  place  known  as  She- 
chem, and  there  the  Lord  told  him 
plainly  "Unto  thy  seed  will  I  give 
this  land."  So  Abram  erected  a  rude 
altar  to  God  and  worshipped  Him. 
Southward  he  continued  his  journey 
until  he  came  to  Bethel,  where  he  again 
builded  an  altar  to  God  and  w-or- 
shipped  It  w  as  his  own  land  for  God 
had  given  him  It.  and  he  delighted  to 
acknowledge  the  giver.  His  aJtars  be- 
came family  altars,  and  the  land  be- 
came a  family  inheritance.  His  descend- 
ants learned  to  kn-iw  the  same  God  he 
had  worshipped,  although  they  had  to 
go  to  school  a  long  time  before  their 
religion  was  freed  ^rom  the  old  here- 
ditary dross  of  idolatry.

New    York    Club    Boats 

Start  For  Vineyard 

Haven. 

Newport.  R.  I.,  July  26.— Although 
without  the  company  of  the  new  cup 
defender.  Constitution,  the  New  York 
Yacht  club  fleet  kept  right  on  to  Vine- 
yard Haven  this  morning,  leaving  the 
harbor  at  9  o'clock.  At  that  time  the 
sky  was  dark  and  lowering,  with  a  good 
breeze  blowing  from  the  north.  A  few 
rain  drops  were  falling,  and  the  Indica- 
tions for  good  weather  for  the  37-mlle 
run  to  Vineyard  Haven  did  not  seem 
particularly  propitious.  Agjin  most  of 
the  yachtsmen  were  rather  tired  after 
their  long  and  tedious  trip  from  New 
London,  for  some  of  the  bjats  did  nut 
get  In  until  lung  after  dark.  Still,  all 
were  on  deck  this  morning  bright  and 
early,  and  when  Commotlore  LedyarJ 
hoisted  signals  for  getting  under  way, 
nearly   the  entire  fleet   answered. 

Getting  out  of  the  harbor  was  quick 
work,  and  by  9:30  most  of  the  racing 
fleet  had  left. 

Outside  the  wind  was  from  a  little  east 
of  north,  and  it  looked  like  a  sharp  rea;  h 
to  Vinyard  sound  lightship  with  a  beat 
up  the  sound  to  West  Chop,  the  flnlsh 

The  stalling  line  today  was  at  Bren- 
tons  Heel  lightship.  On  the  way  out 
the  yachts  encountered  a  heavy  rain 
squall,  and  though  it  soon  pa.^sed  over, 
It  took  some  of  the  life  out  of  the  breeze 
so  that  at  10  a.  m.  it  was  blowing  only 
a  little  over  five  knots. 

The  starting  gun  for  sloops  was  flred 
at  10:50.  the  Athens  crossing  first.  The 
Vigilant  and  Navahoe,  however,  mls- 
c.Tkulated  the  time,  had  to  turn  back, 
wearing  together  right  vmder  the  light- 
ship. Both  held  off  and  then  came 
back,  the  Vigilant  crossing  on  the  star- 
board tack  about  three  minutes  after 
gun  fire.  The  Navahoe,  however,  made 
poor  work  of  it  and  had  to  cross  with 
the  schooners.  The  schooners  started 
at  10:55.  all  getting  well  up  to  windward, 
■with  the  Quisetta  over  first,  and  Corona 
right  under  hv-r  lee.  Then  came  the 
Rhamrock  and  the  Katrlna,  with  the 
Elmina  and  the  Loyal  last. 

The  wind  at  the  start  had  hauled  to  a 
little  south  of  east,  which  made  the  first 
part  of  the  run  seventeen  miles  to  Vine- 
yard sound  lightship,  a  dead  Ix-at  to 
windward,  the  second  half  being  twenty 
miles  up  Vineyard  sotmd  to  the  finish 
line  off  West   Chop  light. 

The  Constitution  started  In  tow  for 
the  Bristol  shortly  before  m^on.  She 
will  be  hauled  out  at  the  H^rreshoffs' 
works,  where  an  examination  will  be 
made  to  determine  Just  what  injuries,  if 
any,  the  .vioop  sustained  by  striking 
twice  on  Race  rock  yesterday.

HIGH  PRICES. 

Hot  Weather  Has  Bullish 

Effect  on  Produce 

Prices. 

The  etory  of  the  Michigan  street  mar- 
ket this  week  is  one  of  higher  prices  all 
around,  due  to  the  prolonged  drouth  all 
over  the  country  that  Is  now  engaged  in 
raising  fruits  and  garden  stuffs.  The 
hot  and  dry  weather  is  simply  playing 
havoc  with  the  crops  of  this  surt  all  o^t 
the  country,  and  prices  are  re^p-uiaing 
to  the  news  with  considerable  alacrity. 
Even  butter  and  eggs  are  higher,  con- 
siderably, and  the  effect  of  the  dry  con- 
ditions will  be  felt  in  almost  any  ordi- 
nary purchase  that  is  made  for  the  table 
thees  days. 

Eggs  are  now  15  cents  a  dozen,  and 
the  best  creamery  butter  in  prints  Is  21 
tents,  and  in  tul*i  it  Is  20^^  cents. 

New  potatoes — or  rather  potAtoes,  for 
there  are  no  old  ones  now— are  very 
strong,  $1.15  being  the  Michigan  street 
price  for  a  bushel.  Still,  they  are  not  so 
firm  here  as  they  are  In  other  places.  In 
Cbiia.go  there  has  been  an  advance  of 
40  cents  a  bushel  in  a  week,  which  is 
considerably  out  of  proportion  t.>  the 
Duluth  ral.se.  Green  peas  have  jumped 
&0  cents  a  bushel,  cabbages  are  up  $1  per 
crate,  wax  beans  have  nearly  doubled. 
Tomatoes  are  a  little  lower,  and  cauli- 
flower Is  also  slightly  cheaper. 

Among  the  fruits  lemons  are  away  up. 
Messlnas  have  gone  up  $1  to  $7  and  $7.:>0, 
and  California  lemons  have  jumped  $2 
and  $2.50  to  $7.  Peaches  are  30  cents  up. 
l  lueberrles  are  25  and  30  cents  up.  and 
oranges  are  50  cents  to  %\  higher,  all 
from  hot  weather. 

Some  of  the  fruitc*  are  cheaper,  how- 
ever, notwithstanding  the  warm  wea- 
ther. Apricots  are  25  cents  off.  apples 
are  20  cents  per  box  cheaper,  water- 
melons are  off  10  to  15  cents,  and  musk 
melons  are  20  cents  per  basket  cheaper.

As  the  vessel 
slid  off  "the  ways  a  great  shout  went  up 
and  every  steam  cr:  f t  in  the  vicinity 
t*gan  the  tooting  of  uhl?tles. 

The  Maine  Is  56  per  <  <nt  finished.  Her 
keel  was  laid  in  April,  1S99.  and  the  ship 
will  be  ready  for  transfer  to  the  govern- 
ment In  eighteen  months  or  two  years' 
time.

SOUTHWEST  DELUGED 

Heavy  Rains  Fall  Upon  Kansas  and  Missouri,  Cooling

Topeka,  July  27.— The  heaviest  rain 
that  Topeka  has  experienced  in  a  year 
fell  for  two  hours  this  morning.

He  expre^ed  himself  as 
being  quite  well  and  wanted  to  walk 
aboard  the  vessel,  but  Ae  doctors  In- 
sisted upon  his  belag  ciShried  on  board 
on  a  portable  cot. 

Deep  sympathy  %ith  Gen.  Wood  was 
shown  by  Cubans  of  all  classes  upon  his 
departure.

New  Tork,  July  87.- A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  Boston  says:  The  Herald 
correspondent  has  obtained  an  author- 
ized interview  with  Rear  Admiral 
Sampson  upon  the  points  in  controversy 
as  a  result  of  the  Santiago  campaign. 

The  questions  and  answers  which  fol- 
low were  transcribed  and  the  typewrit- 
ten copy  of  the  interv-lew  submitted  to 
the  admiral  for  correction. 

"Admiral,  you  have  been  severely  cri- 
ticized of  late  for  starting  to  Siboney 
on  the  morning  of  the  Santiago  battle. 
What  was  your  reason  for  doing  so?" 
was  asked. 

"I  went  to  Siboney  upon  the  urgent 
request  of  Maj.  Gen.  Shafter,  who  had 
demanded  a  council  of  war.  He  being  ill 
at  the  time,  and,  moreover,  being  senior 
to  me.  It  was  incumbent  upon  me  to  go 
to  hltriw  I  chose  the  time  of  day  when 
it  seemed  least  likely  that  Cervera's 
fleet  would  come  out  of  the  harbor. 
This  opinion  Is  substantiated  by  the 
fact  that  Cervera  has  been  se-verely  cri- 
ticized for  choosing  this  most  inoppor- 
tune time,  rather  than  waiting  until  just 
before  dark,  when  he  would  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  scatter  his  ships,  with 
a  good  chance  of  some  escaping  In  the 
darkness." 

"You  have  also  been  criticized  for 
weakening  your  fleet  by  sending  the 
battleship  Massachusetts  to  Guanta- 
namo  for  coal.  Your  critics  say  that 
you  should  have  been  court-martialed 
for  not  keeping  your  entire  force  in  the 
blockade  line  and  coaling  from  colliers." 
"This  weakening  of  the  line  was  an 
unavoidable  feature  of  the  blockade. 
Although  "we  did  do  considerable  coal- 
ing from  the  colliers  on  the  blockading 
line,  we  found  it  Impossible  to  keep  a 
sufticient  supply  on  board  all  the  vessels 
by  this  method.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  the  vessels  v.ere  constantly 
underway  and  had  to  keep  steam  in 
enough  of  their  boilers_to  be  ready  to 
move  at  good  speed  ou~lmniediate  no- 
tice. This  involved  the  epending  of 
coal  faster  than  It  could  be  put  on  board 
by  colliers  and  we  were  therefore 
obliged  to  send  a  vessel  each  morning 
to  Guantanamo  to  coal,  the  vessel  re- 
turning to  her  blockading  station  at 
nightfall.  In  this  way  you  can  see 
that  the  whole  force  was  on  hand 
throughout  every  night — the  time  when 
all  supposed  it  was  likely  to  be  needed. 
"Furthermore,  while  it  would,  of 
course,  have  been  best  had  it  been  jics- 
sible  to  have  had  every  ship  in  her  'ta- 
tion  at  all  times,  there  never  was  a 
time,  from  June  to  July  3.  when  our 
force  on  the  blockade  wa?  not  far  su- 
perior to  the  Spanish  force  inside.  So, 
the  absence  of  one  ship,  as  events 
afterwards  proved,  left  us  with  suf- 
ficient force  to  make  successful  the  out- 
come of  the  engagement." 

"The  message  which  you  sent  to  the 
navy  department  immediately  after  the 
victory,  and  which  read,  "The  fleet 
under  my  command  offers  the  nation 
as  a  Fourth  of  July  present.'  etc..  ad- 
miral, as  you  know,  has  caused  much 
criticism.  Was  that  written  by  you  or 
at  your  dictation?" 

"No.  the  message  was  written  bv  a 
member  of  my  staff;  I  don't  clearly 
recollect  which.  I  approved  the  mess- 
age, however.  The  Colon  on  the  beach 
was  sinking,  and  all  hands  were  making 
every  effort  to  save  this  vessel  for  the 
government.  1  muet  say  if  I  had  dictat- 
ed the  message  myself  I  should  have 
expressed  the  facts  differently.  T  am 
not  attempting  in  the  least  to  shift  the 
responsibility  for  this  message  to  any 
one  person.  I  read  It  and  approved  It 
and  accept  the  full  responsibility  for 
it." 

"As  to  the  blockade  Schley  had  In- 
stituted—did  It  meet  your  approval  of 
what  a  blockade  should  be?" 

"Of  course  I  was  not  an  eye  witness 
to  the  blockade,  as  it  was  maintained 
during  the  few  days  prior  to  my  arrival. 
The  only  official  Information  I  have 
on  the  subject  is  contained  in  the  official 
records.  In  which  you  and  everyone  else 
may  have  access  for  the  asking.  I  did 
find  it  expedient,  however.  «»hortly 
after  my  arrival  to  issue  an  order  of 
blockade  distributing  the  force  in  a 
semi-circle,  with  the  entrance  to  the 
harbor  as  the  center,  with  a  radius  of 
six  miles  in  day  time  and  a  lesser  radius 
at  night.  After  bombarding  the  bat- 
teries and  drowning  their  weakness  the 
radius  was  decreased:  a  vesse!  was 
stationed  with  her  searchlight  lighting 
the  entrance,  and  all  that  p«rt  of  the 
harbor  visible  from  the  entrance,  so 
that  no  sortie  could  have  been  attempt- 
ed without  having  been  discovered  long 
before  the  enemy  reached  the  entrai.ce. 
Assurance  was  made  doubly  sure  by 
stationing  at  night  a  picket  line  of 
small  vessels  in  a  semi-circle  well  in- 
side the  fighting  line,  and  a  third  semi- 
circle of  ships'  launches  still  further  In- 
side. I  am  of  the  opinion  that  none  of 
these  things  was  do/ie  previous  to  this 
time,  but  whether  or  not  the  blockade, 
previous  to  that  time,  was  efficient,  you 
must,  as  I  say,  form  your  opinion  from 
the  official  records  comprising  orders, 
signals  and  reports. 

"There  Is  a  most  interesting  and  pre- 
sumably authentic  pamphlet  that  has 
been  published,  by  the  officer  of  naval  In- 
telligence, which  Is  the  diary  of  a  Span- 
ish officer  who  was  stationed  In  Santiago 
throughout  the  blockade,  who  remarks, 
'Disappearance  of  the  blockading  fleet 
gome  time  around  twilight  each  night 
to  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  New 
York  and  the  Oregon,  and  on  the  night 
follow-!ng  their  arrivals,  says,  in  effect, 
that  at  dark  the  ships  came  closer  to  the 
entrance  instead  of  disappearing,  as 
hod  been  hitherto  the  case.'  I  cannot 
and  must  not.  however,  criticise  the 
blockade  established  previous  to  my  ar- 
rival, but  only  quote  the  observations 
of  others,  from  which  you  must  draw 
your  own  conclusions." 

"One  other  thing,  admiral.  Rear  Ad- 
miral Schley.  In  a  recent  Interview, 
claimed  that  the  Brooklyn  Inflicted  58

New  York,  July  27.— Following  the 
information  cabled,  tfiat  rumors  of  an 
important  step  toward  enforcing  peace 
between  England  and  the  Boers  had 
pervaded  the  house  of  commons  for  sev- 
eral days  came  a  speech  by  Gibson 
Bowles,  Conservative,  that  caused  a 
profound  sensation,  says  the  Londbn 
correspondent  of  the  World  . 

Mr.  Bowles  gave  the  government 
solemn  warning  that  unless  peace  was 
made  in  South  Africa  before  spring  ex- 
tremely grave  complications  would 
confront  England  in  Europe. 

The  speaker  declared  further  that  he 
knew  that  negotiations  had  been  pro- 
ceeding on  the  continent  within  the  last 
six  months  and  were*  still  active,  with 
the  object  of  inducing  or  enforcing 
peace. 

In  view  of  these  condition  he  said 
England  could  not  persist  in  outraging 
the  feelings  of  the  great  powers  without 
paying  a  heavy  penalty. 

A  ministerial  contradiction  of  the 
statements  made  by  Mr.  Bowles  was 
looked  for,  but  none  came. 

Upon  inquiry  in  the  lobby  of  the 
author  of  the  warning,  a  World  corre- 
spondent learned  that  Mr.  Bowles,  who, 
though  a  Conservative,   is      somewhat 


disaffected  and  more  or  less  antago* 
nistic  to  the  ministry,  referred  in  hia 
speech  to  a  movement  set  on  foot  by 
Premier  Dekaypeh,  of  Holland,  aided 
by  Queen  Wilhelmina,  by  which  he  had 
succeeded  In  Interesting  the  empero* 
of  Germany  and  the  czar  of  Russia  so 
far  that  their  negotiations  were  fast  ap- 
proaching a  point  where  England  coul<J 
no  longer  Ignore  them. 

Edmunds  Robertson,  member  of  thai 
recent  Liberal  ministry,  corroborated 
what  Mr.  Bowles  had  said  ,and  declared 
that  he  spoke  from  his  own  knov^iedger 
of  the  situation. 

These  public  utterances,  uncontra-* 
dieted  by  the  government,  taken  in  con^ 
junction  with  Presdent  Kruger's  return 
to  The  Hague,  and  with  the  repeated 
journeys  of  Mr.  Leyds,  diplomatic 
agent  of  the  South  African  republics  ia 
Europe,  between  Berlin,  Brussels,  The 
Hague  and  Paris  recently,  point  to  im- 
portant developments  at  an  early  date. 

As  previously  cabled.  It  is  said  that 
the  kaiser  is  to  assume  the  role  of 
peacemaker,  having  been  empowered 
by  Kruger  to  act  for  the  Boers  and  that 
the  kaiser  is  willing  to  take  the  initiat- 
ive in  order  to  popularize  his  relation* 
with  the  German  people,  who  disap- 
prove his  friendship  for  Great  Britain. 


A  WAR  AGAINST  UNIONS 

San  Francisco    Employers    Order   Their  Men  to 

Abandon  Their  Unions  or  They 

Will  Be  Refused  Work. 


San     Francisco,     July     27.— The     San 

Francisco  labor  council  has  decided  not 
to  order  a  general  strike  at  present,  but 
has  given  its  executive  committee  power 
to  take  such  action  against  the  em- 
ployers' association  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable.  Employes  of  the  various  beer- 
bottling  establishments  were  notified 
that  If  they  did  not  abandon  tneir  unions 
they  cannot  return  to  work  today.  Other 
employing  firms  are  expected  to  present 
the  same  ultimatum,  as  it  is  reported 
that  the  employers'  association  has  de- 
cided to  make  a  stand  against  unionism 
by  presenting  the  issue  with  the  alterna- 


tive of  nt>  work.

The  street  car  company  has  its  new 
track  down  from  Third  avenue  east  to 
First  avenue,  and  partially  down  as  far 
aa  L<ake  avenue.  However,  the  progress 
of  the  company  has  not  been  sufncisnily 
rapid  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  City 
Engineer  Patton,  and  this  morning  he 
made  another  request  for  faster  work. 
If  the  letter  he  wrote  fails  to  reach  the 
street  car  company  it  will  be  because  it 
v.as  not  written  on  asbestos.  It  was  a 
scorcher. 

Mr.  Patton  says  that  a  week  ago  the 
street  car  company  promised  to  have 
the  temporary  transfer  track  down  be- 
tween L.ake  avenue  and  Third  avenue 
west  by  this  evening.  Instead,  how- 
ever, the  company  has  not  begun  tak- 
ing up  the  rails  west  of  Lake  avenue. 

Bad  weather  is  not  the  only  handicap 
that  the  Superior  street  contractors  will 
have  to  overcome  if  they  win  out  in 
their  race  against  frost.  The  stringency 
in  the  labor  market  continues,  and  will 
likely  continue,  till  after  the  Dakota 
harvests.  It  Is  almost  Impossible  for  a 
contrsi'tor  to  hold  a  crew  of  me.i  to- 
gether for  any  great  length  of  time, 
either  In  the  city  or  out  of  It. 

This  condition  of  affairs  naturally 
works  against  the  Superior  street  pav- 
ing, ^nd  keeps  those  Interested  on  the 
anxious  seat. 

The  street  car  company  next  week 
will  only  run  the  Interstate  and  West 
Duluth  cars  as  far  aw  Third  avenue 
west.  The  East  End  and  Lake.^ltle  cars 
will  only  run  to  Third  avenue  east  for 
at  least  two  weeks  yet. 

The  temporary  transfer  ?y«tem  along 
tho  south  side  of  the  street,  from  Third 
I  venue  east  to  T^ake  avenue,  will  be  ex- 
tended to  Third  avenue  west.  Both 
sides  of  the  street  will  b«  taken  up  in 
order  to  hurry  the  work  along  with  all 
possible  haste.

It  Is  very  much  the  fashion  to  regard 
every  germ  posse.ssed  of  disease-produc- 
ing powers,  but  this  is  an  error,  says  the 
Chicago  News.

Metchnikoff  of  the  Pasteur  institute  of 
Paris  revealed  the  very  extraordinary 
but  charming  theory  of  the  w  jndrous 
part  played  bj-  the  white  corpuscles,  or 
leucocytes,  of*  our  blood  in  repelling 
germ  invasions  Every  white  corpuscle 
(whereof  there  are  millions  In  the  blood 
of  man)  is  a  little  living  thing  which  Is 
really  Independent  of  us.  It  can  push 
Its  way  through  the  walls  of  blood  ves- 
sels and  wander  at  Its  own  sweet  will 
through  the  tissue.^.  It  can  attack  and 
devour  germs  that  have  gained  admit- 
tance to  our  fyanip.'*.  ana  when  any  in- 
Jury  occurs  It  may  be  seen  in  company 
with  thousands  of  its  neighbors  coming 
to  the  rescue  and  striking  to  ward  off  the 
effects  and  consequences  of  the  lesion. 
Inflammation  Is  marked  by  a  tremen- 
dous outflow  from  the  blood  vessels 
Into  the  tlasttes  of?  these  white  blood 
cells  and  one  iroduPt  of  Inflammation- 
matter,  or  "p«re"— ir  now  known  simply 
to  consist  of  the  dead  bodies  of  white 
blood  cells  that  have  perished  In  the 
domestic  fray. 

This  curious  story  shows  us  why  it  is 
that  certain  anlnrals  are  proof  against 
certain  ailments.

Petition    For    Side  Path 

Commissioners  Is 

Complete. 

The  petition  for  the  creation  of  a 
board  of  side  path.  oomnvlssioners, 
which  has  been  circulated  for  some 
time,  has  acquinid  the  requisite  number 
of  signatures,  and  this  morning  it  was 
tiled  in  the  ottlce  of.  tlve  county  auditor 
for  presentation  to  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  at  its  next  meeting.  The 
law  requires  iStiO  petitioners  and  the  pe- 
tition has  207  signers. 

Under  the  law  the  county  tward  now 
has  to  appoint  a  board  of  tlve  side  path 
uommlssioners,  ail  of  whom  are  to  t>e 
resident  wheelmen,  one  to  come  from 
each  city  and  one  from  each  of  the  vtl- 
lages,  as  nearly  as  possible,  according- 
to  the  number  of  wheelmiMi  in  each.  The 
commissioners  are  to  b«  appointed  for 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years, 
and  one  there  after  is  to  be  appointed 
each  year. 

The  commission  is  empowered  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  side  paths  for  the 
use  of  bicycles  aloag  streets  and  roads, 
with  the  approval  of  the  county  board, 
these  paths  to  be  not  less  than  five  or 
more  than  ten  feet  wide.  These  paths 
are  to  be  used  only  by  wheelmen  who 
have  licenses,  which  are  to  cost  50  cents 
to  |1  per  year  and  are  to  t>e  affixed  to 
the  left  side  of  the  front  fork  of  the 
wheel.  The  license  fees  are  to  be 
credited  to  a  side  path  fund  to  be  kept 
by  the  county  treasurer,  and  the  money 
is  to  pay  for  making  the  paths. 

The  law  provides  penalties  for  tres- 
passing on  the  paths  to  consist  ot  $o  to 
125. 

The  county  t>oard  wHl  probably  act 
on  the  petition  at  Its  next  meeting.  No 
county  noney  Is  to  be  used  for  the 
paths,  but  the  wheelmen  mu«t  pay  for 
them  with  their  UceosM.

MYSTERIOUS. 

Rappahannock's    Second 

Mate  Killed  In  Odd 

Manner. 

A  mysterious  fatal  accident  occurred 
on  board  the  steamship  Rappahanriock 
a»  she  was  moving  across  the  harbor, 
about  9  o'clock  last  evening. 

John  Hltchcx'k.  second  mate  of  the 
steamer,  went  astern  to  handle  the 
lines.  Some  time  after  he  was  seen  go- 
ing astern  he  was  picked  up  on  the  deck 
in  an  unconscious  condition. 

When  the  steamer  reached  the  Mis- 
saU}  ore  dock  an  ambulanc-e  was  sum- 
moned and  the  injured  nnan  was  started 
for  St.  Luke's  hospital,  but  he  died  t)e- 
fure  he  reached  there. 

The  supposition  is  that  Mr.  Hltch- 
cock'rt  head  struck  a  stanchion,  though 
he  was  found  at)out  ten  feet  away  from 
the  stanchion.  Capt.  Bradshaw  denies 
the  report  that  the  second  mate  was 
killed  by  the  breaking  of  a  chock,  which 
released  a  steel  cable.  The  captain 
says  that  there  was  nothing  broke. 

Deputy  Coroner  Patton  made  an  ex- 
amination of  the  body  at  Tibbetf  s  un- 
dertaking rooms  this  morning  and  found 
that  Mr.  Hitchcock's  death  was  caused 
by  a  fracture  of  the  skull.  The  death 
certificate  says  that  the  Injury  was  in- 
fl'cted  by  a  stanchion. 

Mr  Hitchcock  was  30  years  of  age. 
weM  known  and  well  liked  among  tlviae 
that  follow  the  lakea  He  leaves  a  wife 
and  one  child  living  at  Port  Huron.  The 
body  will  be  started  for  Port  Huron  this 
evening.

Its  leucocytes  hare 
been  defeated  by  the  germ  Invasion. 
Such,  at  least.  Is  one  view  of  why  we 
escape  infection  In  some  cases  and  suc- 
cumb to  It  In  others.  Dr.  Metchnikoff 
showed  that  men's  bodies  harbor  quite 
a  small  population  of  microbes,  some  of 
which  are  not  only  friendly  to  us,  but 
necessary  and  useful,  while  others  are 
at  least  neutral,  and  If  not  actuahy 
pressed  Into  our  service,  at  any  rate  do 
us  no  harm.  Our  skin  is  found  to  be 
amply  provided  with  a  microbe  popula- 
tion that  betakes  Itself  chiefly  to  the 
little  follicles  or  sacs  from  which  hairs 
spring.  In  health  these  microbes  are 
apparently  harmless,  but  when  we  get 
out  of  sorts  or  when  disease  attacks  us 
these  skin  germs  are  liable  to  pass  be- 
yond the  limits  of  their  natural  life. 
Then  they  dive  Into  the  skin  and  pro- 
duce bolls  and  other  things  grievous  to 
be  borne. 

It    would   appear   that   our   digestive 
system  is  the  chief  seat  of  microbe  In- 
vasion.    Thirty   species   of   germs   have 
been  recorded  as  resident  In  the  mouth, 
which  Is  thus  a  kind  of  hothouse,  seeing 
that  its  temperature  Is  practically  that 
of  the  blood.    The  reason  why  Injuries  of 
the  mouth  heal  readily  Is  attributed  to 
the    fact   that   the   microbes   assist    the 
reparative  process.    Again,  it  is  curions 
to  And   certain   microbes   flourishing   in 
the  acid  of  the  stoma<ih.   whUJi  is  cer- 
tainly fatal  to  some  of  their  race.    When  , 
our    microbe    population      Is      In      good  i 
health  and  flourishing  it  therefore  pro- 
tects us  against  the  attack  of  their  or-  ' 
ganisms.     When  Its  own   health   la  not  , 
good,  and  when  our  microbes  lose  their 
vitality,   they  are   unable  to   resist  the  I 
attack  of  the  invading  particles.     The  ; 
real  fact  is.  that  whtfe  we  all  have  to 
engage  In  a  battle  with  our  microscopic  j 
foes,  we  are  raatertally  assisted  In  the  I 
strife  by  others  of  the  race.

James  Frits,  a  young  man  about  22 
years  of  age  and  employed  as  a  brake- 
man  on  the  Duluth.

He 
was  employed  on  the  Mlssabe  road  about 
two  years  ago  and  was  hurt  then  and 
decided  to  give  up  railroading.  He  went 
out  to  California,  where  his  father  Is 
now  residing,  but  canve  to  the  head  of 
the  lakes  about  three  weeks  ago  and  re- 
sumed his  occupation  of  braking.  His 
mother  lives  at  Proctorknott.  The 
funeral  arrangements  will  be  announced 
later.

Finnisti  Temperance  So- 
ciety Meeting  Begins 
on  Wednesday. 

A  large  number  of  the  Finnish  people 
of  the  United  States  will  attend  the  an- 
nual convention  of  the  Finnish  Temper- 
ance Brotherhood  of  America,  which 
will  be  held  In  Duluth  from  July  SI  to 
Aug.  3.  The  Finnish  Temperance 
Brotherhood  Is  the  largest  Finnish 
temperance  organization  In  America, 
and  most  of  the  northern  states  will  be 
represented  at  the  convention.  The 
meetings  of  the  brotherhood  will  be 
held  In  Kalamazoo  hall  and  will  occupy 
the  last  day  of  July  and  the  first  two 
davs  of  August. 

Aug.  3  a  big  Finnish  celebration  will 
take  place  at  the  summer  park,  at 
Thirtieth  avenue  east.  Many  of  the 
Finnish  singing  societies  will  take  part 
In  a  singing  contest  In  which  valuable 
prizes  will  be  put  up.  Special  rates  have 
been  given  on  the  railroads  for  this  oc- 
casion, and  It  Is  expected  there  will  be  a 
large  number  of  people  at  the  picnic. 
The  Finns,  although  they  are  compara- 
tlevly  late  arrivals  In  the  country,  are 
rapidly  putting  up  churches  and  educa- 
tional institutions,  and  have  at  the 
present  day  over  50,000  church  mem- 
bers.          

Expects  No  Change. 

The  weather  prediction  for  tomor- 
row Is  that  there  will  be  a  repetition  of 
today's  climatic  conditions  with,  per- 
haps, less  fog.

Inspector  Bliss  Speaks  of 

the  Summer  School 

Work. 

Lafe  Bliss,  inspector  of  teachers'  train- 
ing schools  for  the  northern  half  of  the 
state,  has  been  visiting  the  Duluth  school 
for  the  past  two  days.  In  an  address  to  the 
teachers  he  expressed  himself  as  much 
pleased  with  the  conduct  of  the  summer 
school,  and  said  that  In  pomt  of  num- 
bers, the  quality  of  the  work  being  done, 
the  Intelligence  of  the  ieachers  assem- 
bled and*  the  general  spirit  and  atmos- 
phere of  the  school,  the  Duluth  summer 
school  for  teachers  deserves  to  rank  as 
one  of  the  best  of  the  forty-eight  schools 
being  held  In  Ihe  state.  He  gives  much 
credit  for  the  success  of  the  school  to  the 
energy  and  enthusiasm  of  County  Super- 
intendent Park  and  Superintendent  Den- 
feld,   the  conductors. 

Summer  schools  for  teachers  were  first 
heid  In  Minnesota  In  1892,  since  which  xlme 
Mr.  Bliss  has  been  connected  with  the 
work,  either  as  conductor  or  as  state  In- 
spector. ^  ,.        .^    .. 

"The  schools  are  designed.  said  Mr. 
Bliss,  "mainly  for  the  teachers  of  the 
rural  schools.  The  country  school  as  well 
as  tne  city  schools  suffer  from  a  lack  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  properly  prepared 
teachers  Every  vear  In  this  state  over 
latiO  Inexperienced  young  girls  take  upon 
themselves  the  responsible  duties  of  the 
rural  school  teacher.  A  few  of  them  have 
attended  a  high  school  but  by  far  the 
largest  number  have  never  attended  a 
school  higher  than  thai  In  their  own  little 
district."  .  , 

Mr.  Bliss  thinks  that  a  teacher  !n  a  rural 
school  needs  as  sound  an  education  as  the 
teacher  In  a  graded  school,  and  these 
training  schools  for  teachers  are  an  Im- 
portant means  employed  by  Ihe  depart- 
ment of  public  Instruction  to  strengthen 
the  work  In  the  rural  schools. 

These  schools  vary  muph  In  site,  from 
the  little  one  held  In  the  new  county  of 
Roseau,  having  only  twelve  pupll-:each- 
ers  enrolled,  to  the  big  one  at  the  state 
university  .  with  about  900.  Among^  the 
large  ones  may  be  mentioned  Fergus  falls, 
232;  Duluth,  1d2;  Crooksion,  114,  and  Owa- 
tonna,  lol.  .  ,..       ,    , 

The  summer  school  throughout  the  state 
may  be  said  to  be  well  attended  I'lls 
vear  when  the  fact  that  the  enrollment 
Is  made  up  of  bona  fide  teachers,  and  not 
high  school  students  making  up  condi- 
tions IS  considered. 

Mr.  Bliss  says  that  he  can  see  great  Im- 
provement In  the  rural  teachers  since 
this    plan   was   started   In  1892. 

"Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  i>eople  or 
Minnesota  are  foreigners,  and  the  majjn- 
ty  of  these  have  learned  to  si>eak,  read 
and  write  the  English  language  with  a 
high  degree  of  facility  In  the  i»'J'>"c 
schols.     When  we  stop  to  consider  that  iZ 

f»er  cent  of  the  school  population  is  tound 
n  the  rural  districts  we  see  at  once  the 
Importance  of  having  the  rural  school 
teachers  well  trained  and  we  also  see  tne 
great  work  these  teachers  have  been  do- 
ing here  In  this  state  teaching  the  Eng- 
lish   '.angi;age."  .  .   .    ,, 

One  feature  of  the  work  which  Mr.  Hllss 
Is  emphasizing  this  year  Is  the  "Moael 
School,"  In  which  twenty  or  thirty  chil- 
dren are  taught  by  an  experienced  leaoti- 
er  and  her  work  Is  observed  by  the  rupH- 
teachers.  He  hopes  that  by  next  >ear  It 
will  be  possible  to  have  a  model  cchcol 
as  part  of  the  work  in  every  county  where 
training  schools  are  held,  comprehj.nding 
the  first  three  years  of  school  work,  as 
he  believes  the  third  reader  grade  Is 
al>out  the  hardest  grade  to  teach  In  a 
rural  school.  .  , 

Mr.  Bliss;  when  questioned  concerning 
the  projected  national  summer  scho.-)!  at 
Duluth.  said  that  he  thought  that  on  ac- 
count of  the  natural  facilities  of  the  city 
and  the  ease  with  whicn  It  could  be 
reached  bv  either  rail  or  vater.  Duluth  is 
nre-emlnentlv  the  best  place  In  the  coun- 
try for  the  school.  He  says  that  while  he 
has  been  here  he  has  been  able  to  do  as 
much  work  as  he  could  have  done  in  the 
winter  and  Is  thoroughly  delighted  with 
the    climate.

WORK  OF  VANDALS. 

Complaint    of    Stealing     of 
Plants  and  Flowers. 

For  some  time  there  has  been  a  sort 
of  campaign  in  Duluth  In  the  Interest  of 
beautifying  the  city  and  occupants  of 
houses  have  been  urged  to  contribute 
to  the  general  beauty  of  the  city,  by 
keeping  their  individual  premises  ap- 
pearing well.  Theer  are  many  in  the 
city  who  try  to  do  this,  but  they  are 
beginning  to  believe  that  another  kind 
of  campaign  is  needed,  one  that  wiJl 
curb  lawlessness.  Stealing  flowers  is  a 
coffimon  thing,  and  there  Is  scarcely  a 
householder  that  is  not  In  constant  fear 
of  losing  any  and  all  that  he  may  raise. 
Porch  boxes  also  c6me  in  for  the  at- 
tention of  vandals.  When  they  steal 
flowers  it  is  bad  enough,  but  when  they 
tear  up  whole  plants  it  goes  beyond  the 
point  of  endurance.  Last  night,  at  24 
Weet  Third  street,  three  beautiful 
plants  were  entirely  remdved  from  a 
box  and  carried  off,  and  in  place  of  a 
handsome  adornment  a  pitiable  wreck 
was  left.  Other  have  reported  depreda- 
tions of  like  character,  and  the  number 
of  sufferers  in  this  respect  is  probably 
very  large. 

THE  WHEAT  YIELD. 

Estimates  Made  By  Minne- 
apolis Grain  Men. 

The  Minneapolis  Times  today  con- 
tains estimates  of  the  yield  of  grain 
in  the  three  states  of  the  Northwest 
that  raise  th«  large  spring  wheat  crop, 
North  Dakota,  South  Dakota  and  Min- 
nesota, made  by  some  of  the  leading 
grain  and  elevator  men  of  Minneapolis.

er  and  raises  cattle  In  he  same  neigh- 
borhood. The  young  man  has  been  a 
visitor  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Delane  fM* 
several  years,  and  everybody  knew  that 
he  was  much  more  than  a  favorite  with 
Miss  Delane. 

Though  this  region  has  been  sparsely 
settled  for  a  long  time  on  account  of  its 
close  proximity  to  the  mountains  of  the 
Llano  river  the  pastures  are  frequent- 
ly visited  by  bears  and  large  bands  of 
hungry  wolves.

"Roughs"  of  the  Llano,  numerous  bands 
of  these  hungry  beasts  frequently 
swoop  down  on  the  pastures  of  the 
plains,  killing  and  maiming  hundreds  of 
fine  steers  during  one  night.  Though 
they  are  ever  ready  to  fight  a  man  there 
are  times  when  they  are  more  danger- 
ous than  others.  It  is  certain  that  they 
will  always  attack  a  man  on  foot  when 
they  are  hungry.  They  have  l>een 
known  to  prowl  about  over  the  plains 
In  bands  eager  and  ever  ready  to  spring 
at  the  throats  of  horses,  men_and  cattle. 
Nearly  every  cowboy  in  that  part  of 
Texas  has  a  story  to  tell  of  a  battle  that 
he  has  fought  with  a  hungry  lobo. 

Sometimes  long  periods  pass  and  the 
lobos  are  never  heard  of.  During  such 
times  the  cattlemen  and  farmers  ^tow 
careless,  and  they  ride  about  unarmed 
until  some  one  in  the  neighborhood  gets 
hurt  by  a  wolf. 

On  Sunday  morning  Mr.  Pope  had 
started  on  horsel»ck  to  visit  his  sweet- 
heart and  near  sunset,  when  he  was 
within  about  six  miles  of  Mr.  Delane's 
ranch,  he  noticed  a  large  l>and  of  lobo 
wolves  crossing  the  pasture  and  moving  .

Pope  was  now  on  foot  between  a, 
bunch  of  frightened  cattle  and  a  h\9 
band  of  hungry  wolves.  He  attempted

Ben  Clare  KiUed  By 

Lightning. 

SOI'TH   DAKOTA. 

Sioux  Palls— William  Parkinson,  a  well- 
known  farmer,  living  near  Ben  Clare,  was 
instantly  killed  by  lightning  while  en- 
gaged in  harvesting.  The  four  horses  ho 
was  driving  were  also  killed  by  the  same 
stroke.  Parkinson,  who  is  27  years  old, 
leaves  a  widow  and  child.  A  father  and 
other  relfUlvtiS  residw  in  Sioux  Falls. 

It  la  estimated  that  the  intense  hcjit  has 
killed  full  2a0  horaea  In  this  (Minnehaha) 
county. 

Deadwood— Fishermen  have  found  the 
remiiina  of  a  dead  man,  whose  iclentlty 
Is  enUrely  unknown.  The  body  was  'oun<l 
partly  covered  by  the  sands  of  Sand 
crewk,  northwest  of  this  city.  It  was 
wrapped  up  In  a  rul>ber  blanket,  and  next 
to  the  body  were  found  a  rifle  and  revol- 
ver. The  man  had  evidently  been  shot  in 
the  mouth  by  another  perSon,  the  point 
of  the  weapon  being  iiwierted.  which  blvr 
out  the  man's  brains.  It  is  bellevetl  that 
tha  unfortunate  mun  was  traveling 
throujfh  the  country  horseback  and  that 
ho  was  killed  and  robbed.  A  letter  was 
found  on  the  body,  the  word  "Muasachu- 
sctts''  being  the  only  one  that  wa.s  legible. 
This  Is  the  second  dsad  man  that  has 
been  found  near  this  city,  in  the  creeks, 
where  the  evidence  goes  to  show  that 
robbery  and  murder  were  the  oauses  of 
death. 

David  R.  Summers  was  found  guilty  of 
perjury  by  a  Jury.  The  crime  was  conunlt- 
ted  in  the  case  of  Herbert  Coddy.  who

Judge  Ensign  Scales  Ver- 
dict Agaiost  Benjamin 
and  Olson.

8on  against  L.  N.  Benjamin  and  O.  G.  Ol- 
son, In  which  a  verdict  for  r.r7,167  was  re- 
turned last  January  against  the  defend- 
ants. He  scaled  down  the  verdict  to  $2o,- 
8Ki),  however,  and  If  the  plaintiff  does  not 
accepi  that  reduction  the  new  trial  will  be 
granted.  The  plaintiff  will  aocepi  the  re- 
duction. 

The  case  was  quite  an  Important  one. 
Edmondson  owned  a  piece  of  iron  land  on 
the  Mesaba  range,  and  the  defendants 
were  his  agents  to  sell  It.  Edraondson  ac- 
cused the  defendants  of  buying  II  for  them- 
selves at  $3000  and  then  selling  It  to  Allen 
W  John-son,  an  agent  of  John  D.  Rocks- 
fel'ler.  for  $30,000.  He  claimed  that  he 
ouKht  to  have  the  full  amount,  and  the 
Jury  sustained  him. 

In  a  memorandum  accompany  the  deci- 
sion Judge  Ensign  slates  that  the  impor- 
tant point  Is  whether  the  defendants  were 
aotlnu  as  agents,  and  the  jury  found  that 
they  were.  A  decision  was  quoted  In  which 
it  was  found  that  if  an  agenl  for  a  ven- 
dor speculates  in  the  subject  matter  and 
realizes  a  profit,  he  violates  his  contract 
of  a«ency.  betrays  his  trust  and  forfeits 
his  commission  as  agenX  and  becomes  In- 
debte<l  to  his  principal  for  the  profits  he 
gained.

Adequate  Service. 

Property  owners  of  Woodland  desire  a 
thoroughly  adequate  water  service,  and 
last  night  decided  on  Manager  Case's  sec- 
ond proposition,  even  if  it  does  cost  about 
$6000  more  than  the  first. 

Tho  second  proposition  is  now  the  only 
one.     It  will  cost  fully  $26,000  to  put  it  In. 

If  an  annual  revenue,  ajnountlng  to  8 
per  cent  of  the  Investment,  can  be  guar- 
anteed the  board  of  water  and  light  com- 
missioners, the  Wo<}dland  system  will  be 
put  in  with  as  little  delay  as  poetrible. 

The  tank  which  furnishes  the  Normal 
school  water  service  is  located  on  Niagara 
street.  It  Is  proposed  to  put  a  gas  engine 
at  this  point  which  will  pun»p  water  a 
distance  of  about  two  and  one-half  miles 
to  Minneapolis  avenue,  where  the  Wood- 
lanl  Ruupiy  tank  is  to  be  established. 

The  Woodland  property  owners  have  al- 
ready pledged  themeelves  to  raise  two- 
thirds  of  the  yearly  revenue  required,  and 
will  ask  the  city  to  furnish  10  fire  hyd- 
rants. 

There  were  a  number  of  large  property 
owntrs  absent  from  tne  meeting  lost 
night,  and  it  Is  expected  that  they  will 
sign  the  guarantee  without  delay,  so  that 
all  that  will  he  left  Is  for  the  Hty  to 
act  In  regttrd  to  the  number  of  fire  hyd- 
rants.

Pittsburg,  July  27.— The  threatened 
strike  at  the  National  Rolling  mill  and 
the  Boston  Iron  and  Steel  works  of  the 
National  Tube  company,  at  MoKeesport, 
has  not  materialized  as  yet.  That  the 
men  will  come  out  today  la  denied  upon 
the  authority  of  President  Holloway  of 
the  McKeesport  lodge  of  the  Amal^- 
mated  association,  who  says  they  ha\e 
no  intention  of  striiiing  at  present,  tut 
others  claim  a  Ptril<e  is  likely  to  occur 
today.  The  McKeesport  situation  to- 
day is  considered  grave,  and  there  Is 
ian  ugly  feeling  am  ing  the  men,  which 
promises  to  caust'  trouble  If  any  active 
effort  is  made  to  break  the  strike  at 
this  point.  There  was  little  or  no  ex- 
citement last  night  on  the  principal 
streets,  but  the  .-'irlkers  were  exceed- 
ingly vigilant,  and  no  man  who  looked 
like  a  stranger  passed  near  the  De 
\Vees-Woo*i  plant  without  a  challenge. 
The  announcement  that  the  plan  v.-ouid 
l>e  started  non-union  l.s  laughed  at  by 
the  strikers,  and  they  say  that  there  are 
no  other  workmon  In  this  country  who 
can  do  the  necfsary  work  on  the  fine 
giades  of  iron  turned  out  here,  but  they 
are  taking  no  chances.  The  attempt  of 
the  National  Tv.i.e  ?oir  inny  lo  Induce 
the  welder^  in  Its  employ  to  sUn  Indi- 
vidual contraota  Is  exciting  much  hos- 
tility among  the  men  here.  Both  strik- 
ers and  non-uni.in  -men  bitterly  oi>po3e 
the  signing  of  Individual  contracts  for 
flv*  years.  It  l.s  likely,  however,  that 
most  of  the  w«lder3  will  sign.  The  mill 
could  not  be  run  at  air  without  them. 
President  George  E.  Holloway  of  Enter- 
prise lodge  has  l.^siaed  a  proclamation, 
upholding  Mayor  lUack's  stand  against 
the  Importing  of  non-union  men  .  The 
men  of  the  Demmler  Tin  works  and  the 
National  Tube  w.  rks  will  be  paid  off 
today  and  develov  ments  are  expected. 

The  Wellsvllle  lant  will  close  down 
at  noon  today  .in  1  will  resume  opera- 
tions at  3  o'clock  Monday  morning.  Su- 
perintendent Brockman  says  he  does 
not  expect  a  full  'complement  of  men  by 
that  time,  but  tliat  he  will  soon  have 
the  entire  works  In  operation.  He  de- 
nied the  rumor  that  representatives  had 
gone  to  LIson  In  the  Interest  of  getting 
out  Injunction.^  a^ralnst  the  strikers. 

This  was  pay  day  and  the  mill  offi- 
cials were  busy  mylng  off  the  strikers 
and  non-union  inMi.  The  strikers  re- 
ceived four  days  pay,  and  auery  effort 
Is  being  made  by  the  leaders  to  keep 
them  from  the  saloons.  It  was  mainly 
for  this  reason  that  the  mass  meeting, 
called  for  this  afternoon,  was  aban- 
doned. Instead  of  a  mass  meeting  a 
secret  meeting  of  the  strikers  will  be 
held  In  the  city  hall.  Notwithstanding: 
the  temporary  suspension  of  work  at 
the  mill,  the  strikers  are  keeping  a 
close  watch  for  non-union  men.  A 
rumor,  quite  generally  circulated  that 
several  carloads  of  men  were  to  be 
slipped  into  the  plant  after  nfidnlght 
tonight,  caused  some  uneasiness  among 
the  strikers. 

Assistant  Secretary  Tlghe  reported 
everything  quiet  in  Amalgamated 
circles  today.  The  absence  of  President 
Shaffer  and  Secretary  Williams  caused 
the  circulation  of  a  rumor  that  a  con- 
ference was  In  progress,  but  Sec-etary 
Tighe  assured  the  newspaper  meri  that 
they  were  attending  to  private  busl- 
ne.s3.  It  was  reported  that  Joseph 
Bishop,  secretary  of  the  Ohio  boa.-d  of 
arbitration,  would  be  In  Pittsburg  to- 
day to  confer  with  President  Shaffer  on 
the  subject  of  mediation,  but  If  he  ar- 
rived In  the  city  he  is  keeping  dark,  as 
he  was  not  registered  at  any  of  the 
hotels. 

Since  Mr.  Bishop  took  this  subject  up 
he  has  been  In  New  York  and  hard  at 
work  In  the  Interest  of  peace.  Whatever 
he  has  learned.  It  Is  said,  will  be  com- 
municated to  the  Amalgamated  assocli- 
tlon  officials  In  person,  as  he  has  not 
written  at  any  time  since  he  began  hl3 
labors.  Another  report  about  the  head- 
qaartera  today  was  that  President 
Schwab,  of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration, will  arrive  In  Pittsburg  this 
afternoon.  His  friends  here  know  noth- 
ing of  the  supposed  visit.      ^    ^^   ^    ^^ 

In  reference  to  the  report  that  the 
steel  company  will  apply  for  injunctions 
restraining  the  strikers  from  interferin.? 
with  the  non-union  men,  A.  Leo  Well 
counsel  for  the  American  Sheet  Steel 
company  and  American  Tlnplate  com- 
pany stated  that  thp  Issuing  of  an  In- 
junction Is  not  In  contemplation  at  tnis 
time.  No  move  of  this  kind  has  been 
made  so  far.  ^  ^  „ 

"I  was  not  in  Cleveland,  as  reported, 
said  Mr.  Well,  "and  I  do  not  know  wh^ 
the  mvsterlous  lawyers  are  who  were 
supposed  to  be  there.  I  would  represent 
these  companies  If  any  such  action  was 
planned."  ^  ^     . 

Organized  labor  in  Pittsburg  Is  to  be 
formed  into  a  closer  alliance.  A  senate 
of  labor,  embracing  tho  trade  organiza- 
Uons.  is  to  be  constituted  in  Pittsburg 
tomorrow  night.  The  proposed  senate 
is  said  to  be  the  scheme  of  Presid«»nt 
Shaffer  of  tha  Amalgamated  association 
and  National  Organizer  Flynn  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor. 

There  is  no  doirt)t  that  the  movement 
to  form  such  a  federation  in  Pittsburg 
was  caused  by  the  strike  of  the  Amalg.i- 
mated  people  in  the  mills  of  the  Ameri- 
can Tlnplate' corhpany.  the  American 
Sheet  Steel  (*'6mt)any  and  the  American 
Hoop  compacny.  Pt  is  expected  that  t.^l^ 
Is  for  the  sjpecific  purpose  of  bringing 
moral  suppott.  If  not  financial  aid,  to 
the  striking  "steel  workers. 

Scarcity  of  men  to  work  in  steel  mills 
Is  apparently  Ulustrated  in  an  expedi- 
tion which  left  Pittsburg  last  night.  It 
was  a  party  of  twenty-two  skilled  Amal- 
gamated men,  brought  together  from 
various  idle  mills  from  the  Pittsburg 
district  and  parts  of  Ohio,  to  man  two 
sheet  mills  of  the  Republic  Iron  and 
Steel  company  at  Birmingham,  Ala.

One  sUiker  de- 
serted today  and  was  given  a  job  as  a 
roller. 

The  motormen  on  the  East  Liverpool 
and  WeMsvllle  street  car  line  have  re- 
fu.sed  to  stop  their  cars  to  allow  the 
mill  workers  to  ride  to  and  from  their 
work.  They  have  also  refused  to  carry 
Manager  Brookman  to  and  from  his 
home  to  the  mill.  The  conduct  of  the 
motormen  was  reported  to  the  man- 
ager, who  refused  to  Interfere.

Nan  Who  Saw  Wild  Men 

Is  Returning  to 

Holland. 

San  Francisco.  July  27.— Dr.  A.  W. 
Nieuwenhuis,  a  medical  commissioner  of 
the  Dutch  army  in  Java,  has  arrived 
here  on  his  way  to  Holland.  He  ha« 
been  exploring  the  wilds  of  Borneo,  and 
In  traveling  from  the  West  to  the  East 
coast  of  that  country  he  says  he  has 
done  what  no  white  man  has  ever  done 
before.  On  his  expedition  he  had  three 
white  men  and  three  natives.  He  won 
the  friendship  of  the  Dyak  tribes  in  the 
interior  by  curing  many  of  them  of 
malaria  by  the  use  of  quinine,  and  they 
rendered  him  valuable  service.  He 
found  the  natives  very  superstitious, 
though  well  disposed  towarda  white 
men. 

The  party  made  valuable  collections  of 
animal  and  plant  life,  and  gathered 
many  geological  specimens.  Dr.  Nieu- 
wenhuis has  submitted  many  recom- 
mendations to  the  Dutch  civil  officers  at 
Batavia  for  the  extension  of  Dutch  gov* 
ernmental  authority  to  the  interior. 


The  trespass  case  against  Mrs.  Kate 
Wille  was  dismissed  In  Justice  Stone's 
court  yesterday,  the  evidence  showing 
showing  that  the  defendant  simply 
went  after  water  from  a  pump  in  the 
yard  of  the  complAning  witness,  Peter 
Lilya.  and  that  she  had  a  permit  from 
the  agent  in  charge  of  the  property  to 
get  water  there  whenever  she  desired. 
Both  herself  and  her  neighbors  are  very 
Indignant  over  the  action  that  was 
brought  against  her.  and  they  have  an 
affidavit  with  ten  signers  to  the  effect 
that  Mrs.  Lilya  is  a  quarrelsome  neigh- 
bor, will  not  let  them  get  a  drink  of 
water,  and  that  they  would  like  to  have 
her  get  out  of  the  neighborhood.

DAILY  RECEPTIONS. 


The  Younger  Brothers  Attract 
Much  Attention. 

St.  Paul,  July  27.— The  dally  recep- 
tlon.«i  being  held  by  the  Younger 
brothers  at  the  oflUce  of  their  employer. 
In  St.  Paul,  are  not  looked  on  with 
favor  by  the  members  of  the  Iward  of 
pardons. 

Attorney  General  Douglas  believes 
that  the  brothers  are  being  compelled 
to  violate  the  spirit  of  their  parole.  He 
said  today: 

"The  dally  receptions  given  by  the 
Younger  brothers  are  contrary  to  pub- 
lic policy.  It  is  not  intended  to  allow 
such  notoriety  to  paroled  prisoners.  The 
board  of  prison  managers  should  stop 
It.  If  I  were  the  warden  I  would  at 
once  cancel  the  contract  wittrthe  monu- 
ment men.  1  do  not  think  the  boys 
themselves  desire  such  notoriety." 

The  attendance  at  the  office  when  the 
Youngers  are  at  work  amounts  to  a 
regular  crush  during  the  hour  of  their 
daily  levee. 

The  matter  Is  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
board  of  pardon?.  The  brothers  are 
entirely  subject  to  the  board  of  prison 
managers?. 

After  Aug.  1  it  will  be  one  of  the  mul- 
tifarious duties  of  the  board  of  control 
to  look  after  the  Y'oungers. 


Dr.  H.  M.  Bracken,  secretary  of 
Minnesota  State  Board  of  Health, 
sent  out  circular  letters  to  a  large  number 
of  the  towns  and  cities  in  the  Northwest 
announcing  that  a  meeting  has  been  ar- 
ranged to  be  held  at  the  Spalding  hotel 
in  this  city.  Aug.  13,  to  thoroughly  dis- 
cuss the  smallpox  situation  and  map  out 
a  policy  for  combating  It  in  Northern 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin.  The  notice  Is 
being  made  as  general  as  possible  and 
the  state  health  authorities  are  hoping 
and  believing  that  there  will  be  a  large 
attendance  of  health  ofliicers,  raedlcai 
men,  county  commissioners,  railroad  men, 
lumber.men,  in  fact  everybody  that  has 
an  interest  in  seeing  the  disease  stamped 
out  effectually  in  the  Northwest. 

There  is  no  concealing  the  fact  that 
smallpox  has  been  very  annoying  t>  the 
lumbermen  and  loggers  during  the  past 
two  winters  and  has  cost  the  local  tax- 
payers in  some  communities  a  large 
amount  of  money  In  caring  for  and  iso- 
lating cases.  It  had  been  hoped  that  with 
the  close  of  the  logging  season  this  year 
there  would  be  a  decrease  m  the  epi- 
demic, but  the  state  authorities  of  the 
two  states  realize  that  the  situation  shows 
very  little  signs  of  change  and  that  some 
radical  measures  are  lmi>eratlve.  This 
cannot  be  done  unless  the  people  Jnltr- 
ested  can  understand  and  be  in  symi>athy 
with  the  plans  of  the  health  authorities, 
and  for  this  purpose  the  meeting  is  called 
With  a  clear  understanding  between  all 
concerned  the  health  authorities  vill  be 
enabled  to  carry  on  their  camuaign 
against  the  disease  with  greater  facility 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  lumber- 
men. There  Is  no  class  of  people  that 
are  any  more  Interested  In  this  matter 
than  the  lumbermen,  and  it  is  being  urged 
that  they  be  well  represented  at  the 
meeting  and  offer  such  advice  as  they 
may  have.  ,  ^       ,       ■, 

There  have  been  various  plans  for  l^ead- 
Ing  off  the  disease  suggested  by  difforent 
people.  One  plan  is  to  burn  every  loJg- 
Ing  camp  where  the  disease  had  existed 
during  either  of  the  nast  two  wlntors. 
As  a  last  resort  this  might  do.  but  it  will 
be  readily  appreciated  that  these  camps 
have  cost  the  loggers  a  great  de.il  of 
money  and  are  so  built  that  they  may  be 
used  "again.  If  there  Is  any  p<i»8lble  way 
bv  which  the  camps  can  be  thoroughly 
disinfected  the  owners  would  prefer  that 
plan  as  it  would  mean  less  expense.  This 
Is  one  of  the  things  that  will  come  in 
for  a  good  share  of  discussion  Aug.  13. 
hence  the  necessity  of  having  olenty  of 
lumbermen  present  to  consider  the  mat- 
ter. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  disease  has. 
for  the  past  two  winters  been  of  a  dan- 
gerous nature,  and  few  deaths  have  oc- 
curred, but  the  medical  authorities  aarree 
that  if  smallpox  is  allowed  to  run  without 
efforts  being  made  to  stop  It,  it  will  foon 
develop  into  a  dangerous  form  and  will 
effectually  stop  all  operations  in  the 
woods  in  the  effected  districts.  Such  a 
result  could  be  nf»thlng  else  than  disas- 
trous to  the  lumber  Interests.  By  taking 
up  the  matter  In  time  thousands  of  dol- 
lars will  be  jsaved  to  the  himber  trade. 
If  some  thorough  plan  of  disinfecting  a 
camp  Is  developed  at  this  meeting,  it  will 
be  a  good  thing  to  preserve  for  future 
emergencies.  Such  camps  that  are  not 
worth  preserving  can  be  easily  burned 
and  a  strict  enforcement  of  a  rule  for 
fumagatioji  or  vaccination  of  the  new 
men  that  come  to  camps  would  go  a  long 
way,  It  is  ssUd.  toward  preventing  a  re- 
currence  of   the   di.sense. 


Great  will  be  Duluth's  celebration  In 
honor  of  labor  on  Sept.  2.

The  ground  propo=ed  adjoins  the 
pumping  station,  and  this  would  give 
many  people  their  first  view  of  the 
workings  of  the  wonderful  plant  that 
furnishes  the  purest  water  on  earth. 

Lakewood  Is  nearly  two  miles  beyond 
Lester  Park.  The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
road  runs  through. the  grounds,  and  the 
trip  out  there  would  not  take  over 
twenty  minutes. 

At  Oatka  the  picnic  advantages  are 
well  known.  The  tiansportation  facili- 
ties might  not  be  as  good  as  out  to 
Lakewood,  owing  to  the  several  trans- 
fers that  would  havtf  to  be  made.

An  lmmen.«e  trade  is  done  In  China 
In  old  English  horseshoes,  which  are 
considered  the  l>est  Iron  in  the  world 
for  making  small  household  articles, 
such  as  bracelets,  hooks  and  bolts. 

The  rapid  expansion  of  the  Autstralian 
shipping  trade  continues  undiminished. 
In  New  South  Wales  it  was  larger  in 
IPOO  than  in  any  previous  year.  The 
total  number  of  vessels  entered  and 
cleared  was  7,032,  against  6,409  In  189P. 
Of  these  6,308  were  under  the  British 
flag,  and  724  under  those  of  other  coun- 
tries. „     ^  ,       ,   . 

This  country  is  usually  first  In  giving 
new  applications  to  old  principles  but  a 
form  of  Insurance  has  been  deevloped 
in  England  that  has  escaped  Amerlcnn 
students  of  the  question.  It  is  called 
the  Tenants"  Protective  association,  and 
Is  Intended  to  protect  its  members 
against  the  constable  when  hard  times 
o*-  other  circumstances  prevent  their 
having  the  rent  handy.  The  dues  are 
from  5  to  10  cents  per  week,  according 
to  rental.  This  kept  up  for  twenty-six 
weeks  guarantees  the  members  against 
ejection  from  their  homes  durmg  the 
rest  of  the  vear.  Suitable  rules  provide 
against  fraud,  and  the  institution  is 
said  to  be  nouri*=hlng. 

It  was  found  a  few  years  ago  that 
each  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Great  Bri- 
tain consumed  on  an  average  eight 
matches  a  day.  If  we  figure  on  the 
British  basis  of  eight  matches  per 
capita  a  day  the  home  consumption  Is 
610  427,096  matched  a  day.  The  total 
production  of  all  our  match  factories 
Is  sold  for  less  than  MO.000.000  a  year, 
which  cuts  a  very  small  figure  when 
it  is  remembered  that  the  value  of  the 
machines  of  all  kinds  that  are  pro- 
duced in  this  country  every  year  Is 
alone  about  J400,000,000.  Match  manu- 
facturing is  a  small  industry  after  all. 
Not  many  establishments  are  required 
to  turn  out  the  matches  this  country 
needs.  Over  in  New  Jersey,  only  a 
few  miles  from  this  .city  there  are 
two  factories  with  a  <>apaclty  together 
of  90.000.000  matches  a  day.  The  largest 
factory  in  the  country,  at  Barberton. 
Ohio,  can  turn  out,  100.000,000  matches  a 
day,  probably  a  seventh  of  the  entire 
consumption*  ^^^.  .        ,     ^^ 

Just  as  the  White  WJngs  who  cleans 
the  streets  succeeded  the  weary  person 
who  stirred  the  street  dirt  about  and 
removed  some  of  it.  so  it  seems  the  days 
of  the  White  Wings  are  numbered.

The  Southern 
manufacturer  Is  not  responsible  .or  this 
condition.  Its  responsibility  lies  en- 
tirely with  the  Northern  capitalist.  Of 
eleven  practical  superintendents  to 
whom  I  talked,  several  being  from 
Massachusetts  or  Pennsylvania,  ten  De- 
clared that  doing  away  with  labor  of 
children  under  12  years  old  would  ben- 
efit rather  than  harm  the  industry, 
says  Irene  M.  Ashby  in  the  New  lork 
Herald.

NEW  RECORD. 

Cresceus  Trots  a  Mile  In 

2.02  3-4    Breaking 

World's  Record. 

Cleveland.  July  27.— Amid  the  «- 
thuBiastlc  cheers  of  nearly  10,000  peopl«, 
Cresceus,  the  world's  champion  trotting 
stallion,  again  demonstrated  that  he  is 
the  king  of  all  trotters,  by  going  a  mile 
yesterday  afternoon  over  the  Glenvllle 
track  in  2:02%.  This  establishes  a  new 
world's  trotting  record  for  both  sexes, 
replachig  the  former  world's  record  of 
2:03Vi,  held  by  The  Abbott, 

The  circumstances  connected  with 
this  remarkable  performance  were  any- 
thing but  conducive  to  fast  time,  for 
owing  to  the  heavy  rains  of  last  night 
the  track  was  not  in  the  best  of  condi- 
tion, and  It  was  about  6:30  p.  m.  before 
the  track  was>  deemed  to  be  In  eut"- 
ciently  good  shape  to  warrant  making 


the  attempt.     At   that   time   the   sun  s 
heat  had  given  away  to  cool  breezes. 

Even  then  there  were  but  very  few 
horsemen  that  looked  for  a  mile  better 
than  2:05.  After  having  been  given  sev- 
eral preliminary  miles.  George  Ketch- 
am  nodded  for  the  word  on  the  third 
score,  the  horse  trotting  like  a  ma- 
chine. .^  ^  * 
AcQompanied  by  a  runner,  the  chest- 
nut stallion  fairly  flew  to  the  quarter, 
the  timers'  watches  registering  Just 
thirty  seconds. 

As  CrescuB  swung  into  the  back 
stretch  he  was  joined  by  a  second  run- 
ner, and  although  many  predicted  that 
the  footing  was  such  as  would  retard 
his  speed,  he  reached  the  half  in  1:01. 
As  the  time  was  hung  out  the  immense 
crowd  broke  out  In  cheers  a6  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  mile  would  be  a  fast  one. 
The  three-quarter  pole  was  reached 
in  1:31»4,  and  as  the  great  stallion 
trotted  Into  the  stretch,  a  runner  on 
either  side  his  frictionless.  machine- 
like  strides  were  fairly  eating  up  the 
distance. 

Never  once  faltering,  notwithstanding 
the  terrific  clip,  he  fairly  flew  to  the 
wire,  being  sustained  only  by  his  in- 
domitable courage  and  almost  human 
intelligence,  not  being  touched  once  by 
the  whip,  his  sole  urging  being  the 
drlper's  voice  and  the  thundering  hoof 
beats  of  the  accompanying  runners. 

As  the  time  for  the  mile  was  an- 
nounced, 2:02%,  and  the  Immense  crowd 
realized  that  a  new  world's  record  had 
been  established,  Ketcham  and  his  fa- 
vorite stallion  were  tendered  an  ova- 
tion such  as  has  been  but  seldom  wit- 
nessed on  a  race  track.  Thousands  of 
enthusiastic  people  rushed  out  on  the 
track  and  Ketcham  was  lifted  from  the 
sulky  and  carried  to  the  grand  stand 
on  the  shoulders  of  his  admirers.  Cheer 
after  cheer  rent  the  air,  and  the  name 
of  Cresceus  was  upon  the  lips  of  every- 
one present. 

"Ketcham.  Ketcham."  yelled  the 
crowd,  and  the  owner  of  the  sturdy  son 
of  Robert  McGregor  was  almost  carried 
to  the  Judge's  stand,  where  he  delivered 
a  brief  address. 

Cresceus  now  not  only  holds  the 
world's  trotting  record  for  both  sexes, 
but  last  week  at  the  Detroit  grand  cir- 
cuit meeting,  by  trotting  in  2:06%  and 
2  05,  also  being  a  new  world's  record  for 
the  fastest  mile  ever  trotted  in  a  race 
and  also  the  fastest  second  heat  ever 
trotted.  ^  .  ..  ^. 

It  Is  said  by  prominent  horsemen  that 
G  H  Ketcham  deserves  much  credit 
for  the  remarkable  achievements  of  the 
horse  as  he  has  the  proud  distinction 
of  not  only  owning  the  world's  cham- 
pion trotter,  but  also  having  bred  him 
and  driven  him  in  all  of  his  races. 

The  former  trotting  queen,  Maud  b, 
made  her  record  of  2:08%  to  a  high- 
wheel  sulky  over  this  famous  course, 
which  time  has  never  been  equalled  to  a 
similar  hitch. 

Since  that  time  numerous  minor  rec- 
ords have  been  established,  and  last 
September  Cresceus  trotted  to  the 
world's  sUllion  record  of  2:04  over  this 
track.

Borschenius*  home  is  in  Baldwin.  St. 
Croix  county.  Wis.,  and  both  he  and  his 
father  have  been  active  in,  politics,  the 
father  baving  been  a   member  of  the 


legislature  and  the  son  the  occupant  of 
clerkships  at  the  capitol  In  Madison. 
Both  the  Borscheniuses  have  always 
been  Lafollette  men,  followers  of  for- 
mer Congressman  Nils  P.  Haugan  and 
steadily  opposed  to  Senator  Spooner. 

The  latter  is  now  moving  heaven  and 
earth  to  secure  a  re-election  to  the 
United  States  senate,  though  he  said  a 
year  ago  that  he  did  not  wish  to  be  re- 
turned. Looking  over  the  field  the  sen- 
ator saw  that  Lafollette  was  becoming 
more  and  more  popular  with  the  Scan- 
dinavian element  in  the  Republican 
party.  Desiring  to  check  this  tendency, 
Spooner  decided  to  give  George  Bor- 
schenius the  Alaska  Job  he  has  been 
holding  until  recently.  The  appoint- 
ment was  one  that  amazed  Spooner's 
friends  and  enemies  alike,  because  they 
none  of  them  believed  that  the  appoint- 
ment would  have  any  effect  on  the  situ- 
ation, and  was  in  effect  nothing  less 
than  the  giving  of  good  loat  to  the 
enemy. 

So  off  to  Alaska  went  George,  while 
the  old  man  stayed  at  home  and  gunned 
for  Spooner  harder  than  ever. 

It  is  now  asserted  that  when  Senator 
Spooner  realized  that  the  appointment 
had  not  reduced  the  number  of  his 
enemies,  he  arranged  to  have  Judge 
Noyes  demand  Borschenius'  resignation. 

So  Borschenius'  resignation  is  not  an 
outcome  of  the  mining  receiver  Htiga- 
tion  at  Nome,  but  rather  of  far-away- 
Wisconsin  practical  politics— of  the  row- 
between  the  Lafollette  and  anti-LAfol- 
lette  factions.

A  horse  show,  with  Kentucky  thor- 
oughbreds, trotters,  and  pacers  on  ex- 
hibition, will  be  one  of  the  features  of 
the  week.  It  will  be  held  at  Chunhhlll 
Downs,  the  famous  race-coui"«e.  where 
the  Kentucky  Derby  Is  run.  Every  af- 
ternoon and  evening  exairslon.*  will  be 
given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Templar 
visitors  and  their  friends.  Railroad 
side  trips  are  to  be  rim  to  Mammoth 
Cave.  Chlcamauga  battlefield,  and  other 
points  of  interest  during  the  period  the 
Sir  Knights  are  on  the  conclave  pil- 
grimage.

Troy.  N.  T.,  July  S5.— The  city  of  Troy 
bears  the  brund  of  the  colUir  and  cuff  In- 
dustry so  i^onnplcuously  that  ont»  canno| 
be  In  the  place  long  iKiforc  he  discovers  It. 
Facturi«s  of  gigaiuic  proportions  and  olher 
smaller  ones  are  located  In  various  i^rtp 
of  too  city. 

Machine  shops,  laundries,  box  factories 
and  other  flsces  of  business  dependent  on 
the  cuUar  Industry  for  business  display 
the  word  "collar"  on  their  signs,  and  at 
every  atep  one  Is  reminded  of  tho  fact 
thai  he  la  in  the  home  of  that  important 
article  of  wearing  apparel. 

It  la  about  seveiuy-tlve  years  alnce  col- 
lars were  lirst  niude  in  Troy.  At  tiia:  time 
shirU  were  made  with  collars  attached, 
and  the  detachable  collar  was  a  remark- 
able reform  in  mt-n's  wear.  The  wile  of  a 
Troy  blacksmUh  has  been  credited  with 
making  the  first  separate  collars  for  .sale. 
These  were  cut  with  scissors  on  a  paper 
paaorii,  and  were  sold  to  a  Troy  .■fture. 
Then  them  ercbant  took  up  Ihe  Iwsiiieas, 
who  paid  women  3  shUlings  for  making, 
washing   and   ironing  a   dozen   collars. 

In  18fc»  Ebenezer  Brown,  a  retired  Meth- 
odist minister,  went  luto  the  dry  goods 
trade  at  Truy  and  made  the  collar  busi- 
nt-'sa  an  Important  feature  of  his  establish- 
ment, the  niaierlal  was  cut  at  his  place 
of  business  on  a  wooden  pattern,  which, 
was  the  first  great  step  forward.  His  cus- 
tomers took  the  cut  material  home  with 
tbt.-ni  and  agreed  to  "make,  wash,  starch 
and  Iron  the  collars,  "  and  lake  pay  in 
murt.'handlse.  A  slip  was  placed  with  each 
batch  of  goods  ou  which  this  agreemeni 
was  written:  "In  pay  you  buy  my  goods 
at  my  price."  The  collars  made  by  Eben- 
«^xur  firown's  customers  were  of  the  stand- 
up  puttttrn,  with  strln^a  by  which  they 
wer»!  fa.-<Iened  around  the  neik.  Thl.s  style 
was  succeeded  by  the  "llyron"  and  the 
"Klshop"  patterns.  George  Jones,  later 
publisher  of  the  New  York  Times,  was  a 
olork  for  some  time  In  Brown's  store,  to 
which  he  came  "to  learn  the  business" 
from  Poultney,  Vt.  Browns  success  '  •ho 
collar  making  Industry  induced  others  lo 
embark  in  the  business,  and  in  ls:t4  a  shirt 
busom  and  collar  factory  was  started  hi 
Troy  by  frwo  enterprising  men,  and  from 
that  time  t<i  the  present  the  Indu^Iry  has 
grown  steadily,  "rhe  introduction  of  the 
sewing  machine  gave  Ihe  business  a  great 
boom.  Nathaniel  Wheeler,  of  the  Wheeler 
&  Wlli<on  company,  came  to  Troy  In  \K,\ 
to  introduce  Ids  machines,  but  there  was 
much  opposition  r>n  the  part  of-  small 
manufacturers,  .who  had  no  ooiiHdeiice  in 
the  "new  tangled  '  things.  But  Jefferson 
Gardner  took  the  machines  Into  his  fac- 
tory, they  were  Improved  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  business  and  wlihin  a  short 
time.  G-thers  followed  and  hand  work 
ceased.  Another  great  stride  In  the  busi- 
ness was  made  when  the  first  laundry  in 
connection  with  a  shop  was  started  by 
Independence  Stark.  New  collar  shops 
were  started  and  addliional  business  was 
done  when  the  machines  were  driven  by 
pow^er,  and  when  the  washing  and  Iron- 
ing machinery  was  Introduced.  But  des- 
pite all  the  labor  saving  ma«-hlnerv  and  all 
the  Improvements,  the  original  idea  of  giv- 
ing out  work  to  be  done  ai  home  Is  still 
in  vogiie  to  a  greal  extent,  and  people  In 
Trov  and  vicinity  still  do  collar  work  In 
their  homes  as  they  did  In  the  days  of 
Dominie   Brown. 

In  1876  there  were  7000  perilous  m  and 
about  Troy  engaged  In  the  collar,  cuff  and 
shirt  business.  The  wages  for  that  year 
amounted    to   $1. 373,000:    the     capUal     em- 


ployed was  $1,371,000  and  the  value  of  th3 
product   was  $4.o.'W.tJCo. 

There  are  now  twaiity-seven  faitorlos 
In  Troy  inhere  collars,  cuffs  and  shirts 
are  made.  Of  iheae  eight  have  their  own 
laundilcs  and  there  are  six  larse  lau.adry 
establisbnients  in  which  faolory  work  is 
d»>n«.  \x\  speaking  of  the  laundry  busi- 
ness a  Tro.y  manufacturer  •♦aid  that  it 
was  one  of  the  important  adjuncts  of  ti'O 
trade. 

"The  restaurant  keeper  who  keeps  his 
knives  sbarp  may  get  along  with  t  >u»fh 
beef,"  he  said,  "arid  many  collar  and 
cuff  def«ct:i  are  hidden  under  good  l.iun- 
dry.  llie  laundriws  in  this  city  have  at- 
tainod  such  a  wide  repuiaiion  for  excel- 
lence that  "Troy  laundries  may  be  found 
all  over  the  country.  Much  of  th-j  v/ork 
la  done  by  machinery,  although  Ir-nunsr 
by  haid  Is  done  In  nearly  .ill  the  laige 
laundries  and  the  work  Is  about  equady 
dlvldtsl  beiweerv  mein  and   women." 

The  shirt,  collar  and  cuit  busin^^s  giveu 
employment  to  about  15,(XXI  persjris  In 
■l"Yoy  and  Rensselaer,  of  whom  more  tht-.n 
four-flf'hs  are  women.  But  that  number 
represents  less  than  ojie-half  of  thoje  who 
work  In  the  buslne.sa.  for  ihero  are 
branch  factories  near  by  and  the  -^ork 
goes  -iito  houses  all  around  Troy  lor  a 
radius  of  nearly  forty  miles.  One  ^'oncern 
alone  fclves  employment  to  nearly  IS'lO  but- 
tonhole makers,  who  never  see  the  fac- 
lory.  The  collars  and  cuffs  iixo  sent  to 
them  and  when  they  have  been  "button- 
holed" they  are  returned  and  the  i»ay  is 
forwarded.  Some  of  the  buttonhole  mak- 
ers earn  only  $1  or  $2  a  week,  but  the  >rcrk 
Is  done  for  pin  money.  The  shlrtmakers 
usually  take  the  woik  for  regular  •mploy- 
ment   ind  they  nmJte  from  $3  to  $*  a  week. 

"Turning'  Is  one  of  the  processes  v  Inch 
Is  intrusted  largely  to  the  outside  woi-k- 
ers.  The  collars  are  made  with  Uio 
wrong  side  out  and  the  process  of  turn- 
ing thv^m  without  Injurj'  to  the  shaoe  le- 
oulres  skill,  which  ■  >mes  with  practice. 
'rhls  work  Is  made  ready  In  boxiS,  bags 
and  parcels  for  the  turners,  who  return 
the  stock,  turned  and  ironed  ready  for 
the  stitcher,  as  before  t*»e  turning  the 
collars  and  cuffs  had  been  held  '.oijother 
onlv  by  a  tomoorar\'  stitching  cr  "runn- 
ing!"

The  collai  Industry  has  always  be«?i  pro- 
te<jted.  An  Import  duty  of  forty-five  cents 
a  doxen  and  16  i>ei  o»»nt  ad  valorem  Is 
Imjjosed  on  all  cottun  collars  and  cuffis. 
and  a  duty  of  40  eents  a  ilnreii  and  .)  per 
cent  ad  valorem  on  cotton  and  linen 
Roods.  Th»»  strike  in  *he  -o-llar  shops  in 
1W7.  which  stopp^id  ihe  work  five  •:■  eeks, 
caused  the  importation  of  collars  and  cuffs 
from  Germany  In  lai»re  quantltl'S.  but 
the  reviseil  tarlflr«driv«n  the  Import.'d  ar- 
ticle oTit  of  the  mark.^t.  and  today  iibout 
nine-tenths  of  att  th.>  (pillars  mnd  cuffs 
used  In  the  ITnlti»d  States  are  manufac- 
tured In  Troy.  The  iverage  eamln:?3  of 
the  Women  In  the  Troy  factories  Is  be- 
tween $8  and  S9  a  w.i«k.  ma*iy  skilled 
hands  earning  as  mr.' Ii  as  120  a   we,»k. 

"We  make  goftd  jra«>rlH."  said  a  large 
manufacturer,  "and  'he  girls  in  our  em- 
plor  are  the  b«»»t  b»h»ved,  best  dre«.s«d 
and  miwt  Intelligent  ifrtctory  operatives 
In  this  Dart  of  the  roimtry."

today  it  Is  nearlv  Slti'lOO.tW;  the  .s.iles  in 
18.«»2  were  $9  »02.ri.S»;  thU  year  they  will  bo 
nearer  $20,000,000.  In  1^18  ihe  wa«re8  p«id 
amounted  to  abont  $»,«iOO.0fi0.  a?»d  this 
amount  will  be  doubled  in  1!*01.

He  sees  in  all  Ronae's  htistory-  the  suc- 
ceeding steps  be  feels  sure  we  wkj  like- 
wise take.  He  Insists  upon  drawing 
parallels:  the  rise  of  a  favored  class.  Its 
despotism,  its  arroarance,  the  vain  cla- 
morlngs  of  the  people  for  the  abate- 
ment o(  that  power,  later  an  Incipient 
victory  for  the  people,  the  desertion 
from  their  ranks  of  their  leaders  to  the 
st'ionghold  of  the  enemy,  the  despair, 
then  the  renewed  efforts  of  the  "prole- 
tariat." He  harps  upon  how  the 
I>cople  finally  appear  to  win  the  day. 
they  have  the  government  reorganized 
upon  democratic  lines,  some  of  the 
lower  classes  are  raised  to  high  places^ 
they  grow  sensuous  and  wealthy  and.  tn 
turn  prey  upon  the  people,  their  old 
companions — a  new  upper  class  is  for- 
gotten, the  money  power.  It  grinds  the 
people  again,  then  more  revolt,  more 
straightening  of  accounts,  another  area 
of  peace,  but  il'a  not  long  before  the 
reformers"  heads  ar©  turned  with  the 
new  power  In  their  grasp,  they  grow 
away  from  the  people,  scorn  them  and 
Ifs  the  old.  old  story,  all  over  again. 
More  revolt,  more  reorganization,  the 
growth  of  another  ruling  power— op- 
pression! It's  an  evolution;  what  is 
the  finality,  the  last  developntent  we 
are  tending  to,  helplesssly  marching  on 
toward  with  little  idea  whither  or  to 
■what,  he  does  not  pretend  to  foretell. 
But  he  insists  that  we  too  began  with 
an  aristocracy  of  birth,  a  slave-holding 
patrician  class,  that  finally  had  to  make 
way  for  worth  wherever  It  w^s  found, 
"then,"  says  he,  "master  minds  of 
humtde  birth,  but  magnificently  acqui- 
sitive, managed  to  get  all  the  wealth  in- 
to their  control,  it  gave  them  a  taste  for 
power,  nothing  but  the  government  it- 
self would  satisfy  them,  the  control  of 
all  the  offices — oligarchy."  He  says 
we  have  reached  that  period  today.  He 
prophecies  a  revolt,  a  commercial  if  not 
a  bloody  one,  sees  It  in  the  mammoth 
strikes  just  now  organized,  later  a  i-e- 
form,  then  degeneracy  of  the  new  power 
from  the  high  plane  from  which  it 
started,  brooking  no  opposition,  op- 
pressing all  about  It  and  again— revolt! 

Who  says  he  Is  not  radical? 

Of  one  of  those  periods  Rldpath  tells 
us:  "A  formal  equality  had  now  been 
attained  between  the  two  classes.  Many 
of  the  lower  rank  had  grown  wealthy, 
the  patricians  were  less  numerous  than 
of  old,  public  offices  were  open  alike  to 
both  orders,  the  old  decayed  families 
lost  their  prestige  and  Influence  in  the 
state,  the  lines  of  demarkation  were 
being  effaced.  •  •  But  while  this 
leveling  tendency  was  at  work  in  the 
commonwealth  a  new  nobility  arose, 
based  not  on  birth,  but  on  wealth  and 
office.  The  poor  were  the  common 
people,  tho  democracy;  the  rich  men 
and  officeholders  were  the  nobility — 
the  aristocracy."  •  •  •  "Notwith- 
standing these  forward  movements  In 
the  way  of  popular  rights  and  privi- 
leges, the  advance  of  the  Roman  people 
was  also  slow  and  unsteady.  The  su- 
perior Intelligence  of  the  patricians  en- 
abled them  time  and  again  to  counter- 
act in  practice  what  the  plebians  had 
gained  in  theory.  •  •  •  it  thus 
happened  that  the  same  social  ques- 
tions which  had  been  apparently  settled 
by  legislative  enactment  would  rise 
again  to  the  surface  and  demand  a  new 
.solution.  The  same  Intestine  quarrels 
which  had  disturbed  the  people  in  the 
preceding  centuries  broke  out  afresh — 
questions  of  debt,  of  relations,  of  tax- 
ation— everything  In  fact  which  was 
calculated  to  disturb  the  political  quiet 
of  the  republic." 

Let  us  think  over  my  friend's  sug- 
gestions. Win  we  surely  be  convinced 
he  is  an  alarmist?

Juctlon"  in  our  own  days,  the  to  him 
seeming  control  of  some  of  our  courts 
by  the  moneyed  power,  the  trusts;  the 
futility  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
"plain  peoplev"  the     plebians,     to      get 

their  share  of  the  power  that  their  nu- 
merical strength  would  Justify  them  In 
holding.  He  sees,  does  this  peslmistic 
friend,  the  inequality  of  the  fight  be- 
tween capital  anl  labor,  and  points  out 
how  old  that  strife  is  and  how  ulti- 
mately powerless  the  under  dog  Is.  He 
strains  a  point,  of  course — who  does  not 
in  wishing  to  Impress  his  point?  The 
two  conditions  are  hardly  analagous, 
yet  the  page  he  wishes  me  to  quote  in 
this  le's.con  Is  mightily  interesting  and 
calculated  to  make  one  think  rather 
seriously  of  possible  contingencies.

that  they  never  retreated  from  one  po- 
sition to  another  without  attempting 
to  hold  by  subtlety  %vhat  they  were  los- 
ing in  open  coiitest.  So  it  was  when 
the  consulship  wtla  finally  thrown  open 
to  the  people,  the  plel>ians,  after  years 
of  strife  to  keep  It  an  exclusively  patri- 
cian office.  The  measure  was  grace- 
fully yielded  to,  but  coupled  with  the 
creation  of  the  patrician  office  of  prae- 
tor, that  the  people  were  led  to  believe 
was  a  more  or  less  honorary  office  and 
respectfully  asked  for  by  the  patri- 
cians as  a  sort  of  sop  for  yielding  so 
gracefully.  To  this  officer  was  as- 
signed the  performance  of  the  Judicial 
duties.  Though  the  noMes  could  not  pre- 
vent the  accession  of  a  plebian  consul, 
they  succeeded  In  strijjplng  the  office  of 
a  part  of  Its  dignity  and  still  keeping  its 
highest  pea^gatlve  in  their  own  hands." 
My  friend  effaces  the  word  "nobles" 
and  substitutes  the  "trusts."  His  notion 
is  that  congress  used  to  be  the  great 
power.  The  moneyed  clement  could  not 
absolutely  control  congress.  It  had  to  be 
open  to  the  people  and  was  an  uncer- 
tain quantity  to  handle  at  best,  go  the 
"powers"  divested  it  of  much  of  its  con- 
trol by  some  subtle  maneuver  and 
transferred      to      th«      cuurUi        that

Our  bath  cities  are  yet  In  a  raw  stnd  speo- 
uiative  «onidition.  The  bath  houses  at  At- 
lantic City  are  fifty  years  behind  the  de- 
velopment,

ai  proval,  such  as  the  Tf>boggan,  the  Chute 
and  the  Alpine  railroad.  There  Is  some- 
wlitre  along  the  coast  a  gianle.sb  who,  by 
means  of  straps  and  belt,  lifts  200o  pounds 
of  men  and  then  fondles  her  iX)odle  dog, 
welghln?  eleven  pounds,  as  if  her  heart 
would  break. 

Thla  year  tho  "old  mill"  Is  all  along  the 
ocean  front.  It  grinds  by  electric  twwer 
and  has  a  fraudulent  mill  race  up  which 
you  go  In  a  boat  though  a  carpentered 
tunnel  and  return  by  a  second  flume  full 
of  fancied  happiness.  To  ascend  Into  an 
elephant  and  buy  gingerbread,  to  lose 
ones  self  in  a  maze  of  looking  glajsses  and 
be  laughing  with  e\-ery  other  lost  rnan.  to 
be  cheated  and  grateful  for  It,  are  among 
our  many  seaside  Joys. 

At  old  Coney  I.«land,  the  slop  suhurb  of 
New  York,  everything  has  a  tirnlshed, 
l>ea.'rtly  tone.  The  back  alley  of  boards  and 
iK>oths  called  the  Bowery,  la  a  series  of 
coarse  exhibitions  without  art,  and  a  pub- 
lic array  of  photograph  machines  whose 
announcements  exceed  their  contents. 
Nothing  sociable,  reasonable,  happy  is  ap- 
I>eale<l  to;  the  whole  human  race  seerms 
I  to  have  turned  into  slop.  Still  there  Is 
:  society  enough  for  this,  too.  The  stomach 
bred  upon  a  red  dog  sausage  will  not  sup- 
ply the  brain  with  a  beautiful  moral. 

I  observe  only  two  coast  or  beach  set- 
tlements  which    have   shops   for  the   fine 
I  arts:  Newport  and  Atlantic  City.     To  the 
i   latter  place  apear  to  come  Italians.  Aus- 
'   trlan«,    Bohemians,    French   glass  cutters. 
Asiatics.    Hindoo.s.     with       their       wares. 
Hence  idle  hours  are  not  without  their  ar- 
tistic rambles  before  and  after  the  bath. 


Mr.  Bradley,  the  Brooklyn  brushmaker. 
planned  at  Asbury  Park,  a  seaside  spot 
where  hymn  singing  should  be  automatic 
and  a  sermon  i>asted  up  In  every  bath 
house,  such  as  "Profane  language  and  the 
tearing  of  bathimr  suits  under  no  circum- 
stances permitted,"  "The  person  who  took 
the  straw  hat  will  return  it,  as  the  person 
is  known!" 

The  less  conviction  of  sin  that  exists  the 
freer  Is  the  resort  from  whlnlngs.  It 
seems  everyw^here  palpable  that  good 
breeding  is  the  best  protection.  The  low, 
however,  alwaj's  suspect  the  high  of  their 
own  vices,  and  a  Newport  cabman  who 
never  saw  the  Inside  of  a  fine  housii  will 
regale  a  whole  season  of  tourist  visitors 
with    awe-stlrrlng    scandals.

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bathing  beaches  around  New  Yorit  than 
John  Hoey  began  at  Long  Branch  till  Cor- 
bln.  a  Western  country  banker  from.  Down 
Eijst,  discovered  Coney  Island.  Said  he: 
"I'm  blest  if  it  ain't  sand!  "  So  he  fenced 
in  nearly  half  of  Coney  island  and  erected 
two  hotels  upon  it,  in  one  of  which,  called 
the  Oriental,'  a  man  is  placed  with  a  pole 
to  push  people  down  the  steps  who  Intrude 
from  the  other  hotel,  called  the  Manhat- 
tan. Though  In  the  same  pen  you  are  for- 
bidden to  know  each  other. 


The  second  bridge  across  the  East  river 
is  well  up  and  shows  conspicuously  over 
the  shipping,  though  not  of  the  monu- 
mental character  of  Roebling's  bridge, 
which  is  now  a  sight  to  see,  packed  wltii 
street  cars,  while  the  Brooklyn  end  has  a 
vast  barn  of  a  station  noarly  half  a  mile 
a'bove  the  strand.  I  sometimes  worrder  if 
tho  cables  will  stand  this  extraordinary 
strain.  The  world  has  hardly  anything 
like  it,  of  gorged  traffic  upon  a  curve  up- 
held by  strings  from  cyLinders  of  wire 
which  pass  over  piers  at  the  height  of 
nearly  300  feet. 

The  recent  tendency  of  New  York  Is  to 
build  villas,  country  clubs,  etc  upon  Liong 
island  Sound.  In  another  hundred  years 
one  m^ight  expect  to  see  solid  brick  cities 
at  Coney  Island.  Rockaway  and  Long 
Branch.  Inhabited  all  the  year.  But  the 
ser^"ant  question  stands  a  specter  behind 
the  dual  housekeeping  of  city  and  country. 
Flats  and  apartment  house*  are  multli>Iy- 
ing  In  all  our  cities,  even  In  Washing-ton, 
to  minimize  the  cost  of  housekeeping. 


New  York  is  perhaps  a  better  place  to 
visit  than  to  live  in.  Its  struggle  with 
rock,  tides,  frogs  and  waters  Is  more  he- 
roic than  Venice,  Its  only  water  rival  ever 
made.  But  there  seems  no  rival  to  its 
growth  as  the  water  gate  of  the  contin- 
ent. 

In  spite  of  criticism  New  York's  utilities 
are  well  devised.  The  docks,  the  bridgt«. 
the  tunnel,  the  parks,  the  opening  of  great

The  large 
fortune  recently  left  to  the  Metropolitan 
museum  may  be  plagued  by  next  of  kin, 
but  Its  puV>llc  spirit  Is  more  palpa.ble  than 
was  Glrard's  bequest,  and  following 
I.iow'3,  Tllden's,  Lennox's.  Aster's,  Car- 
negie's devices,  shows  a  deep  interest  in 
the  city's  art  and  education. 

Some  years  ago  I  traveled  on  the  same 
ship  with  the  Marquands.  father  and  son. 
to  FYance.  The  father  took  the  deepest 
interest  In  the  Metropolitan  museum,  and 
Is  one  of  the  fathers  of  It.  The  son  re- 
turned to  Wall  street  and  wrecked  him- 
self and  probably  his  father  In  broker's, 
speculations.

iencej  Are  More    Demonsirafiwe. 


l.ondon.  July  26,— Comic  opera  an 3 
musical  comedy  is  an  important  feature 
3f  the  American  conquest  of  England. 
Ihe  unexpeected  success  of  the  first  of 
Ihe  musical  comedies  three  years  dgo 
was  thought  to  be  sporadic,  but  de- 
velopments since  then  indicate  other- 
wise. For  instance.  "The  Fortune  Tell- 
er" and  -The  Girl  From  I'p  There"  are 
Hearing  the  100th  performance  in  Lon- 
don. 

The  respective  stars  of  these  two 
pieces.  Alice  Nielsen,  who  came  from 
Pan  Francisco,  and  Edna  May.  who  came 
from  Syracuse,  know  London  pretty  well 
by  this  lime,  and  It  occurred  to  me  that 
they  might  have  some  Interesting  ob- 
servaiiuns  to  make  in  cjmparing  things 
American  and  English  from  the  stage 
viewpoint.

May  has  settled  In  London  once  more. 
«i.e  is  estabMshed  in  a  delightful  hiuse 
lust  on  the  fringe  of  Regent's  park,  and 
Is  at  present  spending  the  most,  of  th-j 
Ume  she  can  spare  from  the  theater  In 
letting  the  place  to  rights  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  her  friends  in  true  Amerl- 
?an  style.  Her  mother  and  her  younger 
lister.  Jane  May.  a  member  of  the  "Girl" 
company,  are  with  her. 

Miss  May  received  the  writer  In  her 
arawing  room,  the  walls  of  which  are 
ilmosi  hidden  behind  signed  phato- 
riaphs  of  operatic  and  tneatrical  cele- 
brities and.  settling  herself  in  a  great 
flivan  by  the  window,  announced  her 
readlnes-s  to  discuss  matters  Anglo- 
American.  ,  ,,,.l„o. 
"1  should  say."  she  began,  that  llv  ing 
here  is  mere  expensive  than  In  America, 
but  really  I  am  hardly  in  a  position  to 
Judge.  You  see.  here  in  London,  as  soon 
as  I  can,  I  begin  housekeeping,  while 
■when  In  America  I  live  at  hotels  alto- 
Ketv-er.  Where  do  I  prefer  to  live?  In 
both  countries.  London  for  the  summer 
and  New  York  for  the  winter.  I  think 
that  w3Uld  be  nearly  Ueal,  for  one 
would  escape  our  terrible  heat  and  their 
equally  terrible  fog.  Of  course,  per- 
ennallv,  I  enjoy  myself  most  when  in 
London.  You  see,  all  my  success  has 
been  here,  and  everybody  has  been  so 
kind  to  me. 

'■I  think  that  I  have  been  most  Im- 
rre^sed  with  the  difference  between 
England  and  America  In  the  conduct  of 
rehearsals  and  in  the  training  of 
choruses.  1  saw  a  great  many  of  tne  re- 
hearsals of  'Florodora-  at  the  Lyrlc\  and 
this  Is  how  they  were  carried  on.  First, 
there  was  Leslie  Stuart,  the  composer, 
and  Owen  Hall,  the  author;  Paul  Ru- 
bens wiio  wrote  the  lyrics:  Tom  B.  Da- 
vH  the  proprietor,  and  his  assistant, 
and  besides  all  of  the.se.  the  stage  man- 
ager. Kvcrvbody  was  full  of  sugges- 
tions: evervbody  was  a  cook,  and  It 
Ft  ruck  me  that  the  broth  was  In  danger 
of  being  spoiled.  I  remembered  so  well 
the  rehearsals  of  'The  Belle  of  New 
York"  at  the  Casino  In  New  York.  There 
there  was  only  one  'boss.'  and  that  was 
Mr  Lederer.  Not  only  did  nobody  think 
of  offering  any  advice  or  suggesting  any 
changes,  but  when  he  was  not  there 
thing."  simi'ly  could  not  go  on. 

"And  thit^."  Miss  May  went  on,  much 
intereste.l  in  her  subject,  "accounts  for 
the  really  remarkable  difference  be- 
tween American  and  English  choruses. 
You  know  how  the  critics  of  London 
nraise  the  chorus  work  in  our  American 
musical     plays,  no     matter    ^—  •""^>' 


how  much 


fault  they  Hnd  with  the  play  itself,  or 
the  principals.     They   always  speak   of 
the  -attack'  and  the  'vim'  of  the  chcirus. 
end  that  is  becaurse    there     is    nothing 
heer  like  It.     Here,     when    one    of    the 
principals  Is  singing  a  song,  the  chorus 
turn  their  backs  to  the  audience  and  do 
nothing   at   all   until    the   song   is   over, 
ttiut  m  the  American  chorus  everyhocly 
Is  doing  something  all  the  time.    I  reaUy 
luelieve   that   the   success   of   'The   Belle 
was  due  much  more  to  the  work  of  the 
chorus  than  to  the  leading  people.    The 
activltv     the   con<stantly    moving   scene 
of  coloV.   w«s  a  complete  novelty  here, 
and  it  carried  all  before  it.        ^  „  .,,  ^ 
"Then  take  the  American  and  British 
comedians.       Every     British     comedian 
does  his  stage  business  independent^  of 
every  other  one,    and    his    companions 
stand  around  and  let  him.  but  our  peo- 
ple  work   together,     every  one     helping 
the  other  and  doing  his  best  to  add  to 
the  succesc*  of   the   other's   part.     It   is 
better  "team  work,'  as  they  say  In  foot- 
ball. 

"Audiences  here  are  much  more 
punctual  than  in  New  York.  There 
some  of  my  best  friends  used  to  drop  in 
to  see  'The  Girl'  when  the  play  was  half 
over,  and  then  say,  'Why  are  you 
dres.sed  as  a  boy  In  the  se.xmd  act?'  and 
1  would  sav.  'Well,  you  come  In  tmle 
and  voull  see!'  They  arrive  at  10  o'clock 
and  'after,  and  then  say  the  piece  has 
ro  plot.  Then.  New  York  audiences  are 
much  less  demonstrative.  The  New 
Yorker  is  pleased,  but  he  thinkrs  to  him- 


self, 'Let  somebody  else  do  the  clap- 
ping." It  Is  easier  for  him.  but  rather 
discouraging  for  the  people  on  the 
stage." 

Mi.ss  May  says  she  Is  enjoying  every 
moment  of  her  life  here.  She  drives 
every  day  and  receives  her  friends  In 
the  afternoon,  and  spends  nearly  every 
Sunday  out  of  town,  usually  at  classic 
Maidenhead,  on  the  Thames,  where  she 
plays  tennis  aad  enjoys  the  river  life. 
Her  younger  sister  is  to  be  seen  riding 
every  day  In  the  park.  Both  young  wo- 
men have  l)ecome  devotees  of  "Ping- 
pong,"  and  one  of  the  rooma  in  their 
London  home  Is  being  fitted  up  espe- 
clallv  for  the  enjoyment  of  that  game. 

Edna  May's  morning  mall-  Is  prodigi- 
ous. She  admits  that  the  contents  of 
some  of  her  letters  are  highly  amusing 
reading,  although  she  declines  to  give 
their  earnest  authors  away.  She  says, 
however,  that  the  tendency  among  her 
correspondents  to  attempt  to  win  her 
from  the  stage  to  religious  work  still 
continues. 

At  the  close  of  the  conversation  the 
actress  said  thoughtfully:  "1  wish  that 
I  could  go  on  living  the  last  three  years 
over  and  over  again  forever.  Of  course, 
the  future  may  hold  another  as  great 
success  for  me.  but  even  if  it  should 
come.  I  can  never  have  the  same  happi- 
ness, almost  intoxicating,  in  the  new- 
ness and  delightful  strangeness  of  It  all, 
no  matter  how  long  I  live  or  how  well  I 
do.  You  don't  know  how  I've  enjoyed 
the  last  three  years,  the  sensation  of 
leaping  forward,  from  l)eing  utterly  un- 
known to  becoming  famous  almost  In  a 
dav  That  can  never  come  back  again.  ' 
Alice  Nielsen,  when  found  at  the 
Shaftesbury  theater  between  acts  of 
"The  Fortune  Teller,"  said:  "I'm  spend- 
ing my  day?  in  London  now  doing  two 
things,  sleeping  at  my  hotel  and  singing 
here.  We  are  very  successful,  but  I  am 
very  tired.  You  see  I've  never  in  my  life 
before  acted  after  May  1.  and  my  pre- 
sent part  l^  a  particularly  exacting  one. 
So  I  am  seeing  no  one  during  the  day. 

Thus  it  was  arranged  that  the  romp- 
ing gipsy  girl  of  Smith  and  Herbert's 
opera  should  talk  about  her  English  ex- 
periences in  such  odd  !n<iments  as  she 
could  spare  from  her  audience  and  her 
dresser.  The  interview  was  held  at  Miss 
Nielsen's  dressing  room. 

Dressed  in  a  fetching  red  Hussar's 
uniform,  and  attractive  as  ever  with  her 
merry  blue  eyes  and  curly  light  hair, 
the  little  San  Francisco  girl  perched 
herself  on  a  stool  and  delivered  her 
opinions  with  much  earnestness  and 
many    animated    gestures. 

I  think  it  costs  a  lot  more  to  live  over 
here  than  it  does  in  America,"  she  be- 
gan, "in  fact,  abciut  the  only  thing  I've 
discovered  that  isn't  dearer  is  cabs. 
Well,  perhftpa  Fome  part  of  women's 
dress,  too— silk  and  brocades  and  gloves. 
"Salaries  are  not  nearly  as  high  as 
they  are  at  home,  take  it  right  through 
the  profession.  I'M  tell  you.  here  you 
get  big  pay,  or  you  get  nothing.  There 
doesn't,  speaking  roughly,  seem  to  be 
any  middle  ground.  Stars  are  jKiid  near- 
ly as  well  as  in  America,  but  the  rank 
and  file  get  mighty  little.-  Why,  _  in 
America,  a  chorus  man  gets  from  $35  to 
SoO  a  week:  In  England  he  Is  lucky  If 
he  draws  half  that.  The  lowest  salary 
paid  to  chorus  girls  in  our  companies  is 
$::5  a  week — here  you  can  get  all  you 
like  at  two  guin(>as.  And  the  rates  paid 
to  people  on  the  road  are  even  worse. 

"But  just  get  to  be  a  populv  favorite 
here,"  Miss  Nielsen  went  on,  "and  your 
fortune  is  made.  The  salaries  that 
such  people  as  Dan  Leno  and 
Vesta  Tilley  get  are  wonderful.  Why. 
there  Is  Lll  Hawthoine,  who  was  three 
or  four  years  ago  a  chorus  girl  in  Amer- 
ica. She  came  over  here  and  was  so 
successful  in  pantomime  that  they  say 
she  is  now  the  most  popular  'principal 
boy'  in  the  country.  She  is  paid  at  the 
rate  of  $300  for  six  p?.formance8,  be- 
sides getting  half  the  total  receipts  at 
matinees,  and  a  benefit  at  the  end  of 
the  run." 

"And  what  discoveries  have  you  made 
about  English  audiences?" 

"I  enjoy  playing  to  them.  They  don't 
care  for  noisy  stage  business,  but  they 
make  a  lot  of  noise  themselves.  Our 
I>eopIe  are  generally  content  with  ap- 
plauding, but  here  they  cry  'Bravol 
Bravo'  and  I  tell  you  It  just  pushes  you 
along.  And  make  no  mistake,  they  like 
good  music,  and  they  know  what  good 
music  is  every  time.  I  get  m-ost  applause 
every  evening  for  my  song,  'Cupid  and 
I."  and  that  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
things  that  Victor  Herbert  has  written 
an  done  of  those  that  it  takes  the  most 
art  to  give.     ^ 

"And  now  you're  going  ta  ask  me  If 
they  are  more  or  less  demonstrative 
than  our  people,  aren't  you?  That's  a 
pretty  hard  cjue^tion  to  answer,  and  I'll 
tell  you  why.  You  must  remember  that 
we  have  3000  miles  of  home,  and  the  aud- 
iences you  meet  in  traveling  abjut  are 
as  different  as  those  of  New  York  and 
London.  Of  all  the  American  audiences 
I've  acted  to,  I  should  say  that  those  of 
Philadelphia  are  most  like  Londoners  at 
the  theater.  They  arevery  enthusiastic. 
New  York  audiences 'are,  I  -think,  Ies.s 
demonstrative  than  those  of  Ixjndon, 
and  of  all  the  places  where  you  are  ac- 
tually frozen  stiff,  the  worst,  according

"And  the  English  (  ritlcs?" 

"Oh,  they're  delightful.  They  spoke 
disrespectfully  of  our  libretto,  and  com- 
mented On  the  'noisiness'  of  some  of  the 
music,  but  there  was  not  one  but  spoke 
nicely  of  me  and  my  work.  I've  got  all 
the  clippings,  and  feel  very  grateful  for 
the  kind  things  that  have  been  said  of 
me  One  writer,  however.  In  speaking 
cf  my  w^rk.  remarked  that  my  father 
was  killed  in  the  American  civil  war.  I 
wonder  how  old  that  man  thinks  I  am, 
anyway."  And  the  Hussar  made  a  de- 
lightful little  face. 

The  remarks  recorded  were  not  made 
by  Miss  Nielsen  as  connectedly  as  they 
are  set  down.  Some  half  dozen  times  In 
the  course  of  them  a  voice  sounded  from 
without  and  the  trim  little  figure  In  red 
hastily  smoothed  down  her  curls,  made 
a  mllltarv  clutch  at  her  sword  and 
scampered  up  the  winding  stairway  out 
of  sight,  and  a  moment  afterward  her 
voice  could  be  heard  lilting  out  on  the 
stage.  .       ,

^  Rhvthm  Is  the  skeleton  on  which  all 
music  is  hung,  and  If  you  will  strip  the 
so-called  modern  rag-ilme  of  Its  melodies 
vou  win  have  the  music  that  hai?  been  in 
voKUe  since  the  beginning  of  time,  and 
that  is  st'll  the  only  music  of 
maiiv  of  the  heathen  races.  It  Is  the  "ju- 
ber ''  "buck"  and  "wing  '  dances  of  the 
old  plantation  "darky,"  and  no  more  ex- 
citing rag-tinie  was  e%er  played  than  he 
"patted"  with  his  hanas  or  "shuffled" 
with  bis  feet.  Then.  too.  all  the  melodies 
nlayed  bv  the  negro  upon  his  rudely  con- 
structed"  banjo  were  always  In  the  rag- 
time rhvthm.  and  the  negro,  as  Is  well 
known,  "is  as  full  of  inelody  and  harmony 
as  an  egg  Is  full  of  meat. 

All  the  "fiddlers'  of  olden  times,  the 
coun<rv  player,  who.  perched  on  a  bar- 
rel in  a  corner  at  a  "corn  huskipg  bee, 
who  held  his  "fiddle"  at  his  elbow  and 
his  bow  at  "half  mas\."  played  "Arkansas 
Traveler"  and  "I'p  Duck  Creek  "  In  a 
«tvle  that  would  put  to  shame  many  of 
the  fellows  who  claim  to  have  discovered 
what  they  are  pleased  to  call  rag-time. 

Drummers  have  played  nothing  but  rag- 
time since  the  dlscovti-ry  of  the  drum.  The 
bass  drum  Is  now  used  only  to  punctuate, 
or  emphasize,  the  heavy  t/eats  of  pulse  of 
the  music,  but  during  all  our  great  wars 
the  l>ass  drummer  used  a  stick  In  each 
hand  and  helped  out  the  rag-time  rh>thm 
of  the  snare  drum. 

Who  has  not  stood  cm  the  curbstone  and 
watched  a  parade  uii!«slMg  and  noticed  how 
the  men  In  line  plodded  along  to  the  1-1- 
1  2  3  of  the  bass  drum  and  seemed  all  tired 
out  but  when  the  anart..  drums  broke  into 
their  merry  rag-tlmr-  heats  of  tat-fat-a^ 
tat-a  tht-y  Immediau  ly  braced  up  and 
walked    with    a    bright,    elastic  step.

Whv  should  I  refa.se  to  play  music 
whlcli  cau9c«  so  much  harmless  pleasure? 
Rag-time  1*  not  a- "fad."  as  many  have 
declared,  and  will  not  'die  out."  It  pleas- 
es the  God-given  sense  of  rhythm  and  will 
endure  as  long  a,9  th«  warm  blood  flows  In 
the  human  body:  a-';  long  a*  the  world 
ghall  stand.  Call  It  what  you  will,  "rag- 
time" is  as  gf'ofl  as  any  other  name.  It 
existed  centuries  befcre  our  Ume:  it  will

Whether 
they  know  it  or  not,  the  Roman  Catholic 
authorities  at  Manila  are  not  to  have  the 
flnal  word  on  this  question.  They  have 
been  friendly  to  the  friars  from  the  be- 
ginning; and  on  this  account,  when  the 
popular  revolt  against  the  continuance  of 
the  old  regime  threatened  to  become  ser- 
ious, an  American  prelate.  Archbishop 
Ohapelle,  was  instructed  by  the  pope  to  go 
to  Manila  and  Investigate  the  situation. 
The  archbishop  recen-tly  visited  Rome, 
■where.  In  company  with  Cardinal  Oib- 
boira  he  gace  the  pope  all  the  Infornmtlon 
he  had  procured©.  After  a  full  consulta- 
tion. It  was  announced  on  authority  that 
tL,  decision  had  been  reached  which  would' 
.  t>e  satisfactory  both  to  the  church  and  to 
the  Knited  States  government.  This  is 
understood  to  mean  that  the  friars  will  be 
taken  out  of  the  Held  In  some  way  as  a 
Aecessary  condition  precedent  to  the  paci- 
fication of  the  Islands.  The  church  au- 
tliorities  in  the  Phillpptties  may  not  rel- 
teb  the  pope's  ord«r  when  it  Isi  made  pub- 
tic,  but  eventually  they  will  be  compelled 
to  submit  to  It.  for  the  pope  Is  to  have 
the  strong  arm  of  this  government  to  as- 
sist him  in  compelling  respect  for  his  de- 
cision.

Though  they 
enter  this  country  free  of  duty.  th«y  will 
l>e  subject  to  Internal  revenue  taxation 
here.  Tobacco  and  rum  In  all  their  forms, 
for  example,  that  may  be  shipped  here 
from  Porto  Rico,  must  first  pay  the  tax 
prescribed  by  tbe  Internal  revenue  laws. 
Under  the  Foraker  act  this  tax  was  esislly 
collected,  because  all  Importations  from 
the  island  entered  the  country  through 
the  cu.stoms  house.  In  future,  however. 
ao  declarations  will  have  to  be  made,  and 
Btlll  the  internal  revenue  tax  must  be 
collected  by  some  means.  If  the  internal 
revenue  laws  had  been  extended  to  Porto 
BIco.  the  problem  would  be  comparatively 
simple,  as  agents  of  the  Internal  revenue 
bureau  in  the  Island  would  be  stationed 
to  collect  the  tax  by  the  sale  of  stamps. 
It  is  possible  that  the  commissioner  may 
assign  agents  to  the  island  to  watch  and 
report  upon  the  export  to  the  United 
States  of  articles  subject  to  the  Internal 
revenue  tax,  so  that  when  such  goods  are 
landed  here  the  tax  may  be  collected  be- 
fore the  articles  enter  th  market.  It  is 
presumed  that  In  all  cases  products  of 
Porto  nico  that  are  subject  to  an  internal 
revenue  tax  when  brought  to  this  coun- 
try.  and  which  pay  a  local  excise  tax 
under  the  Hollander  law,  will  be  exempt 
from  the  latter  tax  by  special  act  of  the 
Forto  Rlcan  assebly.  Otherw1.se  such

PXSSING  or  McLXURIN. 

By  a  vote  of  25  to  5  the  state  eKccutlve 
committee  of  the  liemocratlc  party  of 
South  Carolina  decided  that  Senator  Mc- 
Laurln  is  not  a  Democr.at.  and  requested 
his  resicnation  as  United  States  sena- 
tor. This  action  Is  ill-timed  and  wholly 
unnecessary.  It  is  not  'within  the  pro- 
vince of  any  man.  or  set  of  men,  to  meet 
privately  and  detern^ine  who  Is  and  Who 
Vi  not  a  Democrat  or  a  Republican.  So 
far  as  McL«aurin  is  concerned,  he  is  mpre 
of  a  Republican  than  he  Is  a  Democrat. 
During  the  last  two  years  he  has  aeted 
with  the  Republicans  ^on  nearly  every 
ultra-Republican  questiin  which  came 
up  for  consideration  in  the  senate.  His 
object  evidently  was  to  build  up  In  his 
state,  with  the  Republican  patronage 
which  he  was  able  to  secure,  a  McLaurin 
machine  to  be  used  to  keep  him  per- 
petually in  power. 

McLaurin  is  no  doubt  a  demagogue, 
but  not  a  dangerous  one.  He  has  not 
the  mental  capacity  to  make  himself  for- 
midable in  any  cause.  As  a  tool  of  those 
in  power  he  has  been  a  moderate  succawB, 
but  it  has  been  at  the  expense  of  his 
political  career.  Whether  McLaurin  Is 
a  Democrat  or  not  should  be  left  tj  th^ 
people  when  the  tline  comes  to  rote  and 
when  the  state  by  some  afllrmative, ex- 
pression has  defined  tbe  term  Democrat. 
To  Judge  McLaurin  by  the  ancient  and 
obsolete  platforms  of  Chicago  and  Kan- 
sas City  Is  not  only  unfair,  but  consti- 
tutes a  dangerous  precedent.  It  Is  pos- 
sible that  Tillman  himself  may  be  read 
out  of  the  party  after  the  next  national 
convention  has  had  Us  say,  should  this 
summary  method  of  disposing  of  bolters 
become  the  approved  custom  of  the 
party.  McLaurin  is  of  the  class  to  which 
belonged  the  late  Mr.  Kyle,  of  South 
Dakota,  a  man  with  a  very  limited 
knowledge  of  economics  and  no  flxei 
principles  either  moral  or  political— a 
trimmer,  a  time-server,  a  pot-house  poli- 
tician. 

It  is  evident  that  the  McLaurin  move- 
ment in  the  South  is  not  formidable. 
Tillmanlsm  may  be  turned  down  also 
when  the  time  comes,  but  as  between 
Tillmanlsm  and  the  new  creed  of  Mc- 
Laurin the  South  will  not  hesitate  long 
in  making  its  choice.

With  the  department  In  their 
hands,  and  the  administration  press 
ready  and  willing  to  publish  their  cal- 
umnle.'),  they  have  spread  their  evidence 
before  the  great  Jury,  the  people,  and  a 
universal  verdict  of  acquittal  has  been 
returned.  Ttarere  never  was  a  man  so 
maligned  by  his  enemies  in  high  placiis 
and  so  universally  popular  as  Is  Admiral 
Schley  today.  It  may.  never  be  proved, 
but  the  people  l)elieve  that  for  more 
than  two  years  Admiral  Schley  has 
been  the  object  of  a  conspiracy  lo  drive 
hint  from  the  service.  Evidence  of  this 
conspiracy  is  seen  in  the  appointment 
of  Samp(K>n  over  him  as  commander  of 
the  Atlantic  squadron;  it  is  seen  in  the 
attempt  on  the  part  of  Sampson  to  keep 
from  him  the  secret  code  by  which  the 
insurgents  were  to  notify  him  of  the 
presence  of  the  enemy;  it  is  seen  in  ?he 
refusal  of  Samp.son  to  mention  him  In 
his  report  of  the  battle  off  Santiago;  it 
is  seen  in  the  wilful  attempt  on  tbe  part 
of  Sam{)eon  and  his  friends  to  stigma- 
tize him  as  a  coward  for  making  the 
famous  loop  with  the  Brooklyn  In  order 
to  keep  that  vessel  in  the  fight  and  pre- 
vent the  Cristobal  Colon  from  escaping; 
it  Is  seen  in  the  language  of  the  hired 
tool.  Maclay,  who  wrote  a  so-called  his- 
tory of  the  navy  for  the  use  of  the  naval 
cadets,  in  which  Admiral  Schley  was 
made  the  object  of  most  vesomous  lan- 
guage, and  lastly,  it  is  seen  in  the 
studied  insults  offered  to  him  by  Samp- 
son every  time  the  latter  opens  his 
mouth  to  speak  of  the  subject. 

Notwithstanding  the  testimony  of 
Evans,  Cook  and  Schley,  on  the  matter 
of  signals,  Sampsoil  still  maintains  that 
he  gave  them  to  Schley.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  success  of  the  maneuver,  known 
as  the  loop,  which  enabled  the  Brooklyn 
to  inflict  as  much  damage  on  the  enemy 
as  did  the  balance  of  the  fleet,  Samp- 
son atUl  accused  him  of  cowardice,  and 
his  chosen  historian  accused  him  of  run- 
ning away  from  the  enemy.  The  Her- 
ald has  no  desire  to  try  the  case  In  an- 
ticipation of  the  work  of  the  commis- 
sion, but  the  evidence  of  a  conspiracy 
in  high  circles  is  accumulating  so  rap- 
idly that  it  is  deserving  public  men- 
tion. It  was  a  terrible  disappointment 
to  Sampson  to  be  by  accident  deprived 
of  the  privilege  of  claiming  the  victory 
won  by  the  fleet  in  hi«  absence.  All  can 
understand  that.  The  opportunity  of  a 
lifetime  was  lost,  and  the  careful  man-" 
euvering  of  his  friends  In  the  naval  de- 
partment came  to  naught,  because  Cer- 
vera  chose  that  Sunday  morning  to 
come  forth  to  destruction.  Schley,  al- 
though he  had  been  unjustly  superseded 
by  a  Junior  In  rank,  had  the  good  luck 
to  be  in  command,  hence  the  bitterness 
displayed  by  Sampson  from  the  very 
moment  he  came  within  hailing  dis- 
tance at  the  Brooklyn. 

Had  Sampson  been  big  enough  to  for- 
get hlfl  personal  disappointment  and  the 
chagrin  at  having  the  man,  on  whose 
ruin  he  was  bent,  ranking  commander 
in  the  fight,  the  country  would  have 
gladly  yielded  to  him  his  deserved  place 
In  history.  But  he  was  not  big  enough 
of  soul  to  meet  the  emergency,  and  at 
once  displayed  that  littleness  which  is 
so  despised  by  every  American.  "There 
was  glory  enough  for  all,"  but  Sampson 
was  not  willing  to  share  it  with  any 
one.  This  was  his  undoing.  When  he 
determined  to  appropriate  everything 
in  sight,  the  world  refused  to  ac<$ept  his 
estimate  of  himself  and  the  part  he 
played,  and  has  with  a  generous  hand 
given  to  Schley  the  glory  of  the  greatest 
battle  of  modern  times  in  spite  of  every 
effort  of  the  navy  department  to  pre- 
vent it.  The  facta  are  as  well  known 
now  as  tbey  ever  will  be  known.  It  does 


not  nnatter  what  the  findings  of  the 
court  of  Inquiry  are.  it  will  not  affect 
the  standing  of  Admiral  Schlsy  in  this 
age  and  generation. 

Public  opinion  on  that  question  has 
crystallsed.-  The  court  of  Investigation, 
under  the  Influence  of  the  navy  clique, 
may  order  another  verdict  from  the 
Jury,  but  It  will  not  avail.  The  public 
has  sufficient  proof  that  a  brsT^  and 
generous  man  hss  been  ths  victim  of 
msllce  and  Jealousy.  It  is  not  what  he 
might  hfive  done  that  bears  weigrht,  but 
what  he  did.  So  far  ev«ry  attempt  to 
heap  upon  hfm  obliquity  has  utterly 
failed.  His  enemies  have  been  too  ex- 
travagant in  their  abuse.  They  have 
been  too  anxious  for  their  shafts  to 
kill. 

The  people  are  not  much  Interested  in 
the  personnel  of  the  court  selectde  by 
Long.  Dewey  and  Ktmberly  and  Ben- 
ham  are  but  three  msn.  The  fact  that 
Long  selected  them  will  make  the  pub- 
lic suspicious.  What  the  public  will  pay 
attention  to  is  the  evidence  adduced.  On 
that,  the  Jury  of  the  world  and  history 
will  found  their  verdicts. 

In  this  investigation  Admiral  Samp- 
eon  and  Secretary  Long  are  on  trial.  If 
Schley  is  exonerated,  they  will  be  con- 
demned. The  stakes  for  which  they  are 
playing  are  big,  and  they  will  leave 
nothing  undone  to  carry  their  point. 
Those  looking-for  parallels  can  see  a 
striking  similarity  between  the  treat- 
ment of  Oen.  Miles  by  the  war  depart- 
ment and  the  treatment  of  Admiral 
Schley  t>y  the  navy  department.  Shafter 
was  to  Miles  what  Sampson  was  to 
Schley.  For  some  reason  these  men 
were  favorites  with  the  respective  de- 
partments. One  was  a  failure,  when 
opportunity  came  his  way;  the  other 
was  not  present  when  the  time  for  ac- 
tion arrived.  Further  comparisons  are 
left  to  the  individual  readers. 


IRON  XND  STEEL. 

The  marvelous  energy  and  superior 
skill  displayed  in  the  manufacture  of 
steel  and  iron  and  the  wonderful  in- 
crease in  the  production  in  this  country 
can  scarcely  be  realized  even  with  the 
undisputable  figures  before  one,  show- 
ing actual  results.  A  review  of  the  steel 
and  iron  industry  of  the  United  States 
for  the  year  1900  and  for  the  entire 
nineteenth  century  has  been  prepared 
by  the  United  States  geological  survey. 
The  review  contains  many  new  facts  as 
well  as  a  number  of  interesting  histori- 
cal features.  The  world's  total  produc- 
tion of  pig  Iron  last  year  was  about  40,- 
000.000  long  tons,  of  which  the  United 
States  made  13.789.242  tons,  or  fully  34 
per  cent  of  the  entire  output.  A.«icertain- 
Ing  the  world's  production  of  steel  in 
the  same  way,  we  have  a  total  produc- 
tion in  1900  of  about  26,875,000  tons,  of 
which  the  United  States  made  10,187,322 
tons,  or  nearly  38  per  cent.  The  tre- 
mendous value  of  the  Iron  and  steel  in- 
dustry of  the  United  States  is  Indicated 
by  the  following  statement  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  those  two  metals  and  of  the 
other  commodities  immediately  asso- 
ciated with  them,  during  the  year  1900: 
Total  production  of  iron  ore,  27,552.161 
long  tons;  total  production  of  coal,  240,- 
235,266  tons;  total  production  of  coke. 
20.533,348  tons;  production  of  pig  Iron, 
13.789,242;  total  production  of  iron  and 
steel  wire  rods,  84^,291  tons;  production 
of  wire  nails,  7,233,929  kegs  of  100  pounds 
each;  exports  of  iron  and  steel.  1,154,504 
tons;  locomotives  built  by  independent 
shops,  3153;  locomotives  built  by  Bald- 
win Locomotive  works,  included  above, 
1317;  passenger  and  freight  cars  built 
by  independent  shops,  124,106;  steel  cars 
built,  included  In  above,  14,-464. 

The  first  experimental  steel  rails  ever 
made  In  the  United  States  were  rolled 
in  Chicago  in  1865,  but  our  Bessemer 
steel  industry  at  first  made  such  slow 
progress,  owing  to  foreign  competition 
and  the  prejudice  in  favor  of  iron  rails, 
that  the  whole  country  made  only  259,699 
tons  of  steel  rails  In  1875.  Soon  after, 
however,  American  energy  and  ingenu- 
ity produced  most  wonderful  results. 
In  1879  we  made  more  Bessemer  steel 
rails  than  Great  Britain.  In  1881  we 
made  1,187,770  tons  of  steel  rails,  and  in 
1887  we  made  2.101,904  tons,  and  we  have 
since  Increased  those  figures.  From  1867 
to  1900.  l)oth  years  included,  we  made 
33,042,034  tons  of  steel  rails,  an  average 
of  almost  1,000,000  tons  a  year,  of  which 
15,646.000  tons  were  made  In  the  last  t§n 
years.  In  our  country  we  built  more 
miles  of  railroad  in  1887  than  In  any 
year  before  or  since.  The  record  is  one 
of  which  every  American  can  certainly 
feel  proud. 


FIRE  CHIEFS*  AUTOMOBILES. 

It  is  not  often  that  the  public  looks  to 
Washington  for  Innovations  of  any 
form  or  radical  departures  from  custo- 
mary methods.  The  capital  is  too  con- 
servative and  is  usually  found  adopting 
modern  appliances  after  they  have 
been  used  a  long  time  elsewhere. 
Washington  has,  however,  one  great 
advantage  not  enjoyed  by  many  cUies. 
and  that  is  Its  streets.  They  are  models 
in  their  line  and  the  envy  of  other 
municipalities. 

This  advantage  Is  to  be  made  use  of 
for  the  fire  department,  and  the  chiefs 
and  assistants  of  the  city  are  to  ^e  pro- 
vided  with  automobiles.     The  vehicles, 
five     In     number,  are  now     building     In 
New  York,  and  will  be  ready  for  deliv- 
ery by  autumn.     An  automobile  of  'Ike 
design  was  recently  put  to  a  severe  test 
in  Hartford,  with  so  good  results  that 
It   was  purchased     by   that     city.     San 
Francisco  has  also  ordered  automobiles 
for  its  fire  chief  and  his  assistants.  The 
machine  to  be  used  In  Washington  wMl 
be  known  as  a  "chief's  wagoif."     It  re- 
sembles somewhat  the  pictures  of    the 
French    racing    automobiles,  and    whs 
specially  devised  for  the  use  of  fire  and 
police  chiefs.     Speed  has  been  a  prime 
consideration  in     its     cotvstruction,  but 
not  at  the  expense  of  durability;  so  that 
the  new  vehicle  is  much  heavier  than 
the  ordinary  racing  motor,  and  yet  will 
maintain  a  speed  of  twenty-five  miles 
an  hour  as  long  as  the  batteries  stored 
in    front  and    behind   can   be  depended 
upon.     The   motor     is     so  constructed 
that  it  can  run  at  four  si)eeds — seven, 
ten,  fifteen    and    twenty-five    miles  an 
hour.    The  highest  speed  is  to  be  \x%pA 
only  in  eaasrgencies,   a  gait  of  ilftuen 


miles  an  hour  Ani  fbtfsidered  ms  fast 
as  is  necessary  op  ordjnary  occasions. 

The  automobile  is  without  doubt  the 
coming  conveyance  for  such  use,  and 
all  citl«$s,  like  Waslrfn^ton.  will  have

As  you  walk  along  the  bank 
of  some  trout  water  you  may  see  now 
and  then  a  "hopper  fall  from  the  over- 
hanging fronds  of  the  grauses  which 
fringe  the  bank.  Perhaps  he  swims 
across  to  the  other  side,  or  perhaps  goes 
kicking  and  struggling  on  down  stream. 
Then  likely  you  see  a  little  splash,  and 
observe  the  'hopper  to  be  gone.  Again 
and  again  you  will  see  this  splash, 
usually  close  In.shore  and  under  the 
overhanging  fringe  of  grass.  -This  ought 
to  be  a  good  enough  tip  to  you.  if  you  are 
a  passionate  trout  fisher.

The  brook  trout  and  Its  cousins  will 
never  cease  to  be  of  Interest  to  the 
angler,  yet  the  angler  himself  does  not 
always  understand  his  fish  with  exact- 
ness. The  brook  trout  Is.  Indeed,  not 
a  trout,  but  a  charr.  A  charr  has  no 
teeth  upon  the  body  of  fhe'  vomer— a 
bone  found  in  the  front  part  of  the  roof 
of  the  mouth— whereas  tne  trout  or  sal- 
mon has  a  single  or  double  row  of  teeth 
upon  this  bone.  The  true  charr  will 
show  teeth  only  upon  the  head  of  the 
vomer.  In  the  back  part  of  the  roof  of 
the  mouth,  and  this  but  little  marked. 
It  does  not  have  many  teeth  on  the  root 
of  the  tongue,  or  he  hyold  bone.  Y'et 
it  has  teeth  enough  to  eat  a  'hopper  or 
a  worm,  or  to  give  it  ambition  for  the 
artificial  fly.  and  one  may  imagine  that 
the  angler  does  not  «are  how  many 
teeth  it  has  or  has  not.  or  where  they 
may  be  located. 

Certainly  the  charr,  or  salvellnus.  Is  a 
more  beautiful  fish  than  salmon  Itself. 
It  la  more  beautifully  shaped,  more  bril- 
liantly colored  than  the  real  trout,  ar 
.salmon.  Our  lake  trout,  our  Dolly  Var- 
den  trout  of  the  West,  and  our  brook 
trout  are  all  charrs.  The  cut-throat 
trout  of  the  Pacific  Flope,  the  rainbow 
trout  of  the  West,  the  brown  trout  of 
Europe  and  the  Loch  Leven  trout — both 
of  which  latter  species  have  been  plant- 
ed In  this  country— are  true  trout  or 
salmon.  The  rainbow  or  Dolly  Varden. 
the  brown  trout  or  the  Loch  Leven 
trout,  all  members  of  the  true  trout  or 
.salmon  family,  attain  greater  weights 
than  the  charrs.  In  many  of  our  streams 
in  the  Middle  West  the  charrs  and  the 
trout,  as.  for  Instance,  the  brook  trout 
and  the  rainbow  trout,  are  both  found 
together.  It  is  the  consensus  of  opinion 
among  anglers  that  the  rainbow  trout 
as  found  in  the  streams  of  Minnesota, 
Michigan  and  Wisconsin  will  outfight 
the  brook  trout  or  charr,  although  it  is 

not  so  good  upon  the  table.

Wlthki  one  <month  of  Its  publication, 
200,000  copies  of  "The  Crisis,"  Winston 
ChurchiU's  new  novel,  have  been  pub' 
llshed.        It    cannot  {l»e   said    that    th6 
prophet  is  without  iionor  in  his      own 
country  In  his  case.  '   "Richard  Carvel," 
the  author  says,  was  written  as  the  first 
of  a  series  of  novels,  which,  while  in  no 
sense  sequels  or  interrelated   in       any 
way,    have  a  distinct      historical       se- 
quence, as  pictures  of  American  life  at 
different  periods.      In  that  book  we  fol- 
lowed the  character  of      the      cavalier, 
both  in  the  colonial  society  of  Maryland 
and  the  fashionable  life  of  London  prior 
to,  and  during  the  early  days  of      the 
American    revolution.       The   scenes    of 
"The  Crisis"  are  laid  in  St.  Louis,  nearly 
a  century  later.       The  heroine  of       th© 
story,   Virginia  Carvel,   a  great-grand- 
daughter of  Richard  Carvel,   serves  to 
connect  the  stories  In  Interest.  The  hero. 
Stephen  Brice,  Is  a  young  New  England 
lawyer  seeking  forttine  in  the  Southern 
city.      Anwng  the  many  characters     in 
the  historical   setting  of   the   story   we 
meet   Grant,   a  poor  farmer,   later,    the 
greatest  general  in  the  army;  Sherman, 
president  of  a  small  street     car     line — 
later  also  a  conspicuous  and  picturesque 
figure  in   the  history  of  his  time,   and 
Lincoln,  a  struggling  country  lawyer- 
later  as   president   in  our  greatest  na- 
tional crisis.  In  "Richard  Carvel"  there 
is  no  character  which  is  specially  strik- 
ing   none  that  will  be  remembered,  but 
assisted   by   the   great   opportunity   for 
contrast,    Mr.    Churchill    has    in    "The 
Crisis"  produced  seveial  distinct  types- 
The  description  of  Judge  Slias  Whipple 
is,  perhaps,  the  best  of  these  character- 
izations,   but    that    of    the    calculating 
Yankee.    Kilphalet   Hopper,    is       almost 
equally  as  good,  although  the  author  al- 
lows   him    to    disappear       inglorlously. 
without   a  hint  as   to   his   fate,    in   the 
last  chapter  of  the  book.      Judge  Whip- 
ple, however,  la  a  character  whose  ac- 
quaintance  is   well   worth   making.

Exceptional    Activity   In 

Mills  Not  Affected  By 

Steel  Strike. 

New  York,  July  27.— R.  Q.  Dun  &  Co.'s 
weekly  review  of  trade  says: 

A  fortnlKht  of  the  steel  strike  has 
passed  without  materially  alterins  the 
position  of  the  contestants,  or  adverse- 
ly affecting  the  Industry  as  a  whole. 
Exceptional  activity  is  noticed  at  the 
mills  not  affected  by  the  strike,  and 
the  movement  of  structural  material 
for  bridges,  bulldlnRs  and  track  eleva- 
tl>n  Is  still  heavy.  Steel  bars  for  agri- 
cultural Implement  makers  are  firm  In 
price  and  freely  purchased.  Railways 
.seek  frei.£;ht  cars,  and  rails  are  sold  fir 
delivery  next  January.  Cotton  bands, 
sheets  and  hoops  are  comman<ling  a 
premium.  PiK  iron  is  advancinj?.  But 
producers  have  offered  no  conces.slons 
on  orders  for  tin  plates,  njt  accepting 
for  delivery  before  Oct.  1.  Since  the 
strike  began,  owing  to  the  condition  of 
the  mills,  distant  contracts  are  still 
taken  at  unchanged  prices.  But  jobbers 
are  receiving  high  prices  for  goods  de- 
m-erable  immediately. 

Tin  has  fallen  to  the  quotations  pre- 
vailing in  May,  owing  to  the  lack  of  de- 
mand nere  and  weakness  in  London. 

New  lines  of  woolen  goods  for  delivery 
after  Oct.  1  opened  at  moderate  reduc- 
tions from  last  year's  prices,  as  gen- 
erally expected  by  the  trade.  Supplies 
of  heavyweight  goods  have  been  reduced 
to  a  satisfactory  point,  and  the  situation 
in  all  branches  of  the  Industry  is  such 
as  to  engender  confidence.  Raw  wool, 
however,  thus  far  fails  to  reflect  the  im- 
provement, quotations  remaining  un- 
changed at  the  lowest  avera.ge  price  In 
f.)ur  years.  A  few  of  the  most  expen- 
sive grades  are  held  above  former  fig- 
ures, and  the  bulk  of  the  new  domestic 
clip  has  gone  into  the  hands  of  specu- 
lators who  await  profitable  terms.  Cot- 
ton goods  are  dull,  neither  buyers  nor 
sellers  exhibiting  an  eagerness  to  make 
propositions.  Withdrawal  of  prominent 
concerns  from  the  Fall  River  selling 
(ommittee  sugge.«ts  lower  prices  for 
print  iloths.  Mills  are  not  fuly  em- 
l.loyed  either  North  or  South.  Quiet 
conditions  in  the  domestic  manufacture, 
light  exports  and  better  weather  on 
plantations  caused  further  depression  in 
raw  cotton. 

Shoe  shops  are  producing  at  full  ca- 
pacity, with  orders  arriving  steadily. 
And  salesmen  are  already  placing 
spring  samples  liberally  in  Western  and 
Southern  markets.  Business  Impnnes 
as  the  season  advances,  and  local  job- 
bers report  July  trade  in  excess  of  the 
corresponding  month  In  any  previous 
year.  Dry  hides  are  still  in  light  de- 
mand with  values  rtrmly  held,  while  a 
few  grades  of  Chicago  country  hides 
are  lower. 

Variations  in  the  com  market  on 
Monday  Indicated  manipulation.  Wea- 
ther reports  alone  were  not  sufficiently 
distressing  to  carry  the  September  com 
option  at  Chicago  to  within  a  small 
fraction  of  60  cents,  while  the  with- 
drawal of  support  caused  sales  6  cents 
lower  the  following  day.  High  prices 
prevailed  throughout  the  week,  how- 
ever. Foreign  liuying  is  insignificant. 
Atlantic  exports  for  the  week  amount- 
ing to  only  1.042,361  bushels,  against  3,- 
099.897  a  year  ago,  when  quotations  were 
about  15  events  lower. 

Wheat  prices  are  more  rational  and 
the  movement  heavy.  Receipts  for  the 
week  were  6,898,528  bushels  against  5,- 
046,1^7  last  year,  and  Atlantic  exports 
4,873,309  bushels  against  3,099,897  a  year 
ago. 

Failures  for  the  week  numbered  198 
in  the  United  States  against  231  last 
year,  and  28  in  Canada  against  28  last 
j[e*r.

They  are  from  Boston,  and 
while  Stephen  la  not  let  off  without  some 
criticism  for  his  "Boston  scorn,"  he  Is 
accorded  all  the  attributes  considered 
necesBary  for  a  hero. 

In  drawing  his  wom^^n  Mr.  Churchill 
has  not  proved  so  capable,  and  shows 
little  change  In  this  respect  since  he 
wrote  "Richard  Carvel."  The  Virginia 
Carvel  of  "The  Crisis"  is  as  fovllah  and 
thoughtle.ss  as  her  ancestor.'  Dorothy 
Manners,  and  possesatis  no  striking  per- 
sonality which  would  cause  her  to  be  re- 
niiembered. 

"Richard  Carvel"  by  reason  of  the  ob- 
vious movement  outward  from  a  given 
center,  the  geographical  distances  which 
seoarate  the  scenes  <ff  the  story,  the 
stf'ady  development  and  constant  broad- 
en'ng  of  action,  may  be  .said  to  be  repre- 
sentative of  a  method  of  literary  con- 
struction which  is  essentially  centri- 
fugal The  movement  of  "The  Crisis," 
on  the  other  hand,  is  centripetal.  Here 
the  variou.<»  characters  are  drawn 
toward  a  geographical  center  by  the 
controllln.3r  force  of  an  individual,  which 
presently  becomes  national  destiny.  In 
them  are  represented  the  moral,  social 
and  political  forces  which  made  the 
civil  war  inevitable.  There  in  St. 
Louis  is  fought  <»ut  on  a  smaJler  stage, 
by  Individuals  instead  of  classes  and 
factions,  the  prototype  in  principle  and 
action  of  the  great  rebellion. 

But  "The  Crisis"  is  not  in  any  sen.se 
a  war  novel.  Feverish  descriptions  of 
battles,  of  carnage,  of  deeds  of  valor  In 
the  field  the  crash  of  guns,  the  moans 
of  the  dying,  and  the  last  defiant  yells 
of  the  vanquished  have  no  place  in  these 
pages.  It  is  with  the  principles  which 
brought  about  that  war,  kept  It  In  mo- 
tion, and  finally  stamped  it  out  that  the 
author  deals.  No  allurement  of  the  spec- 
tacular, no  craving  for  the  sensational, 
or  fancy  for  militant  pathos  has 
caused  Mr.  Churchill  to  swerve  one  iota 
from  his  conception  of  what  repre.-^ents 
the  human,  ethical  and  personal  phase 
of  the  struggle  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Union.  Blows  are  given  and  re- 
turned, men  are  wounded,  homes  are 
divided,  women  suffer,  but  the  armed 
conflict  Itself  Is  evid<mt  only  through  its 
efre<-t  upon  the  characters  in  the  story 
and  upon  their  relations  to  one  another, 
iniblished  by  MacmlHan  &  Co.,  New 
York.

would  seem  enough  of  hard  luck  for  any 
man.  The  tenor  in  "The  Heavenly 
Twins"  suffers  all  thle.  But  still  not 
content  Sarah  Grand  has  given  him 
the  love  of  what  he  ijelieves  Is  a  sweet- 
faced  boy,  who  plays  the  violin  divinely 
and  talks  with  all  the  piquancy  of  a 
thoughtful  boy.  Then,  when  the  boy 
has  become  a  part  of  the  man,  there 
comes  a  day  of  awakening.  The  tenor 
discovers  in  the  laughing  youngster  his 
goddess  of  truth,  his  angel  of  purity, 
whom  he  had  worshipped  afar  off,  and 
who  Is  now  lost  to  him  doubly,  for  the 
quick-witted  boy  has  disappeared  and 
in  his  place  there  stands  the  woman's 
real  self,  which  belongs  to  another.

Houghton,  Mich.,  July  27.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  new  mill  of  the  Mass 
mine  will  go  Into  commission  next  Mon- 
day, the  rock  bins  having  been  filled  and 
the   other   necessary    preliminaries    ar- 
ranged.   The  mill  has  a  single  stamp  at 
present,  thsugh  its  cp.pacity  will  be  in- 
creased later,  and  wltl  be  able  to  handle 
between  400  and  500  tons  of  rock  dally. 
The  Mass  mine,  wliich  Is  a  consolidation 
of  the  Mass,  Ridge  atid  lesser  mines  of 
the  early  days.  Is  notably  rich  in  heavy 
copper  found   In  /nasses     and     smaller 
chunks  of  "barrel  size."  and  is  generally 
held  by  the  mining  men  to  be  the  richest 
of  any  lake  copper  mine  in  mass  and 
barrel  work.    The  only  question  as  to  the 
future  of  the  mine  l8..the  percentage  of 
stamp  rock  that  c^n  be  secured  from  the 
lodes,  and  the  amount  of  copper  aver- 
aged   by   such    rock.     As    the   tale    will 
soon  be  told  by  the  actual  results  of  the 
milling,  predictiois  aTfe  superfluous,  but

Mix  well  and  pour  Into  a 
large  earthen  Jar.  Cover  with  cheeseclottt 
or  a  thin  piece  of  muslin  lo  keep  out  the 
dust.  Let  it  ferment  well,  stirring  It  up 
once  or  twice  each  day.  When  fermenta- 
tion ceases  skim,  strain  and  pour  Into  a 
cask  and  let  stand  for  twenty-four  hours; 
then  close  the  bunghole  and  let  stand  f.Q& 
four  months.  At  end  of  that  time  rack  off 
the  wine  into  bottles;  cork  well  and  put

ing with  ordinary  legs  could  not  hope  to 
secure. 

Marchiano.  on  the  other  hand.  insJlstecl 
that  on  numerous  occasions,  at  "Co 
Keleher's  and  "Billy"  Roberts'  he  had 
tried  the  cake  walk,  both  fast  .•'nd  slow. 
and  had  been  unable  to  do  anyihlns  with 
It.  In  fact,  he  asserted  that  at 'one  time 
he  had  been  thrown  bodily  from  the  dance 
hall  because  his  wooden  foot  had  inad- 
vertently come  down  upon  the  toe  of  his 
partner  In  the  dance  andShe  had  screamea 
murder  and  oiher  things  too  numerous 
and    too   personal   to    mention. 

O'Rourke  again  Insisted  that  It  was  due 
to  Marchiano' s  harsh  and  unsympaihetlc 
nature,  and  offered  to  show  him  a  few 
plrouttes  If  he  would  agree  to  buy  the 
next  drink.  The  debaters  adjourned  to 
Keleher's  dance  hall.  ORourke  gracefully 
took  the  center  of  the  floor,  and  to  the 
strains  of  "Ma  Tiger  Lily"  by  the  orches- 
tra, performed  several  steps  to  the  wonder 
and  admiration  of  the  crowd,  ending  his 
performance  by  Standing  on  his  woodeii 
leg  and  whirling  with  ihe  rapidity  and 
abandon  of  a  Dervish.     ,  ^        ^^         ^   ..  ^ 

Marchiano  was  Induced  to  attempt  the 
same  performance  and  he  tried  to  demon- 
strate that  while  the  sensational  feat  of 
his  friend  could  be  duplicated,  there  was 
nothing  artistic  about  it.  He  got  along 
vei-v  well  until  he  tried  the  whirl,  and 
then  the  fastenings  of  his  leg  beca»ie 
loose,  hurling  him  to  the  floor,  strlklnR  On 
his  head  and  still  whirling.  ORoiJrke 
laughed  heartllv.  whereupon  Marchiano 
recovered  himself  and  grabbing  his  wooden 
leg  clubbed  It  and  attempted  to  commit 
manslaughter.  The  combatants  were  flnal- 
Iv  separated  and  turned  adrift  In  the 
street,  still  arguing  the  merits  of  the  cake 
walk  as  performed  by  a  wooden-legged 
man.

REVOLUTIONARY  RELICS. 

In  an  engagement  between  English  .and 
American  tleets  on  Lake  Chaniplain  In 
1776,  the  Amtrlcan  schooner  Royal  Savage 
was  disabled  and  sunk  south  of  Valcjur 
island.  J.  G.  Falcon,  of  E\'anston.  111., 
a  diver  of  much  experience,  who  ha.s  been 
emploved  here  of  late,  being  informed  of 
the  idoation  of  the  wreck,  made  a.i  at- 
tempt on  Wednesday  afternoon  to  secure 
relics  from  the  vesssel,  says  the  Burling- 
ton correspondent!  of  the  Boston  Herald. 

When  he  reached  the  bottom  of  the 
lake,  In  about  twenty  feet  of  water,  he 
discovered  the  well-delined  outlines  of 
the  schooner.  He  found  three  gun  car- 
riages, a  quantity  of  cannon  balls  and 
some  snraller  articles.  With  the  aid  of 
the  derrick  the  relics  were  hoisted  to  the 
barge  and  brought  to  this  city.  The  three 
gun  carriages  are  the  most  interesting 
parts  of  the  find.  Although  much  eaten 
by  rust  and  damaged  by  action  of  the 
water,  they  still  retain  their  original  form 
and  appearance.  They  are  construct?!  of 
wood  and  Iroti,  and  in  many  places  the 
wood  Is  eaten  away  until  there  »s  hardly 
enough  left  to  hold  the  structure  together. 
The  wood  is  now  partially  petrified,  and 
la  alniOPt  as  solid  as  rock.  The  Iron  bars 
and  bolts  of  the  carriage  are  corroded 
and  covered  with  large  bunches  of  rust. 
The  carriages  are  two  feet  high,  three 
feet  wide  and  four  feet  long.  They  weigh 
in  the  vicinity  of  200  pounds  each.  Ont 
of  the  carriages  has  been  given  to  the  city 
of  Bullnglon  by  Mr.  Falcon,  but  the 
other  two  were  boxed  yesterday  and 
shipped  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  at 
Washington,   D.   C.  ^  . 

Mr.  Falcon  spent  about  two  hours  In 
search  of  the  relics  and  aside  from  the 
carriages  secured  about  thirty  caiuion 
balls  and  shot.  Among  them  were  chain 
shot,  bar  shot,  grape  shot  and  solid  phot. 
He  also  secured  a  rib  of  the  boat  ana 
seome  rigging.  .    .    ,.     «    j  , 

Prom  a  historical  standpoint  the  find  Is 
a  valuable  one,  and  further  developments 
may  lead  to  ^e  discovery  of  the  ]>aper8 
of  Gen.  Benedict  Arnold,  which  were  lost 
at  th'j  time  of  the  battle.  ^    ,      , 

In  the  fight  the  Royal  Savage  had  ad- 
vanced in  front  of  the  line.  She  sustained 
the  fire  of  the  British  vessels  for  seme 
time  and  until  her  masts  were  crippled 
aid  much  of  her  rigging  shot  away.  She 
then  attempted  to  return  to  the  line,  tut 
running  too  far  to  leeward  grounded  near 
the  southwest  _polnt  of  Valcour  Island  end 
was  abandoned  by  her  men.  who  succeed- 
ed  In  reaching  the  other  boats  In  a.ifety. 
At  night  the  British  boarded  the  schoon- 
er and  set  fire  to  her. 

The  battle  resulted  In  a  victory  for  the

KOWAK  RIVER. 

Geological  Survey  Makes 
Report  on  Its  Opera- 
tions. 

Washington,  July  27.— The  rerwrt  on 
operations  of  the  Kowak  river  party  In 
Alaska  from  the  geological  survey  has 
been  submitted  by  Geologist  Menden- 
hall,  in  charge  of  the  work.  He  says  the 
party  reached  Dawson,  Yukon  territory, 
June  4.  Mr.  Reaburn  of  the  party,  with 
three   camp   hands,   immediately   began 

to  survey  a  line  from  Fort  Yukon  to  the 
mouth  of  Dall  river,  about  150  mile*. 
This  region  of  the  Yukon  tlats  offered  no 
geologic  problems  other  than  those  In- 
volved in  the  hstory  of  a  large  area  of 
fiuvial  silts.  After  detailing  the  move- 
ments of  individuals  of  the  party  the 
report  says  the  waters  there  June  27 
were  high  and  rising,  but  little  rain  had 
fallen  and  the  thermometer  ranged 
from  40  to  60  degrees.  The  party  gained 
ten  days'  time  by  declining  to  wait  until 
the  Ice  left  the  lakes  at  the  head  of  the 
Yukon.

MILD  FATE 


Was  That  Which  Came  to 
Assassin  Bresci  Com- 
pared to  Some. 


Death  Is  Easier  Than  a 

Life  of  Constant 

Torment. 


The  often-predicted  suicide  of  King 
Slayer  Bresci  did  not  occur  too  late  to 
give  his  friends  and  foes  an  opportunity  j 
for  an  exchange  of  anathemas.  That 
lurid  cablegram  about  a  modem  inqui- 
sition and  a  renewal  of  war  to  the  knife 
does  not  seem  to  have  reached  Its  ad- 
dress, but  Its  mere  insinuations  have  set 
the  Italian  loyalists  agog,  and  Signor 
Bertella  challenges  the  records  of 
ancient  and  modern  history  to  adduce  a 
case  of  grosser  slandei-.  says  F.  L.  Os- 
wald in  the  Cincinnati  Enquirer. 

"That  these  fanatics."  he  says,  "are 
ready  to  whet  their  daggers  on  the 
slightest  provocation  is  known  well 
enough,  but  few,  even  of  their  oppo- 
nents, would  have  thought  them  capable 
of  so  Insane  a  preteatt." 

eYt,  considering  the  ohronlque  scan- 
daleuse  of  European  state  prisons,  the 
controverted  rumor  appears,  after  all, 
Ie&^  strange  than  Its  results.  Abul  Kar- 
nuid's  history  of  the  Gomerea  (a  set  of 
Mohammedan  fenlan.s)  states  that  the 
members  of  the  warlike  brotherhood 
generally  fought  to  a  finish,  "declining 
quarter,  because  they  considered  cap- 
tivity a  lingering  form  of  perdition, 
more  inevitable  and  less  honorable  than 
a  soldier's  death.'"  And  the  premises 
of  that  Inference  were  not  limited  to 
Southern  Spain,  nor  to  apprehension 
founder!  upon  the  barbarous  custom  of 
selling  prisoners  of  war  to  the  slave 
dealers. 

Avarice,  revenge,  truculence.  bigotry, 
party  passions  and  the  dread  of  expo- 
sure all  combined  to  prejudice  the 
chances  of  state  prisoners  as  applicants 
for  life  Insurance. 

They  might  know  too  rnuch.  Their 
accomplishments  might  lncrli»de  a  talent 
for  Jall-breaklng.  The  question  of  their 
murder  might  Involve  only  doubtful 
scruples,  offset  by  an  Indisputable  ad- 
\'antage  in  the  guarantee  of  peace. 

Moreover,  Jailers  are  apt  to  be  biased 
by  a  CKrtisan  spirit  aggravating  the 
temptations  of  a  dally  repealed  oppor- 
tunity. 

"Do  you  live  In  the  city  now?"  Pro- 
fessor Brlnkman  of  Vienna  asked  a  re- 
tired Tyrolese  gamekeeTier. 

"No.  I'm  still  holding  the  pot  In  the 
mountains,"  said  the  old  fellow.  "There 
Is  only  one  thing  In  the  world  that 
would  make  me  stand  the  worry  of  city 
lifo— if  they  would  appoint  me  turnkey 
In  the  Geneva  stSKe  prison,  and  give  me 
a  chance  to  get  even  with  the  scoun- 
drel that  butchered  our  good  old  kals- 
erln,"  mentioning  cases  where  the  kind- 
hearted  empress  had  given  him  a  hand- 
ful of  coin  for  a  cup  of  fresh  water. 

In  the  Siberian  mines  the  patriot 
Bestujeflf  wa«  turned  over  to  a  ruffian 
who  had  been  wounded  In  a  nihilist 
riot  and  did  not  fail  to  make  the  best 
of  his  chance  for  a  dastard's  revenge. 

"I'm  not  going  to  do  them  the  favor 
to  commit  suicide."  said  Bastujeff  In  an 
interview  with  a  German  traveler,  "our 
tyrant  Is  near  the  end  of  his  tether." 
"Gott  heist  vergeltung  In  der  WeJtges- 
hlchte"— "God's  name  In  history  Is  ret- 
ribution"—hinting  that  he  would  live  to 
see  the  downfall  of  the  crar:  but  the 
brutalities  of  his  Jailer  got  too  much  for 
his  patience,  and  before  the  end  of  the 
year  he  freed  his  soul  with  some  un- 
known polaon — sugar  of  lead,  prepared 
from  smuggled  ores,  the  court  of  In- 
quiry conjectured. 

But  vindictive  blackguards  on  the 
etalf  of  a  prison  warden  are  not  the  ex- 
clusive products  of  feudal  monarchies. 
Spanish-American  republics  have  pro- 
duced them,  and  during  the  first  consul- 
ship of  Bonaparte  a  French  ro«ralist, 
the  Insurgent  leader  Lajolats.  was  wor- 
ried to  death  by  a  pair  of  Sansculotte 
bullies.  He  had  commanded  a  brigade 
of  volunteers.  In  the  Vendee,  and  sur- 
rendered In  reliance  on  Gen.  Bema- 
dotte'a  offer  of  anmeaty,  but  waa  de- 
tained as  a  personal  friend  of  the  con- 
spirator PIchegru.  and,  without  the 
formality  of  a  public  trial,  bundled  off 
to  Marseilles  and  slapped  In  a  desper- 
ado cell  of  the  Chateau  d'Iff— the  scene 
of  Dumas'  "Monte  Chrlsto." 

His  friends  had  been  busy  collecting 
proof  of  his  Innocence,  and  at  last  re- 
duced their  petition  to  a  remarably 
modest  alternative:  In«t«nt  death  by 
powde*-  and  lead,  or  a  positive  state- 
ment as  to  the  number  of  years  the  gov- 
ernment meant  to  detain  their  helpless 
prisoner.  Anything  sooner  than  the 
present  uncertainty. 

After  a  month's  delay  the  court  of  ap- 
peals, as  proxy  of  the  dictator,  pub- 
lished a  revision  of  the  case.  and.  con- 
sidering, etc.,  was  considerate  enough 
to  announce  Its  Intention  of  releasing 
the  scar-covered  captive  In  1805.  pro- 
vided unforeseen  emergencies  should 
not  oblige  them  to  cancel  their  present 
decision.  The  vendee  was  completely 
pacified  In  the  course  of  the  next  year; 
but,  as  a  matter  of  precaution,  the 
friends  of  Oen.  LaJolais  publicly  repudi- 
ated the  rumor  that  they  Intended  to 
celebrat*  his  release  by  an  ovation. 
They  might  as  well  have  saved  them- 
selves that  trouble.  The  prisoner  of  the 
Chateau  d'Iff  did  not  return.  One  of  his 
Jailers,  it  seenrui.  had  laid  a  wager  that 
he  would  wear  out  the  royalist  flunkey 
without  a  resort  to  direct  violence,  and 
seeing  the  end  of  his  term  at  hand,  con- 
cluded to  effect  a  postponement.  Re- 
ports that  he  had  again  and  again  con- 
spired to  escape  and  intrigued  with  the 
enemies  of  the  empire,  oaujed  the  gov- 
ernment to  reconsider  its  plan  of  clem- 
ency, and  In  March,  1806.  their  prisoner 
left  his  cage  only  to  be  transferred  to  a 
stronger  cell.  His  powerful  constitu- 
tion and  the  spes  finis  had  enabled  him 
to  bear  up  under  a  series  of  fiendish 
provocations,  but  human  staying  pow- 
ers have  their  limits,  and  the  San«cu- 
lotte  Jailer,  after  all.  won  his  bet.  Oen. 
Lajollas  was  found  dead  on  the  floor  of 
his  dungeon,  worn  out  with  nafsery,  but 


without    any    external    traces  of    mal- 
treatment. 

Peter  the  Great  was  too  impatient.  If 
not  too  magnanimous,  to  encourage 
practices  of  that  sort,  and  generally 
preferred  the  drumhead  court-martial 
method  of  dealing  with  political  offen- 
ders, but  his  enlightened  successor,  the 
Empress  Katherlne  II.  Is  charged  with 
at  least  three  deliberate  murders  of  in- 
convenient prisoners.  With  one  excep- 
tion they  were  no  personal  enemies  of 
hers;  she  laughed  at  libels  and  actu- 
ally delighted  In  the  publlicty  of  her 
amorous  extravagansas,  because,  as 
she  did  not  hesitate  to  assure  the  phll- 
oeophor  Diderot,  "all  rational  contem- 
poraries 'iH."%  i  worship  her,  pour  se  fler 
de  I'eneml  unlverselle,  le  cagot" — "for 
defying  the  common  enemy,  say,  Mr. 
Pecksniff,  of  the  Society  for  Interfer- 
ence With  Other  People's  Business." 

She  would  even  have  forgotten 
ribaldry  of  the  sort  that  had  kindled  the 
seven  years'  war,  but  could  not  Ignore 
Princess  DashkofC's  threat  to  publish 
her  Intrigues  with  foreign  favorites, 
and  thus  make  the  bullies  of  the  old 
Russia  party  fly  at  her  throat. 

A  public  trial  would  have  made  mat- 
ters worse,  and  the  disagreeable,  though 
only  practicable,  alternative  was  a  mid- 
night murder  in  the  dungeon  of  the 
Neva  prison.  One  obnoxious  subject 
of  her  majesty  was  "removed  by  non- 
removal."  I.  e.,  left  to  perish  when  a 
river  deluge  flooded  the  subterranean 
cells. 

In  republican,  or  rather  oligarchic 
Venice  expedients  of  that  sort  were  fac- 
ilitated by  the  secrecy  of  political  trials. 
State  prisoners  disappeared,  whether 
for  a  few  weeks  or  forever  no  outsider 
could  ascertain,  and  growlers,  or  too 
anxious  inquirers,  were  equ-ally  apt  to 
vanish.  The  inscription  on  the  trap- 
door gate  of  Dante's  "Inferno"  would 
have  fitted  the  cell  of  every  mutineer 
against  the  power  of  the  oligarchs  whose 
victims,  according  to  Farlnettl's  chron- 
icle, averaged  a  dozen  a  year,  even  at 
the  end  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
when  the  absolutism  of  the  grandees 
had  been  somewhat  modified. 

Philip  II  of  Spain  was  a  stickler  for 
etiquette,  even  In  court  proceedings,  but 
the  owner  of  5.000,000  square  miles  could 
find  burial  ground  for  a  good  many  ad- 
versaries. When  the  charge  of  high 
treason  was  found  untenable,  the  hire- 
lings in  ermine  tried  for  an  indictment 
for  "disloyalty,"  and.  as  a  last  resort, 
the  prisoner  was  accused  of  heretical 
tenets.  There  were  expert  cross-exam- 
iners who  could  have  made  a  saint  in- 
criminate himself  in  ten  ^minutes,  and 
captives  of  the  star  chamber  emissaries 
generally  bade  their  friend*  a  sad  and 
last  farewell.  The  Aragon  reformer, 
Robledo.  defended  himself  with  the  skill 
of  a  trained  Jurist  for  a  couple  of  days, 
but  then  lost  his  temper,  and  informed 
the  presiding  Judge  that,  being  averse 
to  wastes  of  time,  he  would  at  once  xAead 
guilty  to  libellous  utterances  against  the 
sultan  of  Trebizond  (the  man  in  the 
moon,  as  we  would  say).  He  did  silence 
the  badgerers  of  the  prosecution  for  a 
minute  or  two,  but  probably  repented 
his  sarcasm  when  he  was  informed  that 
in  order  to  spare  the  feelings  of  his  ma- 
jesty's representatives,  the  court  had 
decided  to  remove  the  tongue  of  the 
scurrilous  traitor. 

As  a  mass  murderer  of  helpless  pris- 
oners the  oppressor  of  the  Netherlands. 
in  fact,  far  eclipsed  the  achievements  of 
Peter  the  Cruel,  who  owed  his  sobriquet 
chiefly  to  the  cynicism  of  his  crimes,  as 
when  he  Invited  a  Moorish  emir  to  at- 
tend a  tourney,  and  then  asked  him  If 
he  had  not  forgotten  his  obergo  (hau- 
berk, protective  neck  collar),  as  he 
would  shortly  have  a  tussle  with  the 
court  executioner. 

King  Ferdinand  of  Naples  seems  to 
have  considered  the  assassination  of 
prisoners  a  prerogative  of  the  crown, 
and  indignantly  declined  to  answer  the 
Inquiries  of  a  delegation  of  representa- 
tive n3blemen.  "What  that  conspirator 
has  done,"  he  sneered,  "may  have  been 
some  business  of  yours;  what  has  been 
done  to  him  concerns  only  bis  Judges." 

Frederick  the  Great,  on  several  occa- 
sions, went  even  further,  and  refusad 
audience  to  the  friends  of  obnoxious 
prisoners.  He  rarely  signed  a  sentence 
of  death,  but  there  Is  reason  to  believe 
that  he  attempted  the  indirect  removal 
of  his  ex-favorite.  Baron  Trenck.  a 
"giant  of  gigantic  imsslons,"  but  guilty 
of  no  worse  offence  than  an  act  of  self- 
help,  when  the  intrigues  of  slander- 
mongers  had  resulted  in  his  Imprison- 
ment. He  effected  his  escape  from  the 
strongest  fortress  of  the  Prussian  mon- 
archy, and,  moreover,  aggravated  the 
autocrat  by  the  prosperity  of  his  career 
at  the  court  of  St.  Petersburg,  and  the 
next  time  he  approached  the  Prussian 
frontier  was  captured  and  rushed  off  to 
Magdeburg.  Drag  chains,  a  cold,  damp 
cell  and  a  diet  of  rye  bread  and  water 
would  have  killed  nine  out  of  ten  men  In 
a  year,  and  the  truculence  of  the  royal 
Jailer  is  not  mitigated  by  the  fact  that 
extraordinary  barbarities  were  baffled 
by  the  still  more  exceptional  Titalitjr  of 
his  prisoner. 

Trenck,  like  most  men  of  hts  type,  had 
a  penchant  for  emphatic  remarks,  and  is 
supposed  to  have  forfeited  his  patron's 
favor  by  acting  as  spokesman  of  peti- 
tioners for  the  abolishment  of  various 
social  and   military  grievances. 

But  the  great  king's  treatment  of  oo- 
positlon  leaders  was  at  last  not  aggra- 
vated by  cant,  like  that  of  Aurungsebc, 
the  grand  mogul  of  India  and  Turkestan. 
His  empire  of  90,000,000  degenerate  Ori- 
entals did  not  boast  a  more  consummate 
dissembler,  nor  a  more  merciless  Dftrse- 
cutor  of  opponents  and  rivals.  When 
his  father  was  dying  and  three  of  his 
brothers  prepared  to  fight  for  the  right 
of  succession  the  "Koran  reader,"  as 
they  had  nlcknajned  him.  protested  that 
the  object  of  his  ambition  was  only  a 
spiritual  crown,  and  thus  contrived  to 
get  his  claws  In  the  old  king's  treasury, 
while  the  rough-and-tumble  fighting 
pretenders  were  rolling  from  province 
to  province.  Just  for  the  "security  of 
the  capital."  the  saint,  all  the  same, 
managed  to  collect  an  army  of  150,000 
men,  and  stood  alert,  watching  his 
brothers  carving  up  each  other,  then 
suddenly  pounce  upon  the  survivor  and 
clapped  him  In  prison,  where  he  was 
surprised  to  find  his  father,  the  legiti- 
mate king,  ^ho  In  the  meantime  had 
been  unsplritual  enough  to  recover  and 
reassert  his  rights.  Some  1500  partisans 
were  Jailed  at  the  same  time,  and  a  few 
days  after  the  saint,  with  tears  running 
down  his  prayer  poncho.  Informed  the 
public  that  it  had  pleased  Allah  to  re- 
move all  his  prisoners  by  some  myster- 
ious bowel  complaint 

Epidemics  of  that  sore  have  occurred 
in  more  than  one  British  state  prison.

tem. That  craziest  of  all  crimes  against 
criminals  would  foster  sycophancy  and 
despotism  enough  to  outweigh  its  sup- 
posed advantages  a  hundred  fold,  even 
if  experience  had  not  proved  that  the 
plan  of  depriving  prisoners  of  definite 
hope  Involves  the  risk  of  depriving  them 
of  their  reason.

Five  million  doUars  In  debt  five  years 
ago.  and  today  in  control  of  the  9(60.000.000 
capital  of  the  Rock  Island  railroad,  is  the 
story  of  the  wonderful  rise  to  power  In 
the  financial  world  of  the  Moore  Bros., 
of  Chisago,  says  the  New  Yoric  Wo«-ld. 

The  country  was  startled  on  Aug.  8. 
1896,  by  the  failure  of  William  H.  tk,  J. 
H.  Moore.  Their  downfall  was  the  .-esult 
of  an  eftoiv  to  put  up  the  price  of  Dia- 
mond Match  stock.    They  had  organized 


the  Diamond  match  faetoi7  In  the  coui^ 
try  and  were  worth  |6,<MW.oais. 

They  were  in  a  scheme  to  manlpulsts 
the  price  of  stock  wheo  wnilam  J.  Hryaa 
made  Ills  "crow«  of  thorns"  spe^zh  la 
Chicago.  Instantly  the  martcei  went 
against  them,  and  to  a  few  days  ther 
were  forced  to  suspend. 

The  effects  of  their  failure  were  felt 
all  over  the  country.  The  Cltilcago  Stock 
aKchan^e  was  closed  for  three  months  sod 
Ave  banks  In  thot  city  had  bard  work  to 
weather  the  storm.  Ilie  lote  Philip  D. 
Artaour  bad  to  taks  up  ttoousaads  oC 
shares  of  Diamond  Matcn  stock  on  whl<^ 
he  had  made  loans.  The  Moore  Bros. 
owed  $5,000,000. 

Such  a  handicap  did  not  disouran 
them  In  the  race  for  wealth.  Instantljr 
they  wenti  to  work  to  repMr  tbelr  fehat* 
tered  fortunes.  The  organization  of  ifeo 
Cracker  Trust  was  their  first  succees.  and 
was  follo^-ed  by  the  formation  of  the  Am- 
erican Strawboard  oorapany  and  the  Tin 
Plate  tiust. 

Ex-Judge  William  H.  ICoore  becams 
known  as  one  of  the  best  authorities  ta 
the  country  on  the  law  of  Industrial  com- 
binations. On  Feb.  7,  1899.  he  compietsi 
the  organization  of  the  National  StesI 
oompanv.  and  recently  he  was  an  import 
tant  factor  In  merging  thae  and  ot!isr  cor- 
porations into  the  billion-dollar  Steel 
trust.  A  little  more  than  a  yBtLt  ago  h« 
established  his  headquarters  In  this  dljr. 
At  that  time  he  and  his  brother  wers 
said  to  be  morth  110.000,000. 

Several  months  ago  When  Rock  TslanC 
stock  was  selling  at  110.  the  Moore  Rros. 
began  to  buy  it.  The  price  rose  gradually 
to  ISO  and  then  the  publto  took  hold  and 
boomed    it   to    175. 

All  the  time  the  Moores  kept  adding  to 
their  holdings,  and  at  the  annual  mssttag 
held  yeeterdav  in  Chicago  it  was  d*ti 
strajted  that  they  wef*  th*  i  ' 
ests  in  the  road.
